At the close of the last session of Grand Lodge, and at the 
request of M.\ W.\ Brother Vbooman, retiring Grand Master, 
I granted a dispensation to certain Brethren to organize a Lodge 
at Sidney. 

For reasons deemed sufficient, I also granted dispensations to 
form a Lodge at East Syracuse and a Lodge at Bath, L. 1. 
The Brethren to whom these dispensations were issued have, 
as I am informed by the reports of the Grand Lecturer and Dis- 
trict Deputies, conformed to the requirements of the Constitu- 
tion. I recommend that warrants of constitution be granted in 
each case. 

Masonic Boabd of Relief of New York City. 

The Thirteenth Annual Eeport of this Board shows a large 
amount of charitable work done during the year, not only for 
the relief of distressed worthy Brethren, but in the detection 
and exposure of impostors. The Board has undertaken and has 
made commendable progress in the work of obtaining a shelter 
or temporary abode for those seeking relief, pending investiga- 
tion as to their character and needs. In large cities Masonic 
Boards of Belief are of great assistance in caring for sojourners, 
and in my opinion all lodges in cities where Boards of Relief 
exist should be contributors thereto. 

JUEISDICTION. 

I desire to call the attention of the Grand Lodge to the fre- 
quent invasion of jurisdictional lines. This I have no doubt 
arises from a lack of knowledge of the law on this subject, and 
carelessness in the performance of their duty by the officers and 
investigating committees. The violation of the statutes gov- 
erning in this matter has led to discord and confusion in the 
Craft on several occasions. Lodges at fault have deemed it a 
sufficient amende to pay to the lodge whose jurisdiction they 
have invaded the amount of the initiation fee. This seems to 
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me to be an undignified course. Masonic material should not 
be treated in a commercial sense. The jurisdiction of a lodge 
over candidates is not given as a property right or a chose in 
action, but is given that the lodge may act as a committee of 
the vicinage to ascertain the fitness of a candidate to become a 
Mason : hence the initiation of a candidate by a lodge that has 
not jurisdiction, without a full and complete waiver given by 
the lodge within whose jurisdiction the candidate resides, is a 
serious error ; and, unless it can be shown that the officers and 
members of the offending lodge have been deceived, invasions 
of jurisdiction should meet with our severest condemnation. 
In this connection I desire to call your attention to a circum- 
stance of recent occurrence, to the end thai more caution may 
be observed in accepting candidates for affiliation from foreign 
jurisdictions. 

Complaint was made by the Grand Lodge of Canada, that a 
lodge in this city had affiliated a person holding a dimit from a 
lodge under the jurisdiction of the so-called Grand Lodge of On- 
tario, and that, subsequent to his affiliation here, he visited a lodge 
under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Canada, where 
his identity was established as a former member of a clandestine 
or spurious lodge in the province of Ontario. After a full and 
careful examination, I found that the lodge in this city referred 
to in the complaint had affiliated this person, without, however, 
being aware of the true standing of the body from which he 
had been dimitted. I immediately caused an order to be issued 
directing the lodge to summarily drop his name from the roll, 
and to forward to the Grand Secretary the dimit upon which he 
had been affiliated. This order was cheerfully and willingly 
complied with ; and the dimit has been transmitted, with the 
action of the lodge indorsed thereon, to the Grand Lodge of 
Canada. 

The so-called Grand Lodge of Ontario was organized in the 
city of London, Canada, in the year 1876. In the year 1875 
the acting Grand Master of Canada issued a dispensation to 
erect a new lodge in the city of London, to be called Eden 
Lodge. At the subsequent communication of the Grand Body, 
application for a warrant of constitution was denied, but the 
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Grand Master was empowered to authorize the officers and 
Brethren named in the dispensation to pass and raise those 
already initiated therein. 

In his address to the Grand Lodge in 1876 the Grand Master 
states, that, in conformity with a resolution passed in 1875, he 
had expressed his willingness to grant a limited dispensation to 
the officers and members named in the dispensation to establish 
Eden Lodge, to pass and raise the Brethren already initiated 
therein, upon the delivery of the original dispensation to the 
Grand Secretary, and upon the further condition that they 
make a report of the work done under the original dispensa- 
tion. This they neglected or refused to do, in defiance of the 
edict of the Grand Master, and the action of the Grand Lodge. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the original dispensation had 
expired by limitation, and that no new dispensation as suggested 
by the Grand Lodge had been issued by the Grand Master, the 
defunct body was assembled, and candidates were initiated ; the 
person acting as Master contending that the dispensation orig- 
inally granted, and still remaining in his hands, authorized such 
a proceeding, and that such dispensation would remain in force 
until a warrant was granted. 

The Grand Master personally visited London, and urged the 
Brethren who were defying the laws of the Grand Lodge to take 
a careful and constitutional course of action, to cease from ini- 
tiating candidates, and to surrender the dispensation as required 
by the Grand Lodge ; at the same time assuring them that 
immediately after such surrender he would grant a new dispen- 
sation, in accordance with the limited terms which the Grand 
Lodge had prescribed. This they absolutely refused to do, but 
demanded instead that an unlimited dispensation to work in 
all the degrees, and to ballot for and initiate candidates, be issued 
to them. 

On the seventh day of February, 1876, the Grand Master was 
again requested to issue a dispensation to these Brethren, in 
order that they might renew their application at the coming 
session of the Grand Lodge for a warrant of constitution, to 
which the Grand Master replied, that, until the order of the 
2 
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Grand Lodge for the return of the original dispensation had 
been complied with, he could take no action whatever in the 
matter. On the tenth day of February, three days after the 
request for a new dispensation, the incorporation of the Grand 
Lodge of Ontario was announced. 

As soon as the Grand Master was informed that the Brethren 
named in the original dispensation for the erection of a lodge 
to be known as Eden Lodge had caused to be incorporated the 
so-called Grand Lodge of Ontario, and had been holding clan- 
destine meetings under the pretended authority of that body, 
in direct violation of their Masonic obligations, and in defiance 
of the authority of the Grand Lodge of Canada, he issued an 
edict suspending these Brethren from all the rights, benefits, 
and privileges of Masonry, and prohibiting all Masons from 
holding intercourse with them, or recognizing the authority of 
the spurious Grand Lodge of Ontario. 

The Board of General Purposes subsequently reported to the 
Grand Lodge, that the forty-eight Brethren who had been sus- 
pended by the Grand Master for taking part in the formation of 
a clandestine Grand Lodge had been summoned to appear and 
show cause why they should not be expelled ; that six of these 
had appeared and expressed contrition for their conduct ; that 
the remaining forty-two had failed to appear, and that the 
Board therefore recommended that they be expelled from all 
the rights and privileges of Masonry. This report was received, 
its recommendations were adopted, and the forty-two offending 
Brethren were expelled. 

All lodges that pretend to work under the jurisdiction of the 
so-called Grand Lodge of Ontario have therefore derived their 
warrants from a number of expelled Masons, whose sole authority 
is, and was, a charter of incorporation from the Legislature of 
Ontario. 

On August 12, 1 891, my attention was called by M. \ W. \ 
Levi C. Goodale, Grand Master of Ohio, through the following 
letter, that a clandestine Grand Lodge, emanating from a few 
extinct lodges, had been organized in that State. 
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Office of the Grand Master of Fbee and Accepted 
ma80ns of the state of ohio. 

" Cincinnati, Ohio, August 10, 1891. 

" To the M.\ W.\ Grand Lodge* of Free and Accepted Masons throughout 
the World. 

" Greeting : To the end that the fraternal intercourse and recognition 
that has heretofore existed between theM.*. W.\ Grand Lodge of Ohio and 
other Bf.\ W.*. Grand Lodges of Free and Accepted Masons throughout 
the world, may continue without misunderstand ing, I deem it my duty to 
call your attention to the fact, that representatives from three or four extinct 
lodges in this jurisdiction, whose charters were forfeited by the Grand 
Lodge of Ohio because of their disloyalty and rebellion, huve pretended to 
organize and set up at Worthington, in the State of Ohio, a so-called Grand 
Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons, in violation of the landmarks 
of the Order and their duty aa Masons, and in opposition to the M.\ W.\ 
Grand Lodge, which has been in existence in this city for over eighty 
years. 

" Were it not that this rebellious faction might attempt to mislead and 
impose upon the Craft in other jurisdictions, it would be too insignificant 
for official attention. 

" Yours fraternally,

I deem it my duty to call the attention of the Craft in this 
State to the existence of these clandestine bodies, in order that 
our lodges may not be further imposed upon by those who have 
no claim whatever to Masonic recognition at our hands. 



FOBEIGN EELATIONS. 

Our foreign relations remain unchanged, and are most cordial 
with all the Grand Lodges with whom we are in correspondence. 
During the year, I have accredited the representatives of the 
Grand Lodge of Tasmania, with which Grand Body fraternal 
relations were established by my predecessor. ^Representatives 
have also been exchanged with the Grand Lodge of Victoria, as 
recommended by the Committee on Jurisprudence at our last 
annual session. The services of the representative of the Grand 
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Lodge of Indian Territory, being for good and sufficient reasons 
no longer acceptable, I requested that a new appointment be 
made. In the correspondence that followed, I was invited to 
assume the attitude of an accuser. This I declined to do ; and, 
the request for a new appointment being denied, I withdrew the 
accredit, and advised the Grand Master of Indian Territory 
that I should no longer recognize the representative of that 
Grand Body in his official capacity. 

Visitation. 

During the year I have officially visited the First, Second, 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, Twenty- 
seventh, Twenty-eighth, and Twenty-ninth Districts, and also 
many separate lodges. On these occasions I have been accom- 
panied by the Associate Officers of the Grand Lodge. The cor- 
dial and fraternal welcome given me by the Brethren has been 
an incentive and encouragement in the performance of my 
duties. 

I wish to place upon record my high appreciation of the 
spirit of harmony and Brotherly love that actuates the Brethren of 
the Twenty-eighth District. It has been my privilege to attend 
several of the Lodges on the occasion of the celebration of the 
Twenty-fifth, and on one occasion the Fiftieth Anniversary of 
their Constitution. These events were participated in by all 
the Lodges in the District, each one bearing some token of love 
and kind remembrance of the day. 

I have on the occasions of my official visits endeavored to 
impress upon the minds of the Brethren the importance of 
proper methods iu the transaction of the business affairs of the 
Lodge. The history of this building will show that by the prev- 
alence of unbusiness-like methods the usefulness of the Craft 
was impaired and its growth impeded for many years, so will 
unbusinesslike methods in Lodge affairs, particularly in the 
matter of the collection of dues (which are to be relied upon for 
the financial support of the Lodge) result in retarding its use- 
fulness as one of the constituent Bodies of the Grand Lodge. 
I am of the opinion that the financial condition of many 
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of our lodges, not to mention that of equally great, if not 
greater importance, the fraternal condition, would be vastly im- 
proved if more attention were paid to this subject. 

An instance in this connection as showing what may be done : 
Astor Lodge, No. 603, has collected during the year every dol- 
lar of dues from the membership, and there is not a Brother on 
its rolls in arrears. The lodge* though small, has a charity 
fund of over one thousand dollars. 

The Standard of Work and Lectures. 

I have, in accordance with oar laws, advised the lodges to 
conform to the Standard of Work, believing that the great 
truths and living principles taught by the symbolism of Free 
Masonry can best be understood by those seeking light when 
presented in the simple dignity and form of language handed 
down by the fathers. I have been present at the instructions 
given by the Grand Lecturer on several occasions, and fully and 
heartily commend the painstaking and intelligent manner in 
which the R. \ W.\ Brother Raymond performs the arduous 
duties of his position. He deserves the thanks of the Brethren 
for bis success in maintaining the purity of the work throughout 
the jurisdiction, and for his devotion to duty for so many years. 

Grand Lodge Jewels. 

The special committee appointed at the last session of Grand 
Lodge to procure appropriate jewels has performed its duty in 
a satisfactory manner. Jewels of office have been forwarded to 
the District Deputy Grand Masters of this jurisdiction and to 
our representatives near other Grand Bodies. 

Library. 

Much credit is due R. \ W. \ Brother Carter, Grand Libra- 
rian, for the care and attention bestowed upon the Library and 
Reading Room. In the collection of books and pamphlets on our 
shelves, the Graft possesses a valuable Masonic library. The 
Reading Room is a great addition to the Hall. I trust the 
Brethren will continue their interest in its growth. 
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History. 

The second volume of the "History of Freemasonry in 
New York " has been finished ; the third volume is now in the 
hands of the printer. When completed the work will be a last- 
ing monument to the scholarly ability and good judgment of 
the Historian, R. • , W. • . Charles T. McClenachan. 

German Masonic Temple Association. 

I have received the annual report of W. • . Charles Boss, 
President of the German Masonic Temple Association, and am 
gratified to know that its affairs are in a prosperous condition. 
Twenty-two of the twenty-eight lodges in this city and Brook- 
lyn, working in the German language, are members of this Asso- 
ciation. The report shows the receipts to be largely in excess 
of the expenditures — a result doubtless due to the business-like 
methods of its management Two inmates have been admitted 
to the Home of the Association at Tappan during the past year, 
making a total of seventeen now being cared for at that place. 
The President of the Association closes his report by saying : 
"It is a great satisfaction to the Brethren of the Twenty -eighth 
District to be able to comfort the declining years of those who 
have labored for us in the past." 

A Suggestion. 

While a large number of our Brethren have from time to time 
assembled in the Hall in which we are met, and while many 
have also had the satisfaction of witnessing the laying of the 
corner-stone of the Home at Utica, the great majority of the 
eighty thousand Brethren in this jurisdiction will perhaps never 
have an opportunity to view the Hall and Asylum so near the 
hearts of all. I suggest that the Grand Lodge instruct the 
Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund to cause engravings to 
be made of the Hall and the Asylum, suitable for framing, and 
that a copy of each be presented to every lodge in the State. 

Proposed Legislation. 

The Code of Procedure, in my opinion, is cumbersome and 
unwieldy, and to the layman difficult to understand and to follow 
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strictly. After a study of the Code and much experience in its 
use, I am firmly of the opinion that the time has arriYed when 
it should be simplified, to the end that the employment of pro- 
fessional counsel to conduct a Masonic trial shall no longer be a 
necessity. 1 therefore recommend that the subject of the re- 
vision of the Oode be referred to the Commissioners of Appeals, 
and that they be instructed to draft for the consideration of 
the next Grand Lodge a simpler Code of Procedure. 

I also desire to call your attention to a subject which may be 
properly designated as hasty legislation. At the last session of 
Grand Lodge, and at the last hour previous to its adjournment, 
an important alteration in the work was adopted, on the recom- 
mendation of the Committee on Work and Lectures ; namely, 
the substitution of the word "Hinnom" for " Jehoshaphat." 
Inasmuch as it requires one year's notice to be given in order to 
change the statutes, it seems to me that it would be wise to 
require that the same notice and the same opportunity for con- 
sideration be given before making a change in the BituaL I 
therefore advise that the substitution mentioned above be re- 
ferred by this Grand Lodge to the Committee on Work and 
Lectures, that the subject may be more fully examined ; and if 
the change made at the last session be thought wise, no doubt 
good and sufficient reasons will be given therefor. 

Payments to the Hall and Asylum Fund. 

By the amendments to the Constitution, adopted at the session 
of 1886, lodges, upon the payment of a sum equal to $6.00 ^r 
capita upon each member, were exempted from the operations 
of Sub-Division 9, Art. 7, of the Constitution, known as the 
annual fifty cent tax. There are still one hundred and seventy- 
one lodges that have not been able to make the voluntary pay- 
ments or contributions, in order to claim the exemption named 
above. Inasmuch as these lodges have for the past six years 
paid the annual tax of fifty cents per member, and as the Craft 
is now free from debt on this building, I submit for your con- 
sideration, with a recommendation for its adoption, an amend- 
ment to Sec. 7 of the Constitution, to be known as Sub-Division 
13, to wit: "All sums paid by any lodge, or any of its mem- 
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bers, called for by Sub-Division 9, of Art. 7, Constitution, since 
May 24, 1886, shall be deemed voluntary contributions to the 
Hall and Asylum Fund ; and when the amounts so paid by any 
lodge or its members shall aggregate the sum of $6.00 per mem- 
ber for all on the roll of said lodge, December 31, 1885, said 
lodge shall be exempt from the further payment of the fifty 
cent tax as provided by Sub-Division 9 of this section." It 
seems to me that this would be a wise and timely, as well as 
Masonic, act. It would serve to strengthen the golden chain 
of fraternity that now binds the great sisterhood of lodges in 
this State. We can then unitedly stand and work with one 
accord in the field of charity and brotherly love now open 
before us. 

The Masonic Hall in New York City. 

As is known by all, the rentals from this Hall are the revenue 
and main support for the Asylum and School at Utica. It is 
therefore proper that the Grand Lodge should take into con- 
sideration the advisability of adopting such measures as may be 
thought best for the preservation of the building, and a continu- 
ance, if not an increase, of the revenue from this source. There 
is a demand for increased accommodations in the building, both 
from the present tenants and from lodges desiring rooms there- 
in. Whether the time has now arrived for Grand Lodge to 
expend any considerable sum in order to make the Hall more 
secure from fire than it is now thought to be, and to provide the 
accommodations that seem to be demanded, is one of the ques- 
tions which I ask you to consider at this session. The desire so 
frequently expressed by many of the Lodges in this city, for an 
increase of the capacity of this building, is not merely to gratify 
their taste for architectural display, but as a business proposi- 
tion ; there being a demand for accommodations, which, if we 
can supply at a cost within our means, will not only insure us 
an additional income, but will protect that we already have. 

Eeserve Fund. 

In order that a reserve fund of at least three hundred thou- 
sand dollars may be provided to guard against any emergency 
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that might arise, whereby our income may be lessened and we 
be unable to provide for all those under our care, I recommend 
that not more than seventy-five per cent, of the net revenue 
from the Hall be expended in any one year for any purpose, 
until said fund of three hundred thousand dollars has been 
accumulated. 

Trustees. 

The Trustees have performed a great amount of labor dur- 
ing the year. Although active business men, with large private 
interests to care for, they have at all times been zealous and 
indefatigable in the performance of their duties, and no work 
of the Craft assigned to them has suffered for lack of attention. 

In the work at Utica the architect, Brother Hume, has 
shown great professional skill and ability, of which our beauti- 
ful building gives ample testimony. 

Asylum and School. 

I congratulate you, my Brethren, on the near completion of 
the Asylum and School, which has been the dream and hope of 
the Craft for more than forty years. Through your untiring 
labors, and under the leadership and direction of M. \ W. \ Bro. 
Lawrence, aided by his associates, it has at last become a real- 
ity. The Egyptian darkness of debt, the Red Sea of doubt, and 
the wilderness of conflicting opinions have at last been safely 
passed, and we are in full view of the Promised Land of our 
fondest hopes and aspirations. Standing in simple beauty on a 
broad plateau, surrounded by hills clothed in living verdure, 
and overlooking the peaceful and historic valley of the Mohawk, 
is our Masonic Home. 

Brethren, we have just reason to be proud of this building, 
not alone for its architecture and location, but for the additional 
reason that it is a tangible expression and visible outcome of 
the true Masonic spirit that marks the beginning of a useful 
period in the history of Freemasonry in the State of New York, 
We have ever been actuated by charitable thoughts and kind 
wishes for the distressed and needy. But our charitable thoughts 
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and kind wishes, unless given ultimate expression in substantial 
form, are like the talents hidden in a napkin by him of old 
and returned to the Master without increase and of little or no 
use to the possessor. 

At the last session of the Grand Lodge the Trustees of the 
Hall and Asylum Fund were requested to present for your con- 
sideration at this session a report upon the plan and scope of 
the Home. I ask you to consider well their report and bring 
to the subject your best judgment. The Craft in the State is 
about to begin the work of carrying on organized charity, and, 
owing to the great number of intelligent and earnest men com- 
posing the Masonic Fraternity, much will be expected from us by 
the community at large. We are not engaged in this good 
work, however, simply to gain the approval and praise of any 
one. A sense of duty, love, and the sweet consciousness of help- 
ing the orphan to become a useful citizen, and the satisfaction 
caused by comforting the closing days of those who have borne 
the burden of life until broken by the load, must be our highest 
earthly reward. As we labor unselfishly in this work, so shall 
we lay up treasure in heaven. 

Let us not halt by the wayside or turn back in the path of 
duty, but press on, and aid by our personal interest and active 
efforts the welfare of this our first organized Masonic charity. 

Utica. 

Before closing this address, I desire to call your attention to 
the liberality of the authorities and citizens of Utica, in build- 
ing a handsome bridge and opening a broad avenue from the 
city to our grounds, at a cost of over sixty thousand dollars. 
This liberality, in connection with the contribution of thirty 
thousand dollars originally made by the citizens of Utica 
toward the purchase of the site, is an evidence of neigh- 
borly kindness and practical help that merits our grateful appre- 
ciation. 

Grand Officers. 

The District Deputy Grand Masters and the Associate Grand 
Officers have been efficient in the discharge of the duties of their 
several stations, and have shown their readiness on all occasions 
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to assist the Grand Master. I assure them of my hearty appre- 
ciation of their work, and my hope that the ties of close friend- 
ships formed through our united efforts in the cause of Masonry 
may never be broken. 

Office of the Grand Secretary. 

The business of this office has been conducted with the same 
courtesy and promptness that has distinguished its affairs during 
the incumbency of the present Grand Secretary. As Grand 
Master I have had the benefit of his advice and help whenever 
requested. His counsel has been wise and timely, and his assist- 
ance of great benefit to me in the discharge of my manifold 
official duties. May the Craft in the State for many, many 
years have the benefit of the strength, wisdom, and fidelity of 
R.\ W.\ Edward M. L. Ehlers. 

Conclusion. 

And now, Brethren, I have briefly informed you of such mat- 
ters as I deemed sufficiently important to demand your atten- 
tion, and have made such suggestions and recommendations as 
I thought worthy of your consideration. But let me remind 
you that the responsibility for legislation does not rest solely 
upon Grand Masters. It remains for you, in the high and 
honorable position of representatives of warranted lodges, to 
so legislate and direct the work of the Craft for the coming 
year, that the one hundred and eleventh communication of the 
Grand Lodge of New York shall be fruitful in good results. 
May the Grand Architect of the Universe give us wisdom to do 
that which shall be good in His sight and redound to the 
honor of His great name.

The dispensations issued by the Grand Master to erect a new Lodge at Sid- 
ney, East Syracuse, and New Utrecht have been surrendered, and all the require- 
ments of the Constitution complied with. The prayer of the Brethren at these 
several places for a Warrant of Constitution should receive the favorable action 
of the Grand Lodge. 

The second volume of the History of Freemasonry in New York should not, 
as it seems to me, be Bold at the price fixed for the first volume, and I have 
therefore refused to sell any copies of the second volume until the matter of its 
price should first be determined by the Grand Lodge. The volume now ready is 
nearly a third larger in size than the first, and the cost of the present edition ex- 
ceeds the cost considerably of the same number of the first edition. 

While the Grand Lodge docs not, I assume, expect a profit from the sale of 
this History, it should, at least, when the entire work is complete, be reimbursed 
equal in an amount to that of its publication. I therefore recommend that the 
price per copy of the second volume be fixed at $2.00. 

It gives me very great pleasure to report that every Lodge in the jurisdic- 
tion has made all the returns required by the Constitution and Statutes, and 
while in some few instances it has been somewhat difficult to obtain these re- 
ports, 1 bear cheerful testimony to the readiness with which the great majority 
of our Lodges comply with the law in this particular. 

The usual printed statement of Receipts and Disbursements prepared for 
your examination and scrutiny will be distributed to the Representatives at the 
close of this afternoon's session.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PERMANENT

R. \ W. *. Edward M. L. Ehlers, from the Trustees of the 
Permanent Fund, presented the following report, which was 
received and referred to the Committee on Finance : 

To the Grand Lodge :

There are no figures in this table for the year 1891, the date of the ending of 
the fiscal year having been changed in that year, thereby making the report for 
that year valueless for the purpose of comparison. 

The receipts from Lodges, Chapters, and Commanderies for the fiscal year 
show a gain of $2,178.05 over those of the best previous year. 

Owing to the large increase in the number of tenants, it became a necessity 
to equip the building with a new fast running elevator, which was built during 
the summer of 1891, at a cost of $5,885, and which has proved very satisfactory 
and a great convenience to the brethren. The disbursements have also been 
somewhat increased by the substitution of electric light for gas. 

During the year, the Trustees have been notified of the following bequests 
to the Hall and Asylum Fund : 

Jeremiah Davis, Morristown, N. T., a legacy of $1,000. 

William Slarks, Rochester, N. Y., as residuary legatee of an estate valued 
at about $8,000. 

Robert Woodcock, Brooklyn, N. Y., a legacy understood to be $7,500. 

James Bowen, New York City, a legacy of $5,000, subject to the life estate 
of his widow. 

We have been notified by the Executor of the will of Jeremiah Davis that 
objections have been made to the probate of the will, and that a contest by those 
interested has been made. From information received the Trustees are of the 
opinion that the legacy of Brother Slarks will not prove of great value to the 
Fraternity. 

As has already been announced to you by the Grand Master iu his address, 
one of our associates has been summoned to the great majority. In the very 
midst of his usefulness, engaged in the work so near the heart of every brother, 
R.\ W.\ Horace L. Greene, Trustee of the Hall and Asylum Fund, was, on Oc- 
tober 2, 1891, called to the higher life. 

♦ The increase is owing to rents collected, due in 1888. 
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The Trustees would do violence to their feelings did they not place upon 
record their appreciation of his services to the Craft, and their esteem for him as 
a colleague and a man. We bear cheerful testimony to the great service he has 
rendered the Craft and the fidelity with which he has discharged every duty com- 
mitted to his care. 

Although be had attained high rank in the Fraternity when the interest of 
Masonry demanded thut he should again toil in the quarries, his talents and his 
time were freely given to the brethren. He was a man absolutely pure In heart, 
of unquestioned scholarly ability, coupled wiih a gentle, kindly disposition, and 
he found his greatest satisfaction in doing good. Cut off in the very prime of 
his manhood, endeared to us by the ties of warmest friendship, we shall always 
hold his memory in loving remembrance. 

The laying of the corner-stone of the Masonic Home at Utica, May 21, 1891, 
is still fresh in the memory of the Craft of this jurisdiction. The order of exer- 
cises, with the addresses delivered, are recorded in the proceedings of the Grand 
Lodge of that year. The cap-stone is soon to be brought forth and the great 
work of practical charity begun. 

The building has been designed to convey the Impression of its purpose, a 
home, and the usual or conventional features in the appearance of an institution 
are entirely absent. In its arrangement future extension was borne in mind, 
which can be accomplished by additions, or the building can be used as the cen- 
ter or principal one of a number, carrying out the cottage plan or system. 

The building faces the north, and Is 186 feet in frontage, and consists of a 
center, east aud west wings, with connections. It is of brick and Lake Superior 
sandstone, the basement and entrances being entirely of stone, and the front 
relieved with decorations of terra cotta. The center wing Is four stories in 
height, with deeply recessed porch, and circular corner or flank towers, sur- 
mounted with conical roof, the side wings being three stories. The west wing 
Is 128 feet and 6 inches in depth, and facing the city of Utica, is treated in the 
same style as the front. The center wing is 153 feet and 8 inches deep, and the 
whole group have steeply pitched roofs and a broken and picturesque sky line ; 
the building being designed in such a manner that, should it become necessary, 
it can be extended to accommodate twice the number at preseut provided for, 
which is one hundred and fifty. 

The whole plan of the rear part of the building is admirably adapted for the 
addition of pavilions or smaller, separate structures. 

The basement contains on one side a girls' playroom, girls' swimming tank, 
and girls' toilet rooms, while on the other side the same accommodations are 
provided for boys. . The temperature of the water in the swimming tanks can be 
regulated at pleasure by an attendant. Meu's rooms, room for an elevator 
(when put in), laundry, store rooms, and the necessary toilet rooms for the help 
are also in the basement. 

The boiler house is 64 feet to the rear of the center wing, connected to the 
same by means of an underground tunnel, 5 feet wide and 6 feet deep, through 
which pass the steam pipes for heating and power. 

The first story is 16 feet in height, and the main entrance in center of north 
elevation is approached by a handsome stone stoop and arched porch, also of 
stone, opening on to vestibule and main hall. To the east of the hall are the 
reception room, library, and reading room and parlor. South of the corridor, 
men's room, store room, and sewing room. West of the main ball will be found 
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the office, superintendent's room, and lecture room, which latter may also be 
used as a chapel and lodge room, and will accommodate three hundred people. 
On the other side of the corridor the floor is laid out for women's toilet rooms, 
book and stationery room, and surgery or dispensary. 

The west wing contains teachers' rooms, school rooms, officers' dining-room, 
and men's and women's toilet rooms. 

Back of main hall is the dining-room, pantry, kitchen, servants' dining-room, 
ice box, and store rooms. Both basement and first story and center and west 
wings are connected by means of a corridor at end of west wing, and entering 
center wing between dining-room and kitchen. 

The second story Is 12 feet in height, and contains, at the extreme east and 
west of front, dormitories, lavatories, and toilet rooms for children's use ; boys' 
on one side, and girls' on the other, each to accommodate twenty-four beds. 
The superintendent's, matron's and assistants' rooms are also located on this 
floor, and house-maids' rooms, blanket rooms, the necessary toilet rooms for 
both men and women, and seventeen chambers for occupants, averaging 14 feet 
square, each one with the necessary closets and washing apparatus; the servants' 
sleeping rooms being in the rear of the center wing, with a separate approach to 
same from the lower part of building. 

The third story is 11 feet in height, and is devoted entirely to chambers, 
twenty-six in all, with the same accommodations as those below, with the neces- 
sary closets, bath rooms, etc. 

The fourth story is 11 feet in height, and is devoted to infirmary purposes ; 
divided for men, women, and children, each with its own nursing, sanitary, and 
chamber accommodations, with a hall 16 by 28 feet for convalescents. 

Space has been left for a passenger elevator in corridor near principal stair- 
case. 

The woodwork is of oak, ash, and white pine ; the floors of the best yellow 
pine ; the roofs are covered with red clay tile, with terra cotla cresting and 
flnlals. The arrangement of the Interior provides light and air for every apart- 
ment, as well as a direct opening from each room to hall or corridor, there ieing 
not a dark room in the building. 

In the arrangements special attention has been given to the safety of the 
Inmates in case of fire. 

Five lines of stairs, extending through the several stories of the building, 
are so placed as to afford easy and rapid means of exit. The partitions are all 
filled in solid with fireproof material for a space of one foot below ceilings, and 
the same distance above floors. All the partitions and furring of outside walls 
are covered with the best iron lathing. The floors are all in two thicknesses, 
and between the two courses fireproof asbestos material has been laid. Located 
in the stairways are vertical lines of fire stand-pipes, fitted with regulation hose 
couplings with reel of hose attached. The supply to these pipes is from large 
tanks in roof of building. The tanks are supplied by pipes connected to steam- 
pump in boiler-house. 

While the building has been fitted with gas pipes, it was deemed advisable to 
insert wires for electric lighting, every part of the building being thus equipped, 
and all In the most careful and thorough manner by the Utica Electric Light 
Company, under the direction of the architect and an electrical expert. The 
wires are all run In tubes. 

While a copious supply of good water has been found on the premises, it 
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was deemed expedient to have tbe water from the city continued to tbe grounds, 
and this has been done, thus providing against the possibility of a failure iu the 
water supply. 

Special attention has been psld to the sanitary arrangement of the building, 
its water supply and drainage. 

The sewer for the building and grounds commences at the Mohawk River, 
where has been constructed a stone masonry bulkhead for protection against 
high water. From thence to the West Shore Railroad, a distance of about 
twenty-two hundred feet, and at an average depth of nine feet, has been built a 
brick sewer, eighteen inches in diameter, laid in hydraulic cement. 

Two hundred and eighty-eight feet of cast-iron pipe has been laid under the 
New York Central and West Shore Railroads and the Erie Canal. On either side 
of the railroads and canal are masonry band walls covering the connections 
between the Iron pipe and brick sewer. From the West Shore Railroad to a well 
north of the building has been laid nine hundred feet of vitrified pipe, eighteen 
inches in diameter, and at an average depth of sixteen feet. From the vitrified 
pipe to the rear of tbe boiler-house a cement pipe, four hundred and seventy 
feet in length and fifteen inches in diameter, has been laid at an average depth 
of eleven feet. There is also a cement, pipe, one hundred and sixty feet long, 
connecting with water pipes in center building to main sewer. Wells are placed 
on the south side of the Erie Canal and the New York Central and West Shore 
Railroads, and at the south end of the vitrified pipe sewer. 

Leaving our own grounds tbe sewer runs through private property, the right 
of way, with privilege of maintaining for all time, having been obtained from 
the New York Central and West Shore Railroads, the State of New York, and 
Messrs. Owens and Wllsey, the owners of the property through which It passes. 
This magnificent work, more than three-quarters of a mile in length, with a fall 
of ninety feet, built at a cost of over $12,000, gives a permanent, perfect, and 
complete drainage to the building and grounds. 

Tiiree marble tablets have been ordered placed in the main hall, having the 
following inscriptions :

The only amounts remaining to be paid in order to complete the building 
are $31,500 to the contractors when It Is due, and some extras ordered by the 
Trustees upon the suggestion of the architect, which, in his judgment, will not 
exceed the sum of $8,000, and a small balance to be paid the architect for fees. 

Thus the building when completed for occupancy, exclusive of furniture, 
gas, and electric fixtures, will have cost about $157,000. 

A careful estimate of furnishing the eighty-three rooms in the Home was 
forwarded to the Grand Master for his information. From such estimate It would 
appear that the total cost for the complete furnishing of the Home, laundry 
apparatus and kitchen utensils excepted, will be about $18,000. 

The Grand Master sent a copy of the Trustees' communication to each lodge 
in the jurisdiction, and the Trustees are gratified to report that the Craft have, 
without solicitation, most generously volunteered to aid in the furnishing of the 
Home.

Making about $10,500 already donated towards furnishing rooms. Any fur- 
ther donations forfurnishing rooms which are reported before the close of this 
session of the Grand Lodge will be incorporated In the printed report of the 
Trustees. 

A year ago the Trustees in their report announced to the Grand Lodge that 
they had received notice from a brother that he proposed to erect upon the 
Home grounds atUtica and present to the fraternity a bull ding of such character 
as would be of permanent use and benefit. At that time the Trustees were re- 
quested not to disclose the name of the brother making this offering, but we are 
now able to state that the brother in question is Most Worshipful Frank R. 
Lawrence, Past Grand Master, who has followed his offer of a year ago by an- 
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nounclng to the Board of Trustees that wheu the proper time shall have arrived, 
he will, at his own expense, erect, equip, and present to the Trustees, upon the 
grounds at Utica, a suitable building of acceptable design, and which Is to be 
used as a school for mechanical training for the boys of the home. 

In accepting this offer, the Trustees cannot refrain from saying, that this 
noble and generous act Is entirely in keeping with the whole spirit of our beloved 
Past Grand Master, with reference to all matter affecting the welfare of the 
great charity rendered possible through his genius and untiring efforts. These 
expressions apply with equal force to bis generous donation of $500 for the 
furnishing of the lecture room of the Home. 

The city of Utica has opened and extended Rutger Street with a width of 
100 feet from Third Street, to the Home grounds, a distance of more than one 
and one-half miles. The expense of the opening and grading of the street, 
amounting to $23,756.38, was paid by the adjoining property owners ; and the 
magnificent wrought-iron bridge, 470 feet long and 60 feet wide, spanning Bai- 
louts Creek, has been erected by the city at a cost of $85,804.76 ; the total cost of 
the improvement being $62,561.14. 

This large and liberal expenditure by the citizens of Utica has given to the 
Home a most desirable and beautiful approach to the city of Utica, and at the 
same time affording to its citizens increased facilities for pleasure driving, 
besides opening the Intervening area for residential purposes. 

It is the intention of the trustees to continue this magnificent thoroughfare 
by the erection of a suitable, but inexpensive bridge, across the ravine, which 
may be made an attractive feature, and to enter upon the main field of the prop- 
erty, commanding, in a broad sweep, the whole area, with a surpassingly fine 
view of the valley and distant hiils stretching away to the east. 

The topography and resources of the property were carefully considered by 
Bbo. John T. Cutlbb, Civil Engineer and Landscape Architect, and the valu- 
able design for its proper development prepared by him at the request of our 
predecessors in office, has become the property and is now In the possession of 
the B*>ard of Trustees. It is not contemplated, for the present at least, to carry 
out the design of the plan In its entirety. The ornamentation of the grounds 
should be the work of years, the development being limited to an expenditure 
not demanded in other directions, and to be fixed by yearly appropriations. 

It is the Intention during the present summer, under the direction of a com- 
petent person, to grade a limited area about the Home, and make such neces- 
sary walks and avenues as will improve the grounds, and render them more 
attractive on the occasion of the dedication of the building. 

The contract for the erection of the building requires its completion and 
delivery on the 15th day of May, 1892. Various causes, almost inseparable in 
the erection of so large an edifice, have delayed somewhat this obligation, hut 
from the statement of the architect and the assurances of the contractors, the 
Trustees feel justified In reporting that the Home will be ready for dedication 
by the first day of July proximo. 

It is recommended that the Grand Lodge make such order as to the dedica- 
tory services, including the expense thereof, as to it may seem necessary and 
proper. 

The number of occupants to be recommended for admission to the Home 
most be governed in a great measure by the probable revenue which will be 
available for their support, for It must be always remembered, in the language 
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of M.\ W.\ Frawk R. Lawrence, in his oration delivered at Utica, " That in 
purchasing our freedom from debt it was, in effect, determined that no new tax 
should be laid upon the brethren in connection with this undertaking, and in the 
future our duty will be to meet the responsibility imposed upon us by the means 
we now possess. " 

Prudence dictates also that the whole of such income should not be so 
expended. The Fraternity has its days of adversity, at least such is the record 
of the past, as well as of prosperity ; therefore, there should always be ^sufficient 
fund, no matter how great the financial depression of the country, to support 
those whom we have engaged to shelter, educate, and maintain. 

In the opinion of the Board of Trustees, not more than seventy per cent, of 
the current net revenues should be expended in the maintenance of the Home. 
The balance, together with whatever surpl.is may be on hand when the Home is 
dedicated, should be allowed to accumulate, until it has reached a sum of, say 
$300,000. By that time the needs of the Home will doubtless be increased, and 
it may be necessary to add extensions to the present building, the money for 
which could be taken from the reserve fund, and the interest from that fund 
applied to meet the increased cost of maintenance ; and when the reserve fund 
again reached Its limit, by the annual additions thereto, the entire income of the 
corporation, including the interest received annually from the reserve fund, 
could be applied to the maintenance of the Home. This reserve fund carefully 
guarded would be a strong bulwark against disaster. 

It is recommended that the Grand Lodge formulate such instructions to the 
Trustees upon this subject as its importance demands, embracing also a proper 
provision as to the investment from time to time of the reserve fund. 

Our Income may be divided into three heads : receipts from rents, receipts 
from Grand Lodge fees, per capita tax, etc., and receipts from bequests and 
donations. 

The first is the most stable, the second cannot be relied on, and has 
decreased in the past few years, and the third is wholly problematical. 

The following table shows the receipts and disbursements covering a period 
of eight years, from June 1, 1884, to May 1, 1892.

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It will be perceived thai the receipts from rente daring the past two years 
have fallen off somewhat, owing to the loss of $3,000 rent paid annually by the 
Grand Lodge while the fund was in debt, bat which is no longer paid, and a loss 
of about $3,000 heretofore received from the letting of the Grand Lodge Hall to 
a class of tenants whose leases the Board of Trustees have declined to renew. 

During the past eight years the average annual receipts from rent have been 
about $58,000; the expenses of the care of the Hall in the city of New Tork 
about $22,000, making the average yearly net income from rentals about $81,000. 
It does not seem probable that this sum will either increase or diminish in the 
near future, aud it may be regarded as the permanent income from the Hall, if 
extraordinary repairs or costly additions are not indulged in by the Grand Lodge. 

Assuming that $80,000 is the maximum sum to be received from rentals, 
sound judgment demands that the disbursements for the maintenance of the 
Home should be largely governed by It without sanguine dependence upon the 
other two sources of income, which at best are fluctuating and uncertain. 

The total receipts from all sources for the fiscal year ending May 1, 189Q, 
were $85,973.58, and the total disbursements for the same period, exclusive of 
amounts paid upon construction accouut of the Home, were $29,891.52, making 
a net revenue of $56,062. 

Should the Grand Lodge limit the expenditure to seventy per cent, of the 
net revenue, there would be about $39,000 available for the maintenance of the 
Home and the improvement of the grounds. 

In the opinion of those who have had large experience in the care of great 
numbers of the dependent and unfortunate, it would seem that the per capita 
expense, including the cost of administration, should not exceed five dollars a 
week. Upon this basis one hundred occupants could be maintained at a yearly 
cost of about $26,000, and the balance could be expended In the building of 
bridges, making of roads and walks, ornamentation of the grounds, and for 
such other purposes as the permanent improvement of the property may demand. 

In the opinion of the Board of Trustees the Grand Lodge will exercise a wise 
discretion in limiting the occupants to be received for the present year to the 
number of one hundred, with discretionary powers to the Trustees to enlarge 
that number as circumstances may require. 

The Trustees are greatly embarrassed as to what recommendations should 
be submitted to the Grand Lodge as to the division of the classes of applicants 
to be admitted. The Home is an experiment, a new departure, and unlike auy 
other organized Institution of which we have any knowledge. The necessities 
of the Craft have not been demonstrated, and there have been no Instructions 
from them upon the subject for the guidance of the Trustees. 

Information has been sought from Masonic institutions of similar character 
and object, uot only in our own country, but In Europe as well. The corre- 
spondence is voluminous, embracing letters from almost every Masonic charity 
in England and America. The information obtained was most cheerfully given, 
and In great detail, and the Interest manifested in our undertaking, and in its 
acknowledged importance in the development of Masonic charities throughout 
the world, is highly complimentary to the influence of this grand jurisdiction 
among her sister Grand Lodges. This fraternal attention Is appreciated and 
gratefully remembered by the Trustees, and will, no doubt, be recognized by 
the Grand Lodge. 

While the details of management and the statistics furofehed were suggestive 
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and valuable, it soon became apparent tbat no institution, either in the Old or 
New World, has yet developed a system which would meet the entire approval 
and objects of the Craft of this jurisdiction. 

The Free Masons of New York, in the judgment of your Trustees, demand a 
Home separated as far as possible from the conditions of a public charity. 

The wisdom and experience of our leaders, whose labors and genius inspired 
and insured the success of the undertaking, were then Invoked, and your 
Trustees desire to express their thanks and obligations to M.\ W.\ William 
Shbrbr, G. M. ; M.\ W.\ Frank R. Lawrbncb, F. G. M. ; M.\ W.\ John W. 
Vkooman, F. G. M. ; M.\ W.\ William A. Brodib, P. G. M. ; R.\ W.\ Jambs 
Tbn Eyck, R.\ W.\ John Hodge, R.\ W.\ William A. Sutherland, R.\ W.\ 
Edward M. L. Ehlbrs, R.\ W.\ Charles W. Camp, R.\ W.\ John H. Cun- 
ningham, R.\ W.\ Judson B. Andrews, W.\ Bros. John Young and Frederick 
J. Milligan, and Bros. J. 8hort, Jr., Willis E. Ford, W. Stuart Walcott, 
William H. Hume, W. B. Wait, and S. H. Baar, for their valuable and useful 
suggestions made at a conference to which they were Invited, and many of 
which suggestions are embodied in this report. 

The Trustees, with the approval of the Grand Master, issued a circular re- 
questing information from the Masters of the several lodges of the jurisdiction 
in regard to applications from their respective lodges for admission to the Home. 

Returns have been received from four hundred and twenty-one lodges. Of 
these, three hundred and fifty-two report that they have no applicants, and a 
summary of the others that there are forty-five members of lodges, nineteen 
widows, two widows with six children, of whom two are males and four females ; 
three full orphan children, of whom two.are males and one is female; nine half 
orphans, of whom six are males and three are females ; five couples without 
children, two couples with two children, one male and one female ; and three 
orphans over eighteen, of whom oue id male and two female ; one hundred and 
three persons in all. 

We are of the opinion that this circular did not receive the careful attention 
and examination which its importance demanded, and that it will soon be dis- 
covered that meritorious applications will far exceed the numbers reported. 

It fs apparent that with the means at our command we shall be unable to fill 
the field of Masonic charity ; that for the present, at least, we shall be only able 
to do a very small part of the work, and that a large portion of the field must 
remain untouched. It is also apparent that the success of our institution will 
depend largely upon the character of its occupants, and until this matter is 
determined by the Grand Lodge it will be hardly possible to give intelligent 
advice. 

It is of prime importance that the household should he homogeneous In its 
character. A household of men and women may be comfortably administered, 
both being under the same roof, provided they are cared for separately in every 
respect. A household of widows, and children, or of adults and children, will 
present many more difficulties and embarrassments. 

It would, therefore, have been our first duty, unembarrassed by the act of 
our incorporation, to provide in the beginning for that class for whom we could 
do the best and most useful work. 

The maintenance, education, and training of children is a branch of the 
work which most strongly appeals to our sympathies ; and it is contended by 
distinguished brethren, with great earnestness and force, that as we are not

capable of doing our whole work completely, and success depends largely upon 
the bomogeneousness of the household, it is our plain duty to give the prefer- 
ence to them. It is further argued that with children there would be less liabil- 
ity for our charity to be imposed upon, very much less chance of unworthy 
persons obtaining admission, and less opportunity for Imposture ; that it would 
be a most unhealthy atmosphere for children to be brought up in, in constant 
dally association with a number of men and women who, whether through their 
own fault or without their own fault, have been so unfortunate in life that they 
are not able to take care of themselves. 

While profoundly impressed with the force of this reasoning, it cannot, 
however, be forgotten that throughout all the years from Fote to Lawrence the 
plan has been to found a Home for the aged and indigent brethren, their widows 
and orphans, as well as to provide a school for the free education of the children 
of Masons. 

A distressed, worthy brother and his widow must be comforted and guarded 
so long as the obligation which makes us Masons is cherished and remembered. 
It seems, therefore, to the Board of Trustees, that our Home must be opened to 
the three classes for whom it was intended, and that no suggestion looking to 
the exclusion of any one of them should be adopted. 

We doubt not, that, as time demonstrates the necessity, a group of buildings 
will be provided, one for the aged brother, one for the widow, and, may we not 
hope, one for aged couples as well, leaving the central building, so admirably 
adapted for the purpose, for the exclusive home, shelter, and school for the free 
education of the children of Masons, there being trained for useful lives and 
citizenship. 

It is hardly possible, at a time when the needs of the Craft have not been 
ascertained and are so uncertain and undetermined, to intelligently recommend 
a proper division of the classes to be admitted to the Home. Should the Grand 
Lodge deem it expedient to limit for the present year the number of occupants 
to one hundred, it Is the conclusion of the Board of Trustees, for the reasons 
already given, and from the best information received, that the classes should be 
divided and limited to twenty-five Master Masons, twenty-five Master Masons' 
widows, and fifty children of Masons belonging to this jurisdiction. This divi- 
sion should be subject to such charges as circumstances may require, to be deter- 
mined in the sound discretion of the governing body. 

Should the Grand Lodge immediately provide for the free education of the 
children of Masons other than orphans, the Trustees should be instructed as to 
the number of such children, and at what age they are to be received, what edu- 
cation is to be given them, and at what age the care over them is to cease ; what 
pro|K>rtton their number should bear to the other classes, and whether such 
children shall be educated by teachers employed at the Home, or be sent to the 
public or other schools of the city of Utica. 

The Trustees are unable to make any satisfactory recommendations upon 
this important subject, for the reason that the needs of the Craft in this direc- 
tion have not been demonstrated. 

In the judgment of the Board of Trustees it would not be feasible, In an 
institution where persoual liberty should not be restrained, to receive persons 
addicted to the Intemperate use of intoxicating liquor, epileptics, paralytics, or 
the opium taker. Besides the enormous expense per capita that would attend 
caring for any of this class, by reason of the large number of hired attendants 
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that would have to be employed, there would be a great risk to property and life 
from some of these classes, and great danger of public censure, or causing public 
criticism derogatory to the dignity and character of the Home, from the care of 
feeble-minded persons. There will, undoubtedly, be great pressure brought to 
bear to have just such classes admitted, because they are the most troublesome 
persons to care for in any commuuity. 

While the obligation remaius to take care of these persons, it is not possible 
-to Bafely admit them to a home where the personal liberty of all the occupants 
is conceded. The laws of this State make ample provision for the care of the 
insane, while public hospitals are better adapted to the care of the other classes 
mentioned. 

The establishment of rules governing the nomination and method of admis- 
sion Is one of the most serious questions which can receive the consideration of 
the Grand Lodge. The suggestions by brethren who have been consulted con- 
cerning them, show the wide diversity of opinion which prevails, and the diffi- 
culties surrounding a satisfactory solution of the problem. 

If revenue and accommodations permitted, all worthy and qualified candidates 
would be gladly received, and the burden of all the lodges would then be lifted. 
But in this vast jurisdiction, containing seven hundred and twenty-three lodges, 
and with limited revenue and accommodations, it would seem that the admission 
of the applicant cannot be left to the individual lodge to determine. It would 
also be manifestly unfair to allow each Masonic District a proscribed number, 
for some districts have nearly forty lodges and a membership of nearly five 
thousand, while other districts as few as four lodges and a membership of less 
than five hundred. 

Whatever the plan which may eventually be adopted, there is grave doubt 
of Its being entirely satisfactory. Many lodges, which for years have been car- 
rying poor and unfortunate members along in the hope and belief that with the 
opening of the Home they could shift their burden, will be sorely disappointed 
that the rules and regulations prescribed will prevent the realization of their 
hopes and expectations. 

It is suggested, that for the present, to each Masonic District there shall 
be assigned or apportioned an occupant for each eight hundred members 
in good standing ; each district, however, to be entitled to at least one occu- 
pant. That in case any district shall not present an eligible applicant within a 
reasonable period, it is reserved to the Trustees to fill the vacancy from other 
districts ; but that in future vacancies, consideration should first be given to 
those districts not having occupants In the Home. 

No person should be received unless he has the recommendation of the 
Lodge to which he belongs, and it should be the duty of the lodge to ascertain 
that the applicant Is eligible under the regulations governing his admission. 
The application should also be approved by the District Deputy Grand Master 
of the district in which the lodge Is situated, and it may also be required that 
the application should receive the favorable action of, at least, a majority of the 
lodges in that district, It being also understood that no person shall be admitted 
to the Home without the concurrence of the Board of Trustees, and that the 
continuance in the Home after admission is once acquired is dependent upon 
good behavior. The Trustees should have power at their discretion to remove 
any occupant whose presence they deem injurious to the others, or a hindrance 
to the success of the institution. 
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This method would provide for about one hundred occupants. It would 
tend to preserve and encourage the Interests of the entire Craft, which is abso- 
lutely essential to the success of the undertaking. This important and grave 
subject is commended to the earnest consideration and best effort of the Grand 
Lodge. 

It would seem unwise and premature for the Trustee's to formulate and 
recommeud to this session of the Grand Lodge the rules and regulations which 
are to govern the interna) or domestic management of the Home. Our needs 
and necessities are not jet wholly In sight. We have no intelligent estimate of 
the lumber of people which we will be called upon to shelter, educate, and sup- 
port, and whether the majority will be children or adults ; in short, we are enter- 
ing upon a new and untried field, full, it Is true, of promise, but where knowl- 
edge as to best methods can only be gained by experience. The Home will be 
governed by such rules and regulations as prevail in the best managed insti- 
tutions in the country, modified as our surroundings may require. Unless other- 
wise directed by the Grand Lodge, the Trustees will at an early day appoint a 
competent, practical, and trustworthy brother, one who has proved a success in 
life in whatever he has undertaken, aud who, under the advice of the Trustees, 
will have the supervision and management of the Home. 

It is designed to commence the work with as little expense as possible, the 
staff, attendants, and other employees, being selected and appointed as the de- 
velopment and success of the work may require. It is not expected that the 
occupants of the Home shall be maintained in idleness, but that they shall con- 
tribute such reasonable amount of labor towards the maintenance of the insti- 
tution as their physical condition will admit. 

The suggestions contained in this report are made in pursuance of a reso- 
lution of the Grand Lodge requesting the Board of Trustees to submit a report 
upon the plan and scope of the Home. 

These recommendations are not embodied in resolutions for the consider- 
ation of the Grand Lodge, It being simply our duty, in the words of the reso- 
lution, to give such information " as may be necessary to advise the Craft of the 
care and labor which will devolve upon them In order to carry out in all Its 
details a successful plan for the workings of this great charity." 

The Trustees have given their best thought to the consideration of the sub- 
ject and to the serious problems involved. They have sought the advice of the 
gifted and distinguished Craftsmen whose years of toil and sacrifice for the glori- 
ous work in which we are engaged entitle them to be the chief counselors in 
the beginning of every important undertaking. Their views, it is hoped, are In 
a great degree reflected in the report now submitted to the consideration of the 
Grand Lodge. 

While the Trustees will not shrluk from such duties and responsibilities as 
are imposed by the act of incorporation and which cannot be delegated to 
others, and will administer to the best of their ability, with or without instruc- 
tions from the Grand Lodge, the trust reposed In them, conscious that their 
hands will be strengthened in the doing of the right by a most loyal aud devoted 
Fraternity. Yet it Is entirely plain that the management of the trust, so that it 
may become the great and useful charity it is intended to be, cannot be left to 
the sole guidance of any limited number of men. To the Fraternity belongs the 
control and management of their Home. Upon the Grand Lodge must rest the 
responsibility for the designs upon the trestle-board by whicl tbs Trustees can 
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pursue their labors. Therefore the Trustees most urgently request that the 
Grand Lodge will, by resolution, express its sense as to what the principal regu- 
lations should be, governing admissions and management. 

Brethren, the Grand Master will soon summon you to the dedication of your 
stately and beautiful building. While viewing with pride and joy those walls 
to be made sweet and beautiful as the home of the distressed brother, the rest 
for the weary widow, and the shelter and school for the little child, remember 
that its success or failure must be determined by the system and manage- 
ment organized and approved by the Fraternity ; that the responsibility is with 
you and cannot be shifted to the Trustees, who are only your servants to carry 
out your expressed will ; that to you must it be finally left to " prove that our 
cherished project is no Utopian dream, but that it cau be made a great and 
permanent aud practical means of serving the Almighty and of promoting 
humanity."

Dear Sir and Brother: 1 have the honor herewith to present my Tenth Au- 
nual Report as Grand Librarian of the Grand Lodge : 

The Grand Lodge Library has been increased by many valuable works, 
and during the year these have been bound and added to the large collection of 
Proceedings of the Grand Bodies, which are a history of the Craft. ONE HUN- 
DRED AND SEVEN VOLUMES have been added to the SEVENTEEN 
HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-ONE VOLUMES reported In the preceding nine 
years, making a total of EIGHTEEN HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-EIGHT 
VOLUMES added in ten years. 

The several standard monthly Maaoulc magazines have been completed and 
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bound to the close of the Masonic year, and these with many Masonic and 
miscellaneous works have thus augmented the collection. 

The Grand Librarian is under obligations to the Secretaries and Recorders 
of the various Grand Bodies of the United States, Canada, and Europe, for many 
special favors, and for Proceedings furnished of Grand Chapters, Grand Coun- 
cils, Grand Commanderles, and of the A. and A. Scottish Rite.

THE GRAND LODGE LIBRARY. 

The Grand Lodge Library of the State of New York Is acknowledged to be 
one of the best and most complete Masonic libraries in the world. Here are to 
be found the Proceedings of all the Masonic Grand Bodies, the standard books 
of the Craft, and the monthly Masonic magazines—a collection that is worthy of 
the Fraternity of this large and growing jurisdiction. 
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It Is necessarily a continuous work to make additions and keep bound in 
volumes for reference the Proceedings of the various Grand Bodies, which are 
an official history of the Fraternity, and are continually referred to by brethren, 
not only in our own, but from other jurisdictions. The Proceedings and Masonic 
periodicals have been bound as rapidly as the successive numbers to form 
volumes are received. The books pertaining to the Grand Bodies are classified 
by the names of the jurisdictions to which they respectively belong, and the 
miscellaneous works according to the subjects of which they treat. 

The Grand Lodge Library grows in interest and value, and has become a 
prominent feature in Masonry, and to those who would learn of the progress of 
Masonic literature, it is invaluable. Masonic books are the teachers of the 
Craft ; they Instruct the uninformed, and dispense knowledge to those who seek 
after " more light." Masonic authors and writers necessarily seek for informa- 
tion that is to be found in the Grand Lodge Library. 

Freemasonry is pre-eminently an intellectual institution. A Masonic library 
may justly be called the brains of the Fraternity, for it teaches us the accumu- 
lated experience of the Craft, and makes us acquainted with the wisdom and 
intelligence of its greatest and profoundest thinkers, past and present. Each 
volume in a Library, looking silently out from its place on the shelf, contains 
within its covers the work of some human mind, and each page is the mirrored 
reflection of an active brain. 

To acquire Masonic knowledge Is within the reach of every member of the 
Brotherhood, and the Grand Lodge Library is a place sought after by the intelli- 
gent and thoughtful Mason. The Masonic student can here find the beginnings 
and theories of the Fraternity ; what it has done and what it seeks to do, and 
what the sages and distinguished authors have written, as also the fullest dis- 
cussions on Masonic jurisprudence. 

" Who loves the truth, loveth good books, 
Onl from whose every page 
Beameth a light thatfadeih not 
The window of the sage.'* * 

Freemasonry, through Its literature, has grown steadily, and has won Its 
way to a place of honorable recognition. The Institution is founded upon sub- 
lime and living principles, lifting and guiding men into the higher walks of life, 
and binding them together by the ties of a common brotherhood. 

If the number of visitors and readers who attend the Library, taken with 
their expressions of satisfaction and pleasure, is any criterion by which to 
judge, then the condition of the Grand Lodge Library should be a pride to the 
Fraternity. 

Year after year more interest is evinced in the collection of volumes, and 
the Grand Lodge Library is rapidly assuming an importance second to none in 
its special collections. The Library is replete with Masonic history, biography, 
jurisprudence, and general literature, valuable for reference, and much labor 
is necessary to keep it in line with the progress of the Craft throughout the 
world. 

The Grand Lodge has reason to be proud of its Library, and in the future, 
as in the past, should contribute to its progress, and preserve it with fostering

care. The collection of works for a Masonic library is a work for all time, and 
our zeal should not abate in increasing its value and usefulness. 

Masonic books teach, in the most forcible manner possible, the whole duty 
of man — "to fear God and keep his commandments " — and therefore deserve a 
wide circulation. Masonic literature is increasing, and its good seed Is being 
sown broadcast in the world. 

The germs of Masonic truth are to be found in the Proceedings of the 
various Grand Bodies, which contain the addresses of Grand Officers (the 
brightest intellects in the Fraternity), who have given thoughtful attention and 
careful study to the great and ennobling principles of the Institution, and in the 
reports of the Committees on Correspondence, whose painstaking reviews have 
brought forth many beautiful gems of thought, found only beneath the surface 
after patient research. The Fraternity and the world owe a debt of gratitude to 
these reviewers for the work they are doing, a work that presents the most pro- 
found doctrines in Masonry in a clear and intelligent manner. These documents 
form a most valuable collection of Masonic literature. 

The first contribution of books to form a library for the Masonic Home at 
Utica, was made to the Grand Librarian, and acknowledged in last annual report. 
Donations and contributions of old and new books are solicited for the Grand 
Lodge Library and the Library for the Masonic Home. 

The three cases of books in the south room of the Library, not the property 
of this Grand Lodge, should be removed to one of the upper halls or reception 
rooms, and additional cases constructed for the reception of books for the 
Library. Books, pamphlets, and proceedings arc accumulating very rapidly, 
and every portion of the space in the Library is needed. 

The Library requires a proper and complete catalogue. Frequent applica- 
tions are made to the Grand Librarian for a copy of the Grand Lodge Library 
catalogue by students and statisticians and others in search of information 
attainable only by its means. It is hardly necessary to state the many advan- 
tages to be secured by a perfect catalogue, and the expense of its production 
should not be considered in comparison with the convenience to be obtained 
thereby. 

THE READING ROOM. 

In addition to the valuable Grand Lodge Library, the Reading Room has 
become a permanent feature of our honored Institution, and is for the use and 
benefit of each member of the craft. It is supplied with a very complete assort- 
ment of periodicals and newspapers. The daily morning and evening news- 
papers, monthly magazines, and Masonic periodicals are to be found upon the 
files and tables. The Reading Room was established and opened in connection 
with the Grand Lodge Library, January 1, 1885, and is free for the use of the 
Fraternity. 

The Grand Lodge Library and Reading Room has been open daily, from 8.80 
to 5.80 p.m., and from 7.00 to 10.80 p.m., except Sundays and holidays. 

The Reading Room Is supplied with stationery, and during the hours stated 
is constantly attended by the Grand Librarian or an assistant, who are glad to 
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welcome, and, if need be, assist any brother seeking information. There has been 
an increased attendance over previous years, and every facility possible is fur- 
nished to readers. The great value of having this splendid collection of Masonic 
and miscellaneous literature thus brought within the reach of all seeking knowl- 
edge is evidently fully appreciated ; and the more freely the privilege is em- 
braced, the more useful will the Library and Reading Room become as a means 
of refinement and culture among the Fraternity. 

I respectfully offer the following recommendations for the ensuing year : 

1. That an appropriation be made for the same amount as last year, for 
assistants In the Library and Reading Room, and for the purchase of current and 
foreign literature and magazines ; for purchasing and binding Masonic works, and 
for services, cataloguing, etc. 

2. That additional cases be provided by the Trustees for the Grand Lodge 
Library and Reading Room. 

8. That a catalogue be prepared of the Grand Lodge Library, and authority 
be granted by Grand Lodge to publish the same.

REPORT OF THE HISTORIAN. 

R. \ W. \ Charles T. McClenachan, Historian, presented 
the following report, which was received and ordered printed 
in the proceedings : 

To the Grand Lodge: 

The Historian of the Grand Lodge submits the result of his labors to the 
present time. 

The course originally determined upon of presenting the History of Free- 
masonry in New York in three distinct divisions has been adhered to. 

The First Division, relating to Masonry anterior to the formation of the Grand 
Lodge in 1781, is embraced in the first volume. The Second Division, being 
devoted to the Grand Lodge from 1781 to the present date, includes its legislation 
and incidental action ; brief biographical sketches of many of its prominent 
officers; the difficulties that divided the fealty of its members on four noted 
occasions ; its diplomacy in its connection with domestic and foreign Masonic 
Grand Bodies; its combats with fanaticism and political entanglements; its 
relationship to the education of the young, and the care of the poor and dis- 
tressed, and the grandeur of Its harmonious position at the present day. This 
division embraces three volumes. The Third Division will contain an historical 
account of the present 72S lodges, as well as that of the lodges that have from 
time to time become defunct from varied and unavoidable causes. 

At present, three volumes are complete— the third being ready for the bindery 
—and bring the History of the Grand Lodge down to the year 1860, leaving the 
fourth volume to contain the historical account from that period to 1892; this 
last volume, it is anticipated, will be completed before another Communication 
of the Grand Lodge. 

Should it so occur that the Third Division, or historical account of the indi- 
vidual lodges, should not be deemed essential, the " History of Masonry In New 
York " would in the main be complete in itself, covering over a century and a 
half of time. 

It will be found in those portions of the history pertaining to divisions of 
sentiment and judgment among the brethren in the past decades, whereon they 
formed organizations independent of each other, the historian has permitted 
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each side to state its own views held in the case and its supporting testimony, at 
the expense oij space, and even at times in strong expressions of rivalry. 

The work !will be found divided into chapters covering ten years each, the 
second volume containing five chapters, or from 1781 to 1881 ; the tMrd volume 
containing three chapters, or from 18S1 to 1861 ; and the fourth volume will 
continue the history to the present day. 

The historian has reason to believe that, by his diligent search, so far as the 
records go, and such verbal and written testimony as he could procure, there 
are but few Masonic incidents of note that have occurred within the period of 
the existence of the Grand Lodge that will not be found within the covers of 
these volumes. 

The historian trusts his labor will prove satisfactory to the Grand Body, and 
that the diligent care he has taken in his work may prove a source of continuous 
information to those who justly entertain great pride in the magnitude and hon- 
orable position held and maintained by the united Fraternity of our State.

REPORT OP THE BOARD OF RELIEF. 

The Masonic Board of Relief, of New York City, submitted 
the following report : 

M.\ W.\ William Shbrrr, Grand Master of Masons in the State of New York: 
Dear Sir and Brother : The Masonic Board of Relief of the City of New 
York, organized pursuant to action of the Grand Lodge of the State at its 
Annual Communication in June, 1879, respectfully and fraternally submits its 
Thirteenth Annual Report, covering the year ending May 14, 1802. 

The receipts for the year were as follows :

The above figures show the expenditures to have been $29.80 greater than 
the receipts during the year, and a reduction of the balance on hand by that 
amount. By a resolution adopted by the Board over a year ago. all moneys 
returned are paid over to the 8helter account. This amount was considerable 
during the year, as vrVA be noticed. Eighty-five more warrants for charity were 
drawn than for the year next preceding, and by fur the largest drawn in any one 
year since our organisation. The statistical table, hereto appended, will show 
the average donated to applicants has been somewhat increased. 

The business of the Board has steadily grown in amount and importance, 
and much more satisfactory results secured than In any former year. The con- 
sequence Is a deeper and more enthusiastic interest in every detail of our chari- 
table work. 

During the course of the year this Board has been actively engaged in rais- 
ing a fund with which to establish a place where sojourning brethren, sick and 
distressed, may be temporarily housed and fed, pending investigation as to their 
worthiness. It is proposed, further, in connection therewith to establish a labor 
exchange where Masonic employers in need of men or women may apply for 
such help as they may require. The latter feature is intended to apply not only 
to sojourning brethren, but to every Mason who has a lodge membership in this 
city.

Many of the subscription books are yet out, and we know of a considerable 
sum, in the aggregate, having been collected upon them. Perhaps it would have 
been well to have credited lodges with the sums received by their members in 
subscriptions, but this could not be done without much unnecessary labor. 
The sum of $3,738.23 actually in hand represents the patient perseverance of 
many brethren, and we heartily thank them In behalf of the Board. 

It is hoped that in the course of the coming year this Board will be in posses- 
sion of a suitable building for the purpose stated, and that thereby we may be 
enabled to accomplish a much greater and better charitable work than is possible 
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under the present system. Careful computation snows that the maintenance of 
such an institution as is proposed will not exceed the present income of the 
Board for account of dues from lodges, provided the prudence and economy 
heretofore practiced are adhered to. 

If, as we believe it ought to be, the proposed labor exchange is made avail- 
able to brethren of our city lodges, both employers and employees, there is lit- 
tle doubt of a more general support from our lodges, the majority of which do 
hot now co-operate with our Board. Several lodges, not contributing members, 
have given aid and encouragement to the shelter, and others have the matter 
under consideration. 

The means adopted to raise the amount required (from $10,000 to $12,000) 
includes the issue of subscription books, and having them placed in the hands of 
prominent brethren for the solicitation of small donations. The first page of 
each little book contains the following appeal : " The Masonic Board of Relief 
of the City of New York urges the necessity for the establishment of an institu- 
tion to enable it to properly care for. the sick and destitute sojourning brother, uud 
to provide in connection therewith a bureau for the procurement of employment 
for brethren of our own jurisdiction and those having proper claims upon us. It 
is indispensable that we have a building specially under our control and fitted up 
for the purpose. We feel confident that our work will be far more efficient by 
carrying out the Idea indicated, and that the brethren will feel a better satisfac- 
tion in the disbursement of charitable funds intrusted to us than can be secured 
by the mere donation of money. We assure the Craft of our city that we are 
animated in this appeal only by n desire to accomplish the greatest good. A 
popular subscription of at least one dollar each will be amply sufficient to place 
the Shelter in operation, and the funds now and hereafter received will properly 
support it." 

1 A fair response has been made to this appeal, as appears by the above sched- 
ule of receipts. The delegates of Manhattan Lodge, No. 62, and the members of 
the Square Club have been specially active in the matter. We take the oppor- 
tunity at this time to thank them, and other brethren, particularly the Nobles of 
the Mystic Schrine. for their kindly generosity. 

Grand Lodge can materially assist us in this commendable enterprise by such 
legislation as shall be deemed wisest and best, and without the appropriation of 
money. It is suggested that, as charity is the fundamental principle of Masonry, 
and as that principle is frequently ignored and set aside for other and less im- 
portant interests. It would he well to place upon the statutes some legal enact- 
ment upon the subject. The Craft in the State are now engaged in erecting a 
stately edifice In which to shelter the widows and orphans, the aged and unfor- 
tunate, of our own State household. We never could have had an Asylum if we 
bad depended upon voluntary subscriptions nlone for it, and we never can have 
our charities properly collected and administered until Grand Lodge takes the 
matter In hand. In the great cities of New York, Brooklyn, and Buffalo, Ma- 
sonic charity is compelled to depend entirely upon the voluntary effort of com- 
paratively few of the Craft in those cities, and simply because there is no official 
authority or direction relative to tills great question. 

It is neither charged nor insinuated that the distressed brethren of lodges in 
these cities are not aided and assisted by the bodies in which they have member- 
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ship, mod upon which they hare the highest and best claim. There is, however, 
good ground for the assertion that the sojourning Mason, and others having 
claims upon lodges outside those cities, are not, and in the present condition of 
things cannot be, receiving the assistance they are supposed to be entitled to by 
reason of the justness of each claims. While it may be admitted that every 
lodge is morally bound to care for its own impecunious wards, it must also be 
admitted that were we to wait for authority to aid before we rendered it, there 
would be a far greater sum total of suffering than we, as Masons, have a right to 
permit. 

This Board feels a delicacy in presuming to offer suggestions as to the policy 
of the Grand Lodge of the State of New York in its legislation as to its charities, 
even thongh there be great need, in its judgment, of snch legislation. We take 
the liberty, however, to lay before Grand Lodge the following anomalous facts : 

Pint. There are one hundred and sixty lodges in the City of New York, and 
only fifty-four of them contribute to a Board of Relief organized under and pur- 
suant to a resolution of Grand Lodge. 

Second. The annual per capita to each contributing lodge is twenty-five 
cents. 

Third. Ninety-five per cent, of the applicants for relief, and one hundred 
per cent, of the worthy applicants, find their way to the Board of Relief for 
investigation and assistance. 

Fourth. Non-contributing lodges are profiting at the expense of those con- 
tributing to the extent of two-thirds of the legitimate charitable outlay to 
sojourners. 

Fifth. The burden of Masonic relief in this city is borne by one third of the 
lodges, when if obligatory upon all it would be much easier for that minority. 

That Grand Lodge could, and has the power to, change this condition de- 
pends entirely upon the interest taken in the subject, and not because of 
pecuniary difficulties lying in the way. Very few, if any, of our lodges are in 
such financial straits as to be unable to properly and equitably donate a per 
capita amount to the support of an organisation indorsed and approved by 
Grand Lodge, and frequently commended by Grand Masters of the State. 
Though we have demonstrated the fact that one-third of the lodges, through 
their selected delegates, can support the Masonic charities of the city, still it 
is advisable, as a matter of right, honor, and justice, that all the lodges should 
be engaged in the work. 

We earnestly appeal to the highest Masonic authority in the State to 
strengthen our hands, and not only ours, but those of every Board of Relief in its 
jurisdiction, by such legislation as shall have the effect to stimulate and encour- 
age the formation of such Boards. If it be deemed expedient to formulate rules 
for the government of Boards established pursuant to Grand Lodge action, we 
shall be pleased to give prompt acquiescence, in the belief that only by thorough 
and practical organization will we be enabled to do the work expected of us. 
Experience teaches the value of united effort and the wisdom of authoritative 
administration in charitable as in other matters, and we most assuredly would 
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gladly welcome any legislation that would tend to increase our usefulness to the 
distressed. 

Our proposed " Shelter " (we use the word for lack of a better designation) 
we believe to be a long step in the proper direction, and we urgently request 
Grand Lodge to assist us in any and every legitimate and legal way to promote 
the enterprise in which we have an earnest faith. Possibly a committee of Grand 
Lodge would, by careful consideration of the subject in all its details, be 
enabled to make such report as would lead to intelligent action. 

The General Masonic Relief Association is rapidly gaining the favor pre- 
dicted for it at its organization in 1885. The last annual convention, held in the 
city of Washington in September, 1891, was largely attended, and much encour- 
agement was at that time given the association by the attendance and support of 
prominent brethren of North America. The Association is now so thoroughly 
established and Its work so completely systematized, that some legislation was 
had upon the per capita fee for membership to Grand Jurisdictions. At the 
outset it was calculated that an annual per capi'a fee of one cent was neces- 
sary in order to properly carry on the work set before the organizers, and down 
to the session of 1891 that fee was found, with economy, to be sufficient for its 
purposes. With the experience of six years as a guide, and as an Inducement to 
co-operation, that per capita fee has been reduced to one half cent to Grand 
Jurisdiction, only, which entitles every lodge in a subscribing jurisdiction to the 
monthly circular of warning, and such other information as may be desired. 
This inducement has already been effective in securing the membership of sev- 
eral Grand Lodges, and will, no doubt, secure many others. 

Having In previous reports fully set forth the objects of the General Asso- 
ciation, it is not deemed necessary to offer further explanations at this time. 
We are Informed that our Grand Lodge, at its last annual session, appointed a 
committee to examine and report upon the advisability of co-operation, and 
that such committtee will report at the next annual session. It is to be hoped 
that careful consideration will be given the subject, and that the brethren of 
the State of New York will be enabled to see the propriety of supporting an 
Association organized for the purpose of guarding the charitable funds of the 
Craft against the improper demands of those who pretend to have legitimate 
claims upon such funds, and are maintaining themselves by the presentation of 
such imposition. 

Since the organization of the General Association the names of 1,140 fraud- 
ulent applicants have been published. It is a reasonable assumption that 
these persons would have received an average of $25 each from the supporters 
of the Association, had they not been detected and published, and that by reason 
of such publication the contributors have saved the very considerable sum of 
$28,500 in the aggregate. We can convince the Fraternity of the advantages 
of membership in the Association only by showing what is being done to weed 
out the unworthy, and in figures which begin to be large enough to excite 
astonishment as to the extent of Masonic beggary. If the brethren will bring 
some little intelligent thought to this matter, the evil of fraudulent Masonic 
applications for relief will soon be stamped out. 

During the year we have sent the following named brethren to foreign ports 
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at a large cost. The various steamship companies have given us reduced rates, 
and have not hesitated to grant our requests, fn every instance. In one case a 
ticket was issued by the company, the money paid for it, and the applicant 
being taken sick was unable to sail. Of their own volition the company 
refunded the money paid.

Bro. Moulton died very suddenly upon the public street. He was recog- 
nized as a frequent visitor in several of our lodges, but the particular lodge to 
which he belonged has not yet been ascertained, though it is believed it is iu the 
jurisdiction of Wisconsin. The Board has been reimbursed for its outlay in all 
these cases except the last. 

Though we have procured employment for many applicants during the j ear, 
several of whom were members of our city lodges, our facilities iu this particu- 
lar are not so favorable as we desire and hope to make them. Again we urge 
upon brethren who are employers of labor to call upon us when they require 
men or women in their service. This would assist us more practically than any 
amount of sympathy, or even money, and would be a far more efficacious 
charity.

From this list it will be seen we have grained Manitou and True Craftmen's 
Lodges, and lost Pythagoras Lodge. We are informed that two other lodges 
have voted to Join. The delegates from all the lodges are energetic and enthu- 
siastic ; and the meetings of the Board, notwithstanding the weather, are always 
largely attended. 

At the annual meeting in May, 1891, after the date of our Annual Report, 
ever}- officer of the Board was unanimously re-elected. Nothing could better 
atteat confidence in the officers or harmony among so large a number of Masons 
engaged In a common cause. In our meetings the utmost good feeling obtains, 
and though agreement as to the disposition of a case is not always reached, the 
difference only seems to intensify the belief that conscience as well as prudence 
animates each delegate. 

To the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund our thanks are due for con- 
tinued favors, and to the Grand Librarian we acknowledge our indebtedness for 
many courtesies. 

The usual statistical tabic is hereto appended, and we fraternally ask the 
brethren to carefully consider it in connection with the same table in all our pre- 
ceding reports. The table shows that 60.80 per cent, of the applicants were for- 
eigners ; 50.49 per cent, of the persons aided were from lodges outside the United 
States ; and that 50.80 per cent, of the total amount donated was to foreign appli- 
cants. Compared with the preceding year there is little change in the per oent. 
of foreign applications, an increase in the percent, of foreign applicants relieved, 
and a decrease in the amount given them. The average amount donated to ap- 
plicants was Increased twenty cents. The applicants from England, Ireland and 
Scotland were largely in excess of the preceding year— indeed, larger than in 
any year since our organization. The table will be found exceedingly interest- 
ing.

M.\ W.\ Prank R. Lawrence presented the following 
resolutions, which were referred to the Committee on Hall and 
Asylum Fund : 

Betolved: That the Trustees of the Masonic Hall and Asylum Fund shall 
make and alter from time to time, as in their discretion may seem expedient, 
rules for the government of the Asylum, or Home, nt Utica, which shall regulate 
and provide as to the number of inmates to be received, the classes into which 
they shall be divided, the manner and conditions of obtaining admittance, con- 
tinuance therein after admittance, and all other matters whatever relating to 
management and government, subject at all times and in all respects to any 
action which the Grand Lodge may hereafter take. 

Resolved: That to assist the Trustees informing a system and adopting rules, 
as above set forth, the Grand Lodge hereby declares the following to be its sense : 
That the number of occupants to be received during the first year of the exist- 
ence of the Asylum, or Home, should be limited to about one hundred, of whom 
about twenty-five should be destitute worthy Master Masons, about twenty-five 
should be destitute worthy widows of Master Masons, and about fifty should 
be destitute children of Master Masons, all residing in the State of New York ; 
that the lodges composing each Masonic District be privileged to nominate per- 
sons for admission to the Asylum in the proportion, as far as practicable, of one 
nomination for each eight hundred affiliated Master Masons in such district, 
every district, however, to be entitled to nominate at least one occupant; that 
all nominations should be made to the Trustees of the Masonic Hall and Asylum 
Fund, and should be made and agreed to by a majority of the lodges In the dis- 
trict, and certified to by their proper officers under their seals ; that blank forms 
for such nominations, and for the giving of such information concerning the pro- 
posed inmates as the Trustees shall deem requisite, be printed by the Trustees 
and distributed to the lodges under direction of the Grand Master. That in the 
event that within a reasonable fixed time, to be designated by the Trustees, the 
lodges of any district shall omit to make auy nomination which they are entitled 
to make, the Trustees may themselves proceed to admit an equivalent number 
of inmates without nomination ; that in case the nomination, for any one of the 
three classes of inmates, shall exceed the total number of that class which it is 
intended to admit, the Trustees shall be at liberty to decline such nominations 
as in their discretion they may deem expedient, and cause new nominations to 
be made ; that all vacancies occurring shall be filled through nominations to be 
made by the districts from which such vacancy occurred, or if at any time there 
shall be a failure to make such nominations, the Trustees may admit such in- 
mates as they deem proper without nomination. 

That all nominations of adult persons be accompanied by strict evidence, 
satisfactory to the Trustees, that the person nominated is of good character and 
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not addicted to intemperance ; that the Trustees may at all times in their abso- 
lute discretion decline to admit a person nominated, and in that event the dis- 
trict making such nomination be privileged to again nominate ; that all persons 
received as inmates be notified at the time of their admission that their continu- 
ance is dependent upon good behavior and strict conformity to the rules adopted 
by the Trustees ; that the Trustees shall at all times have power, and it shall be 
their duty to remove any inmate whose continued presence would, in their judg- 
ment, be injurious to the other inmates or detrimental to the success of the 
institution; that insane or imbecile persons, and those afflicted with epilepsy, 
paralysis, or other forms of disease requiring special medical treatment, should 
not be received as inmates ; that all adult persons received as inmates should be 
required to perform reasonable labor in and about the Asylum ; that children be 
received at such ages as shall be found expedient ; that boys be continued as 
iumates until they attain the age of not more than fifteen years, and girls be 
continued as inmates until they attain the age of not more than sixteen years ; 
that all children be given a good, common school education, as the Trustees may 
find tobe most expedient ; that boys be trained with reference to their follow- 
ing some useful trade or occupation ; that girls be given such training as is suit- 
able for them ; and that it should be the especial endeavor of the Trustees and 
of the members of the Fraternity to find employment and a home for each boy 
or girl when they shall cease to be inmates.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON MASONIC 
THANKSGIVING DAY. 

R.\ W.\ Charles W. Camp, from the Special Committee 
on Masonic Thanksgiving Day, presented the following report, 
which was received, and its recommendations adopted : 

To the Grand Lodge : 

Your Special Committee has, during the recess of the Grand Lodge, taken 
into consideration the subject of a Masonic Thanksgiving Day, as recommended 
by Grand Master Vrooman, in his Annual Address, in the following words : 

" I recommend that one day in each year be designated by the Craft as 
Masonic Thanksgiving Day. 
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" This will afford the lodges, singly or unitedly, opportunity to assemble 
and observe with appropriate services the growth and good work of our Institu- 
tion, and, with grateful acknowledgments of the blessings conferred, make 
public pledges of activity for the future. 

" It would 6eem fitting for us to annually commemorate a day similar to the 
Jubilee Day of April 24, 1889. The Craft could assemble for social concourse, 
for song, for address, for praise and thanksgiving, thus publicly acknowledging 
gratitude and appreciation for our unity and prosperity. 

" Let us always give sympathy and welcome to any gathering which will 
further social, moral, or religious improvement. Let us seek after any means 
which will bring men into closer relationship, into better acquaintance, which 
will cultivate nobler thoughts and aspirations, which will cause us to appreciate 
more and more the good, the true, and the beautiful." 

Accepting implicitly the words of the Most Worshipful and distinguished 
Brother just quoted, and counting the sentiments therein contained as axiomatic 
to a degree which forbids discussion, it has only remained for your Committee 
to consider how this recommendation may be brought into practical effect in 
such a jurisdiction as this great Empire State. 

Of course the Grand Lodge cannot make a legal holiday, and if it could, the 
probabilities are that a legal Masonic Thanksgiving Day would be kept as a day 
for general relaxation from the terrible strain of business, much as Decoration 
Day and the Fourth Day of July are, and the object for which it was instituted 
would be lost sight of. And yet the records show that in old times St. John's 
Day, June 24, used to be strictly observed by the Craft in this good city of New 
York. The lodges assembled at their usual place of meeting, a procession was 
formed, and all marched to St. Paul's Chapel, where divine service was cele- 
brated, and a Masonic sermon delivered. The lodges then dined together, and 
the Grand Lodge entertained invited guests at a banquet. The records do not 
show why this excellent and pious custom was given up. Probably the spirit of 
the age silently opposed it, until it fell into " Innocuous desuetude." St. Paul's 
Chapel is still standing, St. John's Day Is annually commemorated there, but 
the Craft are absent. * 

Can we hope to roll back the flood of time, to recall the years which are 
past, and return to the old custom of assembling upon that day, going to 
church, listening to a sermon, and afterwards participating in such ceremonies 
as may ba appropriate to the occasion ? Is the spirit of this age favorable to 
such procedure ? What business man (and most of our Brethren are business 
men, and the foremost business men in every community and in every branch of 
business) would feel that he could give a day from business, with eager rivals 
in trade on every side ? Or what employee could obtain leave to take a day off, 
merely because we had, iu this Grand Lodge, selected that day for a Masonic 
Thanksgiving Day ? Would it not fail to be duly observed right here in this 
great center of Masonry f 

Probably Grand Master Vbooman saw this difficulty, and intended the 
festival to be celebrated at night. His reference to the Jubilee of 1889 poiuts to 
such a conclusion, since it was everywhere kept at night. But those who were 
prominent in getting up that observance surmounted all difficulties (and they 
were neither few nor small), because they were stimulated by the relief which 
was felt through the recent payment of the debt, and they were animated by the 
measureless enthusiasm of Grand Master Frank R. Lawbsnob. Every speaker 
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had an interesting topic on which to speak, in the condition of the Craft and 
the fair prospect before us. Possibly the dedication of the Masonic Home 
might again serve to bring all the Brethren together in their own lodges to hold 
a solemn Jubilee. But Divine Omniscience only appointed a jubilee to recur 
every fifty years, and we can hardly expect to see the scenes of 1889 over again, 
under ordinary circumstances. 

Oiice in every year, the highest civil authority in the land proclaims a 
Thanksgiving Day wbich is a legal holiday. The President of the United States 
recommends that all men lay aside their usual vocations, and repair to their 
several places of worship to render thanks to Almighty God for the blessings 
He has given. The sanction of law and the authority of the highest position 
in the country combine to dignify and emphasize this action of the President, 
and yet not one church in three, on the average, throughout the land, is even 
opened for divine service, and where there are congregations gathered together, 
the number is pitifully small compared with the usual Sunday audiences. Can 
we expect less indifference among the Craft, concerning a Masonic Thanks- 
giving Day ? What reason is there to anticipate more enthusiasm in thank- 
ing God for the progress of Freemasonry than the average man shows publicly 
in recognizing that God has given him the materials for food and clothing t 

Tour Committee has not hesitated to place before you the most pessimistic 
view of this subject, in order to induce such thought as may profitably go before 
making a great resolution. That the case is as we have stated it, is no reason 
why it should continue to be the case. If the spirit of thankfulness is not 
prominent among us, it is only a reason for endeavoring to promote thankful- 
ness, aud the recognition is a far greater degree of that Fatherhood of God wbich 
we are so often professing with our lips. If the spirit of the age is utterly sel- 
fish, the more we ought to show that Masonry has a message, which it has itself 
learned, of unselfishness. But we ought to make sure that we have learned this 
lesson. It is a great thing to heal the backslider. It is a great thing to be able 
to go back from carelessness to the strict observance of our forefathers, and this 
can only be done by a genuine reformation. Tour Committee does not query 
whether this Grand Lodge will pass the reso)*ions which will presently be 
offered ; but we do question whether, if the resolutions be passed, every Master 
of a Lodge will go home from this Annual Communication a missionary to bring 
his brethren to a new and becoming sense of the relations which ought to exist 
between them as children and their Almighty Father, so that a Masonic Thanks- 
giving Day may be not merely a Masonic law, but the genuine expression of 
the feelings of every member of the Craft. 

Will there be such a response to the call of the Grand Master as the Jews of 
Babylon gave to the proclamation of Cyrus ? Are we ready for this great work ? 
Are we willing to return to the devotion of our fathers ? 

To test the feeling of the Craft as here represented by the choicest spirits 
among us, and to answer the questions we have raised, we respectfully offer the 
following resolutions : 

JUtolved, That the Festival of St. John Baptist, June 24, or when it shall 
occur on a Sunday, then the day preceding or following, be and is hereby desig- 
nated as Masonic Thanksgiving Day. 

Reaclvedy That the Grand Master for the time being is hereby charged with 
the duty of issuing an annual proclamation to the lodges in this Grand Juris- 
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diction, calling attention to the observance of the day, and to 6uch matters con- 
nected therewith as he may deem proper.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 

R. \ W. \ Charles W. Hubbell, from the Special Commit- 
tee on Grand Master's Address, presented the following report, 
which was received and its recommendations adopted. 

To the Grand Lodge: 

The committee to whom was referred the address of the M.\ WV. Grand 
Master, respectfully recommend its subdivision and reference as follows: 

1. So much as relates to deceased brethren, to the Committee on Deceased 
Brethren. 

2. So much as relates to new lodges, to the Committee on Warrants. 

8. So much as relates to the payment of the quota still due from lodges to 
the Hall and Asylum Fund, to the Committee on Constitution and Statutes. 

4. That the suggestion in regard to causing engravings to be made of the 
hall and the asylum for presentation to every lodge in the state, be referred to 
the Committee on Hall and Asylum. 

5. That so much as relates to the revision and simplification of the Code of 
Procedure, to the Commissioners of Appeals.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON DECEASED 
BRETHREN. 

R. \ W. ". John S. Bacon, from the Committee on Deceased 
Brethren, presented the report of said committee, which was 
received and its recommendations adopted. 

To the Grand Lodge : 

There is a strain of sadness in our happiness to-day. Our songs are sung in 
a minor key. The joy of our prosperity is baptized with honest tears, as we 
have in memory beloved brothers gone. The "working tools 11 have fallen 
from the hands of upright men and Masons, and some of the most diligent work- 
men of the Craft have been called from labor and have entered into rest. Fra- 
ternal hearts have ceased to beat ; fraternal lips are silent ; and conspicuous 
absences measure the greatness of the losses which our Fraternity has sustained. 
Homes have been shadowed with death's desolation, hopes have gone out in 
disappointment's darkness, and separations have occurred whose sorrow words 
cannot interpret. 

We are to-day the most unwilling hosts of a most unwelcome guest. Death 
has come without our invitation, and his only greeting is our tearful silence. 
There is for us no blessing in his coming, and no benediction in his presence. 
Bitter endurance, and not sweet enjoyment, is the experience which he has 
brought to us. We only bow to his mandate because we cannot resist his 
authority. We only driuk the cup he has mingled, because he forces it to our 
protesting lips. 

And yet we are certified by the divine teachings of Freemasonry that there 
is no element of immortality in death, but that "mortality is swallowed up of 
life." We are taught that death is no more than a modifying accident or inci- 
dent of life : that it is the removal of limitations ; and that it conditions the 
unmeasured development of the moral and intellectual powers of every earth- 
born child of God. 

Death introduces life into a wider sphere, and transforms the temporal 
present into the eternal future. It is the revelation of possibilities and oppor- 
tunities which heaven holds in reserve fur sincere and earnest souls. And so, 
in the light of the supreme truth and the largest hope, we do believe that " it is 
gain to die," nor " do we mourn as those who have no hope." 

Many of our brothers who have passed away during the year represented 
the best type of Masonry and manhood. Many of them occupied positions of 
responsibility and honor, and they were worthy of all the fraternal regard and 
public confidence which it was their good fortune to enjoy. Their love of truth, 
their fidelity to principle, tfeeir devotion to the right, and their zeal in Free- 
masonry, render their departure not only a loss to the fraternity, but also to 
society at large. 

Much might be truthfully and appropriately said concerning the useful lives 
and noble characters of our fraternal dead, but the beautiful memorial tribute 
contained in our Grand Master's address voices the sentiments of all our hearts, 
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and lessens the labor of your " Committee on Deceased Brethren." Still, in 
the calling of that roll whose responses will be silence, there will be an eloquent 
significance which will tenderly touch the chord of sympathy in every Masonic 
heart, awakening precious and almost sacred memories. 

R.'. W.\ F. Oscar Woodrufp, faithful and true to his trusts, representative 
of the Grand Lodge of Arkansas, died in New York, September 13, 1891. 

R.\ W.\ Horace L. Greene, a Trustee of the Hall and Asylum Fund, and 
Past Grand Steward ; a man of marked personality, of positive convictions, of 
strong character and pure life ; an able journalist, an honored citizen, a mauly 
man, and a zealous Mason, died at Fort Plain, October 2, 1891. 

R.\ W.\ Horace E. Allen, D. D. G. M. 18th District, a modest, unassum- 
ing brother, whom to know was to respect and admire, died at Binghamton, 
November 4, 1891. 

R.\ W.\ John Boyd, P. G. Tr., died in New York, November 14, 1891. John 
Boyd was a brother beloved and was worthy of the confidence and esteem of the 
Craft. He was a man of sound judgment, earnest purpose, and a " zeal which 
was according to knowledge." He was kind and helpful in a preeminent degree, 
and with head and heart and hand he strove to promote the best interests of his 
fellow-men. He tried to do his duty to God and to mankind. He prized his 
home, as true men and Masons always do. He was made a Mason in Mosaic 
Lodge in 1858. 

W.\ Gilbert A.. Dean, who faithfully discharged the duties of Trustee of 
the Hall and Asylum Fund from 1881 to 1884, died at Copake, November 30, 
1891. 

R.\ W.\ Simeon Tucker Clark, M. D., died at Lockport, December 24, 
1891. Dr. Clark represented manhood and Freemasonry at their best. 
Strength and beauty were characteristics of his physical, intellectual, and moral 
being. 

He possessed a literary ability of superior order, and he made frequent con- 
tributions to medical science, in some of its special departments, whose value 
has been recognized by the profession, not only in this country but also in Great 
Britain. 

Poetic genius was one of his endowments, and his verses are worthy of the 
appreciation which they have received. 

His theology was summed up in "The Fatherhood of God and the Brother- 
hood of Man." 

He discharged the duties of Grand Steward in a manner most acceptable to 
the Grand Lodge, and was equally faithful in meeting all the responsibilities 
and obligations which Freemasonry involves. He went suddenly, but he was 
ready. " And he was not, for God took him."

R. Hakbis, of Tennessee, died at Jackson, Tennessee, 
November 11, 1891. 

M.\ W.*. Wm. Parxman, of Massachusetts, died at Boston, Massachusetts, 
December 26, 1891. 

M.\ W.\ Harmon G. Reynolds, of Illinois, died at Blue Rapids, Kansas, 
December 31, 1891. 

M.\ W.\ Stephen W. B. Carnegt, of Missouri, died at Canton, Missouri, 
January 5, 1892. 

M.\ W.\ Wm. E. Pine, of New Jersey, died at Newark, New Jersey, Febru- 
ary 23, 1892.

Amend 8ec. 5 of the Statutes by striking out in the sixth line the word

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON WORK AND LECTURES. 

W.\ Townsend Scudder, from the Committee on Work 
and Lectures, presented the report of said Committee, which 
was received and its recommendations adopted. 

To the Grand Lodge: 

The Committeee on Work and Lectures respectfully report that they have 
carefully perused the Twenty-sixth Annual Report of the Grand Lecturer, and 
have personally conferred with him and been advised by him of his work during 
the past year. Tour Committee recognize how arduous the labors of R.\ W.\ 
Bbo. Raymond have been In the discharge of his official duties and the devotion 
and fidelity to his trust which have marked his every step in the performance of 
the same. Your Committee hope he may long be spared to the Craft in bis field 
of great usefulness in maintaining the purity of the standard work throughout 
this broad Jurisdiction. In the words of M.\ Wv William Sherer, your Com- 
mittee respectfully recommend the adoption of the following : 

Resolved, " That the great truths and living principles taught by the sym- 
bolism of Free Masonry can best be understood by those seeking light, when 
presented in the simple dignity and form of language handed down by our 
Fathers," and so ably and truthfully exemplified by R.\ W.\ Bno. Raymond. 

Be it farther Beeohed, That the maintenance of the standard work in that 
state of purity in which it has reached us being most essential for safety and 
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perfect harmony, all subordinate lodges be, and the same hereby are, earnestly 
advised to make opportunities to receive direct instruction from the Grand 
Lecturer, as well as faithfully to attend his regular district conventions for the 
exemplification of the work. 

Your Committee suggest that as the broad, cosmopolitan principles of Free 
Masonry recognize men of all creeds and beliefs as brothers, requiring of her 
votaries no profession of religion except a belief in a Supreme Being, and as all 
sectarian allusions in the Ritual are subversive of the primary principles of Free 
Masonry, therefore 

Resolved, That the Grand Lecturer be instructed to eliminate all allusions 
sectarian in their character from the Ritual. 

The attention of your Committee having been called to Section 38 of the 
Constitution of the Grand Lodge, as amended by the Grand Lodge in its Annual 
Communication in 1890, and now reading as follows : 

Sso. 88. " Every lodge shall adopt and practice the standard of work and 
lectures imparted by the Grand Lecturer or Assistant Grand Lecturers, and no 
other, and any lodge violating this provision shall be subject to punishment." 

And it having been shown to your Committee that a number of lodges 
under this jurisdiction now work in German, and in consequence hsve not the 
advantages afforded by the instruction Imparted by the Grand Lecturer, and the 
Grand Lodge having authorized the translation of the standard monitor into 
French, Spanish, and Italian, for the use of lodges working in those languages, 
your Committee respectfully recommend that a committee of three be appointed 
by the Grand Master to make and submit to the Grand Lecturer and a commit- 
tee a translation of the standard work into German ; and that when such trans- 
lation shall have been made and approved by the Grand Lecturer and such com- 
mittee, said translation shall become the property of the Grand Lodge, and the 
standard work in this jurisdiction in German, and that it shall be promulgated 
among the lodges working in the German language. 

Tour Committee, after careful deliberation, and with every respect to those 
who suggested the substitution of the word " Hinnom " for " Jehoshaphet " in 
the place where U6ed, earnestly recommend that the use of the word " Jehosh- 
aphet " be retained as heretofore. 

Your Committee feel that speculative alterations In the Ritual will lead to 
distrust, and disturb the stability of our landmarks, and result in no good. 

Your Committee also recommend the adoption of the following : 

Baolved, That hereafter the same notice shall be given to effect a change in 
the Ritual as is now required to make an amendment to the Constitution and 
statutes of the Grand Lodge.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON BOARD 
OF RELIEF. 

R.\ W.\ John R. Pope, from the Special Committee on 
Board of Relief, presented the following report, which was re- 
ceived and its recommendations approved and referred to the 
Committee on Finance. 

lb the Grand Lodge: 

The Special Committee to which was referred at the last Annual Communi- 
cation a circular from M.\ W.\ Bao. J. Ross Robebtson, President of the Gen- 
eral Masonic Relief Association of the United States and Canada, suggesting 
and requesting the co-operation of this Grand Lodge with said Association, fra- 
ternally submits the following report : 

The said Association was organised In the city of Baltimore, Md., on the first 
day of September, 1886, and has since been in active operation. The officers and 
members have annually met in one of the principal cities of the United 8tates 
and Canada. The objects of the Association are to discover and publish to its 
supporters all persons imposing upon the charitable funds of the Craft, to the 
end that a stop may be put to the raids of fraudulent applicants for relief. 
From its organiaation to, and including, the publication for the current month, 
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1,153 persona have been so published, and their fraudulent practices ended, so 
far as the subscribers are concerned. The saving to the charitable funds at the 
disposal of the brethren has been enormous, and to the same extent the worthy 
have been benefited. The annual per capita fee for membership has been one 
, cent, but at the last annual session the fee was reduced to one-half cent to 
Grand Jurisdictions only. 

Every lodge within the jurisdiction of a contributing Grand Lodge is entitled 
to the monthly warning circular issued by the Association, which circular gives 
the full name, description, age, occupation, and lodge claimed, of every person 
who has been discovered during the preceding month presenting a fraudulent 
claim for charity. The income of the Association is devoted entirely to the 
business of printing and mailing the circulars referred to, and a sum not to 
exceed $500 per annum for office rent and clerk hire, the various Boards of 
Relief and lodges furnishing the information required by said Association. 

Our New York City Board has found its co-operation with the Association of 
exceeding value, it having saved large sums of money by reason of the informa- 
tion afforded them. We earnestly recommend the co-operation of our Grand 
Lodge with the Association, believing that the lodges throughout the State will 
be enabled to not only save money, but that a larger sum will thereby be avail- 
able for their own worthy, and those sojourning in their respective localities.

REPORT OP COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTION AND 

STATUTES. 

W.*. Ivan T. Bubney, from the Committee on Constitu- 
tion and Statutes presented a report of said Committee, which 
was received and its recommendations adopted, except the pro- 
posed amendments to the Constitution and Statutes as to the 
change in the time of meeting of Grand Lodge, which were! 
rejected. 

To the Grand Lodge: 

The Committee on Constitution and Statutes has given careful consideration 
to the following named proposed amendments, and would respectfully report as 
follows : 

Fint, The proposed amendment to Sec. 59, Art. 25, of the Statutes, submitted 
by R.\ W.\ William H. Andrews, is clearly Intended to do away with the pos- 
sibility of any lodge conferring degrees at a special communication held on the 
same day on which the same degree is to be conferred upon five candidates at 
a regular communication. Your Committee is not informed that the practice 
sought to be prohibited is common, nor are we convinced that it would be det- 
rimental to the Craft if it should become so. If the proposed amendment 
should be adopted, it would simply cause special communications for the con- 
ferring of degrees, when more than five candidates are in waiting to be called 
the day before or the day following the stated communication instead of the 
afternoon of the same day, as is now occasionally dotie, and the benefits to be 
derived from such a change are not apparent. The only manner in which the 
full purpose of the resolution could be carried into effect would be to prohibit 
the conferring of degrees at any special communication, and such a prohibition 
would work a manifest injustice. Your Committee, therefore, recommend that 
the proposed amendment be disapproved. 

Second, Several Masters of lodges unite in submitting a proposed amend- 
ment to Sec. 8, Art. 1, of the Constitution, the purpose of which is stated in 
and made a part of the proposed amendment as follows : " So that the tellers 
will not know the name thereon." This proposed amendment does not appear 
to have been prepared with that degree of care that should characterize the 
written law of the Grand Lodge, neither does there appear to be a necessity for 
such an addition to the Constitution as it contemplates. Upon a careful exami- 
nation of the law now govern ins; the election of Grand Lodge Officers your Com- 
mittee finds nothing that prohibits the exact course of procedure the proposed 
amendment is Intended to establish. There is no limit to the size of the ballot 
that may be used, nothing to prevent its being folded so as to effectually con- 
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ceal the name of the candidate Toted for, nothing to restrain any representative 
from casting the number of ballots he mny be entitled to cast " one at a time." 
The present law makes ample provision for a secret ballot, and the Committee 
therefore recommend that the proposed amendment, be disapproved. 

Third, The Committee recommend that the proposed amendment changing 
the method and rate of compensation of representatives proposed by Bbo. Stein 
be disapproved. 

Fourth, The resolution authorizing payment of warrants for compensation 
of members when signed by the chairman of the committee on that subject is 
not presented by the committee In question, but by one of its members, who 
seeks relief thereby from the duty of signing his name to the several hundred 
warrants for pay of members. The adoption of the resolution would be legis- 
lation in the wrong direction, for it is well that warrants should be signed and 
their correctness vouched for by each member of the committee charged with 
that duty. If the duty be to any of them too onerous or Irksome he should 
have no alternative between signing or resigning. 

Tour Committee recommend that the resolution be disapproved. 

Fifth, The following amendments are designed to change the annual com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge from the first Tuesday of June to the second 
Tuesday of April in each year. The committee believe the intended change to 
be advantageous and for the best interests of all concerned, particularly for 
those who live outside of the metropolitan district. From the information fur- 
nished us, the present arrangement seriously interferes with the convenience of 
the delegates from the country, coming as It does at the season of the year when 
their other duties require them to attend to their business interests elsewhere. 
The proposed change does not seem to interfere with the Interests or conven- 
ience of those who live in the metropolitan district. We therefore recommend 
the adoption of the amendments, which are as follows, so far as may be possible 
at this session, and the changes as to Constitution at once submitted to lodges 
for action. 

Amend Sec. 6 of the Constitution by striking out the words " first Tues- 
day of June" in the second Hue, and substituting therefor the words " second 
Tuesday of April," so that that portion of the section shall read : 

" Sec. 6. The Grand Lodge shall meet annually in the city of New York 
on the second Tuesday of April." 

Amend Sec. 85, sub. 5, of the Constitution, by striking out the word " May " 
In 6th line, and substituting therefor the word " March," so that the subdivision 
shall read : 

" 5. To prepare on blanks to be furnished by the Grand Secretary a state- 
ment in tabular form of the condition of each lodge in his district for the year 
ending on the 81st day of December in each year, and transmit such report to 
the Grand Secretary on or before the 15th day of March, to be by him laid 
before the Grand Lodge." 

Amend Sec. 85, sub. 6, of the Constitution, by striking out the word " May " 
in 1st and 6th lines, and substituting therefor in each case the word " March," so 
that the sub-division shall read : 

"6. To prepare a report for the year ending on the first day of March in 
each year, on the general condition of Masonry in his district and of his acts 
therein, with such particulars as he may deem necessary, and transmit such 
report to the Grand Master on or before the 15th day of March in each year." 
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Amend Sec. 33, sab. 9, of the Statutes, by striking out the word " May " in 
the last line, and substituting therefor the word " March, 1 ' so that the sub- 
division shall read : 

" 9. To make a full and correct return annually to the District Deputy 
Grand Master of the condition of the Lodge on the Slst day of December, and in 
form prescribed by the Grand Lodge, to be transmitted on or before the 5th day 
of March." 

Amend Sec. 40, Art 9, of the Statutes, by striking out the word " May " in 
the eecond line, and inserting in lieu thereof the word " March " so that the sec- 
tion shall read : 

" § 40. All dispensations to form new lodges expire on the 15th day of March 
in each year." 

Amend Sec. 02 of the Constitution by striking out the words " In June " in 
the 3d line and the word " June " in the 6th and 9th lines, so that the section 
shall read : 

" Sec. 62. No amendment to this Constitution shall be made or have any 
effect until it shall have been proposed in Grand Lodge at its Annnal Com- 
munication, and been adopted by the Grand Lodge at the same communication, 
and then again adopted in like maimer by the Grand Lodge at the next succeed- 
ing Annual Communication ; or, in addition to the adoption thereof at one such 
Annual Communication, it shall, during the next year succeeding, and before 
the next Annual Communication thereafter, be adopted by the affirmative vote 
of the majority of the lodges within this jurisdiction, to take effect as soon as 
such consent is promulgated by the Grand Master. If any such amendment be 
adopted, it shall be appended to the published proceedings at the end, under 
the caption, "Proposed Amendments to the Constitution," and sent with the 
printed proceedings to all the lodges in the jurisdiction ; and no General Regu- 
lation shall be adopted inconsistent with this Constitution, and all former writ- 
ten Constitutions are hereby repealed, and all General Regulations and decisions 
heretofore made and adopted are also hereby repealed.

W. \ W. E. Spooner, from the Committee on Constitution 
and Statutes, presented a report upon the proposed amendment 
to Art. VII., Sec. 40, of the Constitution, which was not con- 
curred in. 

To the Grand Lodge : 

The undersigned, a majority of your Committee on Constitution and Stat- 
utes, having carefully considered the Graud Master's suggestion of amendment 
to the Constitution, respectfully report thereon as follows : 

If the lodges which have not yet made the voluntary contributions entitling 
them to exemption from the annual tax of fifty cents per member for the benefit 
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of the Hall and Asylum Fund were generally unable to mnke such contributions, 
it would be right to give them the full measure of relief suggested by the Grand 
Master. The fact appears to be, however, that many of the weaker lodges were 
among the earnest ones in paying their quota of the debt at the earliest date 
possible, notwithstanding the sacrifice Involved to them and their members. 
Certain lodges not yet exempt from the tax in question were well able to earn 
that exemption, but unwilling to do so. To give them relief, on the aggregate pay- 
ment of six dollars per member in annual per capita instalments of fifty cents from 
1886, would be unjust to those lodges which paid outright at once, and by their 
promptness and sacrifice made possible the lifting of the Temple debt. That 
debt being now, however, fully paid, relief is due to be given to those who 
would but could not pay, and to give it will require equal generosity to those who 
could but would not. The application of the fifty cent annual Hall and Asylum 
Fund tax to the six dollars per capita which shall give exemption should begin with 
the payments of that tax made after 1892 ; and to that end we recommend, in change 
of the Grand Master's suggested amendment, that the following be adopted, so 
far as it can be at one session of this Grand Lodge, and be submitted to the 
lodges forthwith : 

Resolved, That Sec. 40 of the Constitution be amended by adding thereto a 
new subdivision, to be numbered subdivision 12, and to read as follows : 

" 12. When any lodge shall have paid, after January 1, 1893, in the sums 
called for by subdivision 9 of this section, a total sum aggregating an amount equal 
to six dollars for each of its members upon the number of members reported by it 
as of December 31, 1885, then and from the end of the then current year such 
lodge shall be released and exempted from the said annual payment now re- 
quired by said subdivision 9, provided, however, that all sums then due from 
such lodge to the Grand Lodge shall at that time be fully paid," and that the 
present subdivision 12 be renumbered 13.

REPOBT OF COMMISSIONERS OF APPEALS. 

R.\ W.\ Frederick A. Burnham, Chief Commissioner, 
presented the report of the Commissioners of Appeals, which 
was received and its recommendations adopted. 

To the Grand Lodge : 

The Commissioners of Appeals, having heard and considered the several mat- 
ters which have come before them, fraternally report : 

I.— In the Matter of the Appeal of Adolph Abrams. 

Adolph Abrams, a member of Salem Lodge, No. SOI, was charged with 
unmasonic conduct in making misrepresentations to said lodge in which he had 
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been initiated, in that he had falsely answered the question as to whether or 
not he had ever been previously rejected in any lodge, and in denying the fact 
that he had been previously rejected. 

In the month of November, 1890, the appellant made application for 
initiation and membership in said Salem Lodge. In the blank application for 
initiation, dated on the 17th of that month, which was admittedly signed by 
him, occurred the following question : " Have you ever, to your knowledge, 
been proposed as a candidate and rejected in a Masonic lodge ? If so, when, and 
in what lodge ? " to which the appellant answered " No." Upon this applica- 
tion he was initiated, passed and raised in Salem Lodge. The fact was, that for 
several years prior to 1890 the appellant had resided at Hoosick Falls, within the 
jurisdiction of Van Rensselaer Lodge, No. 400, and that during his residence 
there he had made three several applications by petition for initiation and 
membership in said Van Rensselaer Lodge, one dated September 5, 1882, one 
dated March 8, 1885, and one dated April 28, 18&, each of which applications 
were rejected. In the two last mentioned applications to Van Rensselaer Lodge 
he distinctly stated that he had been previously rejected by said lodge ; and 
from the experience which he had thus acquired there cannot be the slightest 
doubt that the appellant was familiar with the requirement of Masonic law that 
the fact of such previous rejection must be stated in the application for initia- 
tion, and that a waiver of jurisdiction upon the part of the lodge thus rejecting 
was absolutely necessary. 

Notwithstanding his former experience in this respect, the question as to the 
previous rejection contained in his application to Salem Lodge was distinctly 
answered " No." 

The appellant now attempts to avoid the effect of this answer by the spe- 
cious claim that the question referred to consisted in fact of two separate and 
distinct questions ; namely (1) " Have you ever, to your knowledge, been pro- 
posed as a candidate and rejected in a Masonic lodge f " and (2) " If so, when 
and in what lodge t " and that as these questions were set forth upon two 
separate lines in the form of application, he, as a matter of fact, answered only 
the latter question in the negative. An examination of the form of application 
shows that this claim is not well founded. The question, although set forth in 
two lines of the application, and consisting of two parts, is clearly but one 
question, and the negative answer made at the end is clearly and emphatically 
an answer to the entire question in all of its parts. 

Again, the appellant attempts to excuse this answer because of what he 
claims to be the peculiar wording of the question which refers to his own per- 
sonal knowledge, viz. : " Have you ever to your knowledge " etc. The argument 
of his counsel I?, that inasmuch as the appellant was not present in Van Rensse- 
laer Lodge at the time of his previous rejection, he could hare no actual per- 
sonal knowledge of the fact. The refinement of this reasoning is altogether too 
sophistical to be worthy of even a moment's attention. According to his own 
admission, made in his two last applications to Van Rensselaer Lodge, the 
appellant had been rejected in said lodge, and it certainly does not now lie in 
his mouth to be asked to be excused for his wilful and gross misrepresentation 
to Salem Lodge upon the ground that technically he had no actual personal 
knowledge of his previous rejection because not present in the lodge when It 
occurred. 

The appellant further claims that his petition to Salem Lodge was filled out 
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under the direction of a member of that lodge to whom he fully stated all the 
facts concerning his previous rejection. Even if this were true it would be no 
excuse for his offence. He signed the petition in person, and thereby adopted 
the answers as his own ; and even were it true, as claimed by him, that the 
brother under whose direction the blank application was filled up knew all the 
facts, it would not excuse the appellant, but simply make it apparent that the 
member of the lodge was equally guilty of the offence of misrepresentation. 

The evidence in the case to establish the offence charged being documentary 
—consisting of the three applications to Van Rensselaer Lodge and the applica- 
tion to Salem Lodge, coupled with the admissions contained in two of the appli- 
cations, and also by the testimony of the appellant himself that it was true 
that he had been thrice rejected in Van Rensselaer Lodge— leaves no escape from 
the conclusion which was arrived at upon the trial; namely, that the appellant 
had, within the meaning of Sec. 56 of the Statutes, been guilty of misrepre- 
sentation to the lodge in which he was initiated. 

It therefore follows that the judgment of Salem Lodge, No. 391, rendered 
on June 1, 1891, by which the appellant, Adolph Abrams, was adjudged guilty 
of unmasonic conduct, and expelled from said lodge and all the rights and 
privileges of Masonry, must be, and the same hereby is, in all things affirmed. 

II.— In the Mattes of the Appeal of Morris Bernstein. 

Morris Bernstein, a member of Perfect Ashlar Lodge, No. 604, was charged 
by Worshipful Bro. Thomas R. Hodge, Master of Hiawatha Lodge, No. 434, 
with unmasonic conduct in having willfully and fraudulently proposed for mem- 
bership In said Perfect Ashlar Lodge two persons who he well knew were at 
the time residents of Mount Vernon, within the jurisdiction of Hiawatha Lodge. 

The appeal has been fully argued before us by Bro. John T. Walsh, on 
behalf of the appellant, and a brief in behalf of the respondent has been sub- 
mitted by Worshipful Isaac N. Mills. 

The appellant had for many years been a resident of Mount Vernon. He 
had himself applied for membership in Hiawatha Lodge and been rejected ; and, 
long after such rejection, had applied for, and after some difficulty obtained, per- 
mission to make application for initiation and membership in Perfect Ashlar 
Lodge. His experience in his own case must have taught him that Hiawatha 
Lodge had exclusive jurisdiction of the material within Its own territorial limits, 
and that membership in a lodge elsewhere could not be lawfully acquired until 
said lodge had waived its original jurisdiction. There is, therefore, no necessity 
In this case for applying the presumption, which at times seems to work some- 
what harshly, that every one is presumed to know the law, and that ignorance 
thereof excuses no man. 

Having been a member of Perfect Ashlar Lodge for several years, but still 
remaining a resident of Mount Vernon, the appellant procured two applications 
to be signed by residents of that place, in which, by his especial direction, 
the residences of the applicants were stated to be in the City of New York. In 
the one Instance, he alleges as an excuse that the residence was stated to be in the 
City of New York because he supposed the place of business of the applicant in 
this city would be more convenient for the Investigating Committee to visit him 
than his actual residence in Mount Vernon ; and in the other case, tbat the 
answer to the question " Where do you reside r " did not purport to give the 
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actual residence of the applicant, but only his office address. He does not, 
however, deny that these applications were filled ont under his especial direction 
and in accordance with his express instructions, and admits that he well knew 
that each of the applicants, as n matter of fact, resided in Mount Vernon. 

Various technical objections ns to the regularity of the proceedings before 
the trial commissioners are, for the first time, attempted to be raised upon this 
appeal ; but it is sufficient to say in answer to each of them that no such objec- 
tions were taken upon the trial, and not having been then taken were, In accord- 
ance with well settled rules of procedure, waived. 

The appellant also urges that error was committed upon the trial because he 
was compelled to testify against himself. This objection Is not sustained by 
the record, which clearly shows that the appellant being present in person, as 
well as by counsel, the complainant proceeded, without objection, to make out a 
case against all of the defendants, and then rested. After the complainant had 
thus rested, which fact appears explicitly upon the minutes of the trial commis- 
sioners, a large number of witnesses, including this appellant, were called to 
testify ; by whom or upon whose behalf is not expressly stated in the minutes, 
yet, as it was after the complainant had completed his case and rested, and inas- 
much as each of these witnesses, including the appellant himself, was cross- 
examined by the complainant's counsel, there cannot be the slightest doubt 
that these witnesses were called on behalf of the defendants, and that the appel- 
lant was therefore not only not compelled to testify against himself, but that he 
did, as a matter of fact, testify solely and only in his own behalf and in support 
of his own defense. 

It is also urged that the trial commissioners erred in trying alTof the several 
defendants together, and that this particular defendant, who alone has appealed 
to the Grand Lodge, was entitled to a separate trial. 

The Masonic Code of Procedure, Sec. 48, subdivision 7, provides that 
" A Masonic trial should be conducted in all respects as near as may be like the 
trial of an action of a criminal nature in a court of record, and be governed by 
the same general rules." The rule of courts of record in the trial of criminal 
cases is found in the Code of Criminal Procedure of this State, Sec. 891, as 
follows : " When two or more defendants are jointly indicted for a felony, any 
defendant requiring it must be tried separately. In other cases, defendants 
jointly indicted may be tried separately or jointly in the discretion of the 
court." 

Therefore, even according to the strict rule of the criminal law, a defendant 
jointly indicted with others for a felony is not entitled to a separate trial unless 
he demauds It, and his failure to make such a demand in due time is a waiver of 
this right. It is sufficient, therefore, to say in answer to this objection, that the 
record shows that no demand for a separate trial was ever made by this appel- 
lant, and it is not claimed by his counsel that the record In this respect is 
incorrect. 

Still further objection is made to the regularity of the proceedings before 
the trial commissioners, because in one instance they adjourned "tine die" but 
afterwards, upon due notice to all parties interested met, and, without objection, 
took further testimony. The occasion of this further hearing does not appear, 
but all of the testimony offered at the additional hearing was on behalf of the 
defendants, at which the record shows appellant was represented by counsel, 
and it therefore does^not lie with him to now raise the question that a hearing 
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had for the sole purpose of enabling him to offer further proof in his own behalf 
was irregular, or in any way affects the validity of this judgment. 

None of the other numerous technical points raised upon this appeal are 
worthy of consideration. The judgment is amply sustained by the proofs. In 
fact, under all the circumstances no other conclusion than that reached seems to 
us to have been possible. 

We therefore conclude that so much of the judgment of the trial commis- 
sioners in this case, rendered on the Oth day of December, 1891, as adjudged the 
appellant, Morris Bernstein, guilty of unmasonic conduct, and sentenced him to 
expulsion from Perfect Ashlar Lodge, No. 604, and from all the rights and privi- 
leges of Masonry should be, and the same hereby is, in all things affirmed.

REPORT OP COMMITTEE ON JURISPRUDENCE. 

M.\ W.\ Clinton F. Paige, from the Committee on 
Jurisprudence, presented the report of said committee, which 
was received and its recommendations adopted. 

To the Grand Lodge: 

The Standing Committee on Jurisprudence submits the following report on 
matters referred to it for consideration : 

First, Application of the "Symbolic Grand Lodge of Hungary " for recogni- 
tion and an exchange of representatives. 

Upon careful investigation, we learn that " The Symbolic Grand Lodge of 
Hungary " was organized March 21, 1886, and by the last published report had 
forty-one subordinate St. John lodges with a membership of 2,091. 
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Her authority is absolute and undisputed in the territory she occupies, and 
has been recognized by and exchanged representatives with all the German 
Grand Lodges, and with the Grand Lodges or England, Scotland, and Ireland, 
Switzerland, Denmark, Netherlands, and others. 

Being satisfied of the regularity of its organization, we recommend that 
"The Symbolic Grand Lodge of Hungary " be fully recognized by this Grand 
Lodge, and their request for an exchange of representatives be complied with. 

Second, The Graud Orient of Italy renews its application for recognition and 
an exchange of representation. 

The papers presented, together with a translation of portions of its Consti- 
tutions, do not change the opinion of your committee as reported to the Grand 
Lodge at our last Annual Communication declining their application. 

We find that this Grand Orient is composed of a "Supreme Council of the 
83° of the Scottish rite and the Symbolic Grand Lodge for the symbolic rite," 
and Sec. 12 of their General Constitutions declares that 

"Masonic sovereignty lies with the Masonic people as a whole, and is 
exerted for the government of the three first degrees by the ordinary or extraor- 
dinary legislative or constitutive assemblies, composed of the representative 
of all the lodges of both rit ■*, active and regularly working." 

Sec. 17 provides that charters for the lodges of both rites are granted 
exclusively by the Grand Orient. 

This fully confirms the opinion of your Committee as expressed last year, 
that this Grand Orient is a conglomerate body, composed of a " Supreme Coun- 
cil of 33° of the A.*, and A.*. S.\ Rite and the Symbolic Grand Lodge of the 
Symbolic Rite," and is the governing body of lodges of the first three degrees 
in either or both rite*. 

We find in the report of our Committee on Foreign Correspondence of 1802, 
that no direct communicatiou of their proceedings has been received from them, 
but we find from our exchauges that from the last reports the " Grand Orient 
of Italy at Rome" comprises one hundred and thirty-two St. John subordinate 
lodges. 

Whenever these subordinate lodges unite in forming a Grand Lodge entirely 
separate from and independent of the Supreme Council of the A.*. A.*. S.\ 
Rite, or any other rite than Symbolic Masonry, this Grand Lodge will cheerfully 
receive them into the family of independent Grand Lodges and exchange repre- 
sentatives ; but we are not prepared to recommend a recognition of the Grand 
Orient composed of bodies of other rites than Symbolic Masonry. 

Third, The Independent Spanish Grand Lodge Sevilla, Spain, again applies 
for recognition and exchange of representatives. 

No additional evidence as to the formation of this body is furnished us, and 
we can only repeat the decision of this Grand Body, made in 1884 and 1887, 
" that there appears a grave question as to the regularity of the formation of said 
body as a Grand Lodge, no evidence being furnished except its own assertion." 

We have, as yet, nothing to warrant a positive opinion or justify your Com- 
mittee in recommending favorable consideration of their application for recog- 
nition as a Grand Lodge and exchange of representation. 

When our Spanish brethren furnish this Grand Lodge with full information 
of the manner and mode of their formation, if found to be regular we shall be 
glad to recommend their full recognition. 

We recommend that the subject be referred to the Grand Master, with power 
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to recognize them and exchange representatives whenever he is furnished with 
satisfactory evidence of their regular and legal formation.

SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
CONSTITUTION AND STATUTES. 

W.\ W. R. Spooler, from the Committee on Constitution 
and Statutes, presented the following majority report, and 
moved its adoption. 

To the Grand Lodge : 

The undersigned, a majority of your Committee on Constitution and 
Statutes, obeying your instruction, report the following amendment to the Con- 
stitution for adoption, so far as it can be at one session, and to be at once trans- 
mitted to the lodges : 

Amend Sec. 40 of the Constitution by adding thereto a new subdivision, to 
be numbered 12, and to read as follows : 

'•12. When the sums called for by subdivision 9 of this section, and paid by 
any lodge, after January 1, 1887, with the voluntary contributions to the Hull 
and Asylum Fund made after May 24, 1886, by such lodge and its members, shall 
aggregate a sum equal to six dollars for each member of such lodge reported by it 
as of December 31, 1885, then and from the end of the then current year such 
lodge shall be released and exempted from the said annual payment now 
required by said subdivision 9, provided, however, that all sums then due from 
such lodge to the Grand Lodge be at the time fully paid," and that the present 
subdivision 12 be renumbered 18.

14. All sums, whether paid by lodges as called for by subdivision 9 of this 
section or by voluntary contributions of lodges or their members, paid after the 
date when the debt upon the Masonic Hall was promulgated to be fully paid, 
shall be and constitute a fund, from which shall be reimbursed to lodges which 
paid their quota of the Temple debt of six dollars per capita by borrowing the 
money therefor, the interest which has been and which shall be paid on the 
sums so borrowed, and from which fund shall be reimbursed to each lodge 
whatever of surplus it shall have paid above said six dollars per capita in the 
total of its voluntary contributions to the Hall and Asylum fund, and the sums 
paid by it after January 1, 1887, as called for by subdivision 9 of this Section. 



REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON GRIEVANCES. 

R. \ W.\ George Burnham, Jr., from the Committee on 
Grievances, presented the report of said Committee, which was 
received and its recommendations adopted. 

To the Grand Lodge : 

The Committee on Grievances beg leave to state that they have given con- 
sideration to all of the matters referred to them, and after having heard all who 
have appeared before them, they report aud recommend as follows : 

1. In the matter of the application of John Gipfin, late a member of New 
Tork Lodge, No. 830, for restoration to the rights and privileges of Masonry. 
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It appears from the papers submitted in this case that the petitioner was, 
on the 5th day of December, 1883, duly expelled from New York Lodge, No. 
880, having been convicted of the charge of misappropriating the sums of ten 
and twenty-five dollars from the lodge funds. Upon an examination of the 
record of this case and the opinions of the Commissioners of Appeals, it appears 
that the evidence against the petitioner was purely of a circumstantial character. 
The petitioner both upon the trial and at the present time maintains his inno- 
cence. We are Informed that the principal witness against him is now a fugitive 
from justice, having robbed his lodge of some $1,600. The petitioner has for 
eight years endured the disgrace and odium of expulsion from the Fraternity, 
and during that time, as we are informed by distinguished members of the 
Craft, he has kd an upright life. His petition is endorsed by two of the Com- 
missioners who tried him, and his restoration recommended by the then District 
Deputy Grand Master. From a consideration of these facts we believe that the 
pardoning power of the Grand Lodge will be properly exercised in this case, and 
. we accordingly recommend the adoption of the following resolutions i 

Resolved, That John Giffin, late a member of New Tork Lodge, No. 880, F. 
and A. M., be, and he hereby is, restored to the rights and privileges of Masonry. 

2. In the matter of the application of John W. Walters, late a member 
of New Tork Lodge, No. 880, F. and A. M. f for restoration to the rights aud 
privileges of Masonry. 

The petitioner was tried by a Commission appointed by the District Deputy 
Grand Master of the Sixth Masonic District in 1875, found guilty and expelled. 
An appeal was taken from said judgment, which was duly affirmed: His petition 
for restoration is indorsed by the lodge of which he was a member, and also by 
the pastor of the church of which the petitioner has been a member for the past 
seven years or more. Since the commission of the offence of which he was con- 
victed, we are informed that he has been exemplary in life and conversation, 
and that his reputation at the present time in the community iu which he lives 
is good. We have conferred with a member of the Commission which convicted 
him, who heartily recommends the granting of the petition. We therefore sub- 
mit for adoption the following resolution : 

' Resolved, That John W. Walters, late a member of New Tork Lodge, No. 
880, F. and A. M., be, and he hereby is, restored to the rights and privileges 
of Masonry. 

8. Iu the matter of the application of William S. Tule, late a member of 
Seneca Lodge, No. 118, for restoration to the rights and privileges of Masonry. 

It appears that the petitioner in this case was in the year 1885 expelled from 
the rights and privileges of Masonry upon the conviction of the charge of hab- 
itual intoxication. He has submitted to that punishment for seven years, and 
now asks pardon of this Grand Lodge. His petition sets forth that he has for- 
saken his vicious habits, and has for two years last past, and is now, leading an 
upright life. His petition Is indorsed by the warranted officers and the Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of the lodge of which he was formerly a member. The 
restoration is also recommended by the Grand Master. We therefore accord- 
ingly recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 

Revived, That William S. Tule, late a member of Seneca Lodge, No. 118, 
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F. and A. M., be, and he hereby is, restored to the "rights and privileges of 

Masonry.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON HALL AND ASYLUM 

FUND. 

M.\ W.\ William A. Bbodie, from the Committee on 
Hall and Asylum Fund, presented the report of said Committee, 
which was received and its recommendations adopted. 

lb the Grand Lodge: 

Your Committee on Hall and Asylum Fund came to the consideration of the 
important mutters referred to it with feelings akin to distrust and fear of its 
ability to cope with the questions to be considered in the limited time of a Grand 
Lodge Communication, and as these various questions were considered and dis- 
cussed, those feelings were in no degree lessened. 

The comprehensive report of the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund has, 
however, placed the most important matter to be considered so fully aud clearly 
before the Grand Lodge, that the labors of your Committee have been materially 
lighteued, and the representatives will be able to understand the matter pre- 
sented without elaborate detail or discussion in this report. 

Your Committee would report that the books of the Trustees, with the 
vouchers for disbursements, have been carefully examined and found correct as 
reported, this work having been comparatively light because of the methodical 
and business maimer in which the transactions of the Trustees have been 
recorded. 

By the financial report it appears that the gross receipts during the year end- 
ing April 90, 1892, from all sources, including $226,464.16, the amount on hand 

one year previous to that date were $812,437 68 

and disbursements — 

On account current expenses. $28,572 88 

" " Asylum 131,88170 160,454 08 

Balance on hand $151,988 65 

It appears from said report that there wiil be a further payment to the con- 
tractor upon the acceptance of the Asylum building, $31,500 on contract, and 
about $3,000 for extras, so that the net fund is now in round numbers $117,000. 

Your Committee would commend to every member of the Craft in this 
jurisdiction the careful reading of the entire report, not omitting the descrip- 
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tion of the building in its interior arrangements, which cannot fail of awakening 
an interest born of personal information. 

Tour Committee point with pride to the array of lodges which have expressed 
the desire and intention of furnishing rooms in the Asylum, and to the indi- 
vidual brethren who have made donations and bequests. 

Tour Committee cannot refrain from special mention of the generous liber- 
ality of M.\ W.\ Frank R. Lawrence in his offer to erect a building on the 
Asylum grounds of such a character as will be of permanent use and benefit, 
and to express our appreciation of his coutlnued interest and self-sacrifices in 
behalf of our great charity ; but can add nothing to what the Trustees have said 
in their report. We do not, however, deem it necessary to extend our neces- 
sarily long report by presenting any resolution expressive of your feelings of 
appreciation— they are already indelibly inscribed. 

Tour Committee also desire to express its appreciation of the liberal action 
of the officials and citizens of the city of Utica ju the increased facilities pro- 
vided by them for reaching the Asylum by desirable and beautiful approaches. 

The Trustees ask that the Grand Lodge make such order as to the dedi- 
catory services, including the expenses thereof, as to it may seem necessary 
and proper, and your Committee present the following resolution and ask its 
adoption : 

Unsolved, That the arrangements for the dedication of the Home at Utica, 
as to time and programme, be referred to the Grand Master and associate elective 
Grand Officers, and that the expense thereof be borne by the Grand Lodge. 

The Trustees recommend that the Grand Lodge formulate such instructions 
to the Trustees upon the subject of making provision for a reserve f uud. 

Tour Committee are iu substantial accord with the recommendation of the 
Grand Master on this subject ; and, while agreeing with the Trustees that the 
Grand Lodge should give expression on the subject, do not deem it necessary 
or advisable to present any resolution further than to provide for the creation 
of such a fund, believing that to the Trustees should be left the management and 
investment of the same. The following resolution is therefore presented, and 
its adoption recommended : 

Resolved, That the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund be instructed to 
set aside each year from the net receipts of the fund thirty per cent, thereof as 
a reserve fund ; such provision to be in operation until the fund shall reach 
the sum of $300,000, and investments thereof to be made by the Trustees of the 
Hall and Asylum Fuud. 

The Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fuud are most urgent in their request 
that the Grand Lodge will, by resolution, express its sense as to what the prin- 
cipal negotiations should govern in admissions and management ; there is also 
referred to your Committee a resolution of W.\ Bro. Van Burbn, of Kingston 
Lodge, No. 10, on the question of admissions. 

Tour Committee regret that the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund, 
who have given these questions careful study, have not more definitely recom- 
mended rules governing these matters, but fully appreciate their desire for the 
direction of the Grand Lodge and voicing their ideas thereon. Tour Committee 
recommend the adopting of the resolutions presented by M.\ W.\ Frank R. 
Lawrence.

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Canandaigua Lodge. No. 294, presented to the Grand Lodge the following, 
for which your committee ask your careful hearing : 

Whereat, In the year 1842 the Masonic Hall and Asylum Fund was founded 
under the auspices of the Masonic Fraternity of the State represented in Grand 
Lodge ; the purpose being the erection of a Hall in the City of New York, from 
the revenues of which, when fully paid for, is to be established an Asylum for 
indigent Masons, their widows and orphans ; and 

Whereas, Said fund has been raised by voluntary contributions, and by virtue 
of a tax levied by the said Grand Lodge upon all subordinate lodges in its juris- 
diction, which said tax for a long period of time has been fifty cents a year upon 
each member of said subordinate lodges and three dollars upon each initiate into 
said subordinate lodges ; and 

Whereas, At the 105th Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, held in 
June, 1886, certain amendments to Sec. 40 of the Constitution of the said Grand 
Lodge were adopted, which amendments provided that any lodge might pay a 
sum equal to six dollars for each of its members reported by said lodge on Decem- 
ber 31, 1885, and upon so doing should, from the end of the then current year, 
be released and exempted from the aforesaid annual payment ; and 

Whereas, 8aid Hull has been erected and said Asylum Is in process of erection, 
and all of the indebtedness of the Trustees of the said Hall and Asylum Fund 
has been fully paid and liquidated, and there is money on hand sufficient to pay 
for the erection of the said Asylum at Utica ; and 

Whereas, Canandaigua Lodge, No. 294, has continued to pay the annual tax 
of fifty cents per member and three dollars for each initiate into said Hall and 
Asylum Fund, which payments for the years 1887, 1888, 1889, 1890, and 1891 
amounted to about. $000, the payment for the year 1891 being $104 ; and 

Whereas, The indebtedness of CaLandaigua Lodge, No. 294, upon 182 mem- 
bers, that being the number reported December 31, 1885, at six dollars for each 
member, according to the aforesaid amendments, amounts to $1,092 ; now, there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That Canandaigua Lodge, No. 294, F. aud A. M., through its duly 
authorized representative, make the following proposition to the Grand Lodge 
of F. and A. M. of the State of New Tork at its next regular Annual Convention, 
to be held in June, 1892. That is to say, that Canandaigua Lodge, No. 294, will 
pay their indebtedness of $1,092 to said Grand Lodge for said Hall and Asylum 
Fund, and be thereby relieved and exempted from all and every tax, indebted- 
ness, and payments in support or on account of said Hall and Asylum Fund, 
provided that said Grand Lodge will credit and deduct from said indebtedness 
of $1,092 all sums of money paid by Canandaigua Lodge, No. 294, into said Hall 
and Asylum Fund since the end of the year 1886, and shall receive the difference 
in cash between said indebtedness of $1,092 aud the money paid into said fund 
for the years 1887, 1888, 1889, 1890, and 1891 by said Canandaigua Lodge, No. 
294, in full payment of all indebtedness to the Grand Lodge on account of said 
Hall and Asylum Fund, and shall fully receipt and relieve Canandaigua Lodge, 
No. 294, from all payments and indebtedness on account of said Hall and Asy- 
lum Fund, from the time of the payment of the balance of said sum in cash, as 
aforesaid. 

Your Committee consider this a most extraordinary and unparalleled re- 
quest, coming from an old and well-known lodge. This is not simply a request 
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for relief from tbe payment of the fifty cent tax, bo called, because of inability to 
pay, but that aaid lodge be credited upon the six dollars per capita, not only 
with the amount paid by the operation of the fifty cent tax, so called, for the 
years 1887-1891, inclusive, but also with the three dollars paid into the Hall and 
Asylum Fund for each initiate during the same years. Every lodge in the juris- 
diction is required to pay the three dollars for each initiate, whether its six dol- 
lars per capita has been paid or not, and there is no more reason why this Item 
should be credited on a lodge's obligation than any ^statutory payment for 
Grand Lodge revenues. Your Committee therefore ask the adoption of the fol- 
lowing : 

Baotoed, That the request of Cauandaigua Lodge, No. 294, be, and the same 
is, hereby denied. 

W.\ Bbo. Stein, of Empire City Lodge, No. 206, appeared before your 
Committee in advocacy of his resolution, which is as follows : 

Resolved, That a committee of seven be appointed by the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master, for the purpose of ascertaining the feasibility of selecting a site 
for the erection of a new Masonic Hall in the city of New York, in a location 
more central than thut of the present Hall. 

Your Committee do not deem such contemplated action advisable or neces- 
sary. If the change of location of the Masonic Hall should at any time seem 
advisable, the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund would no doubt investigate 
and report as to its feasibility. 

The following resolution was presented by R.\ W.\ J. Lbavitt Lambert : 

" Bt»olved % That the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum, be requested to have 
prepared and placed in the Home at Utica a suitable tablet to the memory of 
Greenfield Pote, the douor of the first subscription to the Hall and Asylum 
Fund." 

This resolution touched a responsive chord in the heart of each member 
of the Committee ; and yet a majority were opposed to the recommendation, 
feeliug that better than any marble tablet was the tablet erected in the hearts of 
75,000 Masons for that brother of blessed memory. 

The representative of Blake Lake Lodge, 319, Morrietown, appeared before 
your Committee and miide request that in consideration of the bequest of #1,000 
made by the late Jeremiah Davis, a member of said lodge, to the Hall and Asylum 
Fund, that the operation of the fifty cent tax be suspended as to said lodge. 

Your Committee are unanimous that no such action should now be taken. 

Your Committee have carefully considered the question of the Grand 
Master. " Whether the time has uow arrived for Grand Lodge to expend any con- 
siderable sum in order to make the Hall more secure from fire than it is now 
thought to be, and to provide the accommodations that seem to be demanded ; " 
aud have arrived at the unanimous conclusion that the time has not yet come, 
and that pending the putting into operation the great work of the Masonic 
Asylum, or Home, no considerable sum should be expended upon the Hall. Your 
Committee would reaffirm the opinion of last year's Committee that " the 
experience of the Craft in the erection of this building, and the comparative 
results obtained from it, forbid that any such sum as would be necessary to 
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carry out the designed enlargement be expended until the Asylum, or Home, be 
securely established and in operation, and ask the adoption of the following 
resolution : 

Resolved ', That pending the establishment of the Asylum, or Home, it is 
Inexpedient to add to or reconstruct the Hall. 

The recommendation of the Grand Master as to an amendment to the Con- 
stitution, providing for the abrogation of the annual tax of fifty cents per mem- 
ber on lodges which have not yet paid the six dollars per capita, having been 
referred to the Committee on Constitution and Statutes, your Committee on Hall 
and Asylum have not deemed it necessary to present any recommendations 
thereon. 

There has been referred to your Committee the report of the German 
Masonic Temple Association, consisting of twenty-two lodges of the twenty- 
eighth district, showing receipts from January 4, 1891, to January 10, 1892, by 
rents, donations, and other sources of income, of $10,987.86. 

The value of property, securities aud cash, is given at $90,587.95, the real 
estate consisting of a Temple and a Home, the latter having seventeen inmates. 

Faithful in meeting all obligations to the Grand Lodge, these brethren or 
the Twenty-eighth District may well be proud or maintaining this charity.

M.\ W.\ Sir: Pursuant to the provisions of Sec. 85 of the Constitution, the 
customary report of the condition of the several lodges in the Third District has 
been duly transmitted to the Grand Secretary. 

I entered upon the active performance of my official duties October 1, 1891. 
I have visited each lodge in the District as your representative, and in every in- 
stance, without exception, the regard and esteem entertained by the brethren 
for our beloved Grand Master were amply and fully demonstrated by the distin- 
guished favor and courtesy with which his Deputy was everywhere received. I 
cannot speak too strongly of this feature of my stewardship, and can safely assert 
that never in the history of the Third District have peace, harmony, and frater- 
nity been more thoroughly exemplified than during the past Masonic year ; of the 
correctness of whicli statement }*ou have more than once had ocular demonstra- 
tion. No difficulties other than of the most trivial and temporary nature, easily 
and amicably settled, have arisen in the District since your occupancy of the 
Grand East, and I embraee this opportunity gratefully to acknowledge the kind- 
ness and consideration which have characterized all your intercourse with your 
Deputy in the Third District. Under your directions I inspected the quarters 
now in use by Kedron Lodge, U. D., at New Utrecht, L. I., and withheld my 
approval of the same until such time as I believed they had been made safe and 
secure. 
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In company with R.\ W.\ George H. Raymond, Grand Lecturer, I visited 
said lodge May 8, 1892, and found it apparently prosperous, flourishing, and in 
every way justifying your kindness in granting it the dispensation. Your own 
presence on said occasion did much to cement those friendly and brotherly feel- 
ings it has ever been your pleasure to inculcate among the brethren. 

The annual convention for the exemplification of the work and lectures by 
R.\ W.\ George H. Raymond was held in the rooms of Commonwealth Lodge 
(by its courtesy) on the evenings of March 29th and 80th. The attendance was 
gratifying in the extreme, and I accepted as a mark of personal favor the pres- 
ence of my honored Chief on that occasion. The official visit to my own lodge, 
" Hohenlinden," when you also did me the honor to be present, will long remain 
memorable in the minds of the brethren, who attended in such phenomenal num- 
bers, as a distinct event in the history of the Third District. Your laying of the 
corner-stone of the Thirteenth Regiment Armory, on the 3d of October, was a 
most agreeable incident among the many pleasant ones of the year, and your 
numerous visits to the Craft throughout your great jurisdiction have been pro- 
ductive of the most satisfactory results. 

The lodges are generally prosperous, and I have but little criticism to offer. 
Some of the weaker lodges might with propriety consider the advisability of 
consolidating one with another, which would have the effect of making them 
numerically stronger, and remove, to a great extent, the temptation always before 
us of making Masons more with an eye to the initiation fees than to the quality 
of the material being accepted in the lodges. I suggest that the brethren who 
assume the management of the various lodges be required to read the Constitu- 
tion and Statutes, as I found in many instances but slight acquaintance with the 
provisions of our simplest laws, and I have been asked if the Grand Master 
could grant a dispensation to do certain things which the Constitution expressly 
stipulates shall not be done. 

I do not think the office of Secretary receives the consideration and respect 
it deserves. It is second only in importance to that of Master, and the presence 
of the Secretary is always as necessary as that of the Charter. The position is 
arduous, unattractive, and without any prospective future, such as attaches to 
the Junior Wardenship, yet requires much more ability properly to fill than does 
the position In the South. I believe if some incentive other than a mere mone- 
tary consideration could be presented, the office would attract more competent 
and satisfactory incumbents. 

Our Ritual is uniform ; it might be well if a uniform system of books and 
bookkeeping were established, with a prescribed form for recording the minutes ; 
and if all the books and papers were supplied through the Grand Secretary's 
office, the necessity for his purchasing in large quantities would materially re- 
duce the cost of same to the several lodges. Permit me again, M.\ W.\ Sir, to 
express through you my sense of obligation to the Masters and brethren of the 
District, and indeed of the City of Brooklyn, for fc the warm encouragement and 
support they have accorded me at all times. 

Let me also voice the general feeling of regret that the imperative call of 
duty to your business interests has obliged you to decline serving a second term 
in the honorable and dignified office of Grand Master. At the same time allow 
me to tender my sincere thanks and appreciation of the high privilege I have 
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enjoyed In being selected to r epr e s en t yon in the District where yon are best 
known and most beloved. May your future be as bright and peaceful as your 
past has been active and useful ; may you be blessed with the continual nourish- 
ment of all goodness ; may you recefre the unfailing refreshment of a quiet 
spirit, and may the constant ointment of a serene joy ever abide and dwell with 
you.

M.\ W.\ Sir and Brother: I have the honor to present the following report 
on the condition of Masonry in the Twenty-fifth District for the current year. 
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The statistical report sent to the Grand Secretary shows a net gain of more 
than two hundred members, more than one-fourth of which increase is in one 
lodge, and thirty per cent, in three others. 

The territorial jurisdiction of some of the country lodges has been so reduced 
from time to time, in past years, by the erection of new lodges that their increase 
in membership is dependent upon the growing up of the younger generation and 
the few new comers ; and the prosperity, and, in one or two cases, even the exist- 
ence, of the older bodies is seriously menaced. 

If the boundary lines could be so adjusted as to be regulated by convenience 
of access instead of by air lines it would perhaps be a benefit. As it is, many 
brethren are deprived of the privilege of attending their own lodges during a 
large portion of the year on account of bad weather rendering the roads impassa- 
ble, while there may be another lodge which they could reach by rail and return 
the same night, which Is only a mile or two farther away. 

If this could be changed, it would do away with much inconvenience, and 
dispose of a fruitful source of dispute between lodges and the consequent hard 
feelings. 

As a rule, the lodges in this District are in a fairly healthy condition, and 
working harmoniously. 

The only serious exception is found in Springvllle Lodge, No. 851, where an 
unfortunate disagreement, dating i>ack several years, has culminated by the 
lodge being put into the bands of a receiver, by the court, upon the suit of one of 
its Past Masters. 

I have devoted much time to the affairs of this lodge, and have labored 
strenuously to effect a reconciliation between the members and to bring them 
to a sense of their duty as Masons. 

On each occasion when I have visited them, the lodge has passed resolutions 
looking to a settlement of the affair ; but subsequently divisions have arisen 
over details, and little actual progress has been made. 

Several of the brethren have petitioned other lodges for affiliation, and I 
have little hope for the future usefulness of Springvllle Lodge unless there is a 
speedy turn in their affairs. 

The Master has promised me, under date of the 18th inst., to furnish me with 
a detailed statement of their financial condition, and expresses the opinion that 
he will be able to report within a few days that the judgment has been settled. 

If his promised statement reaches me in season, I will send you a supple 
mentary report before the meeting of the Grand Lodge. 

The records and accounts of most of the lodges are kept in an intelligent 
and business-like manner. 

In the matter of collection of dues there is too much laxity, and in some 
cases the amounts outstanding equal or exceed the total annual receipts. 

The officers and brethren generally show an intelligent appreciation of good 
work, and a desire to conform to the standard. There is, however, much room 
for improvement, and a general attendance (which should, I think, be made 
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compulsory upon the officers) on the Grand Lecturer's conventions would 
undoubtedly produce good results. 

The Convention this year, occurring on January 13th and 14th, was poorly 
attended, one cause being that there were two installations on each of those 
nights. 

On Tuesday, January 12th, in pursuance of your dispensation, as already 
reported, with the assistance of several Past Masters, I dedicated the new lodge 
room of Akron Lodge, No. 527, in accordance with the usages of the Craft. 

This lodge has shown commendable enterprise in fitting up suitable apart- 
ments for Masonic purposes. 

In concluding my report, permit me to thank you for the honor of my 
unexpected appointment, and through you to express to the brethren of this 
District my appreciation of their uniform kinduess and courtesy. I am, M.\

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REPORT ON CORRESPONDENCE. 



United States. 



ALABAMA. 

7 1st Communication. MONTGOMERY. December 1, 1891. 

M.\ W.\ George M. Morrow, Grand Master, aud the representatives of 
two hundred and sixty lodges. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Master is of Interest. How appropriate 
the following from his introductory : 

"That which stamps our Institution next to that of Divine origin, the 
Christian Church, whose chief motto is, * Love God with all thy mind, thy heart, 
and thy soul,' is not only spoken urgently, hut beautifully exemplified by all true 
members of our Order ; and that glorious aud tender legend, ' Love thy neighbor 
as thyself,' like a green wreath of immortelles, twines arouud all our altars of 
fraternity to strengthen and beautify them. » * ♦ » 

" Our Ritual is a sacred poem, and there are underlying'insplrations to noble 
actions running beneath it, like an underground stream. Dig for the waters and 
they burst forth joyously ; search for the inspiration and it pours forth on the 
hungering heart. The good lecturer is surely the prophet of the Lodge ; with- 
out him we are like men fond of music, with musical instruments all around 
them, but without the power to sing or a cunning hand to waken a strain." 

The Craft are reported in a prosperous condition, and the improvement noted 
last year continues. They have a larger number of working lodges than at any 
time since the organisation of the Grand Lodge. Six defunct lodges had been 
resuscitated, and thirteen dispensations Issued for new lodges. Death had 
removed M.\ W.\ George D. Norris, P.*. G.\ M. (1867), R.\ W.\ Samuel 
Thompson, P.-. D.\ G.\ M. ; fraternal tributes paid to their memory. 

We judge from the statistical tables that ministers are a privileged class, 
there being no less than six hundred and four reported, a larger proportion (1 to 
17) we think than can be found in any other Grand Jurisdiction. 

The Grand Master recommended a " General Masonic Congress '' to be held 
at Chicago, III., during the World's Fair, its principal object being : 

"To harmonize the work in all particulars, and to report back to the 
Committee on Work of each Grand Jurisdiction, through its member on the 
Committee, and the Committee on Work, to the several Grand Lodges for adop- 
tion." 

A Committee will report thereon next year, and we venture the prediction — 
even though it might be the medium of enabling the representatives to attend 
the World's Fair Exhibition at the expense of the Grand Bodies they are to 
represent — that they will report it inexpedient, as certainly any such attempt 
would be wholly futile and impracticable. 

The inference to be drawn from the following is, that some of the brethren 
do not practice one of the cardinal virtues : 

" Resolved, That any delegate from a subordinate lodge who is found in an 
intoxicated condition at a session of this Grand Lodge shall be publicly repri- 
manded by the M.\ W.\ Grand Master, and that his Lodge shall arraign him for 
trial after due notice from the R.\ W.\ Grand Secretary so to do." 
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REPORT ON CORRESPONDENCE. 3 

The jurisdiction Is to be divided Into nine districts, with a Lecturer in each, 
and a special Committee will report at the next Annual Session on the advisa- 
bility of the establishment of a Masonic House. 

While it may be admitted a visitor, before submitting to an examination, 
has the right to demand (?) the sight of the Charter of the lodge, it is also equally 
well established that it is entirely discretionary with the lodge to accede to the 
request. A visitor should satisfy himself in advance of the regularity of the 
lodge he is about to visit, and it is well to recollect that he is granted that 
privilege through the courtesy of the lodge. Some of the brethren draw pretty 
fine lines occasionally; for instance, the inquiry whether "during the temporary 
removal of the Charter from the lodge room, while the lodge is at labor, should 
necessitate the cessation of such labor ? " Certainly not.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

M.*. W.\ Palmer J. Pillans, in his admirable report on Correspondence 
(146 pp.), congratulates himself " that for the first time since making these 
reports he is enabled to review as many as the present," which covers fifty-five 
Grand Bodies. 

New York for 1891 has favorable mention, and we feel complimented in hav- 
ing our paper on " Masonic Homes " quoted in full. 

He notices the gratifying fact, " that a growing spirit of benevolence is appar- 
ent," as well as that " some of the reporters evince a great disposition to be con- 
tentious, and a few instances are apparent wherein the symbolic use of the 
compasses has been forgotten." 

In regard to affirmation, fails to perceive wherein the difference lies, as the 
responsibility both legal and moral is equally great; and when we consider that 
the average of each lodge in Alabama is but thirty-one, we consider him equally 
sound in his opinion, " that if some method of consolidation of lodges was pro- 
vided, the efficiency of those remaining would be greatly improved." 

M.\ W.\ George M. Morrow (Birmingham), Grand Master, re-elected, and 
R.\ W.\ Myles J. Greene (Montgomery), Grand Secretary, re-elected. 



ARIZONA. 

10th Communication. PH(ENIX. November 10, 1891. 

M.\ W.\ George W. Cheyney, Grand Master, the representatives of eight 
lodges, and M.\ W.\ Isaac 8. Titus, P.\ G.\ M., Grand Lodge of California, as 
a visitor. 

The Grand Master reports peace and harmony. The increase in membership 
keeps pace with that of the population. One new lodge has been created by 
dispensation, and is of the opinion that a fixed date of meeting for lodges'ls pref- 
erable to dependence upon the light of the moon. Announces wlth'sadness the 
death of R.\ W.\ John H. Marion, Grand Orator, who passed away on the 27th 
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of July. " He was ope of the very first to raise the banner of Masonry in the 
new country which he had helped as a pioneer to wrest from desolation and 
the savages. " 

Makes mention of the generous act of the Grand Secretary of the Grand 
Lodge of England, in forwarding a liberal contribution for the relief of the orphan 
children of an English Mason who had, previous to his death, voluntarily with- 
drawn from the Institution. 

We do not concur in the following decision, being of the opinion that a 
previous acceptance does not give any jurisdiction over a profane who had 
acquired a residence in the jurisdiction of Arizona : 

"A man elected to receive the degrees in Indiana is still Indiana material, 
notwithstanding the lapse of four years, so far as this jurisdiction is concerned. 
They may waive jurisdiction, but he not having received one degree in the lodge 
in which elected, a lodge under the Constitution of Arizona cannot confer the 
degrees at request of electing lodge." 

We do not consider that the fact that a brother has served in an inferior office 
gives him any claim to advancement, unless he has demonstrated ability to dis- 
charge the duties of a higher office. The adoption of such a principle is not 
conducive to the best interests of a lodge. 

The Widows' and Orphans' Fund is growing steadily, now amounting to 
18,070.70. There appears to be a difficulty in finding suitable forms of invest- 
ment. Happy state of financial affairs. 

The Grand Lodge accepted the hospitality of Phoenix Commandery No. 3, 
and attended a banquet in their honor. 
No report on correspondence.

ARKANSAS. 

52d Communication. LITTLE ROCK. November 17, 1891. 

M.'.W.*. W. K. Ramsey, Grand Master, the representatives of three hundred 
and sixty-four lodges, and New York by W.\ B. F. Atkinson. 

An emergent communication was held March 4, 1891, at Little Rock, to lay 
the corner-stone of the new Masonic Temple. An appropriate oration delivered 
by M.'.W.*. George Thorn burgh, P.-.G.'.M. This must have been a memorable 
occasion to the Craft. The Grand Master in his address has this fitting allusion 
thereto : 

*' Home ! What a sacred charm there is about this simple word I What 
happy thoughts are produced by the possession of a home ! The peasant in his 
humble cottage will experience the same pleasurable emotions thereof as will 
the lord in his castle. The laws of nature make the home desirable by even the 
brute creation. It is no wonder, then, that we, the Grand Lodge of Free and 
Accepted Masons of the great State of Arkansas, after a half century's exist- 
ence, sojourning wherever we could find shelter, have abundant cause for con- 
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gratulatlon on the near completion of oar home — that magnificent Temple now 
being erected near where we are now assembled. " 

It is proposed to dedicate the Temple during the next Annual Communica- 
tion of the Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Master has the pleasure of reporting a prosperous year. Appro- 
priate action had been taken on the death of that distinguished Craftsman Bbo. 
Albert Pike. He was made a Mason In this jurisdiction and retained member- 
ship therein until his death. The Grand Master pays this fitting tribute to his 
memory : 

" From the vast storehouse of his mystic knowledge he, no doubt, contrib- 
uted more to adorn, disseminate, and make glorious the principles of our ancient 
brotherhood than anyone who has lived in the present century. But the harp 
that once sounded so sweetly is now still forever. Full of honors and full of 
years, his nerveless hands at fast dropped the working tools, and his pure spirit 
has gone to eternal refreshment in the presence of the Infinite. Bo fully and 
faithfully did he live out his days that it would almost seem harsh and cruel to 
say he died. Like Enoch, he * was not, for God took him.' " 

From the decisions reported we excerpt the following : 

" 6. The vote on an application for a waiver of jurisdiction over a rejected 
candidate should not be taken at same meeting when presented, but the appli- 
cation should lie over and all resident members notified that such vote would be 
taken at the next stated meeting. 

"It requires unanimous consent to grant such a waiver of jurisdiction, and 
if through error the same is granted without the knowledge of an objecting 
brother or brethren, he or they have the right to make their objections to the 
lodge to which the rejected candidate might apply for the degree ; and it is the 
duty of said lodge to suspend further action in tne case, the same as if the objec- 
tion had been made by one or more of its owu members. 

" 8. Drawing a pension does not of necessity imply that the beneficiary there- 
of is unsound in body to the extent of being barred from becoming a Mason. 

" 10. When a waiver of jurisdiction has been regularly granted by Lodge A, 
and the candidate elected to receive the first degree by Lodge B, in whose favor 
the waiver was granted, it is too late for Lodge A to withdraw same ; but valid 
objections to conferring the degree should be considered by Lodge B, and if 
sufficient cause is shown, action should be suspended. 

44 18. Adultery, positively prohibited by Divine law, is grossly immoral and 
grossly unmasonic. The Mason who practices it should be severely dealt with. 
A Master Mason's daughter or sister does not forfeit any protection due her 
character by marrying a profane." 

Wc may not have a more fitting opportunity than this to present a few 
words germane to the application of decision No. 6. 

The question of jurisdiction over rejected candidates is one which should be 
settled by an established regulation uniform in all Grand Jurisdictions. It 
would seem that if taken hold of by the members of the Guild with the object 
of uniting upon a regulation which would satisfactorily meet all requirements it 
could be accomplished. The differences in the law is a source of annoyance, 
and leads to complaints of infringement and differences between Grand Bodies 
which are unnecessary. 

We are not in favor of what is termed perpetual jurisdiction in its strictest 
sense. New York claims perpetual jurisdiction, but its strictness is qualified to 
the extent that a waiver of jurisdiction can be granted by a majority vote. Thus 
in case of a rejected candidate who has obtained a residence in another juris- 
diction, and has made a new petition, the original lodge can grant a release of 
jurisdiction upon application from the new lodge. Time and circumstances 
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may have changed materially, and If— as is sometimes the case — the rejection 
may have been the result of an unworthy or personal motive, the majority vote 
required acts as a corrective. 

Some Grand Lodges hold perpetual jurisdiction and also the requirement of 
a unanimous ballot to release jurisdiction to another lodge in whose territory the 
candidate has acquired a residence. This we regard as manifestly unjust in 
many cases, giving as it does one member the power to hold a peipetual bar. 
If a candidate is unworthy to be made a Mason, upon the facts being known, it 
would be impossible for him to procure admission to a new lodge, or the lodge 
to obtain a release by a majority vote. 

The laws of every Grand Lodge are enacted for the government of its own 
members and within the limits of its territory as denned by State lines. Hence 
regulations adopted in one jurisdiction sometimes are not in harmony with those 
of other Grand Jurisdictions upon the same point. They are not operative out- 
side of the limits of its own territory in any event. 

We find in some jurisdictions differences beyond those enumerated, viz., 
the time limited to a certain period ; in others, that jurisdiction ceases when the 
candidate has removed from the Grand Jurisdiction. Necessarily these varia- 
tions in the enacted law occasion trouble between lodges of different jurisdic- 
tions and are the subject of official action on the part of the Grand Bodies. 

It would seem to us that uniformity in this particular should prevail 
between the different Grand Bodies. We offer the following suggestion for the 
consideration of the members of the Guild. 

Within the jurisdiction of any Grand Lodge let jurisdiction over rejected 
candidates be maintained by the lodge in which the rejection took place, as 
long as the candidate is within its territory. Upon acquiring a residence within 
the jurisdiction of another lodge in the same State, a waiver of jurisdiction to be 
granted (upon application of the lodge) by a majority vote. 

Upon removal from the State, jurisdiction over the rejected candidate ceases, 
and the candidate would then be at liberty to present his petition to the lodge 
within whose jurisdiction he has acquired a residence, agreeably with the 
requirements of the Grand Lodge, which is usually one year. The new petition 
would have to recite the fact of the previous rejection, when and where, and it 
would be very easy to obtain information with reference to the candidate from 
the lodge which originally held jurisdiction. 

This would be an easy and equitable solution of a vexatious question, based 
upon the principle of fairness to both parties. It is worth consideration. 

Dispensations were granted for ten new lodges, and in view of the fact that 
the present average of membership in this jurisdiction is but thirty to each lodge, 
we, in common with the Grand Master, " doubt the utility of organizing as many 
new lodges." We have always considered the necessity therefor was subject to 
the judgment of the Grand Master, and under his control. 

The exercise of the same discretionary power as reported in the case of 
lodges desiring to participate in " Fourth of July barbecues, public school enter- 
tainments, etc.," would be productive of future good in cases above noted. 

We differ in judgment from the Grand Master upon one point: we 
regard it as entirely intippropriate to recommend any Masonic Mutual Relief 
Association. We do not believe in subsidizing Masonic proceedings as an adver- 
tising medium in the furtherance of any business, insurance or otherwise. As 
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we continue our ezaminatioD of the proceedings, we find the M. M. R. A. above 
referred to brought to the attention of the Grand Body, " an a creation of the 
Grand Lodge and fostered by it ; " and even though " constituting one of the 
cheapest, safest, and promptest insurance organizations known, 11 yet we propose 
to let what we have written stand. We are sorry to see the Grand Lodge, as a 
body, going into the insurance business, and trust that future results may not be 
unpleasant. 

We are somewhat surprised to note that the following resolution did not 
receive approval. Such a proceeding, as noted, is reprehensible, un masonic and 
on no account to be permitted : 

11 Betoivtd, That it is the sense of this Grand Lodge that the publishing iu 
public newspapers of the names of suspended or expelled Masons is inexpedient, 
and that all officers and members of subordinate lodges be and they are hereby 
instructed to use all reasonable efforts to prevent such public notoriety." 

Action deferred upon the recognition of the Grand Lodge of New Zealand 
for the very good reason stated by the Committee : 

" That, while it appears that a majority of the lodges in New Zealand have 
agreed to the formation of a Grand Lodge, there are some fifty lodges holding 
warrants under the Grand Lodges of England, Ireland, and Scotland, which, by 
non-action at least, have not joined iu the movement. 

" Tour Committee believe that where there are so many lodges (about 145), 
more unanimity in the movement for establishing a Grand Lodge should mani- 
fest itself than Is shown by the documeuts before us." 

The proposed Masonic World's Congress during the session of the World's 
Fair, Chicago, 1898, seems to have met the approval of our brethren ; a com- 
mittee of fifty members to be appointed, "to confer upon the general inter- 
ests of the Fraternity and to promote uniformity of the work and harmony of 
action." 

We have before expressed our opinion of this project, and will only say that 
we do not think our brethren need have any apprehension. We doubt any such 
Congress will be held, and hence no steps will be taken looking toward " the 
formation of a National Grand Lodge."

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (76 pp.) by Bro. Sam. H. Davidson is a good 
presentation of the proceedings of fifty-six Grand Bodies, including New York, 
for 1891, which has generous treatment. 

Our brother will flud by another year that Maryland is one of the jurisdic- 
tions which dof$ get out a report on correspondence. It is, however, printed 
with the proceedings of the Semiannual Communication. Our brother seems to 
have discovered another landmark, and has the following pertinent remarks 
upon the liquor question : 

"After all, in this as in a great many other matters, the law in Arkansas is 
quite satisfactory, and we commend it to our brethren when the liquor question 
is troublesome. It does not undertake to prohibit members from selling or 
using ardent spirits under any and all circumstances ; a Mason may be lawfully 
engaged in selling It for medical and other purposes. Yet it is the opinion of 
the Grand Lodge that no saloon keeper should be initiated into the Masonic 
Fraternity, and no one should be retained who afterwards engages in saloon 
keeping ; but this opinion is advisory only, and not a positive prohibition. It 
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seems that a member of a subordinate lodge may use his little ballot freely 
enough under these provisions. They are elastic enough ; they are elasticity itself. 
We commend them to you who must needs settle the liquor question."

CALIFORNIA. 

42d Communication. SAN FRANGI8CO. October IS, 1891. 

M.\ W.\ Alvah R. Conklin, Grand Master, the representatives of two 
hundred and six lodges, and M.\ W.\ William F. Sanderson, P.*. G.\ M.\ of 
Grand Lodge of Montana, as a visitor. 

A special communication was held January 1, 1891, to pay the la6t tribute of 
respect to the memory of R.\ W.\ Alexander G. A bell. Grand Secretary, 
(whose death we noted in our last report), the eulogy being delivered byW.\ 
Marcus D. Brouck, Grand Orator. A fine engraving of the deceased brother 
accompanies the proceedings. 

The Grand Master in his Annual Address (12 pp.), as an evidence of the peace 
and tranquillity which prevails, directs attention to the fact that but seven trial 
records have come up from sub-lodges for grievances, against from twenty to 
forty-five in former years. We are of the opinion that the cultivation of the true 
spirit, " Home Rule," has not been without its effect. Six dispensations had 
been granted for new lodges. Loving testimony is paid to the memory of the 
late Grand Secretary. The needs of two aged and worthy Past Grand Masters 
are referred to, and the Grand Lodge, as heretofore, most nobly responded. 

We agree with the Grand Master that wine is a non-essential to the enjoy- 
ment of lodge banquets, and believe that the good judgment of the craft will 
dictate the correct course without any prohibitory action. 

We agree that " the right of decent sepulture at the hands of a lodge is a 
duty which the lodge owes to the deceased brother," such having been his request 
or that of his family, but not that the expense thereof is equally a right belonging 
to the deceased. Such action is voluntary on the part of the lodge, and governed 
entirely by the financial circumstances of the case. Funeral benefits are not a 
part of our code. The Committee enunciated the correct view. 

While due consideration should be given to information from a member of 
another lodge of the un worth in ess of a candidate to be advanced, still it cannot 
be held that he has the same right of objection as a member of the lodge which 
elected the candidate, and the Grand Lodge held the same view. 

The report of the Grand Secretary is a comprehensive and excellent docu- 
ment, and it must have been as gratifying to him as it is creditable to the juris- 
diction to add thereto : 

" The dues of all the lodges have been paid in full, and there is not a lodge 
in the jurisdiction which owes a dollar to the Grand Lodge." 

The reports of the various Boards of Relief show disbursements for charity 
amounting to $14,097.80, of which $9,406.87 are for members of other jurisdic- 
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tions. The Grand Lodge appropriated $7,600 toward the maintenance of the 
Boards. 

A committee was appointed to organize a Masonic Widows' and Orphans' 
Home Association, and as preliminary thereto a circular had been issued to the 
lodges, requesting a statement of the number of widows and orphans of 
Masons in their respective jurisdictions who would likely be sent to such an 
institution, and it was ascertained : 

" From forty-two lodges a total of one hundred and three widows and one 
hundred orphans are reported. Ninety-eight lodges report none in their juris- 
dictions, and one hundred and one lodges make no report." 

This jurisdiction will be favored by State aid, which will reduce materially 
the cost of maintenance. 

" Reference to the Statutes of the State of California for the years 1880 and 
1883 discloses the fact that the State pays to each and every Orphan Asylum in 
the State, in which the inmates are supported in part or wholly by charity, the 
sum of one hundred dollars per annum lor each whole orphan, and seventy-five 
dollars for each half orphan and abandoned child maintained at such orphanage." 

It is also designed to erect a new Masonic Temple in San Francisco, the site 
having been purchased and stock subscriptions to the amount of 1224,000 already 
received. The Grand Lodge voted a subscription of $10,000. 

Our brethren take time for deliberation, five days being occupied by the 
Annual Session, during which the United Grand Lodge of New South Wales was 
recognized, and although late, " through the inadvertence of somebody," official 
welcome extended to the Grand Lodges of Wyoming and South Dakota.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (127 pp.) submitted by W.\ Jambs M. Ellis 
is an interesting review of the proceedings of fifty Grand Bodies, and we regret 
to notice that our brother retires from a position which he filled with so much 
credit. 

Our brother does not believe in the doctrine of perpetual jurisdiction over 
rejected material, and says : 

"Our code allows a rejected candidate, after twelve months, to send his 
petition to the lodge in whose jurisdiction he has acquired a legal residence, 
without asking the consent of the lodge that may have previously rejected him, 
and we think it decidedly the best rule." 

We think on further consideration our brother will concede the point that 
the ancient charges having reference to physical qualifications apply to being 
made a Mown, and we have always considered that the candidate became such in 
the E.\ A.*, degree. Hence, for any misfortune thereafter, he would not " be as 
fully disqualified as he would have been in the first instance." 

There is good counsel in the following suggestive thought : 

" Does some one ask how to stop difference, how to stop the large army of 
unaffiliates ? Here is the remedy . make Masonry what it was designed to be— 
a brotherhood, the spirit of which should tend to make us equals, that we may 
all proudly bear the title and fully deserve its honors. And we would respect- 
fully suggest to our good brother, the Grand Master of Wisconsin, that instead 
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of recommending that Masonry should teach barbarians that ' war should be no 
more,' he undertake the job nearer home, to teach enlightened, civilized, Amer- 
ican Masons the principle of the brotherhood of Masons." 

New York for 1891 has a generous notice (8 pp.), congratulations extended 
on the promptness with which our proceedings were issued, and the address of 
Grand Master Vrooman warmly approved as "a monument to the genius of its 
able author." In explanation— under Texas— we bad in view the completion of 
the surrender, by the acceptance thereof.

Slat Communication. DENVER. September 15, 1891. 

M.\ W.\ Ernest Le N. Foster, Grand Master, the representative of sixty- 
eight lodges, and Bro. George Hunt, Past Provincial Grand Treasurer, Grand 
Lodge of England, as a visitor. 

The past year presented no event of unusual importance, the Craft keeping 
pace with the Commonwealth, and the lodges appear to be enjoying a full 
measure of prosperity. 

The Grand Master, appreciating the necessity of visiting as many lodges as 
possible, had done so in twenty-five instances with favorable results. Four new 
lodges were created by dispensation, and a fraternal tribute paid to the memory 
of R.\ W.\ Edmund T. Stone, P.-. D.\ G.\ M. 

We are hardly prepared to admit that the temporary abseuce of the letter of 
dispensation would have the result claimed in the following decisions, but such 
is the strict construction of the law in this jurisdiction : 

" 14. The absence of the letter of dispensation of a lodge renders the meet- 
ing irregular and any work done illegal. 

" 15. A candidate Initiated when the letter of dispensation was absent is 
irregularly made, and should be healed before proceeding further." 

The Grand Secretary submits his twenty-fifth Annual Report, and we are 
pleased to note that he is to be permanently located at Denver, and to occupy 
quarters in the new Temple. We are sorry he could not " once in his life report 
that all returns had been made and dues paid on time," but it seems impossible 
in some jurisdictions to make any impression on the Secretaries. 

The Grand Orator, Bro. W. L. Bush, gave an interesting address before the 
Grand Lodge, from which we present the following excerpt : 

" While there may be a diversity of opinion among Masonic writers and 
speakers as to the antiquity of Free Masonry, its origin and early history, there 
can be no doubt in the minds of those familiar with its doctrines and teachings, 
of its usefulness and its power to make better men of those who have been 
admitted to its membership. That the Masonic Order is the oldest of the Frater- 
nal Societies in existence at the present time will not be disputed.) If its objects 
and aims were not for the betterment of mankind, its life would have been short. 
It has stood the test of time. It has outlived persecutions of the most vindictive

character, and its rapidly increasing membership proves conclusively that it is 
exercising a beneficent influence on mankind, and there is a need for It. We know, 
also, that there has been both wisdom and ingenuity displayed in its construc- 
tion, as witness its power to adapt itself to the needs of every country and age. 
It is gaining strength yearly by adding to its membership the best and most intel- 
ligent men of the communities where its lodges have been formed. Of the 
beauty of its Ritual and Symbolism, only those who have knelt at the altar 
and taken the vows of an Entered Apprentice, ascended the winding stairs and 
received the wages and jewels of a Fellow Craft in the Middle Chamber, and as 
Master Masons have been admitted to the Sanctum Sanctorum, can appreciate to 
the fullest extent." 

Recognition was extended to the Grand Lodges of Victoria, South Australia, 
and Tasmania ; and the Grand Lodge enjoyed the hospitalities of the youngest 
lodge in the jurisdiction, enlivened with music and "after all were full [of eat- 
able*]," a feast of reason and flow of soul profitable to all. 

Action was taken on the spurious Grand Lodge organized by a number of 
extinct lodges in Ohio, and it was 

" Resolved, That the Grand Lodge of Colorado hereby declares the so-called 
Grand Lodge of Masons recently organized within the jurisdiction of the M.\ 
W.\ Grand Lodge of Ohio to be a spurious and clandestine organization, and 
the lodges of this jurisdiction are hereby warned against holding Masonic com- 
munication or intercourse with said clandestine Grand Body, or any of its sub- 
ordinates or their members. "

review is an admirable compilation of Decisions on Masonic Law, covering 
twenty-three pages.

CONNECTICUT. 

104th Communication. HARTFORD. January 20, 1892. 

M.\ W.\ Hugh Stirling, Grand Master, the representatives of one hun- 
dred and eight lodges, and New York by R.\ W.\ John G. Root. 

The Grand Master delivered a plain and concise address. The prosperity of 
the past year is evinced in the work which had exceeded any year since 1874 ; 
mention is made of an honored official, M.\ W.\ Howard B. Ensign, P.*. G.\ 
M. (1860 and 1861), whose death occurred last year. 

Dispensation granted " to ballot upon a rejected candidate without the usual 
delay." This may have been permissible by local regulation, but it seems un- 
usual to us. 

The following decisions received approval by the Grand Lodges : 

" Question.— H&& a lodge the right to expel a member for non-payment of 
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dues, when on trial it is proven that he is financially able to pay, and can pay 
without inconvenience? 

Answer.— The Grand Lodge has never sanctioned the penalty of expulsion 
for non-payment of dues. Striking from the roll of membership is the only 
penalty that should be inflicted for that offense. 

" Question. — Can a vote be taken to rescind a vote passed at a prior com- 
munication of a lodge ? 

" Answer.— Yes. There is no doubt of the power of a lodge to rescind its 
prior action, unless rescission would work injury to parties who had performed 
something on the faith of the vote sought, to be rescinded, or unless the vote 
related to matters in respect to which the law expressly declares there can be no 
rescission." 

It being the twenty-fifth anniversary of the election of R.\ W.\ Joseph 
K. Wheeler as Grand Secretory, we are pleased to see that the Grand Lodge, 
iu appreciation of his services and in commemoration of the occasion, evinced a 
substantial recognition in the form of a testimonial of five hundred dollars. A 
well deserved tribute to a worthy and talented officer. 

In submitting his annual report the Grand Secretary indulges in a retrospect 
of the past quarter of a century : 

11 At that time there were eighty-two chartered lodges within the jurisdic- 
tion and one under dispensation, with a total membership of 10,629 Master 
Ma so n s. Since that time, or during the period of tweuty-five years, 14,960 have 
been initiated ; 2,526 affiliated ; 750 reinstated ; 3,316 dimitted ; 3,309 struck 
from the roll ; 289 suspended and expelled for un masonic conduct; 4,447 died." 

Six lodges have a membership of over five hundred each, and outside of the 
District of Columbia the average of membership to each lodge is larger than in 
any other Grand Jurisdiction. 

Rather a singular case, and, as far as we have any knowledge, exceptional iu 
its character, was reported by the Grand Master. One of the lodges had caused 
one of Its members, u an aged and infirm brother, to be placed in the poorbouse, 
on the ground that it was the best place they could find for him." This neglect of 
bounden duty coming to the knowledge of the members of another lodge, " in 
order to avert this scandal and disgrace " had caused him to be removed there- 
from, and had provided for his wants for about twelve mouths. Upon present- 
ing a bill for this expense, the lodge of which the brother was a member 
refused to pay. The Grand Master characterized this action of the lodge in 
plain, unvarnished words, and we should think the lodge guilty of this un- 
charitable action would feel as if the lessons of our Institution had proven of 
little benefit within their circle. 

This case came before the Grand Lodge on appeal, and it was ordered that 
the offending lodge refund the amount paid out by the lodge which had 
assumed the charge of the distressed brother ; the lodge was adjudged " guilty 
of unmasonic conduct, and the members thereof ordered to be reprimanded " — 
light enough. We are somewhat surprised to learn from the report the follow- 
ing, and agree most heartily in the opinion expressed by the Committee in 
reference to such a reprehensible course : 

" It appears from the testimony that it is no new custom to send indigent 
and decayed brethren to the almshouse. In the opinion of your Commis- 
sioners this is not only unmasonic, but unchristian like and uncharitable, and 
In direct conflict with the teachings of our beloved Institution." - 

The Grand Master makes an urgent appeal for the furtherance of the 
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Masonic Charity Foundation Fund, in order that it may he put into practical 
operation at an early date, and concludes with the following admonition : 

" There is, we fear, a tendency to be too anxious to Increase our numbers 
without exercising a corresponding care in the qualifications of our initiates. 

" He who is not reverent, is not possessed of a humane and charitable dispo- 
sition, is not just and upright in all his dealings, and is not desirous of being 
serviceable to his fellow-men, will add no lustre to the fame of Masonry by 
being connected with it. 

** The future prosperity and usefulness of our Fraternity will depend largely 
upon the character and moral worth of those we receive. Let us he animated 
by a determination to raise the standard by the admission into our ranks of only 
those who possess these qualifications, and also be ever watchful and guarded 
in our own actions and conversation. The life and conduct of its disciples will 
be the test by which the world will judge Freemasonry, and not by Doastful 
claims unattended by evidences of fulfillment." 

The Masonic Charity Foundation Fund has increased $1,947.67 the past year, 
amounting now to $12,850, and the subject is to be brought energetically before 
the lodges. 

The proceedings have a fine engraving of M.\ W.\ Hugh Stik ling, G.\ 
M., and half-tone portraits of five Past Grand Masters.

R.*. W.\ Joseph K. Whbhleb again resumes the work on Correspondence 
(152 pp.), and in a pleasing manner reviews the proceedings of fifty-five Grand 
Bodies. 

In his approval of Masonic Homes says appropriately and eloquently : 

11 Surely, the seed that has so successfully been planted in Kentucky has 
taken root, and is scattering its seed anew upon the Masonic soil of nearly every 
jurisdiction in the country. These Homes are yet to be the monuments of Free- 
masonry, and, unlike the monuments, obelisks, and monolithic temples of the 
East, with no inspiration except to laud the prowess of some ruler, or perpetu- 
ate the name of emperors and kings, they will live to exert an iufluence 
down the coming centuries, because they have inscribed thereon and within 
the sentiment of 'humanity to mau.' " 

Holds to the correct course with reference to the Grand Lodge of New 
Zealand : 

" The Grand Lodge is without doubt a regular formed Masonic body entitled 
to recognition, which it will in due time receive. But there seems to be at pres- 
ent a little friction existing in those lodges that have not yet given in their alle- 
fiance to the new Grand Lodge. Time and the conservative policy exercised 
y the Grand Lodge will heal all these differences, when the feeling will become 
entirely unanimous and harmonious, which we most assuredly look forward to. 
Under the existing circumstances we shall not recommend action by the Grand 
Lodge of Connecticut at this session, hoping for that unanimous expression by 
the lodges, that is so essential for their harmony and usefulness, knowing also 
that a short delay on our part will make but little, if any, difference in the case." 

New Tork for 1891 has a generous review, Grand Master Vrooman's address 
being characterized as " grand, full of high, moral, ringing thoughts, that cannot 
fall to make an impression for good."

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DELAWARE. 

85th Communication. WILMINGTON. October 7, 1891. 

M.\ W.\ James 8. Dobbs, Grand Master, the representatives of twenty-one 
lodges, and a large number of Past Masters as permanent members. 

We see by the report on Credentials that over two hundred and fifty Past 
Masters are entitled to representation In the Grand Lodge. We question the 
policy of this regulation, and fear in time it will be found to work disadvanta- 
geous!}' to the Grand Body. 

The Annual Address (10 pp.) of the Grand Master conveys the glad tidings of 
peace and harmony, but few acts of importance are presented. One case, aptly 
termed peculiar, is reported, and his decision thereon was correct, and received 
the approval of the Grand Lodge. 

The regulations of this jurisdiction forbid the joint occupancy of lodge rooms 
with other bodies not Masonic, and failure to comply therewith is sufficient cause 
for forfeiture of the charter. The Grand Master reports that every lodge in the 
jurisdiction, with a single exception, meets in rooms dedicated to Masonic pur- 
poses solely, and in the case noted further time was granted. 

The Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania having decided " that no visitors could be 
admitted to any lodge in that jurisdiction who was a member of the Cerueau 
Rite in this [Pennsylvania] or any other Masonic jurisdiction, " its application to a 
Worshipful Brother of the State of Delaware, who had been denied admission, de- 
manded the notice of the Grand Master, and was brought to the attention of the 
Grand Lodge. We do not concur with the Grand Master as to the right of visita- 
tion, believing that to be in the discretion of the lodge, and not the visiting brother. 
We are of the opinion that the application of this regulation to members in good 
standing of lodges in another Grand Jurisdiction is unwise, and liable to produce 
friction. 

The Grand Lodge having for the past few years been engaged in an effort to 
establish a work which would secure uniformity throughout the jurisdiction, the 
Grand Muster has the gratification of announcing that it will soon be an accom- 
plished fact, and we congratulate our brethren that their labors have proven so 
successful. 

Funds uecessary for the support of a bed in each of the two hospitals in the 
City of Wilmington are furnished by the Grand Lodge and local city lodges.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

R.\ W.\ and Rev. Lewis H. Jackson in the report on Correspondence 
(86 pp.) reviews the proceedings of fifty-six Grand Bodies. For our purpose it 
would be a material improvement if the selected matter was printed solid or in 
some way distinguishable from the original matter. We take the liberty of offer- 
ing the suggestion. 
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The following sounds strange to us, but then it may be a peculiarity of Dela- 
ware growth : 

" If there is any Masonry in the Orders of Knighthood, we have failed to 
discover it ; and further, we do not believe the degrees of the Chapter or Coun- 
cil are legitimate Masonic degrees. We regard them all as "side-degrees," and 
nothing more. They were all at one time or other conferred as such, and such 
they must ever remain, if the proposition be true, ' That it is not in the power 
of any man or body of men to make innovations in the body of Masonry. 7 All 
so-called degrees, except three, E. A., F. C, and M. M., lack the landmark of 
universality. 

" Grand Lodges may accept a body of Knights Templars as an escort if they 
please, and so they may accept a military company as an escort if they please ; 
Sut it does not follow from that fact that they are Masonic bodies, or their orders, 
degrees, or regulations, part and parcel of Ancient Craft Masonry. 

" In our opinion, such escorts to lodges or Grand Lodges of Free and Ac- 
cepted Masons are strangely incongruous and inconsistent, and should never be 
accepted." 

Is of the opinion that a fair and sensible adjustment of the rule of jurisdic- 
tion over rejected material would be " its continuance as long as the material 
resided within the Grand Jurisdiction ;" either that, or a limitation of time, would 
be judicious. Regards it as unmasonic to confer degrees upon the Sabbath. 

We have before expressed our opinion in regard to the use of the term 
11 Order " in connection with Ancient Craft Masonry, and our brother's criticism 
covers the point thoroughly : 

" The Grand Master's address starts out with the statement that ' Peace and 
serenity prevail throughout our beloved Order.'* That is good news, undoubt- 
edly, but we do wish ne and all others would drop the use of the word order \ 
when referring to Ancient Craft Masonry, it is not allied, in any sense, to the 
' orders ' of the day. Its only designation in the ancient charges and regula- 
tions is as a Society, Brotherhood, Fraternity, Institution." 

New Tork for 1890 and 1891 has fraternal attention, and we reciprocate the 
Chairman's greeting. We must continue to disagree upon public installations, 
and content ourselves with the thought that we are with the majority, and that 
our Institution will continue in either case:

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

81st Communication. WASHINGTON, D.G. November 11, 1891. 

M.\ W.\ Thomas F. Gibbs, Grand Master, the representatives of twenty- 
three lodges, and M.\ W.\ M. L. Hull, P.\ G.\ M., Grand Lodge of Nebraska, 
as a visitor. 

The Grand Master had the pleasure of announcing that the year had been 
one of pleasant experiences and beneficial results. The deceased brethren of 
the year are remembered in fraternal language, and one new lodge has been 
formed. 

We regret to notice evidence of unpleasantness between this Grand Lodge 
and the Grand Lodge of Iowa, arising from the dismissal of its Grand Represent- 
ative near the Grand Lodge of Iowa, for the reason (as stated) "that his longer 
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continuance as such Grand Representative was not agreeable to him (the Grand 
Master) and his associate officers. " The correspondence incident thereto, as well 
as an exhaustive report from the Committee on Jurisprudence, forms a part of 
the proceedings. We forbear any comment, as it is a matter personal in charac- 
ter between the two Grand Jurisdictions. 

The Grand Lodge adopted the form of certificate used in the jurisdiction of 
New York for " a brother stricken from the roll, who subsequently paid his 
dues." 

The Committee on Jurisprudence presented an able and convincing report 
upon a decision made by the Grand Master, embracing the question, " Is dropping 
from the roll to be considered as a Masonic punishment ? " and we present (in 
part) their correct interpretation of the law. In the jurisdiction of New York 
he is subject to the disabilities of an unaffiliated Mason : 

" Your Committee do not hold that the non-payment of dues is an offense 
against an ' organic law of Masonry,' nor has it been so considered by far the 
greatest number of Masonic jurists and authorities who have written upon the 
subject." 

********** 

" A Masonic offense, then, is an offense recognized as such by Masonry as 
an institution, and a Masonic punishment is one that affects the relations of a 
brother with the Fraternity at large. 

" Suspension and expulsion are, in the opinion of your Committee, the only 
ones that can properly be called Masonic punishments, for they are the only ones 
which affect the suspended or expelled Mason in his relation to the Craft gener- 
ally. Reprimand and censure are generally classed among the list of Masonic 
punishments, but these never affect the relations of the orother who may be 
reprimanded or censured by his lodge with the body of the Craft. Nor do your 
Committee consider that 'dropping from the roll of members' is in any wise a 
Masonic punishment. It is simply a dissolution of the relations which a Mason 
holds with a lodge of Masons. In dissolving these relations the lodge casts no 
stigma upon the character of the brother whose connection with it is terminated 
by dropping his name from the roll of members. The stigma or the disgrace, if 
there be any, lies in the fact that the brother failed to meet the requirements of 
membership in that particular lodge, and voluntarily took upon himself the 
known consequences of such a failure." 

The proceedings also embraced those of various special communications held 
during the year. Three of these were for the purpose of attending the funeral 
of deceased brethren : M.\ W.\ Thomas P. Chiffellb, P.*. G.\ M. (1886), whose 
death occurred April 27, 1891 ; R.-.W. . William A. Yates, P.*. Grand Secretary 
<1872-76), May 14, 1891; and R.\ W.\ William M. Smith, P.\ J.\ G.\ W., 
May 30, 1891. 

A special was held September 23, 1891, for the purpose of extending a wel- 
come to the officers and members of the General Board of Relief of the United 
States and Canada, M.\ W.\ J. Ross Robertson, the President of the Associa- 
tion, and also Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Canada, being in attendance. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

R.\ W.\ William R. Singleton, in his twenty-second report on Corre- 
spondence (71 pp.), reviewing the proceedings of fifty Grand Bodies, gives us one 
that ranks with the best. 

New York for 1891 has a complimentary notice. We have no knowledge 
of the cases cited by our esteemed brother, and can only add that all such can 
«astly be debarred the privilege of visitation. 
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We append the conclusion to his valuable paper : 

"Very much hits been written upon the subject of 'Making Masons at 
Sight ' in the United States, and a very large number of distinguished writers, 
Grand Masters, and Chairman of Committees on Foreign Correspondence, yet 
contend that Grand Masters have the prerogative (inherent) to make Masons at 
sight. We have always denied that there ever was such an inherent right. The 
only right must be from the constitutional provision by each Grand Lodge 
allowing the Grand Master this privilege. There never was such a prerogative 
in Europe, nor do we know of any such there at this time. 

" For the information of our brethren we publish the following extract 
from Bro. Wm. J. Hughan : 

"There was no such thing as 'Making Masons at Sight' under the r old 
York Constitution ; the custom was for the first and second degrees to be given 
at the next meeting after the proposition, and on another ballot, at the next 
meeting of the lodge, the third degree was conferred. The authority of the 
Grand Lodge was affirmed over the ' first decrees or orders of Masonry,' i. e., 
Entered Apprentice, Fellow Craft, Master Mason, Knights Templar, Sublime 
Degree of Royal Arch. The Royal Arch was evidently considered the climax of 
Freemasonry, and superior to the Knights Templar, and neither of these two 
degrees was considered to be the prerequisite of the other. The Grand Lodge 
of all England, held at York, was the only one that recognized Knight Templary 
in Great Britain, and it was only of short duration."

63d Communication. JACKSONVILLE. January 19, 1892. 

M.\ W.\ Angus Paterson, Grand Master, the representative of onejmn- 
dred and six lodges, and New York by M.\ W.\ DeWitt C. Dawkins. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Master is a plain recital of official work ; 
full report is made of forty-two decisions, but they embrace nothing new, and 
apparently most of them should not have been required. Fraternal tribute is 
paid to the memory of R.\ W.\ John F. Niblack, 8.-. G.\ W., who died sud- 
denly February 4, 1891. Five new lodges had been organized uuder dispensa- 
tion. 

During the session the Grand Lodge laid the corner-stone of the new 
Masonic Temple now in process of erection at Jacksonville for the use of the 
Grand Body. R.\ W.\ and Rev. R. H. Weller, Grand Orator, delivered the 
address. 

The following is slightly English you know: 

" Resolved, That a suitable testimonial be prepared and forwarded, convey- 
ing the brotherly sympathy of this Grand Lodge, to His Royal Highness, Albert 
Edward, Prince of Wales, Grand Master of the United Grand Lodge or England, 
upon the death of his son." 

Possibly local law may warrant the decision " that the proxy of a W.\ M.*. 
is an actual representative, and stands in place of his principal, and enjoys all his 
rights and privileges, including per diem and mileage." We should, however, 
consider that if either of the Wardens were present in an official capacity, they 
should, in order of rank, represent the lodge and have a preference over any 
individual proxy. 
2 
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M.\ W.\ Bro. Dawkins was duly invested with his jewel as the Grand Rep- 
resentative of the Grand Lodge of New York. 

We are sorry to note that there is no report on Correspondence, and trust 
that the unpleasantness which was apparent last year in reference thereto has 
not culminated in the discontinuance of this valuable feature of the proceeding*. 
It will be found poor economy, brethren.

105th Communication. MACON. October 27, 1891. 

M.\ W.-. John S. Davidson, Grand Master, the representatives of three 
hundred and thirty -one lodges, and New York by R.\ W.\ W. Abkam Love. 

It is with a spirit of thankfulness that the Grand Master enters upon the 
retrospect of the past year, for the Craft assembles under favorable auspices in 
a Temple free from a debt which had been a legacy for the past twenty-three 
years. The Annual Address, like those of preceding years, is a finished pro- 
duction, thoughtful in character and marked by purity of tone. Dispensations 
had been grauted for seventeen new lodges. 

The decisions reported governed by local regulations differ in some respects 
from our custom. We agree with the Grand Master that it would be wise to 
amend the regulations which permit the W.\ M.\ and Wardens of a chartered 
lodge to be applicants for and office bearers in a lodge W. D., ns there is a mani- 
fest impropriety in such a course. 

We thank the Grand Master for bis official notice of the Grand Lodge of 
New York, and his congratulations upon the establishments of the asylum, "as 
an expression of that fraternal love which makes the Institution of Freemasonry 
one of the greatest benefactors of our day and time." 

Referring to the local status of the Craft, the picture presented is one which 
calls for congratulation. There is a spirit of revival among the lodges and an 
awakening of interest which augurs well for this Grand Jurisdiction. Long may 
it continue ! 

" As we turn from our enjoyable Intercourse with the Craft abroad, to look 
upon the interests which concern us within this jurisdiction, we feel a thrill of 
exultation and are moved to exclamation of praise. The pessimistic declara- 
tion that ' all things reach a summit, whence they decline,' has not been verified 
within our limits. Our faces are still turned to the sun, the sky we behold is as 
yet unobscured by clouds, and the paths we tread lead upward. Those who 
gaze from head of column, down the fines, look on a constantly increasing host, 
whose steady inarch shows both energy and hope, and who respond most gladly 
to one command, * Onward and still higher.' " 

The announcement that the Grand Lodge " attend the Jubilee " held in 
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commemoration of the cancellation of the debt recalls to mind our own experi- 
ence as a Grand Body, and hence we can enter into the spirit which animated 
our brethren on that joyous and eventful occasion. As one of the mementos 
of the occasion, and a fitting compliment to the untiring labors of " their dis- 
tinguished and much loved Grand Master,' 1 a fine portrait of M.\ W.\ Bro. 
Davidson was presented to the Grand Lodge. In the eloquent words of the 
presentation address : 

" What more flttiug memorial could we present than that which is written 
in the Integrity, the will, and the intellect of a face, which, whether in the calm 
wisdom of deliberate counsel or the fervid splendor of impassioned oratory, is 
familiar to us all ? The artist has, with rare skill, preserved upon the canvas 
now about to be unveiled before you the form and features of one whose bright 
career is woven like a golden thread through the history of Georgia Masonry." 

During the session addresses were delivered by brethren who had been 
selected for the purpose, which being printed in full in the volume before us 
renders it one which can appropriately be termed the Jubilee Number. 

The subject of International Correspondence is again brought before the 
Grand Lodge, and it was resolved that : 

"For the purpose of opening a channel of fraternal Inter-communication 
between the several organizations entering into the make-up of this American 
system and for the establishment of more inttmate fraternal relations, be it 

" Resolved, That some steps be taken looking to the establishmentof a system 
of Foreign and Domestic Correspondence as a proper and legitimate channel of 
inter-communicatiou and information for said several organizations, as to the 
status and condition of the same for the jurisdictions in this country." 

There can be no objection to an interchange of printed proceedings with 
the Grand Bodies as designated, but we question the utility of the following 
regulation. In each branch of our Institution the department of Correspondence 
is made a specialty. 

"Resolved, That the Committee on Foreign Correspondence be, and they are 
hereby, directed to include in their several reports, from year to year, a review 
of the printed Proceedings of such Bodies, herein before designated, as may be 
received by them."

M.\ W.\ George Ainslib, Grand Master, and the representatives of fifteen 
lodges. 

The Grand Master in his Annual Address (16 pp.) presents a faithful account 
of his stewardship ; harmony and prosperity prevail. Deeming the Constitution 
in need of consideration in many respects, he directs attention to the deficien- 
cies, some of which are of importance. We hardly think the enforcement of the 
requirement that the Annual Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be read in 
open lodge, will prevent the asking of questions on Masonic law— postage is too 
cheap. 

We consider that a lodge should have authority to grant a waiver of jurisdic- 
tion over its material without any action on the part of the Grand Lodge or 
Grand Master. It is well, however, when asked by a lodge in another Grand 
Jurisdiction that the correspondence should pass through the Grand Master, but 
it should not require any sanction from him. 

Fraternal remembrance is paid to the memory of M.\ W.\ Lafayette Car- 
tee, P.-. G.\ M. (1882). This eminent brother, in addition to being one of the 
pioneers of Idaho, was a pioneer in Masonry in this jurisdiction. He participated 
in the organization of the Grand Lodge, and had missed but one Annual Session 
in its twenty-four years of existence. 

One charter and two dispensations for new lodges were granted by the 
Grand Lodge. The State is to be divided into six Masonic districts, and officers 
appointed over each to promulgate the secret work. We are pleased to see that 
the Chairman of the Committee on Correspondence, R.\ W.\ Bro. C. C. Ste- 
venson, is honored with the important office of Grand Lecturer. 

Upon the recognition of Foreign Grand Bodies, the following report was 
adopted : 

"Resolved, That the Grand Lodge of Tasmania be extended official and frater- 
nal recognition, and that an interchange of Grand Representatives be extended. 
It was further 

"Resolved, That recognition of the Grand Lodge of Victoria be postponed 
until the next Annual Communication ; and be it further 

"Resolved, That recognition of the United Grand Lodge of New South Wales 
be refused." 

The Chairman of the Committee on Correspondence claims to have some 
reason in regard to the last, which be does not feel at liberty to publish.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

R.\ W.\ Charles C. Stevenson furnishes an excellent report on corre- 
spondence (125 pp.), reviewing the proceedings of fifty-three Grand Bodies. An 
enthusiast in the work, " twenty-nine years of age, and but five years a Mason,'* 
be will make his mark in this jurisdiction. 
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He is strongly in favor of the New York regulation regarding dimission 
and affiliation, which he terms "the most equitable affiliation law ever pro- 
posed," and we join in his confidence that Idaho will yet adopt it. 

We hardly think he will be able to convince Maine or California of the error 
of their ways in the placing of the Foreign Correspondence Report. It has been 
mildly suggested before. 

New York for 1891 has generous recognition, G.\ M.\ Vrooman being 
highly complimented on his address. 

The following under Utah shows the position and vim of our brother : 

"You have your view on the 'perfect youth' question. Ours Is easily 
staled. No man should be made a Mason unless he conforms to the require- 
ments of a Mason and the ceremonies of bis initiation. If he cannot do that 
he is not eligible. Because a man has lost an ear, an eve, a little finger, a toe, 
or something like that, he should not be deprived of the degrees ; but if he is 
maimed to such an extent as not to be able to conform to our requirements, he 
should not be admitted. Because Bro. Diehl has seen ' a Mason with one arm,' 
and ' knows of one In Germany who has no arms at all, doing the Masonic work 
necessary to be done with his feet, 1 it is no reason why Masonic lodges should be 
turned into freak museums or side-shows, where a fellow can shake bands with 
you with his foot, read you a charge from the * raised letter 1 blind man's book, 
lecture you in the finger language of the deaf-mute, or where a peg-legged Mas- 
ter can instruct you to advance as a Mason. We don't believe in ' Adonis Y men, 
Bro. Diehl, any more than we believe in * Venus' women." 

In the present report he is paying particular attention to the attendance of 
Grand Representatives, and finds Idaho reported in twenty-seven instances and 
absent in twenty-five. Pretty fair average, we should say, as they run.

62d Communication. CHICAGO. October 6, 1891. 

M.\ W.\ John M. Pearson, Grand Master, the representative of six hun- 
dred and sixty-two lodges, and New York by W.\ Walter A.J Stevens. The 
Grand Lodge was also honored with the following distinguished visitors : M.\ 
W.\ Alphonzo Barto, G.\ M., Minnesota; R.\ W.\ Edward Mitchell, 
G.\ Treasurer, Canada ; R.\ W.\ David McLellan, P.*. G.\ S.\ W., Canada, and 
M.\ W.\ James A. Hawley, G.\ M., Idaho. 

The proceedings are illustrated with a cut of the new Masonic Temple at 
Chicago, and the full ceremonies of laying the corner-stone, November 6, 1890, 
by M.\ W.\ John M. Pearson, in the presence of a large concourse of the breth- 
ren. 

This structure is the highest commercial building in the world, being 276 
feet in height, and will cost complete #4,500,000. The two upper stories are 
to be occupied for Masonic purposes, and the remaining sixteen stories for stores 
and offices. Truly a magnificent edifice, and a monument to the enterprise of 
our Western brethren. The 6th of November, 1890, was an eventful day to the 
Craft, but to none more so than to ** Bro. John C. Smith, Jr., the youngest 
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Entered Apprentice Mason in Illinois. He was initiated in the early hours of the 
morning of the day of laying the corner-stone and joined in the procession." 

As an evidence of the push of our Western Craftsmen we note that the cap- 
stone was placed by M.\ W.\ John C. Smith, P.*. G.\ M., on November 6, 
1891, one year after the laying of the corner-stone, and the building is now com- 
pleted. 

The Grand Master in his Annual Address pays a graceful tribute to the mem- 
ory of one who was instrumental in the conception of this enterprise : 

"I cannot close my report of this notable event without a tribute of respect 
and love to the brother who was most active and zealous in promoting the enter- 
prise— Norman T. Gassette. Hopefully, actively, and faithfully he labored to 
realize this, his cherished conception of what ought to be done, and of what the 
Masons of Chicago could do. Alas ! he has not lived with us to see its comple- 
tion. But as its walls rapidly rise, and so long as they shall stand, they will call 
to the grateful remembrance of every Masou in our land the name of Norman 
T. Gasbbttb." 

The Annual Address of the Grand Master (17 pp.) is a terse and comprehen- 
sive paper, commensurate with the vastness of this jurisdiction. Fourteen dis- 
pensations issued for new lodges, and the work has been active. The deaths of 
three Past Grand Officers are announced. R.\ W.*. Hosmbr A.Johnson, P.*. 
G.\ Orator; R.\ W.\ John D. Hamilton, P.\ G.\ 8.\ D. ; R.\ W.\ A. W. 
Adams, P.\J>.\ D.\ G.\ M., and their virtues suitably commemorated. 

The Grand Secretary reports that " every lodge made returns and paid Grand 
Lodge dues before the meeting of the Grand Lodge," something never before 
accomplished in this jurisdiction, and we can appreciate his satisfaction. He also 
furnishes interesting data with reference to the Fraternity in Chicago in compari- 
son with the other portion of the State : 

"There are located in Chicago and Cook County sixty-two lodges; these 
lodges have a membership of 10,158, and pay as Grand Lodge dues $7,518.50. 
Thev contributed for charitable purposes during the year the following sums : 
$8,907.89 for the assistance of their own needy members, $1,487.94 to assist needy 
brothers not members of their own lodges, and $467.50 to the Masonic Orphans' 
Home, making a total of $10,812.88. There was a net iucrease in the member- 
ship of these lodges during the past year of 647. 

" All the lodges in Chicago if represented at Grand Lodge this year would be 
entitled to draw for mileage and per diem only $376.50. 

" From this it will be observed that these lodges have contributed to the 
support of the Grand Lodge over and above the amount their representatives 
are entitled to receive the sum of $7,173.00. All lodges in the State, outside of 
Cook County, have paid as Grand Lodge dues for the present year $25, 110.35. 
If the representatives of these lodges draw the same as they did in 1890 they 
would receive $14,272, which would leave a balance of $10,838.75 to pay for 
other expenses of the Grand Lodge. 

" From the foregoing it will be seen that there are not as many affiliated 
Masons in Cook Couuty in proportion to its inhabitants as in the remainder of 
the State." 

The Committee on Jurisprudence reported as follows upon a question sub- 
mitted by the Graud Master, viz.: 

" Does a neglect, for any cause, to sign the by-laws of a lodge by a peti- 
tioner for membership, or by one made a Master Mason, constitute a sufficient 
reason for either the lodge or the applicant to deny membership ? 

" Sect. 1, Article X., Part Second, Grand Lodge By-Laws, provides that mem- 
bership may be acquired in a lodge by having received the degree of Master 
Mason therein and signing the by-Taws thereof. The same rule — so far as sign- 
ing by-law6— applies to a brother who has been elected to membership. It is 
frequently the case, however, that when a petitioner is rendered eligible to mem- 
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bership by either receiving the degree of Master Mason, or by an election, there 
are no by-laws at hand to sign. Every action had by and between the petitioner 
and the lodge, for either the degrees or for membership, in case of favorable 
result, contemplates membership ; therefore, unless the by-laws of a lodge or the 
prayer of a petitioner otherwise provide, it is at least by usage in Illinois suffi- 
cient to constitute membership, and when the rights and privileges of member- 
ship are exercised by a newlv admitted member, and acquiesced in bv the lodge, 
they become a recognition of the mutual relations between the lodge and the 
member, and as heretofore decided bv this Grand Lodge, such action estops 
either party from questioning the validity of membership or any of the responsi- 
bilities thereof. 

" Tour committee is of the opinion that every lodge should have its by-laws 
present at the proper time, and that every member should be called upon to sub- 
scribe his name thereto. A refusal to do so on the part of a new member de- 
prives him of the right and privilege of membership, leaving him in effect anon- 
affiliated Mason ; and a refusal on the part of one who has exercised the rights 
and privileges of lodge membership to 6ign by-laws when requested, is a viola- 
tion of the by-laws 01 this Grand Lo%lge, and is therefore subject to discipline." 

The act of affiliation is to be regarded as of the nature of a contract between 
two parties, and for its final completion requires the signature of the member, 
so affiliating to the by-laws and his membership then commences. 

A wise and just amendment was adopted relieving the lodges from the pay- 
ment of Grand Lodge dues on members who from inability to pay are excused 
from lodge dues or have them remitted by the lodge. 

R.\ W.\ George W. Warvelle, Grand Orator, delivered an eloquent ora- 
tion upon " The Antiquity of Masonry," and during the session the Grand 
Lodge suspended labor, and attended the unveiling of the Grant Monument.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (299 pp.), embracing the proceedings of fifty- 
three Grand Bodies, is characterized by the ability of the Chairman, M.\ W.\ 
Joseph Robbins, and is a most valuable paper. 

We are always glad to read his report and are profited thereby. While we 
may not think alike on some points of prominence, yet we have the utmost 
respect for our brother's views, and admiration for his ability and Masonic 
courtesy. It Is impossible to present any fair synopsis, as we find after a 
thorough reading we have marked for attention much more than our limit will 
permit. 

We are in unison with him in his opposition to a Grand Lodge giving Its 
endorsement to any insurance company, fraternal or otherwise. Alluding to the 
ceremony of installation, he holds "that it is not the work of a lodge, but the 
work of the Grand Master either in person or in the person of some Past Master 
who has acquired by election the eligibility to represent the Grand Master," and 
hence can see no impropriety in public installations when desired. Expresses his 
disapproval of the decision noted by us last year, requiring healing on account 
of neglect of clerical duty on the part of the Secretary : 

"It is the law of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, but not the law of 
Masonry, in so far as it assumes the necessity of healing in consequence of any 
omission that does not affect the regularity of the lodge or of the meeting at 
which the degree is conferred." 
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New York for 1891 receives that careful attention which marks the work of 
our brother, and expresses his special commendation of " the clear thought and 
great moral earnestness " evinced by Grand Master Vrooman. 

In his congratulations upon the settlement of the Lemm case he very appro- 
priately says : 

'* But the action of New Tork in requesting New Jersey to heal Bro. Lemm 
will not, we trust, be elsewhere accepted as a precedent to sustain the doctrine 
that a regular lodge regularly at labor can confer the degrees upon a candidate 
without in vesting' him with the Masonic status. 

Our impression is, that it was done in a spirit of conciliation, as in principle 
we hold to the doctrine enunciated in our stand on the original question. A fine 
synopsis is given of the ceremonies of laying the corner-stone of the school and 
asylum at Utica, the oration of M.\ W.\ Bro. Lawrence being emphasized as 
" the strong word of the occasion." 

That our brother is a careful reader, the crisp summary which he presents 
on Correspondence reports bears convincing evidence, and for personal courtesy 
in reference to our report we express our acknowledgments.

M.\ W.\ Jacob J. Todd, Grand Master, and the representatives of four 
hundred and sixty lodges. 

From the Annual Address of the Grand Master (26 pp.) we learn that the 
Craft is prosperous and vigorous, and a general tendency shown toward the 
acquirement of that knowledge which constitutes a well informed and intelligent 
Mason. The corner-stone of three public edifices had been laid and dispensations 
granted for four new lodges. A large number of Masonic questions had been 
decided, but none are reported. 

The proposition to make the minimum fee for the degrees fifteen dollars, 
instead of as now twenty dollars, was very properly deemed unadvisable. 

Recognition was extended to the Grand Lodge of Tasmania, and upon the 
application of the Grand Lodge of New Zealand, withheld " until such time as 
the constituent lodges of that jurisdiction show greater unanimity in their alle- 
giance and become more harmonious In their concurrence." 

A large amount of business was before the Committee on Appeals and 
Grievances. 

In future, upon all proper occasions, the American flag will float to the 
breeze from the flagstaff ordered to be placed upon the Masonic Temple. 

The proceedings have as a frontispiece a fine engraving of M.\ W.\ Jacob 
J. Todd, P.\ G.\ M. 

For the first time in forty-six years, M.\ W.\ William Hacker, P.*. G.\ M. 
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was unable to be present, and the Grand Lodge expressed its regret in a generous 
letter of sympathy for his illness.

M.\ W.\ Leo E. Bennett, Grand Master, and the representatives of thirty- 
three lodges. 

The intelligent countenance of M.\ W.\ Leo E. Bennett graces the pro- 
ceedings, and full report is made of a special communication of the Grand Lodge 
held March 22, 1891, for the purpose of paying the last tribute of respect to 
R.\ W.\ George W. Stedham, P.\ G.\ Treasurer. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Master (8 pp.) portrays his earnestness. 
Ten new lodges had been created by dispensation, and while he had been unable to 
carry out his purpose of visiting every lodge, yet he had done some work in that 
direction. He reports the Fraternity in a prosperous condition, and the an- 
nouncement "that no complaint had been received from any lodge In the 
jurisdiction " must be a gratification. 

We cannot but consider that the action of the Grand Lodge in its declaration 
that a resident of this jurisdiction who had received the degrees while on a visit 
to Scotland, to be "irregularly made and a clandestine Mason," is unwarranted. 
As far as the work was concerned It was regular, and the said candidate duly 
made a Mason. It is well in our action on these cases to look at the question in 
accord with law and usage, and if recognition is withheld from the party and he 
is denied the privileges of visitation, it is all that can be done. 

Due acknowledgment is made of the reception of a fraternal letter from 
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R.\ W.\ Alfred B. Price of our jurisdiction, accompanied by his annual 
contribution to the Grand Lodge Library Fund. 

During the session an eloquent eulogy on the life and character of Bro. 
Albert Pike was delivered by Bro. R. W. Hill, who also entertained and 
interested the brethren by an oration on the " Fundamental Ideas of Free- 
masonry." 

The business concluded, the brethren enjoyed a bauquet provided by the 
local lodge.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (125 pp.) by R.\ W.\ Joseph S. Murrow is 
an admirable review of the proceedings of fifty-two Grand Bodies. 

Under Delaware expresses the opinion " there are some men whose affirma- 
tion is far more worthy of confidence than the oath of others," and in answer 
to inquiry says : " In this jurisdiction the Past Master's degree has been weighed 
in the balance and found wanting,' 1 and hence they have no use for it in Indian 
Territory. 

While the standard to be attained by one who reviews is governed by per- 
sonal ability as well as the exercise of good judgment, and few attain complete 
success, yet if we adopt as a rule the idea expressed by our brother, we do 
not think there will be much occasion for fault-finding : 

" The ideal reporter is the man who understands the wants of his own home 
brethren, the information they need, who can pick out from the proceedings he 
reviews such items as will inform, interest, and uplift his brethren, and at the 
same time one who has opinions of his own, and is able to state them and defend 
them if necessary." 

New Tork for 1891 has a full review, liberal selections being made from the 
Grand Master's address, and we are pleased to note that our brother found 
matter in the Correspondence report of sufficient interest to bear reproduction. 
We feel honored by the compliment thus paid.

M.\ W.\ James DeKalb Gamble, Grand Master, the representatives of 
four hundred aud twenty-three lodges, and R.\ W.\ C. Hartman, Grand Treas- 
urer, Grand Lodge of Nebraska, as a visitor. 

The members of the Grand Lodge assembled at the Iowa Masonic Library 
Building, and under escort of Apollo Commandery, No. 25, K. T., repaired to the 
place of meeting, where they were most cordially welcomed by Bro. C. H. Coos- 
well, P.\ G.\ II.*. P., on behalf of the Fraternity of the city. 
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The Annual Address (27 pp.) of the Grand Master is an able document. The 
Craft is prosperous, the Charter of one lodge had been arrested, and eight new 
lodges commenced work under dispensation. The number of inquiries bad been 
materially lessened the past year, and the three decisions reported are correct. 

The Grand Master was strongly in favor of a Masonic Home, " it being a 
duty we owe to ourselves and the Craft in general to found, build, and complete 
a suitable home for those who may choose to And shelter beneath Its roof." 
The Grand Lodge, however, did not esteem it a necessity at the present time. 

Attention was directed to the growth of unaffiliation in this jurisdiction : 

" Under the romantic provisions of our tender law the non-affiliate Mason 
may have and enjoy all of the Masonic rights and rewards, except the right to 
vote and hold office, that the most zealous affiliate Mason can claim or appro- 
priate to himself; much of the opprobrium attending such action vanishes and 
becomes as nothing. A Mason that is not willing to pay the small pittance re- 
quired as dues for the purpose of keeping up the running expenses of the lodge, 
that Is usually required by our lodges, is not worthy the recognition of worthy 
and conscientious Masons, and should not be permitted to prey upon the charity 
of well-regulated lodges through the recommendation of a dlmit." 

While we are favorably impressed with his suggestion that all dimits granted 
by lodges should show and stipulate on their face why and for what reason 
given, still we think the better plan not to give any dimits, unless for the pur- 
pose of joining another lodge in the same State, except in case of removal from 
the jurisdiction ; and when a Master Mason becomes an unaffiliate— voluntary or 
involuntary— subject htm to the disabilities of that relationship, and do not, 
after a stipulated period, allow the privileges of visitation, etc. We thiuk the 
adoption of a regulation similar to that practiced In New Tork State would 
have a tendency to correct, very largely, the evils complained of. 

The Grand Lodge in its action adopted the following : 

" Sect. 207. Who mat.— Every Master Mason in good standing, who Is a 
member of a lodge, is entitled to a certificate of dimission therefrom on pay- 
ment of Grand Lodge dues for the year and subordinate lodge dues that are 
then due. (See Sect. 146.) The application for dlmit shall state the reason 
for applying for the same, and such reason shall be stated in the dimlt when 
granted." 

The names of those " who have been overtaken by the white-winged mes- 
senger,' 1 are appropriately mentioned, and fitting tributes paid to the memory of 
R.\ W.\ Joseph Lyman, P.\ G.\ J.\ W., and R.\ W.\ Christopher L. Bink- 
ley, P.-. G.\ J.\ W. 

At this particular point, we desire to call attention to the following regula- 
tion, which should be a custom In all jurisdictions : 

" In this connection I desire to call the attention of the Past Grand Officers 
of this body to the fiict that blanks have been prepared and sent out to each of 
such officers to fill out with the important events of their life, and such other 
personal history as they may choose to give, and when so filled to return the 
same to the Grand Secretary, when they are filed away for future reference. In 
several instances no attention has been paid to this matter by the parties to 
whom blanks have been sent. This is a matter of importance, and should 
have the attention of the parties Interested therein. It takes but little 
time, and ought to receive your consideration. But for compliance lu this 
matter on the part of Past Junior Grand Warden Binkley, we should have been 
without any information in reference to his personal and Masonic history. Such 
information Is valuable, and when the time arrives for Its use is very desir- 
able." 
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The report on Necrology, by the Grand Secretary, is a very valuable paper, 
embracing beautiful and eloquent memorials of the il lust Hour dead of all Grand 
Jurisdictions the past year, among the number being M.\ W.\ Charles Roome, 
P.*. G.\ M. of our Jurisdiction. 

From the comprehensive report of the Grand Secretary we excerpt the fol- 
lowing in reference to length of service of various Grand Secretaries : 

44 Ira. Berrt, Maine, elected May, 1856, thirty-five vears in office. 

" Thomas M. Reed, Washington, elected May, 1858, thirty-three years. 

" Jacob H. Mbdaikt, Maryland, elected May, 1864, twenty-seven years. 

" Ed. C. Parmblee, Colorado, elected May. 1866, twenty-five years. 

" Donald W. Bain, North Carolina, elected May, 1866. twenty-five years. 

14 Joseph K. Wheeler, Connecticut, elected May, 1868, twenty-three years. 

" John Frizzell, Tennessee, elected May, 1868. twenty-three years. 

14 DeWitt C. Dawkims, Florida, elected May, 1669, twenty-two years. 

44 J. L. Power, Mississippi, elected May, 1869, twenty-two years. 

"Besides these Bros. John H. Brown of Kansas, and W. R. Bowen of 
Nebraska, and John H. Isaacson of Quebec, lack each but a year of having 
come to their full Masonic age (twenty-one years) in office. 

"We (T. S. Parvin) out-rank them all, having been elected January 3 (in- 
stalled the 8th), 1844, when the Grand Lodge was constituted." 

It is in Bro. Parvin's report as Grand Librarian that we find much of inter- 
est to us. The present year it is illustrated by views of the interior of the build- 
ing, " showing the arrangement of the cases, works of art, curiosities, etc." 
From them, together with a fine cut of the exterior of the building, which forms 
the frontispiece to the proceedings, we do not wonder that It is the pride of his 
heart. We should delight to go through it, and the benefit to be derived by 
those who have the opportunity of utilizing the books and rare documents to 
be found therein is incalculable. 

El-Kahir Temple Nobles of the Mystic Shrine, having presented 44 a large, fine, 
and symbolic case to contain papers contributed to the Library by them," in 
order to explain the standing of the nobility, he presents the following, which 
we deem of sufficient interest to transfer to our report : 

44 The 4 Ancient Arabic Order of the Nobles of the Mystic Shrine " was intro- 
duced Into this country from the Old World in the year 1872. It is not a 
4 Masonic institution/ but is a society of Masons— a distinction with a difference. 
Herein it differs from Chapters of Royal Arch Masons, Commanderles of Tem- 

{>lar Masons, and Consistories of Scottish Rite Masons, all of which are, and 
tave been recognized as, 4 Masonic bodies.* The requirements for admission to 
the Temple of the Shrine are 4 that the candidate shall be a Knight Templar in 
good standing or a Scottish Rite Mason of the thirty-second degree in the loyal 
bodies of the Rite.' The Chapters and Commanderles, as also the Consistories, 
require that their candidates shall be Masons in good standing. The Ancient 
Order of Arabic Nobles have not asked recognition for fhelr Shrines at the 
hands of the Masons or of the Grand Lodges. They are not recognized or 
styled even Masonic bodies, while Chapters, Commanderles, and Consistories of 
Masons have all been so recognized by Grand Lodges of this and other countries 
from the earliest period. The reason for this difference is apparent to all well 
read and well informed Masons. The Royal Arch degree, as also the Order of 
Temple, both originated in lodges of Craft Masons ; the former in England 
about the year 1744, in one of the lodges, and then incorporated into the Grand 
Lodge. The Templar degree, on the contrary, originated in the United States, 
in a Chapter working unaer a lodge charter, and so far as we have a knowledge 
of its early history, in the year 1769. Charters for Chapters and for Com- 
manderles were first in Eugland and in America granted Grand Lodges, and 
continued until such period as Grand Chapters and Grand Commanderles were 
organized, when they assumed exclusive control over the degrees. Those not 
well-read in Masonic history insist that 4 there are no Mammic degree* beyond the 
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third or Master's degree, and there are no Masonic bodies other than those of 
lodges and Grand Lodges, 1 and deny the right of any Masonic body to 
create additional degrees. If Grand Lodges or lodges did not possess the right 
to create (as they did in 1744 the Royal Arch, and Templar Order in 1709), by 
what right did the Grand Lodge of England create the second or Fellow Craft 
degree and the Master Mason's or third degree after its organization in 1717, or 
after the promulgation of the Ancient Constitutions of 1723? The right to 
create the Royal Arch and the Templar degrees was vested in the Grand Lodge 
upon the same ground as was the right to create the second and third degree, 
and make them a part of Ancient Craft Masonry. If the former are not lawful, 
neither are the latter ; both are lawful by prescription. 

Amendments to the Code were proposed, aiming to do away with the legis- 
lation heretofore had with reference to Cerneau Masons, but upon full report of 
the Committee they were rejected. 

The proceedings (708 pp.) issued by this Grand Lodge are the most elegant 
of any which come to us ; in type, paper, style, arrangement, and embellishment 
they are unsurpassed. They are supplemented the present year with memo- 
rials of Bbo. Albbbt Pike, S8d, and Col. Wm. J. B. MacLeod Moore, G.\ M. f 
of the Grand Priory of Canada.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

By the courtesy of the Chairman, R.\ W.\ Theodore 8. Parvin, we were 
favored with an advance copy of the report on Correspondence (188 pp.), cover- 
ing the proceedings of forty-eight Grand Bodies, which we duly appreciate. Out- 
side of the general interest in the paper before us is the forcible presentation of 
the stand taken by the Chairman in upholding the sovereignty of a Grand Lodge 
in its own jurisdiction, and over its own membership. The maintenance of the 
principle is vital to all Great Bodies. Naturally the report Is imbued with the 
feeling which pervades the jurisdiction, and we do not wonder that forcible lan- 
guage is used in view of the course pursued by certain parties in the jurisdiction 
of Iowa. Vigorous and radical measures have beeu required, and the loyal 
brethren of the Craft will ultimately overcome insubordination andmaintatn the 
dignity of the Grand Lodge. 

The report is an able one, and worthy of the careful consideration of all 
thoughtful Masons. 

He says '* that the labor of the reviewer has been much increased during the 
past few years." The list of Grand Lodges numbers more than lifty-six, with 
proceedings ranging "from Michigan, the largest, with three hundred and 
eighty-seven pages ; to Idaho, the smallest, containing forty pages." 

He finds that the reports on Correspondence can be arranged under six dif- 
ferent classes, the most valuable being the fifth : 

" The fifth class, which is limited in number, and by far the most valuable of 
the series, comprises those reviews which are very largely the work of the pen, 
very sparingly of the scissors, and supplemented with discussions, more or less 
learned, upon distinct subjects of great interest and affecting the welfare of the 
Fraternity;" 

Judged by the above standard we fear that our report would not be classed 
among "the most valuable." Our method is not in harmony with the Chair- 
man's idea. We confess to the aid of the scissors, and believe In the presentation 
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of the language as we find it, supplemented with any comments we may deem 
necessary. Variety is the spice of life, and we shall have to continue on our own 
line. We take pleasure In saying that the report before us. Is of the fifth class, 
and, as heretofore, one of the few which reach pre-eminence in this field of Masonic 
work. 

His examination of old records presents the fact, that as far back as 1789 
mention is made in old published proceedings of Committees on Correspondence, 
but 

"It was not, however, until In the thirties that these reports were published, 
6ince which time the system has continued, increased, and improved in character 
and value, and now these reports constitute a large part of the Masonic litera- 
ture of our several jurisdictions. They treat of usage, custom, law, history, 
philosophy, and symbolism ; and so highly do we regard them, that for some years 

f)ast we have had these reports of the several jurisdictions, where separately pun- 
ished, bound together and placed in a case devoted to the purpose." 

We agree with our brother, " that no Grand Master or Grand Lodge has the 
right to release jurisdiction over a person without the consent of the lodge exer- 
cising jurisdiction over him." We are under the impression that we have before 
noted it as having beeu done in one Jurisdiction. A sub-lodge has rights which 
should be respected, even by a Grand Lodge; and it seems to ns in some juris- 
dictions, if we are to judge by the number and variety of dispensations issued, 
they are almost powerless. The lodges may well be intrusted with general mat- 
ters, and held to a responsibility for their action. 

We note the following, under Idaho, which coincides with what we have 
before expressed : 

" It has been the policy of the Grand Lodge of England to oppose the recog- 
nition of Colonial Grand Lodges unless all the lodges had united iu the forma- 
tion of the new Grand Lodge, because such a departure from the parent stem 
diminished their revenues. We believe that a majority of the lodges should 
unite in the formation of a Grand Lodge in any given jurisdiction, and when 
that has been done and the mother Grand Lodge refuses to recognize their acts, 
proper discretion should be exercised by our American Grand Lodges in extend- 
ing recognition to such." 

The following, under Massachusetts, touches upon a point which seemed 
strange to us, and while we cannot vouch for the correctness of the explanation, 
yet it seems in some respects very probable : 

" Upon the cover, and also the title-page of the Proceedings of December, 
we find that Bro. Nickerson has returned to his first love, and published the 
Proceedings as of the one hundred and fifty-seventh anniversary. Now no one 
outside of Boston would begin to assert, with any hope of avoiding contradiction, 
that the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts was one hundred and fifty-seven years 
old, which would make it date its existence from the year 1733, when all the 
world (excepting always Boston) knows there was no Grand Lodge In that 
province. That is the year in which Bro. Nickerson claims that the first lodge 
was organized. Since he cannot make a Grand Lodge out of a single lodge, and 
that the-flrst year of its existence, we are at a loss to know how he can sub- 
stantiate the statement made." 

Iu connection with the World's Fair to be held at Chicago, our brother deems 
it important that our Fraternity, as a representative body, should become inter- 
ested therein, and suggests that : 

" Suitable quarters should be prepared, not only for the display of Masonic 
publications, but headquarters for the Masons of the world should be provided 
in the city." 
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His reasons therefor being that we may counteract the influence of the 
anti-Masons, who will undoubtedly be present upon the occasion, and through 
their publications propagate erroneous ideas of our Institution. It appears that 
this course was adopted at the Centennial Exhibition, although this is the first 
knowledge we have of it, and in our opinion a repetition of the same tactics will 
be as ineffectual for any harm as that has been. 

'• At the Centennial In Philadelphia in 1876, Iowa was the only Masonic body 
of any description represented. A full set of the Proceedings of this Grand 
Lodge, splendidly bound, was placed in a conspicuous position in one of the 
buildings of the Exposition. No other Grand Jurisdiction or subordinate was 
there represented, but near by there was an apartment occupied day after day 
by an anti-Mason with stacks of anti-Masonic publications at his back, and 
where he was busied in distributing them to the passers-by who would receive 
them from his hand." 

We cannot see the utility of any such proposed movement, and should con- 
sider it unwise for our Fraternity to notice the efforts made by a class of persons 
who have opposed and always will oppose Freemasonry. Our Institution occu- 
pies too strong a position at the present time to give prominence to a warfare which 
should be treated with silent contempt. 

We were early taught " not to enter into argument with those who through 
ignorance or malice might ridicule or traduce our Institution, " and that should 
be a safe guide iu the present instance. 

We have no doubt that the Masons of Chicago will, in a fraternal manner, 
gladly welcome those of the Craft who exercise the rights of Masonry in fraternal 
visitation. Upon the ground and in the manner proposed in the article before 
us, it does not meet our approval. 

New York for 1890 has a most generous notice, the Annual Address of Grand 
Master Vrooman being classed "as one of the best we have read iu years." 

Expresses his surprise that complete yearly returns from all the lodges were 
on file in the Grand Secretary's office. 

" Verily, we feel like appointing a commission to consist of a large number 
of the Masters and Secretaries of our constituent lodges and send them on a 
pilgrimage through the districts of New York, that they might learn and obtain 
the style of modus operandi whereby such grand results have been obtained. The 
returns of this jurisdiction are not all in yet, and instead of being complete in all 
respects, we have had a most competent officer engaged for two months past 
in endeavoring to correct their inexcusable errors and perfect their imperfect 
returns, and yet the work is not accomplished." 

We presume this is attributable to the following : Some years ago a change 
was made in the method of making up the annual returns and an alteration of 
the date. The Masonic year, as far as the annual returns are concerned, closes 
on the 31st day of December in each year, thereby conforming to the close of a 
year's work in the lodge. These returns are to be transmitted to the Grand 
Secretary by the 15th day of January. This gives time for examination, and if 
any errors are discovered they can be corrected ; and not only are the returns on 
file in the Grand Secretary's office long before the date of the Annual Communi- 
cation of the Grand Lodge (June), but the adoption of systematic and business 
methods has also resulted in another great advantage — at least ninety per cent, of 
the lodges transmit the amount of the annual dues with the returns. This 
enables the financial work of the Grand Lodge to be adjusted and put in proper 
shape for exhibit, before the Grand Body. From our experience in this respect 
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we incline to the opinion that the adoption of business methods in the Grand 
Secretary's office would result in the education of the secretaries of subordinate 
lodges, and the enforcement of the regulation applicable to returns would serve 
as a corrective of the evil reported by many Grand Secretaries year after year. 

The Chairman In alluding to the transactions reviewed is pleased to say : 

" That it is no disparagement to say that we have found in no one of them 
so much solid Masonic matter of general interest to the Craft as is contained in 
this volume [New York]." 

Our brother closes his report with a review of his own Grand Lodge (Iowa), 
from which we intended to present an excerpt of general interest, but we have 
already largely exceeded our limit.

M.\ W.\ Andrew M. Call ah am, Grand Master, and the representatives of 
two hundred and seventy-two lodges. 

The Grand Master delivered an excellent address, filled with practical 
thoughts in the strict line of Masonic priuciple and teaching. Alluding to the 
growth of Freemasonry in this jurisdiction, he says: 

" Thirty-six years ago, when this Grand Lodge was organized, there were 
less than one hundred Masons owing their allegiance to it. Now we have a 
membership of 19,3f 4. This looks like a phenomenal growth ; but when we 
consider the wonderful immigration of the last thirty-five years, and the large 
number of Master Masons among these immigrants, we will readily see that the 
mysteries of Masonry have not been conferred on nearly so many as would at 
flret sight appear. 

" Our lodges this year have initiated 1,410, passed 1,857, and raised 1,384. 
Let us hope that in this great number there has been care employed in selecting 
the material that has been accepted. The strength of Masonry (or of the lodge) 
does not depend nearly so much upon numbers as upon quality." 

We are entirely in accord with the spirit of the following : 

" I have been made painfully aware of the fact, that in some lodges more or 
less soliciting is done to increase the membership. This is indeed reprehensible. 
No man should be induced or invited to apply for the mvsteries of Masonry. 
The character of our membership in morality, and our acts of charity and benevo- 
lence, should be all the solicitation offered to the uninitiated. The candidate 
should in fact come of his own free will and accord, without any solicitation on 
the part of any member of the Fraternity." 

Fraternal mention is made of the deaths of R.\ W.\ B. F. Hanna, P.*. 
G.\ S.\ W.; Frank B. Day, G.\ S.\ D.; and also R.\ W.\ Christian Beck, 
which occurred January 3, 1802, at the age of eighty-seven years. R.\ W.\ 
Bro. Beck had been Grand Treasurer of the Grand Lodge for the past thirty- 
four years, and was one of those who assisted in laying the foundation upon 
which this Grand Lodge was bo securely built. He was the last of the few who 
were present at the organization in 1855. 

Four new lodges had been created under dispensation. The Grand Master 
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strongly recommended the Inauguration of a fund for a Masonic Home, and it 
resulted in the adoption of plans to form, organize, and establish such an Insti- 
tution. From the spirit of the report we should say there was no such word as 
fall in this jurisdiction. 

W.\ Bkstor G. Brown, Grand Orator, delivered an oration upon the origin 
and purposes of Masonry, from which we present the following excerpt : 

" Masonry, coeval with thought, goes on in the work of the Great Master. 
We, the Craftsmen, toiling for our wages, must see that true and square work is 
brought up for this great Temple. Sprung from the Great Master, we are a part 
of Him. Our lives should be attuned to His. To worship and reverence God 
for His humanity, and to enlarge man's estate to a degree befitting His divinity — 
these nre the purposes of Masonry ; and by the practice of true fraternity — char- 
ity, or love — will these purposes be fulfilled. Thus will we become faithful Crafts- 
men, whose work, true and perfect, shall be fitted for the eternal and everlast- 
ing Temple of God, within whose Holy of Holies, refulgent in the splendor of 
Divine presence, shall we receive the true word of a Master Mason : ' Well 
done, thou good and faithful servant,' and in heavenly peace and happiness 
adore the Supreme Grand Master throughout the never-ending cycles of eter- 
nity."

CORRESPONDENCE. 

R.\ W.*. Joiin H. Brown furnishes an interesting report ou Correspondence 
(190 pp.), embracing the proceedings of sixty-two Grand Bodies, including New 
York for 1891, which has a generous notice. 

We took the liberty last year to dissent from the decision " that a lodge may 
appear in the funeral procession of a brother when it is not conducted by any 
Masonic association," expressing the opinion, " that it was not in accordance with 
the general usage of the Craft." In doing this we had no intention to dictate 
to the Grand Lodge of Kansas what it should do, as we consider every Grand 
Lodge should be competent to manage its own internal affairs, nor did we sup- 
pose we were overstepping the line of criticism allowable in these reports. We 
find other correspondents also expressed their disagreement with the decision, 
and even though (as stated) the Committee on Jurisprudence of this Grand 
Lodge gave its approval thereto, we still hold to our individual opinion. 

Under Iowa, R.\ W.\ Bro. Brown says : 

" We admit that under the old custom the appearance of a lodge on such an 
occasion would not have been permitted. But, in the words of a noted brother, 
* Masonry, like all human institutions, is progressive in its character, and you 
can no more stay its progress than you can stay the advance of time in its onward 
march.' And so far has it progressed in Kansas that a lodge would feel it a 
duty to follow the remains of a respectable brother to the grave, though he had 
chosen to be buried with the ceremonies of some other order or society of which 
he was a member. 

" We advocate the broadest liberty in all things where principle is not vio- 
lated, and since the case referred to and its like do not compromise any Masonic 
principles, but merely put aside a custom, we do not object." 

We presume it was this progression or liberty which actuated the Grand 
Lodge in its decision, "that an F. C. Lodge (?) can ballot upon the proficiency of 
an E. A.," which, with all due respect, we do not consider good Masonic law.

M.\ W.\ Charles H. Fisk, Grand Master, the representatives of three hun- 
dred and ninety-three lodges, and R.\ W.'. C. E. Boyden, P.'. G.\ Treasurer 
Grand Lodge South Dakota, as a visitor. 

An emergent communication was held November 11, 1890, to attend the 
funeral obsequies of M.\ W.\ Hiram Bassett, P.-. G.\ M., and also full report 
of an emergent communication, May 29, 1891, for the purpose of dedicating the 
monument erected to the memory of M.\ W.\ Rob. Morris, P.*. G.\ M., and 
Poet Laureate of Freemasonry. 

The Address delivered by M.\ W.\ Elisha 8. Fitch, P.\ G.\ M., is a fin- 
ished production, conveying a faithful portraiture of the life, character, ability, 
and Masonic work of Bro. Morris, and a grand tribute to one whose only 
thought was the welfare, education, and ennoblement of the Brotherhood. 
" His work well done, 
His crown well won." 

This mouument, a cut of which accompanies the Proceedings, Is of Barre 
granite, thirty-one feet high, and is erected in Lagrange, Ky. The funds there- 
for were contributed by members of the Fraternity in different States. 

The Grand Master in his Annual Address (99 pp.) " unrolls the scroll of 
the past" in an able manner, pays a loving tribute to the memory of M.\ 
W.\ Hiram Bassett, P.*. G.\ M., whose death we noted in last year's 
report; had granted thirteen dispensations for new lodges, and refused in 
all instances to grant dispensations to confer degrees out of time. The *pw- 
riou* Grand Lodge of Ohio did not receive any encouragement at his hands, 
a circular having been . issued to the lodges, warning them against the same. 
Fifty-five decisions are reported, and seem to be in accord with the law and 
usage of the jurisdiction. While a Master could call to his assistance any 
Mason in the work of the lodge, it certainly could not be construed to cover 
the ceremonies of installation. This is restricted to duly qualified Masters. 

" Our Home " is eulogized, its importance enlarged upon, and we join with 
the Grand Master in the following : 

" May its prosperity and sustenance demand, receive, and enjoy our best, 
wisest, and most liberal counsel, efforts, and sympathetic assistance. Many monu- 
ments of value, of beauty, and of worth stand upon Kentucky's soil ; but the 
noblest, tlte grandest, the most priceless of them all is that pile known as 'The 
Masonic Widows' and Orphans' Home.' " 

To Kentucky we yield the pulm as first in this practical work, but we look 
forward to the near future when we can point with pride to our completed 
Masonic School and Home, and to the glorious anticipation of the beneficial results 
to grow out of it. 

We see by the twenty-first report of the efficient Grand Secretary (to whom 
we say good thing* come slowij ), that the proceedings of the Grand Lodge each 
day are printed and distributed to the representatives. They are enabled to do 
so, inasmuch as the work is done at the Home, and hence controlled by the 
Fraternity. 
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A beautiful eulogy was reported on the Masonic life of M.\ W.\ Hiram 
Bassett, P.*. G.*. M., and the Proceedings are adorned with a fine engraving of 
the loved brother. This distinguished Craftsman was Grand Master in 1861 f 
Grand Secretary 1877 to 1887, and had received additional honors in other 
branches of Masonry. 

41 It was, however, in the capacity of a Free and Accepted Mason that Bko. 
Bassett was best known and acquired his greatest celebrity. Freemasonry was 
emphatically * The Lady of fti* LovcS To her, as his chosen and cherished bride, 
he became fondly espoused early in life, and to her he was ever faithful and true 
even unto death." 

Resolutions were adopted in favor of holding a Fraternal Congress in the city 
of Chicago during the continuance of the World's Fair. We doubt whether 
this project crystallizes ; if it does, Kentucky has five delegates appointed.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

R.\ W.\ James W. Staton gives an admirable report on Correspondence 
(113 pp.), and nothing of importance in the proceedings of fifty-three Grand 
Bodies has escaped his notice. The good judgment evinced in his remarks 
commends the report to the careful attention and profit of his readers. 

Most assuredly an E. A. or F. C. who has had the misfortune to lose a limb 
should not be debarred thereby from advancement. Very pertinently says : " The 
lodge that can't find time to do its work without working on Sunday is either 
doing too much work for the good of Masonry, or else its officers have not been 
very forcibly impressed with the teachings of the Great Light in Masonry ; " 
disagrees with the affirmative decision under Delaware, and does not subscribe 
to the doctrine that the presence of the Charter in the lodge is indispensably 
necessary to the regularity of its work. Is sound In the opinion that it is the 
prerogative of lodges to legislate upon the payment of annual dues, and without 
doubt parliamentary usage governs the reception of petitions as in other regular 
business of a lodge. We do not consider there is any disposition on the part of 
any one to remove the Bible from our lodge altars. 

New Tork for 1891 has a thorough review, ample justice being given to all 
matters of importance, and special mentiou being made of the paper on " Ma- 
sonic Homes," "that of Kentucky being very correct."

M.\ W.\ Charles F. Buck, Grand Master, the representatives of sixty-three 
lodges, and New York by M.\ W.\ Samuel M. Todd. 

The Grand Master delivered a lengthy address (37 pp.), congratulating the 
Craft on its positively prosperous and progressive condition, and expressed his 
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gratification at their being assembled in their new Temple, although not yet 
entirely finished. 

He directs attention to the experience of New York with reference to their 
own projected Masonic Home, and in their present situation, with a debt on the 
new Temple, the moral suggested is the voice of prudence and wise foresight. 

Death had removed R.\ W.\ F. M. Brooks, P.\ G.\ S.\ W. (1887-89), 
and M.\ W.\ John G. Fleming, P.*. G.\ M. (1875-76), who died January 2, 
1892. "He was a skillful Mason, and devoted to the interests of this Grand 
Jurisdiction." 

Had created six new lodges under dispensation, and decided that "an E.\ A.*, 
who had lost his left hand above the wrist could not advance," upon which 
point we respectfully disagree. 

The corner-stone of the new Masonic Temple was laid by the Grand Master, 
March 25, 1891 ; and upon the occasion of the observance of St. John's Day 
(June 24) by the Masons of New Orleans, " a beginning was made and the nucleus 
of a fund for the erection of a Masonic Home" was raised. May success 
crown your efforts, brethren, but — get your money first. 

* -*i Resolutions were adopted, providing for the maintenance of the Permanent 
Charity Fund inaugurated by the Grand Lodge in 1858.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

M.\ W.\ J. Q. A. Fellows presents the report on Correspondence (71 pp.), 
in which acknowledgment is made of the receipt of the proceedings of fifty-five 
Grand Bodies, including New York for 1891. 

We do not consider that the Chairman needs to offer any vindication for the 
form of his report, for certainly as a medium for the discussion of special sub- 
jects it has its advantages. 

Upon the question of Masonic charity, or relief, he holds that it is a volun- 
tary obligation resting upon every individual Mason, and not to be relegated 
wholly to the lodge. We present two excerpts : 

" This is not as it used to be, nor does it seem in accord with ourftnt lessons 
in Masonry, to give as the necessity may require and our means will permit. In 
the other organizations to which we have alluded, each member, rich or poor, 
pays the like amount, and receives as a right a fixed and stipulated sum in case 
of sickness, or his family in case of death, and as a right which may be demanded, 
whether in want or not, by virtue of the premium he has paid. Such is not the 
character of our Institution. We are required to give in accordance with our 
individual ability, our means— the widow her mite, the rich of his abundance ; 
and thus the spirit of brotherly love and relief \& kept alive and fresh in the heart 
of every Mason. No one can say to the needy applicant for relief, 'Go to the 
lodge, 1 have paid my dues for this object,' and turn away with a cold shoulder 
from the needy brother or his helpless widow aud orphan. Let this return be 
made, and made effectually, and the spirit of Freemasonry, wherever languishing, 
will revive, and it will again flourish ; and we need fear nothing from the other 
charitable, or rather life aud health, associations around us, for they have not, 
nor will they ever have, the same grand object iu view." 

11 Charity is not mere almsgiving, much less doling out or even freely giving 
from the treasury of the lodge. The lodge owes me nothing in the way of 
charity or relief. That is not the object, nor one of the objects, of the lodge 
organization. The object, the purpose, of the lodge organization is the propa-

gation of the Rite by the reception of members and the teachings of the 
principles through means of the ceremonies, doctrines, and dissertations on 
the principles of the Order, and by social intercourse, all of which can better be 
done through the lodge organization, if, indeed, this can otherwise be done 
at all." 

M.\ W.\ Charles F. Buck (New Orleans), Grand Master, re-elected, and 
R. a . W.\ Richard Lambert (New Orleans), Grand Secretary, re-elected. 



MAINE. 

7£d Communication. PORTLAND. May 5, 1891. 

M.\ W.\ Albro E. Chase, Grand Master, the representatives of one hundred 
and seventy-four lodges, and New York by M.\ W.\ Marquis F. King. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Master (28 pp.) is characterized by sound 
judgment and wise suggestions, which, if heeded, will tend to the prosperity of 
the Craft. The application of the following should be universal : 

"Brethren, your lodge and its power for good are determined by the char- 
acter of the men who represent it, and by the character of those who are admitted 
within its portals. Bring to the front those who are known and respected as the 
able, upright, and conscientious citizens ; remand to the rear those whose habits 
are too convivial, whose morals are too loose, whose ways are dark, and whose 
associates are low. Tour lodge will be Just what you choose to make it, and 
Masonry demands a high standard of its followers.' 7 

The affairs of the jurisdiction appear to be in a prosperous condition, the 
members actuated by the true spirit of our Fraternity. One new lodge had been 
created by dispensation. The celebration of St. John's Day appears to have 
been marred by unpleasant weather, but undismayed the brethren assembled in 
force for the annual clambake, yet the spirit of disappointment still filled the 
air, for— 

"Alas for human expectancy! The clam, even after a tedious waiting, 
appeared in neither a succulent nor any condition enticing to mankind, and so 
he was left to become a clam of contention between the manager of the clam- 
bake and the committee, and there he still remains, and will remain until the 
Supreme Court of this State shall decide that it is right to pay for what you 
don't get. The committee did, and have done, all in their power to make every- 
thing satisfactory, and when the end is reached it is to be hoped that all the 
Fraternity in Maine, who so wish, muy sit down once more to a good, old- 
fashioned clambake, and enjoy it" 

There seems to have been a fatality the past year attending days set apart 
for public Masonic occasions. Why, we know not. Possibly an off year. 

The free bed at the Maine General Hospital had been In constant use, and by 
the liberality of the donor is at the disposal of the Fraternity for the year to 
come. 

The following decision is good law and the correct rule applicable to cases 
where objections are allowed as a bar : 

" Do objections made to a Master against a candidate operate for more than 
six months, or can the Master at the end of six months allow the candidate to 
be declared accepted after a clear ballot, when he knows that the brother still 
entertains the objections as on the former ballot ? 

" To the first question it was only necessary to refer to our usage and custom, 
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to find that no such action could be bad. The second question is Involved, and 
was answered that objections to the Master operate for six mouths, and then 
the same forms must be observed as at first, and if the ballot was clear when 
the applicant was balloted upon at the expiration of the proper time, the 
objections must again be filed with the Master ; or, in other words, six months 
after each rejection a candidate can renew his application, and objections must 
be renewed at each time the petition is presented." 

We do not believe in the use of any cipher In order that a candidate may 
become proficient in Masonry. Instruction should be communicated by the old 
method, and let "the attentive ear receive the sound from the instructive 
tongue," etc. 

The compilation of the History of Masonry in Maine is proceeding slowly, 
being retarded by the neglect of about twenty-five per cent, of the lodges to fur- 
nish the desired information. The Proceedings contain a cut of the old Burnham 
Tavern at Machias, in which Warren Lodge No. 2 held its first meeting, May 
20, 1779. 

In order to avoid the confusion incident to voting for Grand Lodge Officers, 
the following plan has been adopted : 

" That, before proceeding to vote for Grand Officers, the brethren be sup- 
plied with printed or written ballots, or with a sufficient number of slips of 
paper, upon which each may write the names of candidates. Then the Com- 
mittee shall pass around among the brethren and receive their votes, while 
they remain seated, until all the officers have been elected." 

A seafaring man, a resident of Bucksport, Maine, having received the degrees 
of Masonry in a regular lodge in Scotland, and desiring to affiliate with a lodge 
located at the first-named place, the Grand Lodge granted permission to the 
lodge to heal the aforesaid brother if found worthy. This may be a necessity of 
local law, but we should say he was a regular Mason. 

Action was deferred upon the applications of the Grand Lodges of New 
Zealand and Tasmania for recognition.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (193 pp.) covers the proceedings of sixty 
Grand Bodies, and like all reports emanating from M.\ W.\ Josiah H. Drum- 
hond, is noted for that thoroughness and completeness which render it invalu- 
able to those interested in Masonic progress, and particularly in reference to the 
legal jurisprudence of the Craft. 

In our report of last year, referring to a decision by the Grand Lodge of 
Georgia, we expressed the opinion that " when a brother had been fairly tried 
and the issue determined, all proceedings having been regular, a lodge could 
not proceed to a new trial (re-open the case) upon the same charges and speci- 
fications." We believe that to be a sound principle in law, but our brother's 
views are as follows : 

" It has heretofore been quite universally held that a Mason cannot be tried 
a second time for an offense, after he has been once legally tried therefor. This 
has been held to be not merely because such is the civil law, but because the 
principle involved Is held to be founded in natural justice. But many hold that 
there is a distinction between a system of law controlling the relations of men 
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with each other, and the system of law of an Institution which requires all its 
members to be of good morals; that in one case punishment has for its object 
the deterring of others from the commission of similar offenses, while in the 
other case the main object of trials is not to punish, but to cut off from the Insti- 
tution unworthy members. While we have formerly held inflexibly to the 
one-trial doctrine, further consideration satisfies us that there is force in the 
alleged distinction which we have stated. In our jurisdiction, however, by an 
appeal within a limited time, every case may be carried before the Grand Lodge, 
and, if that body deems that justice requires it, be tried anew. We fully agree 
that a lodge should not have the power to order or grant a new trial in any case. 
We also agree that the Graod Lodge ha* the power to grant or order a new trial in 
any case, and we are not prepared to say that no case can arise in which that 
ought not to be done, even after one full trial by the lodge, and a decision, on 
appeal, by the Grand Lodge. But such cases are extremely rare, although we 
are not prepared to limit them within the rules laid down by Grand Master 
Davidson. Each case must stand upon its own facts, and the exercise of this 
power depends upon the wisdom and discretion of the Grand Lodge in each case. 
Of course, in our State, after the time for an appeal has expired, the proceed- 
ings must be by memorial to the Grand Lodge. There is one answer, however, 
to the argument, that the main object of Masonic trials is to cut off unworthy 
members, and, therefore, an unworthy member ought not to be allowed to remain 
simply because he was acquitted for want of sufficient testimony, when it after- 
ward appears that there was evidence enough, if il had been obtained ; and 
that is, such a person is likely to offend a second time, and it is better to wait 
than to go contrary to a principle of so great importance." 

Under Michigan, our brother in commenting on the following, says : 

" No. 37. It is not competent for a lodge to instruct its Secretary to cast 
the entire vote of the lodge for the officers required by the regulations of Grand 
Lodge to be elected by ballot. 

" We are glad to seethe last. In bodies where elections are confined to can- 
didates formally nominated, there is no practical objection to it when only one 
person has been nominated ; but in Masonic elections it maybe used when mem- 
bers desire to vote for some other person, and they be deterred from objecting by 
the fact that the motion is made. It approaches near enough to the danger line 
to allow all the members, save one, to refrain from voting, and have the result 
declared to be unanimous ; but even that method is not legal, only as the record 
makes it so ; for if the record discloses that, ou an election required to be by 
ballot, one member was authorized to cast the vote of the lodge, the election 
would be held to be illegal." 

We do not understand how, in such cases, a motion can be entertained, but 
we consider it allowable in all Masonic bodies, by unanimous consent to allow 
the depositing of a ballot for a specified brother, to any office. There being no 
objection, and the brethren also having been allowed an opportunity to vote, if 
they desired to do so before the ballot is declared closed, it would be a legal 
election. The record under such circumstances simply discloses the fact of the 
election of a brother to a certain office. 

The Chairman continues his discussion with M.\ W.\ Bro. Wait (New 
Hampshire), upon the subject of non-iutercourse between Grand Lodges, in 
which he says : 

" He does not believe in Grand Lodge edicts of non-intercourse. We had 
assumed, as a matter of course, that he was opposed to It as a matter of Masonic 
policy, but we are surprised to find that he denies that Grand Lodges have the 
power to prohibit Masonic intercourse between the members of their respective 
obediences. We hold that Grand Lodges are Masonic nations ; that as toother 
Grand Lodges, the Grand Lodge is the mouthpiece of all the Craft in its jurisdic- 
tion, and that what it orders, they order : and what it does they do ; what is done 
toit is done to them ; any other doctrine destroys the power of a Grand Lodge to 
protect itself. We should just as soon think of holding that civil nations have 
no power to involve their people in war, as that Grand Lodges cannot in such 
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cases bind the Masons under their jurisdiction. Suspension of Masonic inter- 
course among Grand Lodges is the same as war between nations. The fact that 
a Mason from each of the warring jurisdictions might meet in a lodge in a third 
jurisdiction, and one of them has to withdraw, has no tendency to carry its 
effects into other jurisdictions in such manner as to involve any others than 
those hailing from those contesting. 

44 If Bro. Wait's position is correct, it takes from Grand Lodges the power 
to determine for the members of their obedience whether a body claiming to be a 
Grand Lodge shall be recognized or not, and vests it in the individual Mason. 
The suspension of Masonic intercourse by the sovereign power no more inter- 
feres with the principle that ' the right to recognition of a Mason can only be 
lost by conviction of Masonic crime upon due trial,' than killing a man in bat- 
tle interferes with the other principle that a man shall not be deprived of his 
life except by due course of law and as a punishment for crime." 

As a matter of principle we have always been opposed to Grand Lodge edicts 
of non-intercourse. We incline to the opinion that when a Grand Lodge sus- 
pends intercourse with another Grand Lodge, its application is limited to the 
official relations between the two Grand Bodies, and that in order to interdict 
Masonic intercourse between the Masons of the Grand Lodges at variance, the 
edict should, in addition to the declaration of suspension of Masonic relations, 
also state that Masonic intercourse is interdicted between the members of said 
jurisdiction, in order to become operative in that direction. Fraternal relations 
may be so disturbed as to require an official suspension thereof, but it must be 
an exceptional case which demands an edict of non-intercourse between the 
members of the Fraternity of two jurisdictions. When titat line is drawn, it 
should become a part, and be defined in the edict issued. We do not question 
the authority of a Grand Lodge to issue such an edict, and the members under its 
obedience must conform thereto. 

New York for 1890 has favorable notice. As we understand, M.\ W.\ Bro. 
Vrooman'b position upon the formal presentation of decisions on Masonic ques- 
tions submitted, had reference particularly to decisions rendered upon points 
previously determined and adjudicated by the Grand Lodge. It has been deemed 
unnecessary to submit such, and in that view we concur. Any decision, however, 
covering points not previously established, should, and would of necessity, be 
reported for the information and government of the Craft and approval of the 
Grand Lodge. We have in this jurisdiction a code of laws and compiled deci- 
sions thereon, which if properly understood and thoroughly studied by those 
selected to govern the lodges, will be found applicable to most any question 
which arises. 

We had noted other points in this interesting review, but are admonished 
that we must call a halt. We are in accord with our brother's views upon the 
subject of " perpetual jurisdiction over rejected candidates," and deem it a wise 
policy which limits the duration of time in which it shall have a binding force. 
We hope yet to see a uniformity among the Grand Lodges upon this subject 
We quote : 

" We believe that if our brother will look up the history of perpetual juris- 
diction, he will modify his views. We think it will puzzle him to flna any specific 
evidence of its existence until within a comparatively recent period. We have 
always regarded it as not a part of the common Masonic law, but as a matter, 
like territorial Jurisdiction, subject to regulation by each Grand Lodge. We 
once believed that it was an important safe-guard and ought to be maintained ; 
we were instrumental in having it adopted by our Grand Lodge, to the extent of 
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forbidding the waiver of jurisdiction except by a unanimous vote taken by the 
secret ballot, after proceedings similar to those upon application for initiation. 
Previously the law received from our mother Grand Lodge (which retains it to 
the present time) was that a rejected candidate who could obtain the recom- 
mendation of the Master and Wardens and three other members of the lodge 
could apply to another lodge ; if he could not get such a recommendation, he 
could not apply to another lodge ; this form of the law of perpetual jurisdiction 
was in force ; ft was in utter conflict with Bro. Chadwick/b theory of perpetual 
jurisdiction. We have since changed our views, and regarding the matter as 
one of Grand Lodge regulation, we favored the amendment to our law limiting 
the effect of a rejection to five years. Our reasons were, that the doctrine of 
perpetual jurisdiction assumes that a rejection is always based upon a Masonic 
reason : experience and observation showed that this was not the case with quite 
a per cent, of the rejections, but that personal prejudice, spite, and crankiness 
were often the real cause ; further, In these days men frequently change their 
residences in such manner that the old lodge loses all knowledge of them after- 
wards, while the lodge in whose jurisdiction they reside knows all about them, 
and a candidate should apply where he is the best known. Again, the doctrine 
assumes that a man Is born fit or unfit to be a Mason, and if born unfit he will 
always be unfit, or at any rate it assumes that if he is once unfit he never can be 
fit — a doctrine in which we do not believe ; fur these and other reasons, and 
holding that the matter is one of Grand Lodge regulation, we favored the 
change." 

In an abstract last year of the History of Fredericksburg Lodge, we failed 
to note an event which is of importance to all Masonic students, and avail our- 
selves of this brother's work. 

" We note one fact, the importance of which the author did not seem to 
appreciate. In this old book is tne record of the opening of a Royal Arch Lodge 
and the raising of three brethren * to the degree of Royal Arch Masons ' on the 
twenty-second day of December, 1753. It has heretofore been conceded that 
the earliest conferring of this degree in this country, 60 far as known, was in the 
lodge in Philadelphia, organized Dy the Ancients in 1758 ; but here is a record of 
its being conferred in Fredericksburg in 1753, five years before the Philadelphia 
Lodge was organized. Pennsylvania must now give way to Virginia, and Phila- 
delphia to Fredericksburg. The three brethren upon whom the degree was thus 
conferred were Daniel Campbell, Robert Halkerbton, and Alexander 
Woodrow. Campbell was Secretary and Treasurer, and Halkerbton a mem- 
ber of the lodge at the time of its organization, and Woodrow was initiated 
February 8, 1753, just a month before George Washington was passed a Fellow 
Craft. Campbell was also the brother upon whose application the Charter (as 
recited therein) was granted the lodge by the Grand Lodge of Scotland, and 
Dr. Robert Halkerbton was named in it as Junior Warden." 

M.\ W.\ Henry R. Taylor (Afachia*), Grand Master, and R.\ W.\ Ira 
Berry (Ibrtland), Grand Secretary, re-elected. 



With fraternal respect to the memory of a venerable brother we record the 
death of R.\ W.\ Ira Berry, which sad event occurred September 20, 1891. 
He was bnried on the ninetieth anniversary of his birth, with the honors of 
Freemasonry, under the auspices of the Grand Lodge. Bro. Berry was made 
a Mason in 1853, elected Grand Secretary of the Grand Chapter in 1854, and as 
Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge, Grand Recorder of the Grand Commandery 
and the Grand Council in 1856, and continued as such until his death. His name 
was a household word in this jurisdiction, and he was widely known among the 
Craft universal. No better tribute can be paid to his memory than the words of 
the Grand Master : 

" Unassuming in demeanor, social yet methodical in his habits, genial and 
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cheerful Id bis nature, possessing exquisite tastes and sympathies, bis heart 
seemed ' never to grow old/ for— - 

" ' Grains of golden wisdom and kind deeds 
Heaped not the threshing-floor alone, 
But scattered all along life's sunny road.' 

" May his memory be kindly cherished by the Fraternity ! " 



MARYLAND. 

Semi-annual BALTIMORE, May 12 1 1891. 

Communication. 

M.\ W.\ Thomas J. Shryock, Grand Master, the representatives of eighty- 
two lodges, and M.\ W.\ Myron M. Parker, P.'. G.\ M., Grand Lodge of the 
District of Columbia, as a visitor. 

Through the courtesy of the Hon. William Windom, Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United 8tates, the Grand Lodge was enabled to assemble Jauu- 
ary 1, 1891, in comfortable quarters in the old United States Court House, which 
had been fitted up for Masonic use. 

The Address (15 pp.) is naturally tinged with the misfortune of the loss of 
the Masonic Temple, but with the indomitable energy which is characteristic of 
this jurisdiction, out of the ruins of the old will be erected a new and better 
structure than that which had been valued for old associations. 

Commemorative medals in iron were presented to those brethren, eleven 
in number, who had worked so laboriously in the Interests of the Fraternity at 
the burning of the Temple, and also to M.\ W.\ Myron M. Parker, through 
whose efforts the present place of meeting had been secured ; and that one of 
the most worthy should not be without recognition, the Grand Master was 
treated with the same courtesy, and presented with a medal struck in steel, as 
a memento of the trying occasion. 

From reading the reports of this jurisdiction we form the impression that 
this Grand Lodge may be appropriately termed a Masonic family. 

The revival of the Grand Charity Fund heretofore noted, had suggested the 
advisability of the erection of a Masonic Home, and the purchase of suitable 
property for that purpose was under consideration. 

The net result of the Grand Masonic Fair was $02,000, which is on hand to 
aid in rebuilding the Temple. 

In future but one report of the proceedings of the Grand Lodge will be 
issued annually, that of the November Communication. This will be an improve- 
ment as well as an economy. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (140 pp.), R.\ W.\ Edward T. Schui.tz, cov- 
ers the proceedings of fifty Grand Bodies, and we find it a paper of interest and 
instruction. 
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We have no desire to discuss the question relative to the conferring of 
Masonic degrees on the Sabbath Day, which even though it may " have been 
•done in ye olden times," in these days we consider would be more honored in 
the breach than the observance. 

Does not approve the decision of Delaware, and we agree with him, " that 
-one who declines to swear, but will affirm, cannot be received into the Frater- 
nity," saying : 

" To our surprise the Grand Lodge approved this ruling. Thus the doors of 
Freemasonry are closed in Delaware to Quakers and all others who conscien- 
tiously live up to the Scriptural injunction, 'Swear not at all.' We have been 
present at the making of two gentlemen who affirmed, and among the brethren 
present on the occasion (thus giving their sanction) were some as bright and 
intelligent Masons as ever lived in this State." 

We agree with our brother that a lodge cannot be opened (except by the 
•Graud Master or under his special order) unless the Master or one of the War- 
dens be present, and we also consider that the subject of annual dues from the 
members is a matter to be regulated by the lodge, and not subject to the dicta- 
tion of a Grand Lodge. 

New York for 1890 receives a fraternal notice. Our brother, in alluding to 
•our report, says : " We regret Bro. Anthoni is so sparing of his comments ; 
those he does make are concise and to the point." Possibly this criticism may 
be correct. Our excuse, if any, would be we have not had as many years' experi- 
ence in this work as our brother, but generally when we deem it necessary we 
liave expressed our views. 

Our brother takes exception to the statement made by Grand Master Vroo- 
man in reference to the date of the organization of the Grand Lodge of New 
York as an independent body. 

" A Provincial Grand Lodge was undoubtedly organized at the time stated by 
•Grand Master Vrooman, but as we contended in the review of the report of the 
late Bro. Simons a few years since, the present Grand Lodge of New York, in 
our opinion, cannot claim an earlier date for it* organization (as an Independent 
Grand Lodge) than March 7, 1787." 

While we have not at our command the report alluded to, and hence to a 
certain extent labor under a disadvantage, yet we may be pardoned a few words 
in relation thereto, as we do not agree with our brother's conclusion. (Italics 
ours.) 

In the beginning of 1781, steps were taken to form a Grand Lodge, and on the 
5th or September a warrant was granted for a Provincial Grand Lodge, by the 
Duke of Athol, Grand Master of the (Ancients) Grand Lodge of England. 

The first meeting held under this warrant was on December 5, 1782, at which 
time the Grand Lodge was organized, additional officers elected and appointed, 
and meetings continued regularly thereafter. Unquestionably at this date its 
character was that of a Provincial Grand Lodge, under authority of and subordi- 
nate to the Grand Lodge of England. At the time of the evacuation of the City 
-of New York by the British troops, many members necessarily left. On Sep- 
tember 15, 1783, the Provincial Grand Master William Walters resigned his 
-office, and Bro. William Cock, a resident of New York, and a member of one 
of the city lodges, was by the members of the Grand Lodge elected and In- 
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stalled as Grand Master, and from that time can justly be claimed that the Grand 
Lodge of New York became an Independent Body. 

The right of independence was again exercised in the year 1784, when the 
Hon. Robert R. Livingston (Chancellor of the Bute of New York) was elected 
as the successor of William Cock. We do not think that at any time after 1783 
it can be shown that the Grand Body performed any of those acts which would 
be required from a subordinate to a superior authority. 

That it was considered by the members as exercising all the rights of an 
Independent Grand Body, it is well to note the fact that a Grand Stewards 1 Lodge 
was organized in 1784, which certainly is one of the functions of a Grand Body. 
Further, it defined its position as a sovereign Body in this State in 1786, when it 
declared "that no lodge can exist in this State but under the jurisdiction of 
this Grand Lodge." 

It is true the old form of warrants was unwittingly used until the year 1787, 
and up to that time there had been no question as to the propriety thereof. 
Undoubtedly the form should have been changed ; but the fact that it was not 
done until the year 1787 does not, in our judgment, establish that as the date of 
the formation of the Independent Grand Lodge. 

We cannot but consider, in view of all the facts, the circumstances of those 
times, and the course pursued by the Grand Body, that while at the meeting 
held in 1783 they did not formally resolve to organize a Grand Lodge, yet the 
fact that when the Grand Master under the Provincial Grand Lodge Warrant 
resigned his office and the Grand Lodge elected a Grand Master of its own selec- 
tion, they by said act plainly proclaimed their independence of any superior 
authority, and became to all intents and purposes an Independent Grand Lodge. 

M.\ W.\ Bro. Druvmond, in one of his reviews, expresses the following 
view : 

"We incline to the opinion that the spirit which animated our forefathers at 
and after July 4, 1776, had its application Mason leal I v as well, and that as a 
legitimate sequence Masonic independence may be said to have been based on 
civil independence." 

While we cannot claim to date from 1781, and there might be a question as 
to 1782, the date of organization under the Provincial Grand Lodge Warrant, 
yet we can honestly and Masonically stand upon the year 1783 as the date of the 
independence of the Grand Lodge of the State of New York. 



105th Annual BALTIMORE. November 17, 1891.

M.\ W.\ Thomas J. Shrtock, Grand Master, the representatives of eighty- 
five lodges, and New York by W.\ J. Morrison Harris. 

While the past year had In many respects been the most disastrous, if not 
the most eventful, in the history of the Grand Lodge, still with indomitable 
courage all energies are bent toward the erection of a new Masonic Temple, 
which will be worthy of the Fraternity of this jurisdiction. The Grand Master 
had granted three dispensations for new lodges, and earnestly recommended the 
visitation of the country lodges by the Grand Lecturer. The schools of Instruc- 
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tion held weekly in the city of Baltimore have had a most gratifying success and 
are of inestimable benefit. 

This jurisdiction is called to mourn the loss of two of its valued Past Grand 
Masters: 

M.\ W.\ Charles Webb, the youngest Grand Master of the Grand Lodge 
save one, died June 17, 1891. He was elected Grand Master in 1855, serving 
three years, and again another term in 1857. 

M.\ W.*. John H. B. Latrobe, died September 11, 1891, aged eighty seven 
years. He was elected Grand Master in 1870, and served as such eight years. 
The Grand Master paid a beautiful personal tribute to his memory. 

The Grand Representative of New York was invested with his jewel, and the 
Grand Lodge wisely decided against the proposed amendment to allow " an indi- 
vidual vote for each Past Master of the sub-lodges. 77 

Next Semi-Annual Communication, Baltimore, May 10, 1892.

MASSACHUSETTS. 

We have reports of the various Quarterly and also the Stated Communication, 
held December 29, 1891, which is stated as the 158th anniversary. 

At the Quarterly Communication of March 11, 1891, there were present M.*. 
W.\ 8amuel Wells, Grand Master, and the representatives of one hundred and 
nine lodges. 

The Proceedings embrace a very valuable historical paper, prepared by 
the Grand Secretary, on the " First Glimmerings of Masonry iu North America," 
which we would like to present in full, but Its extreme length prevents. 

We will, however, present a few excerpts : 

"The earliest trace of the existence of Masons or Masonry on this continent, 
so far as we are now aware, is afforded by a letter now in the possession of the 
New Eugland Historic-Genealogical Society, written by Dr. T. Jackson of Boston, 
the celebrated chemist and geologist. It is in the following words : 

"'June 2, 1856. 

"*Dear Sir: — When Francis Alger and myself made a mineralogical sur- 
vey of Nova Scotia in 1827, we discovered upon the shore of Goat Island, in Anna- 
polis Basin, a gravestone partly covered with sand and lying on the shore. It 
bore the Masonic emblems, square and compass, and had the figures 1606 cut in 
it. The rock was a flat slab of trap rock, common in the vicinity. ' * * * * 

" This letter is accompanied by a photograph of the stone, showing the 
square and compass and the figures 1606 rudely cut and much worn by time and 
weather, but still quite distinct. 

" Our Fraternity may well unite with the historian in the opinion that * There 
are few localities in America around which the memories of the shadowy past 
more interestingly cluster than around the ancient town of Annapolis.' Not- 
withstanding the various fortunes and misfortunes which befell this locality, the 
Masonic fire seems to have smouldered there with singular persistency. The 
records of the St. John's Grand Lodge of Massachusetts have the fo.lowing 
entry under date of 1740 : * Omitted in place That Our R*. Worsh 1 . Grand Master 
Mr. Price Granted a Deputation at y* Petition of sundry Brethren at Annapolis 
in Nova Scocia to hold a Lodge there, and Appointed Maj r . Erasm* Ja« Philips 
D. G. M. who has since at y» Request of sundry Brethren at Halifax, Granted a

Constitution to hold a Lodge there, and appointed The R 1 . Worshi. His Excel- 
lency Edwd Comwallis Esq', their First Master.' 

" Erasmus J. Phillips was made a Mason on the 14th of November, 1737, in 
the first lodge in Boston. 

"As earl j as in the year 1750. which was as soon as there were any houses 
erected at Halifax, we find a number of the brethren met together, with Gover- 
nor Comwallis at their head, 'deeming it,' as they expressed it, 'for the good 
of the Fraternity that Masonry should be propagated in the province (Nova 
8cotia), and that there was a necessity of encouraging it in this place.* * * * * 

" The next vestige of Masonry in this country, of which we have any know- 
ledge, is described in Peterson's Hirtory of Rhode Island, p. 101. The author 
informs us chat 'In the spring of 1658, Mordecai Cam pan nail, Moses Packeckoe, 
Levi, and others, in all fifteen families, arrived at Newport from Holland. They 
brought with them the three first degrees of Masonry, and worked them in the 
House of Campannall, and continued to do so, they and their successors, to the 
year 1742.' 

" This statement was based upon a dilapidated document, which upon inves- 
tigation by Grand Master Doyle of Rhode Island, he says : 

" It would seem that the only authority iu his possession for the assertion of 
Peterson is a document showing that in 1056 or 1658. somebody met some other 
persons at some house in Newport, and * gave A bm Moses the degrees of Macon- 
rie.' This may have occurred then aud there, just as it is stated ; but, if so, it is 
no authority for the statement that a lodge of Masons existed then in Newport, 
or that there was auy legal Masonic authority for the work done, or that any 
other person was ever legally made a Mason iu Newport between 1658 and 
1742." 

******** 

" The next spark of Masonic light which glimmers on our horizon is first 
brought to our notice in the Masotiic Mirror and Mechanic*' Intelligencer, pub- 
lished in Boston by Bro. Charles W. Moorb. In the issue of that paper for 
January 27, 1827, the editor makes the following statement : 

" ' A year or two since, a clergyman of the Church of England, who is prob- 
ably more conversant with that church in America than any other individual now 
living, politely furnished us with a document wherein it appeared that the first 
regular lodge of Freemasons in America washolden in King's Chapel, Boston, by 
a dispensation from the Grand Lodge of England, somewhere about the year 
1720. It produced great excitement at the time, and the brethren considered it 
prudent to discontinue their meetings.' 

********* 

" Thirteen years later, in 1738, we learn from our Records that ' Masonry 
caused great speculation in those days in New England, to the great vulgar and 
the small. 1 

" Next in point of time in our series comes the Deputation of Daniel Coxe to 
be Provincial Grand Master of New York, New Jersey, and Pennsylvania, granted 
by the Duke of Norfolk, Grand Master of England, dated June 5, 1780, and 
limited to the terra of two years from the Feast of St. John the Baptist theu 
next ensuing. 

14 It is extremely doubtful whether Coxe ever exercised any of the preroga- 
tives of hi6 Deputation. 

********* 

11 Benjamin Franklin, editor of the Iknnsylvania Gazette, was made a Mason in 
February, 1731, in a so-called lodge in Philadelphia, which it is claimed Coxe 
chartered. 

41 We find, however, that In November, 1784, Franklin applied to Henry 
Price, the successor of Daniel Coxe, as Provincial Grand Master in North Amer- 
ica, for a * Deputation or Charter * for this so-called lodge, in order that * the old 
and true brethren ' might be * countenanced and distinguished 1 from ' the false 
and rebel brethren.' 

" Franklin's paper, published in 1730, recites the fact that several lodges of 
Freemasons have been erected in this Province. » * * * 

14 From the best information we now have, it is generally believed that the 
lodge in which Franklin was initiated was composed of brethren who had been 
initiated in various localities, some possibly without much regard to regularity. 
These brethren, finding themselves in sufficient number in Philadelphia, con- 
cluded to start a lodge as nearly after the fashion of those they may nave seen 
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and heard of in London as their combined recollections could construct. * * * 
There is no evidence that Franklin's lodge, or any other of the ' several lodges ' 
(mentioned by him), had any warrant other than its own will and pleasure. 

" In November, 1784, Franklin applied to Henry Price for a Deputation or 
Charter, ' in order to promote and strengthen the interest In Masonry in this 
Province, which seems to want the sanction of some authority derived from 
home/ 

44 It has been suggested that Franklin simply asked from Price a confir- 
mation of privileges which the lodge already enjoyed by virtue of a previous 
warrant. This, however, was not within the scope of Price's authority, and 
furthermore it is inconsistent with other expressions in Franklin's letters. He dis- 
tinctly asks for a ' Deputation or Charter,' which was to be the distinguishing 
characteristic between the true and the false brethren. It was natural and 
proper that he should ask that their self-assumed rights and privileges might be 
ratified and confirmed by the Deputation or Charter. Those rights and privileges 
were such as belonged to every duly constituted lodge, and what Franklin asked 
was simply a voucher, of its regularity from one having authority. 

44 The records of the first Provincial Grand Lodge of New England show that 
in 1734 a petition was received from Franklin and other brethren to hold a lodge 
in Philadelphia, and that 'Grand Master Price did send a Deputation to Phila- 
delphia, appointing Benjamin Franklin first Master, which is the beginning of 
Masonry there.' 

********* 

" The first few pages of the Record of the first Provincial Grand Lodge in 
America, now in the archives of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, consist of 
what appear to be transcripts of brief memoranda describing the important inci- 
dents in the history of the Body between 1788 and 1750 ; or they may have been 
made up from the recollection of brethren who had been active among the Craft 
during those seventeen years. Our own opinion is in favor of the first-named 
supposition, and that in'this particular, as in most other points, the example of 
the Grand Lodge of England was followed." 

At the Quarterly Communication of June 10, 1891, the Grand Secretary 
reported the commencement of a register of the members of the Fraternity 
throughout the jurisdiction. While this work is of great magnitude, yet its 
importance is such, that we cannot understand how the Grand Secretary's office 
of any Grand Jurisdiction is complete without it. 

It was not deemed advisable to allow membership in more than one lodge, 
a very sensible conclusion. 

At the Quarterly Communication held December 0, 1891, the Grand Master in 
his Annual Address reports a prosperous and successful year, with no vacancies 
in the ranks of Past or Present Grand Officers. One new lodge had been created 
under dispensation. 

Fraternal mention is made of the death of W.\ Bonum Nye, Master of Hay- 
den Lodge, who died November 12, 1891, in his ninety-seventh year. He hud 
been a Mason for seventy-five years, and was undoubtedly the oldest Mason in 
the State. 

The Masonic Education and Charity Fund now amounts to $64,811.71. 



Stated Communication. BOSTON. December 29, 1891. 

M.\ W.\ Samuel Wells, Grand Master, and the representatives of one hun- 
dred and seventy-one lodges. 

After the ceremonies of installation, the brethren to the number of one hun- 
dred and fifty repaired to the banquet hall and celebrated the feast of St. John 
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the Evangelist. The record says It commenced at " ten minutes after six p. m. 
and concluded at forty-five minutes after nine, 7 ' a good seasonable hour. 

M.\ W.\ Bro. Wells presided at the banquet in a peculiarly happy man- 
ner, and forty-one pages of the Proceedings are devoted to an account of the 
speeches made upon the festive occasion. We have in spirit entered into the 
enjoyment of the hour, and been much interested in the remarks of the breth- 
ren. We should judge the yearly observance of this feast would be the means 
of promoting that brotherly fellowship which should ever characterize the 
Craft. 

The usual appropriation of five hundred dollars was made for charitable 
purposes, and the Proceedings are illuminated by an almost speaking likeness of 
M.\ W.\ Henry Endicott, P.-. G.\ M.

M.\ W.\ John Q. Look, Grand Master, the representatives of three hun- 
dred and fifty-five lodges, and New York by M.\ W.\ Joiin W. Chaplin. 

The Grand Master delivered an eloquent address (19 pp.), and we unite with 
him in the following : " As the waning of the old year has beeu succeeded by the 
silvery crescent of the new, so may the prosperity of the cause in whose inter- 
ests we are now gathered together steadfastly grow, until the glory of our Insti- 
tution Is full." The officers of the Grand Lodge had been exercised in five pub- 
lic ceremonial occasions, and four new lodges created under dispensation. 

The decisions reported show general good judgment, although we do not 
agree with all of them. While a dimlt might be legal information, and an 
avouchment by letter under seal might also establish personal identity, neither 
should be considered as sufficient evidence unless the brother can prove himself 
to be a Master Mason by regular test and examination. In this particular the 
Grand Lodge made the necessary modification. No. 25 is sound. 

The report of the Grand Lecturer shows that the Schools of Instruction are 
well attended, most of them exceptionally so. 

This Grand Lodge believes in the principle of punishing the Master for a 
violation of regulations, instead of the candidate. 

The question of the acceptance by the Grand Lodge of the Masonic Home, 
now In practical operation in this jurisdiction, having been referred to a com- 
mittee last year, they made their report to the effect that the Michigan Masonic 
Home Association is a corporation, its objects being to provide for and maintain 
a home for aged, decrepit, and destitute Masons, their widows and orphans, 
and in their judgment " it can be carried on more satisfactorily and more eco- 
nomically through its own legally chosen officers than it can be by the Grand 
Lodge," and for this reason they did not advise the Grand Lodge to assume its 
management at present. Believing, however, that it was a proper subject of 
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recognition by the Grand Lodge, it was recommended that the sum of $7,500 
should be raised annually, and contributed through the Grand Lodge for the 
benefit of said Home, such contribution to be realized from the lodges in pro- 
portion to membership. 

The report was adopted, and the Grand Lodge made an appropriation of 
$8,000 out of Its funds for this praiseworthy object.

(S51 pp.), embracing the proceedings of fifty-four Grand Bodies, including New 
York for 1891.

All we have to 
say in that direction is, that as a condenser he is not a success. 

We regret to note that this is our brother's last report, and judge from his 
conclusion that he had also voluntarily retired from the office of Grand Secretary 
as well. The brethren, however, evinced a just appreciation of the valuable 
labors of our esteemed brother, and having tested him for fourteen years as a 
Grand Secretary, and possibly wishing to give him something easy, called him 
to the position of Grand Master— a well deserved honor to the faithfulness of 
a devoted and able Mason ; and we congratulate the Craft of this jurisdiction, 
and also make our salutation to M.\ W.\ Bro. Innes. 

We extend to R.\ W.\ Jefferson S. Connovbr, his successor, a most 
cordial welcome to the corps reportorial.

M.\ W.\ Alfhonso Barto, Grand Master, the representatives of one 
hundred and sixty-three lodges, New York by M. W. Jacob A. Kiester, and 
M.\ W.*. William G. Bell, G.\ M.\ Grand Lodge of Manitoba, as a visitor. 

The Grand Master's retrospect portrays a happy and prosperous year. Five 
new lodges had been created by dispensation, and upon his recommendation a 
committee are to consider the subject of a Masonic Home. This Grand Lodge 
was organized February 28, 1853, by three lodges having a membership of about 
sixty, and after an existence of thirty-nine years has one hundred and eighty-nine 
chartered lodges with nearly thirteen thousand members in good standing, and 
but little more than one-half of the territory occupied. Of these, eight lodges 
located in Minneapolis have a membership of 2,068, and seven in St. Paul 1,124 
members. Together the twin cities contain about one fourth of the entire mem- 
bership of the jurisdiction. 
4 
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The Committee on Jurisprudence will take until next year to consider the 
following : 

" The status In this Grand Lodge of a brother who may have been elected to 
the position of Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, or Grand Warden in this 
Grand Lodge, and who then leaves this jurisdiction, takes a dimit, becomes a 
member in another Grand Jurisdiction, and again returns to this jurisdiction and 
joins some lodge therein. 

" Also, upon the status in this Grand Lodge of a brother who may have been 
elected to any of the above named positions in any other Grand Jurisdiction, and 
afterwards becomes a member in this jurisdiction." 

The answer to theirs* must be apparent at a glance— he resumes his official 
rank at once ; and in relation to the second, unquestionably a brother elected to 
either of these positions carries his rank with him, and should be hailed and 
acknowledged as such. 

The Widows' and Orphans' Fund now amounts to $11,815.75. 

Through the courtesy of Mt. Nebo Lodge, No. 91, A. F. and A. M., of Sheperds- 
town, W. Va., in whose possession the relic is held, the Grand Lodge had the 
privilege of viewing the apron " so long woru by Bko. George Washington, 
the first President of the United States, and presented to him by the famous 
Frenchman and Mason, Marquis de Lafayette, and worn by Washington at 
the time he laid the corner-stone of the Capitol at the City of Washington." 

" The apron referred to is a beautiful piece of needle-work, of the usual size, 
the body being of white satin, bordered with a strip of black silk nearly an Inch 
in width and ruffled, and lined with dark cloth. The square and compass is 
worked in silk and gold thread. The stars and stripes and the French tricolor 
are embroidered in colors above the square and compass, a wreath or vine 
encompassing all. It was the handiwork of the lady members of the family of 
Lafayette, and was greatly prized by Washington in consequence. It is in a fair 
state of preservation, but one of the conditions of Its being loaned was that it 
should be exhibited under glass. A glass frame was therefore provided by the 
Grand Secretary, who also read to the Grand Lodge the correspondence con- 
nected with its history, and how it came to be exhibited in Grand Lodge."

The report on Correspondence (97 pp.), W.\ Irving Todd, is a good review 
of the proceedings of fifty-five Grand Bodies, including New York for 1891. 

Correctly holds that " it is an universally admitted power of the Grand Mas- 
ter or the Grand Lodge to issue edicts and also to enforce them ; " and under the 
head of Idaho very aptly remarks : 

" It's a great pity that this exclusive information [having reference to the 
United Grand Lodge of New South Wales] is not of a nature to be passed around 
iu^print. If there is anything to it of course we all would like to know."

M.\ W.\ George E. Walker, Grand Master, and the representatives of two 
hundred and seventy lodges. 

The Annual Address (19 pp.) of the Grand Master is clothed in kindly lan- 
guage, and bears evidence of his faithfulness in the discharge of official duty ; 
also has the following reference to the paralleled growth of Freemasonry with 
the population of the State : 

" The population of Missouri in 1820, according to the census, was 66,557. 
The Grand Lodge was formed in April, 1821, by three lodges, with a member- 
ship of eighty-four. 

44 In 1890, the State had within its borders, 2,679,184 souls, while the Grand 
Lodge to-day has on its roll 556 lodges, chartered arid under dispensation, with a 
membership in round numbers of 28,000." 

Fraternal mention is made of the deaths of two Past Grand Masters, M.\ 
W.\ Marcus H. MoFarland (1860), and M.\ W.\ John H. Turner (1863). Nine 
dispensations issued for new lodges, and we commend the course of the Grand 
Master in omitting the enumeration of routine dispensations, leaving all such to 
the Grand Secretary. The decisions reported seem to be largely governed by 
the restrictions of local law. 

We agree with the Grand Master that inasmuch as the Masonic Home is 
largely supported by the Grand Lodge, it should have a voice in its manage- 
ment, and by subsequent action the Grand Master and Grand Wardens were 
made ex-offleio members of the Board of Directors of the Home. 

The report of the Superintendent of the Masonic Home shows that the 
Institution shelters thirty-eight inmates, mostly children we should judge. The 
receipts from the Orphan's Day, 1890, were $1,131 ; that of 1891, $700. In order 
to insure permanent support for the Home, the lodges are required to contribute 
five dollars of every initiation fee ; and fifty cents of the aunual dues from mem- 
bers (increased to one dollar) are to be devoted to that purpose. 

The Grand Secretary furnishes another of his able and comprehensive 
reports, and we are pleased to note that the past year has been the most prosper- 
ous in the history of the Grand Lodge. 

The justness of the following proposed amendment to the Constitution 
must be conceded by everyone : 

u A Master Mason within the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge shall not be 
deprived of any Masonic rights or privileges he may have acquired as such, 
without first having been tried on charges in writing, and found guilty of un- 
masonic conduct." 

The Grand Lodge was honored by the visit of the Grand Officers of the 
Grand Lodge of Kansas, and the lodges warned of the spurious Grand Lodge 
at Worthington, Ohio. 

" J&sofattZ, That all lodges in this jurisdiction be and are hereby notified of 
the existence of the spurious Grand Lodge at Worthington, Ohio, and are 
instructed to allow no one owing allegiance to said pretended body to visit 
them ; that all Masons of this jurisdiction are hereby forbidden to visit any 
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lodge connected with Mid pretended Grand Body, or to hold any Masonic inter- 
course whatever with anyone connected in any manner with any of said lodges."

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (206 pp.), M.\ W.\ John D. Vincil, covers 
the proceedings of fifty-five Grand Bodies and maintains the high reputation 
which characterized preceding reports. The Chairman devotes considerable 
space to the question which is an element of discord in some of the Western 
Grand Jurisdictions, but having expressed our views on the subject, we cannot 
devote much space thereto. 

We are of the opinion that in a large jurisdiction like Missouri, it would be 
wise to eliminate from the Constitution the privilege of Past Masters of lodges 
having a vote in the legislation of the Supreme Body. We agree with our 
brother, " that a Grand Lodge should be composed of its Graud Officers (Past 
Grand Officers also), the Masters and Wardeus of chartered lodges, or their 
legally appointed proxies." 

Regarding a Masonic lodge-room as a sacred place, he does not favor its 
being converted into a ball-room ; and is of the opinion that an applicant for 
the degrees who has conscientious scruples against the usual form of O. B. can 
be allowed to give his affirmation. We think it correct in law, that pending a 
decision on appeal, the appellant has the same privileges as before the trial 
until the Grand Master or Grand Lodge passes upon the appeal. 

New York for 1891 has a fraternal and extended review, the address of Grand 
Master Vrooman receiving special approval " for purity of thought and expres- 
sion of true Masonic sentiment." 

We are considerably annoyed at the error which occurred in our report last 
year in reference to the numerical standing of Grand Lodges. We committed an 
unintentional injustice in the substitution of JfUsissippi for Missouri. The error 
would be apparent to any close reader, and we regret it still more, inasmuch as 
in several Grand Jurisdictions we have been honored by the reproduction of 
our tables of statistics, together with the conclusion in which occurred the slip 
of the pen. It was an oversight which we hope may not occur again. 

In our reference to " fighting qualities " we did not wish to be understood 
in a pugilistic sense. We have too much respect for our reverend brother to 
indulge in any A. Ward expressions.

M.\ W.\ William T. Boa k dm an, Grand Master, and the representatives of 
thirty-one lodges. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Master (14 pp.) portrays his earnestness ; 
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fraternal tribute is paid to the memory of M.\ W.*. John Anderson, P.*. 6.*. M. 
(1889), " a devoted Mason ; " one dispensation had been granted for a new lodge. 
A more careful selection of material is being made in the lodges, and he very 
truthfully remarks, " that more injury has been done to Masonry by the too free 
use of the white ball than the misuse of the black." 

In view of the fact of the requirement " that the Annual Proceedings of the 
Grand Lodge be read in each lodge at the first regular communication after 
their reception " is practically a dead letter, he suggested in lieu thereof, " that 
within h specified time after the installation of officers, it be required that the 
Grand Lodge Constitution, By-Laws, and amendments thereto, be ready in open 
lodge, and a due return made to the Grand Master of compliance therewith." 
This wise suggestion was adopted by the Grand Lodge, and its practice in all 
jurisdictions would be found highly beneficial. 

He recommended that : 

" All records of trials in lodges, resulting in expulsion, be immediately 
submitted to the appropriate committee of the Grand Lodge for approval, and 
until such finding De approved by this Grand Body, they shall operate only 
as suspension." 

We do not regard it with favor, as there should be no such restriction over 
the lawful act of a lodge. Any such action is subject to appeal and revision 
by higher authority, but beyond that let each lodge have its rights ; and in this 
view the Grand Lodge concurred. 

While we are opposed to a Grand Body enacting a by-law " that no person 
engaged in the retailing of intoxicating liquors as a beverage, either as proprietor 
or employee, shall be eligible to the degrees of Masonry," we wish it understood 
that our objection is based upon the principle that it is a matter to be left 
entirely to the discretion and good judgment of the lodge. 

It is the custom in this Grand Lodge of paying the first three officers (or 
proxies), if in attendance, per diem and mileage, and the Grand Master very 
wisely thinks it time to call a halt in this expenditure. The remedy is to be 
found in each lodge having one representative who is entitled to pay. 

"Desiring to Inform myself as to the methods pursued in other jurisdictions 
in the matter of the representation of subordinates, I wrote to the fifty -six Grand 
Lodges of the United States and Canada, with the following result : Thirty-one 
paid neither mileage nor per diem for attendance ; twenty-four paid for one 
representative from each lodge; and one imposed a per capita tax of $1.26 in 
addition to its regular lodge dues, to be applied to the payment of representa- 
tion. Montana is the only Grand Lodge paying three. All the other (.rand 
Jurisdictions either never paid that number, or, after trial, abandoned it. as 
impracticable, and almost without exception predict finaucial disaster if persisted 
In by us." 

The Grand Lodge, however, concluded to hold to the old plan. Possibly 
some of the representatives present could not see how otherwise " they would 
be in it." It is well to remember that though "the mills of God grind 
slowly," they are sure ; and, unless figures lie, in a few years imperative necessity 
will compel the change. Our brethren believe in holding on to the good things 
of life, and would not forego the pleasures of the annual banquet.

M.\ W.\ Robert E. French, Grand Master, the representatives of one 
hundred and seventy-two lodges, and R.\ W.\ Samuel Dunn, P.*. G.\ Treasurer 
Grand Lodge of Iowa, as a visitor. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Muster is introduced by au eloquent pero- 
ration of welcome, and in the presentation of the various matters embraced 
therein is characterized by thorough earnestness and a strong determination to 
be faithful in all things. The extreme length of the address (48 pp.) necessi- 
tated two separate sessions of the Grand Lodge for Its delivery. 

Had created eight lodges by dispensation ; fraternal mention is made of the 
death of the Grand Chaplain, R.\ W.\ Jacob A. Hood. 

The Grand Master must have been an indefatigable worker, and believed 
in the principle of doing the work himself. Had constituted nine lodges, pre- 
pared forms with reference to petitions for new lodges, examined the records of 
lodges U. D., formulated forms for records and rules of order, reviewed the 
list of Foreign Representatives, officiated in person at three public ceremonials, 
promulgated a series of interrogatories to the lodges for the purpose of obtain- 
ing information whereon to base a true report of the condition of the Craft 
throughout the jurisdiction. In another blank report, comprising a series of 
twenty-six questions, had through the Grand Custodian obtained minute par- 
ticulars in reference to lodge proceedings and business methods and had offi- 
cially visited thirty-nine lodges. 

The address as a whole is worthy of careful consideration, and a due atten- 
tion thereto must conduce to the prosperity, unity, and advancement of the Fra- 
ternity of this jurisdiction. 

His good sense is exhibited in reference to new lodges created when he says : 

" Under this head I am forced to the same conclusion of many of my learned 
predecessors, in this and other jurisdictions. I find, In many Instances, the peti- 
tioners seem to labor under the impression that if they are enabled to obtain 
eight or ten members and a few candidates with which to begin, that this is 
about all that is necessary to form a lodge of Master Masons, and apparently 
little or no thought is taken of the future of such proposed lodge ; whether the 
jurisdiction of the said lodge is sufficiently large from which to obtain material, 
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or whether the material la of such character as will serve to build up and main- 
tain a lodge in a creditable manner. 

" My judgment is, brethren, that we have about as many lodges in this juris- 
diction, at this time, as the good of the Order will warrant; and I believe that if, 
instead of creatine new lodges, there were some consolidations effected among 
the lodges already in existence, Masonry would be greatly benefited and the 
demand for new lodges decreased instead of increased." 

Under the head of " Proficiency of Officers," with special reference to the 
position of Master, he well says : 

" How important, then, that none but the experienced, the informed, the 
talented and virtuous should be placed in this responsible position. The success 
and permanency of a lodge depend in a very great degree upon the character of 
the Master. When the first fervor of interest that accompanies the establish- 
ment of a new lodge cools down, as cool it certainly will, nothing will keep the 
fire burning upon the lodge hearth save the breath, skill, and zeal of the W.\ 
M. How conducive to the stability of the lodge that such a man, once found, 
should be retained in office so long as his services are available to his brethren. 
It has been argued in support of the modern practice of rotating Masonic officers 
annually or semi-annually, that it tends to enrich the lodge with a stock of 
zealous Past Masters. Experience does not bear out this assertion. On the 
contrary, the fact is almost universal, that the lodges which practice rotation in 
office most assiduously are the dullest and most debilitated." 

The call for relief (November, 1800) from brethren in the drought-stricken 
portion of the jurisdiction met with a brotherly response, and measures were at 
once instituted by him whereby in a practical and systematic manner contribu- 
tions were obtained from the lodges throughout the jurisdiction, and distributed 
by a relief committee to those in need. The lodges were asked to contribute 
fifty cents per capita, and nobly responded, about $5,000 being realized. The 
Grand Master devoted his personal attention and organized the work. 

We are pleased to note that the brethren of Nebraska Lodge, No. 1, being 
convinced of their error, had in conformity to the Grand Lodge enactment of 
the preceding year, rescinded and expunged from their records the action taken 
August 6, 1889, and the Charter had been restored to the Master Wardens and 
brethren of said lodge. 

The report of the Grand Custodian would Indicate that he had been diligent, 
having visited 174 lodges (whole number 188), and the lodges of instruction had 
been well attended. 

The following constitutional amendment will receive consideration next 
year: 

•'It Is a Masonic offense for a Freemason to engage in the retailing or whole- 
saling of intoxicating liquors as a beverage, or to lease or to allow to be used for 
such purpose any portion of any building owned or controlled by him." 

We cannot say that we are in favor of the following : 

"A Freemason non-affiliated for ninety days has no Masonic rights what- 
ever in Nebraska, excepting only the right to petition for membership in a 
chartered lodge." 

It is not surcharged with the spirit of charity ; too much like a thort sum- 
mons. It is well to give a brother a chance to turn around, at least. We think 
the object sought to be attained will be best accomplished by moderation and 
fraternal spirit. 
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We are pleased to learn that next year we may expect a report on Corre- 
spondence.

Under California, referring to the practice in that Jurisdiction of printing 
the full name of the member of every lodge, our brother comments as follows : 

" In an extra effort to accommodate Bro. Robertson with a larger report, we 
will refer to the curious custom of giving the full name of the members of every 
lodge. Each given name spelled out in exUnm. It strikes strangers as being 
ridiculous. If it is for the purpose of identification, it would seem that the 
members have done very little in the world to make such a practice necessary. 
If Bro. Thbophilus Fabricius Alexander Connelly, Master of Winttmwnah 
Lodge, No. 287, Bishop Creek, Inyo County, is in danger of being taken for any 
one else, that name ought to protect him. John William Louis Zimmerman, 
Junior Warden of the same lodge, wraps up in his name when he sleeps out. Poor 
John William Fletcher Hartley died, and more will follow if they are loaded 
down so."

M.\ W.\ Frank D. Woodbury, Grand Master, the representatives of forty- 
seven lodges, and New York by W.\ John Pender. 

Semi-annual Communication held December 80, 1890, for the exemplification 
of the three degrees of Freemasonry. 
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The Grand Master announces the death of two permanent members of the 
Grand Lodge. R.\ W.\ Daniel W. Edgerly, State Grand Lecturer, 1877-82, 
and R.\ W.\ Josiah Morse, S.\ G.\ W., 1881-82. The past year seems to have 
been prolific of public installations, no less than fourteen dispensations having 
been issued therefor. No decisions are reported, as in all cases " it had been 
only necessary to point out the particular section of the Constitutions which 
governs the question to enable the inquirer to decide for himself." He very 
truly remarks : 

" There are very good reasons for believing that officers of lodges do not 
heed the injunction contained in the Installation ceremony when the Master is 
presented with the Book of Constitutions, and is directed to search it at all times, 
and cause it to be read in his lodge, that none may pretend ignorance of the 
excellent precepts it enjoins, for If they did they would save themselves as well 
as the Grand Master much unnecessary letter-writing." 

A revision of the Constitution was ordered, and the following amendment 
will be acted upon next year. 

" No lodge shall suspend or expel a member from the rights of Masonry for 
non-payment of dues. The penalty for such delinquency shall be forfeiture or 
suspension of membership ; and any member may be suspended for such offence, after 
three months 1 notice, without the form of trial." 

The Proceedings has as a frontispiece a fine engraving of M.\ W.\ John 
Christie, P.-. G.\ M. (1847-50).

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (248 pp.) is of unusual length, but every page 
is of interest. The high standing of the report from this jurisdiction, M.\ W.\ 
Albert S. Wait, is thoroughly established, and the present report is no excep- 
tion to those of preceding years. It embraces a thorough review of the proceed- 
ings of fifty-five Grand Bodies, together with a valuable paper on " Landmarks." 

Referring to the law of the Grand Lodge of New Jersey, " that the initiation 
of a resident of New Jersey by a lodge of another Grand Jurisdiction, without 
the consent of the former, to be without Masonic virtue, null, void, and of no 
effect," he takes occasion to consider the subject in a general sense, and Ills 
•conclusions are eminently sound and accord with our own views. 

" We ace not aware of any other jurisdiction where the law in this respect 
is similar to that of New Jersey, though we do not affirm that there are none. 
It certaiqly was not the ancient law of the Institution, and is not now the law of 
that jurisdiction where Masonry in its modern organization took its rise. We 
think it i*afe to affirm that it is not the prevailing law of the Masonic world. 

" With no intention to express an opinion as to the merits of this contro- 
versy, for we have none, we think ourselves at liberty to say that we regard this 
law of the jurisdiction of New Jersey as contrary to the first principles of the 
Masonic Institution ; an innovation, indeed, in the body of Masonry, which no 
man or body of men have power to make. If there is anything fundamental in 
Masonry, it is that the regular lodges of the Institution have the power to confer 
its degrees and to communicate the Masonic status. A lodge may, doubtless, do 
a wrong, and render itself liable to censure ; but its work is the work of the 
Institution, and cannot be without Masonic virtue. Residence or citizenship has 
nothing to do fundamentally with the right to become a Mason, and the local 
laws relating to it in the several jurisdictions are legitimately only for the gov 
•ernment of the lodges, and cannot extend to the profane world. A' Grand Lodge 
may prescribe to its subordinates that they shall not confer the degrees upon 
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residents of other jurisdictions, but it does not follow that the same Grand Lodge 
can prescribe to profanes resident within the territory it occupies that they shall 
not receive the degrees elsewhere, and this is a power which no Grand Lodge 
possesses. 

" There is another view which shows this law, or assumed law, of our breth- 
ren of New Jersey indefensible. It is an attempt to legislate for all other 
Masonic jurisdictions; an attempt to prescribe to tnem who, and who not, thev 
may make Masons ; what * Masonic virtue ' lodges not of its obedience shall 
possess. 

41 We have from the beginning of our work in connection with the foreign 
Correspondence insisted, and such is the general sense of the Fraternity, that 
reception of the degrees in a regular lodge of the Institution, according to the 
law of the jurisdiction where received, confers a Masonic status which the per- 
son naturally carries with him wherever he may afterward go, and of which lie 
cannot be deprived, nor of its privileges denied, except for conduct subjecting 
him to trial and suspension. As soon should we think of a 8tate legislature 
attempting to make a law that a resident of the State should not marry a wife in 
any other State, as that a Grand Lodge can make a law that profanes, because 
residing within its jurisdiction, shall not become Masons elsewhere." 

Under the topic of " Non-Intercourse," a subject discussed by him fully last 
year, we And under Minnesota, in reply to an adverse criticism of his views, the 
following : 

11 If the Grand Lodge of Minnesota should sever fraternal relations with the 
Grand Lodge of New Hampshire (simply, without more), it would not follow 
from that, either logically or from any principle of Masonry of which we have 
ever heard, that lodges of either respective jurisdiction could not receive indi- 
vidual Masons from the other as visitors. Intercourse between Grand Lodges is 
one thing, but intercourse between individual Masons is quite another and differ- 
ent thins;. The proclamation of non -intercourse giving rise to these observa- 
tions, that of Quebec against England, proceeds upon this very view. It does 
not stop with merely proclaiming non-intercourse between the two Grand Lodges,, 
but specially interdicts mutual fraternal intercourse among the members of the 
two jurisdictions, thus assuming, as seems to us quite plain, that the latter effect 
would not be produced by the mere severing of intercourse between the two 
Grand Lodges. It was this power of the Grand Lodge, or Grand Master, or both 
combined, that we denied. The fundamental and vital object of Masonry is 
mutual intercourse among individual Masons. Of the right to enjoy the privi- 
leges of such intercourse no Mason can be deprived, except as a consequence of 
Masonic crime, ascertained by due trial on charges preferred." 

We consider that a Grand Lodge has the power and authority, if the emer- 
gency arises demanding the same, of prohibiting the members of lodges under its 
authority from Masonic intercourse with those of another Grand Lodge jurisdic- 
tion. The membership is bound by the lawful enactments of the Grand Body, 
and mu6t conform to the terms of the edict. 

The privilege of Masonic intercourse cannot be said to be guaranteed by any 
Grand Lodge, except within its own jurisdiction. While the object of Masonry 
is very largely the enjoyment of Masonic Intercourse between the individuals, 
yet it is subject to limitation. For instance, in the visitation of lodges, any 
member can object to the admission of a member of another lodge, and Masonic 
intercourse is prohibited on that occasion. Members of any particular ledge, it 
i6 true, are entitled to all the privileges of Masonic intercourse within that lodge 
as long as they are in good standing, but the same privilege does not follow, 
as a tight, when applied to the membership of another lodge. 

New York for 1890 receives favorable consideration. We do not wish to be 
understood as claiming that a Grand Lodge cannot authorize the chartering of a 
new lodge without the consent of surrounding lodges. It certainly has the 
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power to do so, and there may be exceptional cases where it is necessary to 
exercise that power. In our comment we had in view the general principle, and 
in that view we still continue. We acknowledge if such a course of procedure 
becomes necessary, owing to consent being unreasonably withheld, the regula- 
tion heretofore adopted seems essentially fair to all parties.

M.\ W.\ Thomas W. Tjlden, Grand Master, the representatives of one hun- 
dred and forty-eight lodges, and M.\ W.\ Clinton F. Paige, P.*. G.\ M., Grand 
Lodge of New York, who was present as a visitor, and most cordially welcomed. 

Harmony and progress mark the work of the Craft in this jurisdiction, 
and the Graud Master pays a fraternal tribute to M.\ W.\ William Hardaorb, 
P.-. G.\ M. (1883), who died March 28, 1891, and also very appropriately places 
upon record the death of the oldest Mason in New Jersey, K.\ W.\ Timothy 
H. Morse, who died January 9, 1892, at the age of ninety-one years. He had 
been a devoted Mason for sixty-seven years. 

Under the application of New Jersey law, a candidate must suffer because 
of the negligence or carelessness of the officers of a lodge. It seems to us the 
parties at fault should be the ones to bear the penalty. 

Twelve District Grand Lodges of Instruction had been held, at which the 
Grand Master had been present, and great good had been accomplished in 
establishing the correctness of the Ritual. 

The following record is made of the Lemm case : 

" In accordance with the decisions of the arbitrators in the Lemm case, I com- 
municated with Mvstlc Tie Lodge, No. 128, presenting the apology of Fort 
Edward Lodge of New York for Its invasion of the jurisdiction of Mystic Tie 
Lodge, in entering, passing, and raising one Daniel £. Lemm. 

" Mystic Tie Lodge accepted this apology in a fraternal spirit, waived juris- 
diction over the said Lemm, and united with the Grand Master of New York in 
requesting that I heal Lemm of his Masonic disabilities. 

*' In accordance with this request, I visited Mystic Tie Lodge on the evening 
of February 25, accompanied by my associate Grand Officers and the arbitra- 
tors in the case, M.\ W.\ Past Grand Master Moore and R.\ W.\ Bro. Ehlers, 
and healed the said Daniel £. Lemm. Immediately thereafter I recalled the 
interdict laid upon Lemm by mv predecessor, thus finally closing what may justly 
be termed a 'celebrated case/ " 

We are pleased to see by the following case that the Grand Lodge of Ireland 
has practically recognized the American doctrine of the jurisdiction of a Grand 
Lodge over residents of its own jurisdiction. 

" In the case of Mercer Young, a resident of Paterson, N. J., who was made 
a Mason by St. Patrick's Lodge, No. 602, of Derriaghy, Ireland, In the spring of 
1888, I received, on May 1, Dy the hand of Worshipful Bro. Abbbtt, Grand 
Representative of the Grand Lodge of Ireland near this Grand Lodge, a request 
from St. Patrick's Lodge, No. 602, that Ivanhoe Lodge, No. 88, waive jurisdic- 
tion over the said Youno, and that if such waiver was granted I take such action 
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in the case as was suggested in M.\ W.\ Bro. Mann's letter of September 90, 
1889, to Worshipful Bro. Abbett, viz., ' that upon the granting of waiver of 
jurisdiction, that the said Young be healed of his Masonic disabilities, making 
his status that of an unaffiliated Mason.' This request was indorsed as follows : 
" By direction of the M.\ W.\ Grand Master, the Duke of Abercorn, I beg 
to recommend the within petition to the favorable consideration of the Most 
Worshipful, the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of New Jersey. 

(Signed) " Robert W. Shakleton. 

"Deputy Grand Master Grand Lodge of Ireland. 

" In accordance with this request, I recommended to Ivanhoe Lodge, No. 88, 
of Paterson, that it grant waiver of jurisdiction over Mr. Mercbr Young, pro- 
viding he was fit material, which they cheerfully did ; and on Friday evening, 
June 12, I visited Ivanhoe Lodge, accompanied by M.\ W.\ Past Grand Mas- 
ters Congdon and Moore. Worshipful Bro. Abbett, Grand Representative of 
the Grand Lodge of Ireland, and my associate officers, and healed the said Mer- 
cer Young of his Masonic disabilities, and recalled the interdict laid upon him 
by my predecessor." 

A Grand Lodge Charity Fund was established, the Grand Lodge of Victoria 
recognized, and the brethren warned against the spurious Grand Lodge of Ohio.

The Grand Master in his Annual Address (8 pp.) reports the past year as 
uneventful ; eight new lodges created by dispensation, and the Charters of nine 
lodges restored, which is a favorable Indication. 

Those who have finished life's work are referred to in fitting language : 

" R.\ W.\ W. E. Anderson, Grand Treasurer (1868), whose sudden death 
occurred May 21. 1890. 

" R.\ W.\ Junius T. Harris, late Superintendent of the Orphan Asylum, 
died November 19, 1890. 

" R.\ W.\ John J. Christopher, P.*. Grand Secretary, the only surviving 
predecessor of the present Grand Secretary, died October 26, 1890, in the eighty- 
eighth year of his age." 

The Grand Lodge decided that " a Mason convicted in a lodge is entitled to 
no Masonic privileges during the pending of an appeal." 

We should consider that the difficulty alluded to by the committee in their 
report would be obviated by a regulation allowing an appeal to the Grand Master 
during the recess of the Grand Lodge, subject to a final appeal to the Grand 
Lodge from his decision, in the event of necessity demanding It. 

The following was proposed and laid upon the table, a good place for it as 
a part of the Code of law : 

" Amend Section 2 of Article 'X. of the Code by striking out the first two 
lines of said section, and inserting the following: * Any man who has lost one 
hand or foot, and who is otherwise physically sound, shall be eligible to mem- 
bership.'" 

Among the public ceremonial occasions we note that the offices of the 
Grand Lodge were exercised in the laying of the corner-stone of " a building 
of the American Tobacco Co., and of the American Cotton Factory." These 
were just as appropriate as that of the hotel alluded to In our review of South 
Carolina (1890). 

The Governor of the State, Bro. Daniel G. Fowle, extended the courtesy 
of an informal reception at the Executive Mansion, and the representatives at- 
tended in a body.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (75 pp.), reviewing the proceedings of fifty-six 
Grand Bodies, is, we regret to notice, the last we shall receive from W.\ E. S. 
Martin. He retired from this position, which he had filled with ability for 
several years, with the thanks of the Grand Body for his valuable labors. 

We agree with the following, noted under Maine : 

" As we fully expressed our opinion in our last report that a lodge cannot 
be opened in the absence of the Master and Wardens, we say no more, except 
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that we do not concur in Bro. Drummond's definition of ' congregated^ as 
applied to a lodge of Masons. We have always been taught, and now think, 
that it means more than simply issuing a call or notice to the members to 
assemble at the lodge-room. In our opinion, it means taking charge of the 
Craft when assembled — calling the lodge on — and then the opening ceremonies 
may be conducted by a Past Master, but only at the request and in the presence 
of one of the first three officers of the lodge." 

New York for 1890 receives favorable notice, our Grand Master being compli- 
mented on his " admirable address." He does not, however, agree with him upon 
the question of official title of office, upon which point we are with the great 
mnjority. 

" We do not think with the Orand Master in this. On the contrary, we have 
always thought that the terms Worshipful, Most Worshipful, etc., should precede 
the name of the person holding the office of Master or Orand Master, etc., as a 
title or mark of honorable distinction to one thought worthy to hold such 
exalted positions, similar to Honorable, in the good old days of the Republic, in 
civil life. Worshipful A. B., because Master of a lodge. The office needs no 
such prefix to exalt it. It (the prefix), therefore, belongs to the person who 
becomes Worshipful by being Master. For these, and other reasons, with great 
respect, we enter a dissent."

Donald W. Bain {Raleigh), Grand Secretary, re-elected.

M.\ W.\ Hezekiah A. Gudgek, Grand Master, and the representatives of 
one hundred and forty -nine lodges. 

The past year had been of " wide spread and deeply laid prosperity," with a 
tendency to a higher moral standard among the membership, which means 
future prosperity. Dispensations had been issued for twelve new lodges, and 
six lodges revived. 

The Grand Lodge had assembled on ten ceremonial occasions, one of which 
was to pay the last tribute of fraternal friendship to R.\ W.\ Darius 8. Waitt, 
Grand Treasurer, whose death occurred June 12, 1891. 

Although the Grand Lodge approved the decision that " a man who cannot 
read or write is eligible to the degrees of Masonry, if otherwise qualified," yet 
we do not believe it will be universally accepted. 

The Oxford Orphan Asylum, under the auspices of the Grand Lodge, has 
218 children, in ages from five to sixteen years, under its charge, and its affairs 
appear to be in good condition. 

A committee was appointed to attend the Fraternal Congress, recommended 
by the Grand Lodge of Kentucky, with the proviso " that this meeting shall, in 
no wise, be considered as a General Grand Lodge."

we extend a personal welcome to him as a member of the Guild.

M.\ W.\ Frank J. Thompson, Grand Master, the representatives of thirty- 
three lodges, New York by W.\ Sylvester J. Hill, and M.\ W.\ William 
G. Bell, Grand Master, Grand Lodge of Manitoba, as a visitor. 

The Grand Master delivered an admirable address, sparkling with beautiful 
thoughts, which we would gladly reproduce had we the space. Reference is 
made to the death of M.\ W.\ George H. Hand, IV. G.\ M. Grand Lodge of 
Dakota, and an honorary member of this Grand Lodge. One new lodge had 
been created by dispensation, and it Is with laudable pride that he points to the 
harmonious condition of the Craft throughout the jurisdiction, "a body of 
Masons who have so woven In the warp and woof of their Masonic connections 
the golden threads of brotherly love, that the light of their good works does 
not fall upon one tarnished spot in the whole fabric." Long may it continue ! 

The Grand Master decided that " a Junior Warden who had removed per- 
manently from the State and was clear of the books could dlmit during his 
term of office," holding— 

" That by the law of this Grand Jurisdiction a member of a lodge being 
entitled to a dimit ' as a matter of right, 7 and in absence of any constitutional, 
statutory, or other provision against it, I am constrained to conclude that that right 
is not abridged by the fact of an election and installation into office, and that the 
legal maxim, that which is not prohibited is permitted, should govern in Masonry 
as well as at law." 

This is a point governed wholly by local law, upon which there is a difference 
of authority, as will be noted from the following reported by the Grand Mas- 
ter: 

" So far as I have been able to ascertain, the following is the rule among 
Grand Lodges upon the matter of the dimission of an officer during the term 
of office : 

" By constitutional or by-law provision, installed officers can resign or dimit 
In Iowa, can dimit in California and Rhode Island. In Nevada an officer can 
dimit when he moves permanently from the jurisdiction of his lodge. The same 
holds good in Michigan, Kansas, Wisconsin, and Alabama. In Vermont the 
Grand Master can resign. 

11 By approved decision of Grand Masters, installed officers can dimit in Mas- 
sachusetts. In that jurisdiction it was formerly held that In absence of any 
regulation to the contrary, an installed officer could dimit or resign. It was 
subsequently held that such officer could not resign during his term of office, 
allowing him to dimit as before. 

" In Tennessee a Warden can dimit if it be to join another lodge into whose 
jurisdiction he has removed. The master cannot resign. It is silent as to 
whether he can dimit. 

" By constitutional or by-law provision, installed officers cannot resign or 
dimit In New York, Maine, Nebraska ; in South Carolina, iuferentially ; and was 
so held by decisions in 1876 and 1879. 
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" In New Brunswick he cannot resign, but the Master, if dissatisfied with the 
conduct of any of his officers, can lay the matter before the lodge, and a majority 
vote can render the office vacant. 

"In Ohio neither the Master nor Wardens can resign nor decline to be 
installed if elected, unless they have served in some station during the previous 
year. 

" By approved decisions of Grand Masters, in absence of constitutional or 
by-law provision upon the rublect, installed officers cannot resign or dimit in 
Missouri, New Jersey, Maryland, Manitoba, West Virginia, and Vermont. 

" I have not been able to ascertain the rule in the Grand Lodges not men- 
tioned, but from the foregoing it will be seen that there is a great diversity of 
opinion on the subject of dimission of installed officers. While some refer to all 
such officers, others are silent as to all such officers except the Master and War- 
dens. It will, therefore, be 6een that the dimission of officers, as well as their 
resignation, is entirely a Grand Lodge regulation, and is not founded upon ancient 
customs or usages, except so far as the resolution of November 25, 172S, of the 
Grand Lodge of England can be construed to be In conformity to the custom of 
the Fraternity prior to its organization in 1717, which, be it remembered, allowed 
the Master to dimit." 

A circular was received from New England Lodge, No. 4, of Ohio, reciting 
its alleged grievance on account of the position assumed and action taken by the 
Grand Lodge of Ohio in reference to Cerneau Masonry, and. concluding with the 
announcement : 

"That New England Lodge, No. 4, F. and A. M., being a duly constituted 
lodge, and as such recognized: by the Grand Lodge of Ohio, convened in just, 
perfect, and legal form, hereby withdraws its affiliation from the Grand Lodge of 
Ohio, taking with it all its rights, powers, and prerogatives, and declares Itself 
free and independent." 

The Grand Lodge condemned the action of said lodge, and recommended 
them to return to their allegiance. " The Grand Lodge is supreme, and from her 
authority there is no appeal ; and because they have declared Cerneau Masonry 
and Cerneau Masons clandestine, they are such (in that jurisdiction) while this 
edict is upon their statute books." 

The rebellion of this lodge against the authority of the Grand Lodge of 
Ohio will receive the disapproval of every Grand Lodge on this continent. Its 
declaration of independence, its contempt of legal and constitutional authority, 
is idle talk, and in this unwise and unmasonic step it will not be countenanced 
by any true and loyal Mason. This document claims the right(t) for the individ- 
ual Mason to decide for himself whether a Grand Lodge in its action has tran- 
scended its powers— a doctrine utterly subversive of all government. 

The brethren of this lodge in this act have placed themselves without the 
pale of Masonry, and will be declared an irregular and clandestine body. 

We deplore this unwise act, and trust the brethren may see the error of their 
course, and return to their allegiance to the Supreme Body. 

A matter of grievance, whatever the cause, cannot be righted by insubordi- 
nation. The power to decide questions of Masonic law or policy rests in the 
Grand Lodge alone. In considering this matter M.*. W.\ Bno. Dkumxond tersely 
says : " If there is anything in which all Grand Lodges fully agree, it is that the 
authority of a Grand Lodge must be obeyed implicitly." 

The Grand Lodge resolved " that lodge U. D. be allowed to receive members 
by affiliation." While we have no desire to criticise this action, we think the 
better course would be to wait until the lodge is duly constituted under a war- 
rant.

The report on Correspondence (122 pp.) embraces a review of thirty-three 
Grand Bodies by W.\ Thomas J. Wilder, with an addition of five Grand Bodies 
by M.\ W.\ Frank J. Thompson, including New York for 1890, which is pleas- 
antly remembered. The report is one of interest, as we can vouch, having 
perused it from beginning to end. 

The Chairman is not a strict constructionist, and does not believe in the 
physical perfection theory. We think its strict interpretation is largely of the 
past ; that we should conform as near as possible to the ancient regulations, 
subject to the discretion of the lodge. 

We are glad to hear again fromM.*. W.\ Bro. Thompson, for we find In his 
keen, clear criticism the spirit of a brother of strong personal convictions, who 
is fearless in the presentation thereof.

M.\ W.\ Levi C. Good ale, Grand Master, the representatives of four hun- 
dred and seventy-two lodges, and New York by W.\ Barton Smith. 

An able address was delivered by the Grand Master (27 pp.), and we are 
gratified to leam that an unusual degree of harmony prevails within this juris- 
diction. Believing in the sound doctrine that permanent prosperity is conduced 
by infusing growth into lodges already established, rather than the instituting 
of new ones, he had granted but five dispensations for new lodges. 

We notice he had adopted the course pursued by M.\ W.\ Bro. Vrooman, 
in an effort to obtain from the lodges information as to their condition, progress, 
and methods. 

In response to letter of inquiry, it was ascertained : 

Average attendance at lodge meetings, 15. 

Number of meetings at which no work was done (whole number 7,281), 
5,241. 

That many lodges had never been visited by the representative of the Grand 
Master, or by a District Lecturer. 

The usual variety of responses as to " the best method of occupying the 
time when no degrees were conferred." One, " taking time to get acquainted," is 
not a bad one, and if lived up to would increase materially the average of attend- 
ance. 

The reproduction of the following, especially with reference to the Secre- 
tary, will do no harm. 

" It is an axiom * that the well being of any lodge depends upon the attend- 
ance and fidelity of its officers.' 

" When a brother accepts office, he cannot avail himself of the charge he 
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gives to the candidate : viz., * Masonry should not interfere with your vocation.' 
Masters of lodges accept the honors of the position, and they must as*ume the 
duties of the office, and faithfully discharge them. The same can be said, and 
with equal emphasis, of the Secretary. 

" Members of lodges cannot be too careful in the selection of a Secretary. 
Do not elect a brother to this office who has no fitness for the place other than 
that he is a good man and needs assistance. Better to vote your charity to such 
men. But put into the Secretary's chnir one who will keep the books, collect 
thedueB, and faithfully record the doings of your lodge.' 1 

To the inattention of the officers, and laxity on the part of the Secre- 
tary, is attributable the large number of unaffiliates in every jurisdiction. We 
do not wonder at the great earnestness of the Grand Master when we rend the 
following : 

"When I say to you that there is in this jurisdiction a lodge of eighty mem- 
bers, sixty of whom are under suspension for non-payment of dues, and when I 
further remark that in this jurisdiction of 86,000 Masons there are almost ten 
per cent, under suspension for non-payment of dues, and when it is known that 
there are Masters 01 lodges in this State who do not, and who will not, conform 
to Rules 19 and 20, governing delinquent members, and that there are hundreds 
of Masons in this State who nave not paid their dues and are uot suspended, all 
of which would be prevented if the officers of the delinquent lodges would exer- 
cise reasonable energy and attention, you will, I know, pardon me for any over- 
earnestness I may manifest. 1 ' 

We should think that the evils resulting from Masonic imposters might be 
materially restricted by co-operation with the General Masonic Relief Associa- 
tion of the United States and Canada. 

Referring to one of the reported decisions, it seems to us the proper course 
to approve the minutes at the close of a lodge meeting, and not the one suc- 
ceeding.; 

The case of New England Lodge, No. 4, located at Worthington, was pre- 
sented by the Grand Master. 

In spite of his conciliatory course, the lodge persisted in its contumacy, 
and "withdrew Its affiliation from the Grand Lodge of Ohio," whereupon the 
Charter was arrested. The officers continuing to carry on Masonic work and 
confirming degrees, an idict was issued, " declaring its acts void, and forbid- 
ding all Masonic intercourse with said lodge, Its officers or members." 

We understand that said lodge in conjunction with the representatives of 
three or four extinct lodges, whose Charters had been forfeited because of dis- 
loyalty and rebellion, have set up at Worthington a so-called Grand Lodge of 
A. F. and A. M., and have organized two subordinate lodges. 

Whom ''the gods would destroy, they first make mad," would seem appli- 
cable to these and other brethren (?) in this jurisdiction who, in their efforts to 
gratify personal ends, have violated their Masonic obligations, and placed them- 
selves, by this act of insubordination and rebellion to duly constituted and 
lawful authority, outside the pale of legitimate Masonry. Becoming outlaws, 
they are to be regarded as clandestine and irregular Masons. It seems to us 
that this last act of madness will recoil upon Its originators and promoters, and 
denied all countenance from the loyal Craft, its continuance must be of lim- 
ited duration. As in the case of Hiram Lodge, all concerned therein will In the 
time of repentance humbly sue for pardon. 

There were a number of the members of this lodge who did not unite in 
this action, and by lawful action new officers were elected, and it was ordered 
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that New England Lodge, No. 4, with Horace W. Wright as Master, and C. S. Fay 
as Secretary, be restored to all the rights and privileges belonging to any other 
lodge working under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Ohio. 

The former Master of New England Lodge, Daniel W. Wright, and his thir- 
teen associates, were rightly expelled by the Grand Lodge. 

The brethren and citizens of Springfield having donated a plot of one 
hundred and fifty-four acres of land near that city, besides $11,000 in money, 
the Trustees have selected that as the site for the Masonic Home. About $60,- 
000 of the $100,000 required has been subscribed, and operations are expected to 
commence the present year. We wish them every success. 

Resolutions were adopted looking to a closer relation with the Grand Lodges 
of the German Empire, and the Grand Master is to use his efforts " to open fra- 
ternal relations with such of the German Grand Lodges as may be in accord 
with American Grand Lodges." 

A fitting and appropriate tribute to one of the veterans of the Craft precedes 
the obituary list, and it is a praiseworthy recognition of the service of W.\ 
Benjamin Mackall, who died at the age of ninety years. He was made a 
Muson in 1823, and had acted as the Secretary of Friendship Lodge almost consec- 
utively since 1827. A noble record of faithfulness.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

M.\ W.\ W. M. Cunningham contributes the report on Correspondence (211 
pp.), embracing the proceedings of fifty-five Grand Bodies. As heretofore, it is 
a valuable paper, written in a pleasing manner, and replete with information for 
the Craft and those in correspondence. Since occupying this position we have 
enjoyed the reports emanating from this jurisdiction, and while there is an alloy 
in the composition — in its application to the writer — it does not prevent our en- 
joyment of the remaining portion of the report. Through the carelessness of 
the printer the present report is badly marred between pages 193 to 208 — mis- 
paged, duplicated, etc. 

We agree with him that affiliation should require a unanimous ballot ; uua- 
nimity and concord are essential elements in our Fraternity ; and to our mind his 
opinion on '* affirmation " covers the point most thoroughly. 

"In the opinion of your Committee, as under the law the meaning and intent 
of the words referred to in such connection are made the same, and any violutiou 
of a legal * affirmation ' or * declaration ' is made perjury ; it is drawing the 
lines unnecessarily close. The use of a synonym, in that case at least, should 
not be regarded as an interpolation, as It certainly not only does not change 
either the symbolism, intent, or application of the covenant, but is strictly con- 
sonant with a previous declaration of equal solemnity.' 1 

We have always held the opinion that lodges should be termed Subordinate 
and not Constituent, and in view of the importance of its construction we append 
the remarks of our M.\ W.\ brother. 

"We have read the argument of R.\ W.\ Bro. Brown, in his criticism of 
the Annual Address of M. E. Com p. Mathias H. Henderson, G.\ H.\ P.*. of 
Royal Arch Masons of Pennsylvania, in 1890 (five. Grand Chapter JR.\ A.\ M.\ 
of Kansas, 1890. pp. 294-298), and, after its careful consideration, are unable to 
discover wherein Bro. Brown has in any manner made or established his claim that 
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the use of the term * constituent ' instead of * subordinate ' is either * technically 
correct, 7 or at all appropriate ; and in this connection the very arguments ueed 
in his criticism in favor of the euphonious term l constituent ' are, upon the other 
hand, equally potent in support of the more appropriate word ' subordinate.' If, 
sis it would seem from his argument, he is trying only to establish the synony- 
mous character in some respects of the two words, then, indeed, we would con- 
sider it a small matter, and be willing to coincide with him ; but in the Masonic 
connection in which the use of the two words Is under discussion, the word ' sub- 
ordinate,' defined by Webster as ' the state of being under control or government, 1 
and ' one who stands in order or rank below another,' is not only pertinent, but 
absolutely correct in its application to the relation existing between Grand 
Lodge and Subordinates. Neither can its qualification of the relation of the two 
Bodies be either misunderstood or misapprehended, as it conveys no uncertainty 
of meaning, which is certainly of the utmost importance to the Fraternity. 
That this, too, is, or was, really the opinion also of R.\ W.\ Bro. Brown con- 
cerning the relation of the subordinate to the Grand Lodge, we have only to 
refer him to the action of the Chicago Convention of 1887, of which he was the 
Secretary, in which the vote was unanimously in favor of the subordinate charac- 
ter of lodges ; and in one of their resolutions it is expressly stated that the so- 
called constituent ' must obey the laics, edicts, regulations, and statutes of the Grand 
Lodge. 1 

" This Is certainly foreign to the non-compulsory theory of the constituent 
character of the lodge, a Body whose representation is inherently possessed not 
by itself, but by Us Worshipful Master and Wardens, and only by the Body itself 
when such representation is waived or neglected upon the part of those officers. 

"A lodge, not being a self-constituted body, but dependent for its existence 
primarily and continuously upon the Grand Lodge, the foregoing alone should 
be sufficient to establish the point claimed ; yet it is perhaps well to mention 
further, that, as the term * constituent,' as defined by Webster and Worcester, has 
a wider scope and involves many significations not possessed by the word ' sub- 
ordinate,' and not pertinent to a subordinate body, its use In this connection, as 
hereinbefore stated, is certainly far from being either technically correct or appro- 
priate."' 

The Proceedings of New York for 1891 receive courteous and fraternal treat- 
ment. 

The allusion to M.\ W.\ Bro. Charles B. Akthont we accept as intended, 
for the writer. 

We do not propose to go behind the returns, and also, with the most pro- 
found respect, we do not intend to be drawn into a discussion which to a large 
extent must partake of a personal nature. 

We are on record as to what we have written. We defined our position on 
the principle involved ; we exercised the privilege of objecting to a course which 
we considered, in its connections and allusion, an attempt to cast an unjust re- 
flection upon the Grand Lodge of New York. We draw a line between individual 
acts and official position, in its application thereto, not deeming it our province 
to pass any criticism thereon ; and having entered into the matter as fully as we 
desired, in honesty of purpose, it is not our purpose to continue the discussion 
further on this line. We will let the record stand. 

Upon further reflection we have concluded that we cannot afford to ignore 
certain parts of our M.\ W.\ brother's article, fearing that our silence might be 
construed by others as sufficient grounds to warrant an impression of our tacit 
admission of their soundness. Not feeling willing to occupy a questionable po- 
sition, we shall, as briefly as possible, occupy space which could more profitably 
be devoted to other purposes ; and having done so, we close the matter as far as 
it relates to our individual action. In our first report, somewhat hastily pre- 
pared, for the reason that but a short time previous to the Annual Communica- 
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tion of tbe Grand Lodge of New York we bad been appointed to succeed the 
late M.\ W.\ Bro. 8imons, under the head of Ohio we commented upon tbe 
Annual Address of the Grand Master, using tbe following language : 

" The Annual Addre*s of the Grand Master (17 pp.) is largely devoted to a pre- 
sentation of matters arising from the contumacy of Masters and brethren of certain 
lodges, who, from their connection with an organization not recognized by the 
Grand Lodge of Ohio, bad been a cause of difficulty the pax* year. The charters 
of some lodges had been arrested, and brethren disciplined in conformity to the 
judgment of the Grand Master, and in which he w&s rightly sustained by the Grand 



u We do not deem it necessary to give in detail any of the facts, consider- 
ing the action of the Grand Master and Grand Lodge to have been correct in every 
particular, and exercised in a way aud manner to maintain its dignity and supreme 
power." (Italics ours.) 

The Grand Master's Annual Address recited his course and official action in 
suppressing contumacy on the part of certain lodges and brethren, receiving 
therefor the approval of the Grand Lodge. Upon this combined action we (in 
1889) expressed our approval of the course of the Grand Master " in demanding 
obedience to laws and regulations heretofore adopted by the Grand Lodge," and 
also expressed our concurrence (or approval, as you please) of the action of the 
Grand Lodge in sustaining his actiou with reference thereto. (In this connection 
it is well to note that the insubordination grew out of a resolution adopted by 
the Grand Lodge in 1887.) 

The text of our remarks, and the connection in which they are placed, estab- 
lishes this statement, and is in accord with what was our intension at that time. 

Our brother quotes and italicizes our remarks (1889), and Is pleased to draw 
the conclusion : 

"As the general endorsement above covers without question the action of 
the Grand Lodge in its almost unanimous adoption of the following preamble 
and resolution, viz.: " (Here follows text of same adopted in 1888, and to be found 
in our report of the same year.) 

This conclusion may suit the line of argument used by our M.\ W.\ brother, 
but as it is not based upon correct premises it is not deserving of much weight. 
Upon this point we desire to say, that, as our words of approval were not intended 
and did not cover the action of the Grand Lodge in the resolution adopted at the 
session* of 1888, we do not well see how it can be consistently claimed " as a gen- 
eral endorsement without question," etc. 

We appended the preamble and resolution adopted In 1888 (we presume the 
Lewis resolution referred to, but we have no means at this time of ascertaining) 
to our review of the Grand Lodge of Ohio, as a matter of information. They will 
be found at the conclusion of the report, prefaced by the words : " The Grand 
Lodge adopted the following : " 

Upon them we made no comment ; had we intended or desired to do so, it 
would have appeared in close connection therewith, as has been our method in 
all work In this direction. 

We trust this explanation may be plain and satisfactory to our M.\ W.\ 
brother, and we enter upon it thus fully, as those who have not followed the 
matter closely might unjustly attribute to us a charge of inconsistency, fairly 
deduciblc from the statement as made by our M.°. W. *. brother. 

We were certainly misunderstood by our M.\ W.\ brother on this point, but 
even that does not warrant certain deductions and inferences and self-presump- 
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tion of admissions, from failure (as charged) to specifically deny certain state- 
ments made by him. 

Our M.\ W.\ brother Is entitled to his opinion of the merits of what we have 
written ; but inasmuch as we have at no time attempted any defense of the 
individual acts of any brother, we cannot but consider his remark, " he mars his 
report by a tame defence, 1 ' etc., as a forced construction. Our M.\ W.*. brother 
exercises considerable latitude in his article, and reiterates statements which 
properly are liable to the same criticism we expressed in 1890, when we said : 

"With all due respect, however, we cannot but consider that the M.\ W.\ 
brother has overstepped the bounds of what properly forms a part of a report 
on Correspondence, in that he devotes some five pages in reply to a circular 
letter emanating from what Is termed ' the Supreme Council 88° for the United 
States, their Territories and Dependencies.' " 

Again we note a number of paragraphs commencing, " He does not deny," etc. 
True, we neither denied nor affirmed. Most of the charges are matters of 
grievance against the public press or an Individual brother, with which, in our 
judgment, we have no part, and largely no personal knowledge. We do not 
occupy the position of a Grievance Committee or a Vindication Bureau. 

In this connection will our M.\ W.\ brother pardon the suggestion that If 
there are grounds of complaint and a legal grievance, it would seem to us there 
is a proper tribunal in every State, whose authority Is supreme, and to which 
every lodge and every Mason of its jurisdiction is amenable for any violation 
of Masonic law, official or otherwise. 

As our attention has been directed to the review of M.\ W.\ Bro. Drum- 
mond (which, by the way, we have read), allow us also to direct our M.\ W.\ 
brother's attention to the following, from the same source : 

" We do not see how the Grand Lodge of New York can take notice of the 
acts of one of its members, even one committed in another jurisdiction, until 
complaint is formally made or official notice given." 

The method adopted by our M.*. W.\ brother did not seem to us the correct 
course, and in questioning the propriety thereof we have only done so wherein 
we considered it a reflection upon the Grand Lodge of New York. 

The application of the rule of principal and agent has not, in our judgment, 
any pertinency in the present discussion. 

We regret exceedingly to have felt obliged to introduce into our report so 
much of a strictly personal nature.

4tst Communication. PORTLAND. June 10, 1891. 

M.\ W.\ Jambs F. Robinson, Grand Master, the representatives of seventy- 
nine lodges, and New York by M.\ W.\ David G. Clark. 

The Grand Master had the sad announcement to make at the opening of the 
Grand Lodge of the death (June 8) of M.\ W.\ Andrew Nashburg, P.'. G.\ 
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M. (1887), and the Grand Lodge held a memorial service on the same day and 
hoar that the funeral services were held at the home of the deceased brother. 

The Grand Master's Annual Address (20 pp.) included other reports which 
properly should have been separated therefrom. A fraternal tribute of respect 
was paid to the memory of M.\ W.\ Albert W. Ferguson, P.*. G.\ M. (1886), 
whose death occurred February 25, 1891, at the age of seventy years. 

" He assisted in organizing 8alem Lodge, No. 4, In 1851, and opened the first 
Masonic Lodge in Oregon, south of Oregon City, and conferred toe first degree 
in Masonry." 

Among the decisions reported we note the following : 

"1. That a Lodge has no jurisdiction over a profane (who has never peti- 
tioned) after he removes from the State, consequently could not waive a right 
it did not possess. 

"2. Question. — What is the standing of a member who has signed a petition 
to obtain a dispensation to form a new lodge ? 

" Answer. — His membership is voluntarily suspended in his own lodge, and 
he can, therefore, take no part when the subject matter is presented to his lodge 
for consideration, because it is of a personal character. 

"3. Question. — Has a brother in arrears for dues a right to Masonic bnrial 
should he die ? 

" Answer. — Most certainly he has. So long as he is in good Masonic standing 
he is entitled to all the rights and privileges of the lodge. 

" 4. A member of the lodge who objects to the advancement of a candidate 
after initiation is not obliged to give his reasons therefor. 

"And these objections remain good until removed by their withdrawal 
either by, at the death of, or removal from, the jurisdiction of the objector. 

Upon the report of the Committee on Jurisprudence, decision No. 1 was 
overruled, it being held : 

" That a lodge has territorial jurisdiction over all profanes who may have 
acquired a residence within Its territory after they have removed from the State 
for a period of one year from the date of their departure." 

This view of the subject maybe governed by local regulation ; It certainly is 
not so generally held, however. Jurisdiction cannot follow a profane into 
another Grand Jurisdiction. We disagree with No. 2 on the ground that the 
brother is as yet entitled to all the rights and privileges of his lodge, should he 
desire to exercise them, and we are utterly opposed to the principle enunciated 
in the last clause of No. 4. As stated, it is a perpetual objection, limited only by 
death or removal from the jurisdiction, unless withdrawn by the objector. It 
gives an objection greater force than even a penalty of a black ball against a 
profane. We do not believe in it. 

The following case is reported. A number of brethren at Medford, within 
the jurisdiction of Warren Lodge, desiring to form a new lodge, presented a 
petition in regular form to Warren Lodge, asking their recommendation, which 
was refused upon two occasions. The matter was then brought before the 
Grand Lodge, the objections of Warren Lodge overruled, and a dispensation 
ordered issued. 

We notice in the report of the Committee that the vote in the lodge stood 
fourteen for the petition to eight against. This leads us to Inquire, Was not the 
decision favorable? A majoiity vote governs in such cases. Since writing the 
above, we find the law of this jurisdiction requires a two-thirds vote — pretty 
close work all around. 
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This Grand Lodge has an Educational Fund of $103,285. A report from 
R.\ W.\ R. E. Prime, Grand Representative near the Grand Lodge of New 
York, appears in the Proceedings. 

Biographical sketches of M.\ W.\ Bros. J. R. Bagley, John McCraken, 
and Stephen F. Chadwick, with phototypes of each, add interest to the volume 
before us.

M.\ W.\ Stephen F. Chadwick presents a voluminous report on Corre- 
spondence (196 pp.), embracing an able and instructive review of the proceed- 
ings of fifty-five Grand Bodies. 

The following under Florida had escaped our notice last year, and being new 
to us we present it : 

" A ballot was taken on a petition of a candidate for initiation while a 
brother was in the ante-room, by order of the acting Worshipful Master. On 
his return into the lodge the brother asked to have the ballot re-opened so he 
could vote. This was refused and an appeal was taken. The Grand Master 
decided that the action of the Worshipful Master in refusing to re-open the 
ballot so as to allow the brother requesting to vote, the privilege, was error ; 
that the ballot that had been taken was irregular, and therefore null and void. 
Thi6 decision seems to have met the favor of the Law Committee, and is no doubt 
correct.' » 

It would seem to us, the proper course would have been to have called for a 
new ballot, as we have always considered that after a ballot had been declared 
closed, result declared, and duly recorded, it could not be re-opened. 

New York for 1891 has the compliment of a graceful review, the address of 
M.\ W.\ Bro. Vrooman receiving an appreciative notice.

PENNSYLVANIA. 

Annual PHILADELPHIA. December 28, 1891. 

Communication. 

M.\ W.\ J. Simpson Africa, Grand Master, and the representatives of 
seventy-four lodges. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Master (28 pp.) is the exhibit of a pleas- 
ant and fruitful year ; fraternal relations with all Grand Bodies are harmonious, 
five new lodges created by dispensation, and he visited officially many of the 
lodges. An edict had been issued, prohibiting the admission of any one as a 
visitor hailing from the to-called Grand Lodge at Worthington, Ohio, and directed 
attention to the great value and imperative necessity of the schools of instruc 
tion in preserving the pure Pennsylvania Ritual from Innovation. 
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We select the following from among the decisions reported : 

11 A lodge cannot restore an expelled member. 

" To provide a banquet is within the powers of a lodge ; bat when each an 
entertainment is given, it can be participated in by Masons only. The profane 
must be excluded. 

11 Under the regulations of the Grand Lodge, every member of a lodge is 
entitled to know who seeks membership in his lodge. 

" If a secretary neglects to give the required notice, and a ballot should be 
taken on an application, it would be Irregular and unlawful. 

" It is the right of a lodge at any time to amend its By-Laws so as to increase 
its fees and dues, when such increase is deemed necessary to preserve Its life or 
provide funds necessary to defray its legitimate expenses. Such amendments 
must, however, be approved by the Grand Lodge before they become operative, 
and then they are binding upon all the members of the lodge. 

" An installed officer of a lodge cannot resign his office. 

" If a Worshipful Master removes from the jurisdiction, tjie office thereby 
becomes vacant. His duties then devolve on the Senior Warden. 

" The authority to open and hold a lodge is contained in its warrant. If the 
warrant is not openly displayed from the pedestal of the Worshipful Master, it 
is the right and duty of any member present to object to the transacting of any 
business." 

The funded debt upon the Temple is $813,400, against which the Grand 
Lodge has a sinking fund of $99,830.32. It is expected in a very few years to 
reduce the debt to $500,000, at which time, in accordance with the amendments 
adopted at the time the debt was contracted, the fees and dues will be reduced 
to what they were in 1871. 

At the Quarterly Communication held December 2, 1891, for the election of 
officers, two hundred and seventy-six lodges were represented. 

The Proceedings are embellished with fine engravings of M.\ W.\ J. Simp- 
son Africa, Grand Master, and M.\ W.\ Robert Clark, Past Grand Master. 



CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (248 pp.) covers the proceedings of fifty-six 
Grand Bodies, and is in M.\ W.\ Bro. Vaux's elegant style, fervent and 
courteous. 

Our M.\ W.\ brother stands like a watchman upon the tower, keenly sensi- 
tive to everything of a nature to detract from the purity of Freemasonry, or 
infringe in the slightest degree upon the ancient and time-honored customs of 
the Craft ; and while in some things he would draw a closer line of application 
than we adhere to, yet it cannot be gainsaid that if there is an error it is well to 
be on the strict side. In this progressive age we are apt to apply modern ideas 
and be animated in some degree by liberal construction, the tendency of which, 
unless controlled and subdued by the application of strict interpretation, is to 
introduce into our time-honored Institution innovations and liberalisms not 
conducive to the interests of Freemasonry. Standing at the head of all secret 
societies, let us hold to the old ways, maintain its landmarks, stand by its 
customs, and labor to perpetuate its principles. If the law of progress Is to be 
an animating principle or factor in our work, let it be distinguishable in the 
furtherance of the practical work of our Fraternity ; let it find its fruition in 
enlarged and broader views of man's accountability to man, better conceptions 
of the reciprocal nature of our relations, and toward the broadening of that 
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spirit of charity and beneficence which Is the outgrowth of the injunction,." Love 
one another." 

The spirit which pervades our brother's report is like unto a father to his 
ehttdren ; and the words of counsel and admonition, coached in the spirit of 
kindness, eosne to ns from one whose life and service in the Craft has proven the 
sincerity of the man. Our thoughts turn instinctively into this channel — per- 
sonal though it may be— after reading the report, and again perusing the intro- 
duction. Long may he continue to entertain and instruct the members of the 
Craft. 

We must confess in some things our brother makes a distinction which is so 
delicate that we do not readily perceive the difference. For instance, in relation 
to what may be termed Masonic offences. We do not understand the distinction 
he would make, nor can we appreciate the force of his argument. As we read in 
the Ancient charges, " a Mason is bound by his tenure to obey the moral law," 
and we can see no justification for his statement under Missouri, " that a lodge 
has no right to try a brother for adultery.* ' 

The statement is also made that the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania has never, 
in its capacity as a Grand Lodge, by any public ceremonies laid the corner-stone 
of a public building ; that the officers of the Grand Lodge have done so, but, 
as we understand him, it was in an individual capacity. This distinction is too 
fine for us. We find by referring to the proceedings of the Grand Lodge, that it 
was agreed "that the Grand Lodge should lay the corner-stone of the Masonic 
Temple in the City of Philadelphia on the 24th day of June, 1868, with appro* 
priate Masonic honors. A committee was appointed to make the necessary 
arrangements ; and upon the day designated, the Grand Lodge as such, under 
escort of sub-lodges organized end officered as such, the Grand Master, assisted 
by his associate officers, laid the corner-stone according to the ancient usages 
and customs of Freemasonry, and due proclamation was made, "that R.\ W.\ 
Richard Vaux, Grand Master of the Grand L dgeof JPennsyltxmia and Masonic 
jurisdiction thereto belonging, has this day laid the corner-stone of the new 
Masonic Temple." Nothing very individual about this official action. 

Our brother is emphatic in his declaration " that no man can be recognized 
as a member of a lodge of Free and Accepted Masons who does not loyally 
acknowledge his obedience to the law of that Grand Lodge," and we believe it 
sound Masonic doctrine and does not admit of argument. 

We do not perceive wherein investing the Master eUet with the Past Master's 
degree, or passing the chair, as termed in Pennsylvania— as a part of the cere, 
monies of installation — can be termed a novelty, as expressed by our brother. 

New Tork for 1891 has fraternal consideration. We do not understand that 
M.\ W.\ Bno. Vrooman conveyed the idea "that a sub-lodge should be per- 
mitted to judge what may be done at a public installation." The installation 
ceremonies are monitorial, and outside of that portion incident to passing the 
chair (which can be done preliminary) there is no part or portion which could 
not as appropriately be done in public as within a tyled lodge. The discretion 
which our M.\ W.\ Grand Master referred to was undoubtedly that which 
might be added thereto in the form of musical accessories, addresses, or anything 
in harmony with the occasion and interesting to those assembled. It seems to us 
that upon this particular subject our brother is needlessly sensitive. 
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In its general scope we agree with the following : 

"The Chairmen of these Grand Lodge committees have thus imposed on 
them great responsibilities. We feel it. To express views or opinions on the 
action of Grand Lodge on subjects which affect the whole Fraternity, or the 
opinions of Committees on Correspondence or Masonic jurisprudence, the rules 
and regulations and Landmarks of Freemasonry should be governed by the 
dictates of a judicial spirit. There ought to be no place there for mere contro- 
versy, but rather the conservative, cautious, and calm criticism of an intelligent 
and trained thinker. 

"The imperative duty of us all, brethren, is to assert and maintain our prin- 
ciples and Landmarks. To do this they must be taught to the Craft— what they 
are, why they are fundamental and indestructible. In the language of Grand 
Master V room an, 'keep sacred the purity of [our] principles.'' Then, in the same 
language of your Grand Master, we may reverently * ask for the entire Fraternity 
the guidance and blessing of Almighty God. 1 "

101st Communication. PROVIDENCE. May 18, 1891. 

M.\ W.\ George H. Kenton, Grand Master, and the representatives of 
thirty-two lodges. 

The Grand Master had created one new lodge under dispensation, and re- 
ports the past year as one of unity and prosperity among the Craft. 

We agree that a Grand Lodge haviug had the case before it can restore an 
expelled Mason to the rights and privileges of Masonry, but not that the Grand 
Lodge can reinstate to lodge membership any such expelled Mason. 

This Grand Lodge celebrated its Centennial at the Festival Communication 
held at Providence, June 24, 1891. On the evening preceding a complimentary 
reception was tendered the Grand Master in Saint John's Hall, upwards of 
three thousand brethren and ladies being present, and it is said "the scene was 
remarkably brilliant and inspiring to the Craft." Preceding the Centennial 
exercises, which were held in Infantry Hall, there was a grand parade, con- 
sisting of Grand Officers, representatives, and thirty-four lodges, in all 1,686 in 
line. Among the distinguished guests present were P.*. G.\ M.\ of the Grand 
Lodges of Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Iowa, and Grand Master and Grand Secre- 
tary of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts. The Historical Address was deliv- 
ered by Rev. and W.\ Henry W. Rugg, and the Centennial Oration by Rev. 
Edwin C. Bolles. In the evening the Grand Lodge banquet was held at the 
Narragansett Hotel, where the hours were spent pleasantly and profitably, we 
have no doubt. The speeches upon the occasion and the addresses of the day 
are to be printed in the forthcoming Centennial volume, which will also em- 
brace a historical sketch of every lodge in the jurisdiction. It will be a volume 
of much interest. 

The Proceedings before us contain reports of the special communications 
for ceremonial purposes, those of the semi-annual of November 17, 1890, and 
are illustrated with a cut of the Centennial medal.

116th Communication, CHARLESTON. December 8, 1891. 

M.\ W.*. Laurie T. Izlar, Grand Master, and the representatives of one 
hundred and forty-eight lodges. 

The Grand Master delivered a good business address, fraught with wise sug- 
gestions, conducive to the interests of the Craft. It is a source of gratification 
to note the improvement reported. Two new lodges have been created by dis- 
pensation, five dormant lodges have been revived, and the exercise of the func- 
tions of the Grand Lodge in laying the corner-stone of eleven public edifices 
shows an awakening interest which augurs well for the future. The building up 
. of the old lodges will prove a wiser policy than the institution of new ones. 
There is a manifest impropriety in filling in vacant back numbers on the Grand 
Lodge roster of subordinates, thereby giving newly constituted lodges a prece- 
dence over those of many years' standing. 

There appears to be a cloud upon the diplomatic relations between this 
Grand Lodge and the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, owing to a point of etiquette 
in relation to the appointment of a Grand Representative near the Grand Lodge 
of Pennsylvania, which seemingly should be adjusted without difficulty. 

M.\ W.\ Bko. Diwrr, P.*. G.\ M., was honored by the presentation of 
a P.*. G.\ M.\ Jewel. It was deemed inexpedient to establish a Masonic 
Orphanage, a conclusion we should judge to be wise at the present time. 

The Grand Lodge of Tasmania was recognized, the brethren warned against 
the spurious Grand Lodge in Ohio, and the Grand Master recommended " to 
appoint representatives to the Congress of Masons [proposed] to be held in 
Chicago," without expense to the Grand Lodge. 

The amendment to the Constitutions, allowing " Grand Officers and Past 
Grand Masters one vote each, and same pay as representatives, " was indefinitely 
postponed, in which conclusion we think the Grand Lodge did not evince its 
usual good judgment. 

The proposed abolishment of the office of D.\ D.\ G.\ M., and the ap- 
pointment of a Grand Lecturer, at a stated compensation, in lieu thereof, will 
be productive of practical good in the Instruction of the ritualistic work. 

We should decide that whether the report of a committee upon a petition 
be unanimous, favorable or unfavorable, it would require action thereon by the 
lodge by ballot.

inexpedient to confer Masonic degrees on Sunday— in which we are in accord ; 
also deems it unwise to mix business with Freemasonry, and hence is opposed to 
recommending Masonic Insurance Companies, and is also willing to concede 
that lodges have certain discretionary powers.

M.\ W.\ William Blatt presents a report on Correspondence (97 pp.) 
characterized by good judgment and sound comments. It embraces the proceed- 
ings of fifty-five Grand Bodies. 

We are of the opinion that a Master Mason suspended for non-payment of 
dues, upon paying the amount due and applying for restoration, whose applica- 
tion is then rejected, is entitled to a certificate to that effect, and upon it can 
apply to auy lodge for affiliation. 

We note the following under Illinois : 

" The Grand Lodge being a supreme Masonic power, a power absolute, pos- 
sesses all the rights she desires to arrogate to herself or to exercise, if this 
power is denied, the whole foundation upon which the Grand Lodge system rests 
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must fall to the ground. If she possesses these rights, as we believe she does, 
then there can be but one other question. Was it right and politic to exercise 
it? Ohio and Iowa did this too late. Massachusetts and others by timely 
action escaped the storm. We were of the Bobbins school in this matter, until 
the danger threatened. Extreme cases require extreme measures, and we 
believe that the cause fully justified the means, and that the Grand Lodges In 
question did not step one iota beyond legal Masonic bounds. We believe, fur- 
ther, in blind loyalty to the Grand Lodge as the first duty of every Mason ; and 
by lawful means only, and within the body itself, endeavor to right real or 
apparent wrongs. Right ever has and ultimately always will prevail/' 

New York for 1890 has a favorable notice.

Two new lodges created 
under dispensation. Fitting testimony paid to the memory of two illustrious 
Past Grand Masters who had been removed by death, and during the session a 
lodge of sorrow was held, and appropriate eulogies delivered. 

"M.\ W.\ Jonathan S. Dawson, P.-. G.\ M., died April 27, 1891. He 
had been for over one-third of a century iu attendance on the Grand Lodge, 
serving on important committees. Elected Grand Master iu 1868, his retirement 
at the end of one year had established the precedent of one term principle, which 
has been continued since. 

" M.-. W.\ Benjamin R. Harris, P.*. G.\ M.. died November 11, 1891. He 
had been a valued member of the Grand Lodge for the past twenty years, and 
served as Grand Master in 1884." 

Appropriate allusion is also made of the deuth of one of the old veterans of the 
Craft, W.\ Robert L. Chester. He was made a Mason in 1817, and had retained 
his lodge membership since that date. He died at the age of ninety-eight years, 
and was undoubtedly one of the oldest affiliated Masons in the country. 

We direct attention to the following decisions, for the purpose of saying that 
we do not believe in the correctness of the first. Having been made a Mason, 
the subsequent misfortune should not be considered a valid reason to prevent 
advancement. We should say that the two decisions are inconsistent with each 
other. 

" 1. King Lodge, 461, asked if they had the right to confer on Brother J. 
M. Johnson, an £.-. A.*, of said Lodge, the F.\ C*. and M.\ M.\ degrees, Brother 
Johnson having lost his right arm near his shoulder since conferring the £.'. A.*, 
degree. 1 decided the lodge had no legal right to confer the degrees on Brother 
Johnson, as said brother could not receive aud impart the Ritual. 

" 18. The loss of an arm does not deprive a member of a lodge of the right 
to hold any office in the lodge." 
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The Grand Master has the following with reference to Masonic funeral 
services : 

" There is within this jurisdiction being practiced a funeral senrice which I 
consider to be an ' innovation in the body of Masonry ' and of recent date, and 
subordinate lodges are taking part therein. Against this I enter my solemn 
protest. It should not be tolerated in this jurisdiction. 

" It is the practice at some places for the Commandery to take charge of the 
body of a deceased brother, aud consign the same with another and different 
service from the oue laid down in our Text Book, subordinate lodges joining in 
the same, forming the outside line at the grave. In the language of our Text 
Book, 'the whole ceremony must be under the direction of the Master of the 
lodge of which the deceased was a member;' and further, 'if the deceased 
was a member of a Chapter, Commandery, or Consistory, a portion of the pall- 
bearers should be taken from these bodies severally.' " 

Regarding this as having a direct reference to the ritual used by the Com- 
mandery, we do not understand why there should be any clash of interests. The 
deceased or his family having made a request, it should be determined accord- 
ingly. If the lodge has charge of the funeral, the whole service should be under 
its direction ; and if the Commandery takes any part, it should be as escort to 
the lodge. We believe in but one ceremony at the grave ; if the lodge turns out, 
it should be as the organization in charge of the funeral, and yet we can under- 
stand how there can be exceptions to this rule. 

In its consideration of the circular letter from the Grand Lodge of Kentucky, 
having reference to the proposed Fraternal Congress, the committee in their re- 
port voiced the opinion of the Grand Lodge in opposition to a General Grand 
Lodge, and therefore believed in being cautious " not to take any step, or be a 
party to any movement, that by any concatenation of circumstances might tend 
toward such a misfortune, 11 and hence did not make any recommendation. 
Subsequently the Grand Lodge adopted the following : 

" Retolved, That the M.'. W. \ Grand Master be authorized to appoint five dele- 
gates to represent Tennessee in a Fraternal Congress in Chicago, during the 
World's Fair, if such a Congress shall be holden ; provided, and it is distinctly 
understood, that neither the action of said Congress nor of said delegates shall 
in any respect whatever be of any binding force upon the Grand Lodge or the 
Masons of Tennessee, and that the expenses of the delegates in attending said 
Congress shall not be a charge upon the treasury of the Grand Lodge." 

The report on the Masouic Widows' and Orphans' Home shows receipts 
$5,176.37. The estimated cost of the building now in process of erection is 
128,000, upon which $21,000 has already been paid.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (148 pp.), M.\ W.\ George C. Connor, 
reviewing the proceedings of fifty-one Grand Bodies, comes to us laden with 
breezes of the old country ; and although New York for 1891 was reported under 
the influence of a London fog, there is nothing foggy about the report. It bears 
the stamp of the Individuality of the Chairman, and is surcharged with his ear- 
nestness. 

While we shall, in the present instance, omit reference to the report proper, 
not because we have not given it personal attention as heretofore, but that 
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we may avail ourselves of special features embraced in the iutroduction and 
addenda of the report. They will be found interesting and of importance. 

The Chairman spent several months in Europe, and besides the preparation 
of the review, has given the results of personal observation which are of interest 
to us from a Masonic standpoint. We shall therefore present a brief summary. 

In Ireland he did not have an opportunity to study the workings of the 
Graft as fully as he desired, but found that in the main Irish Freemasonry is 
more nearly akin to the Freemasonry of Tennessee than is the Scotch or English. 
Of his visit to one of the lodges he says : , / 

"These brethren sat at the dinner table in full Masonic clothing. The 
officers wore handsome silk collars with jewels, and beautifully decorated lamb- 
skin aprons. The members wore like aprons. It is worth recording that in the 
lodges of the British Isles every member and officer own their apron and jewels, 
and carry the same with them to and from the communications. As none visit 
these lodges except on invitation, the keeping of a supply of aprons in the 
preparation room is as unnecessary here as it is necessary in America. 

" I may say with safety that no communication of a lodge occurs in this 
ancient home of the Craft that is not concluded by a dinner. The tyled lodge 
sits down to this dinner, the Master in the chair, and all in full Masonic clothing. 
While they dine they mingle the esoterics with songs and speeches, cigars and 
wine. The associations of such dinners are very pleasant, as I well know by 
experience, both in Ireland and England. " 

In Scotland he attended a meeting of Mother Kilwinning Lodge, over 
which Bro. Bobbrt Burns had the honor to preside, in which the " work" has 
not been changed, even to the dotting of i's or crossing of t's, during three cen- 
turies. 

" How different that room appeared in comparison with one of ours. The 
Master sits in the middle of a long dining table that extends north and south. 
The dignitaries sit on either side of him. Two equally plain and long dining 
tables extend, parallel to each other, from this head table to the west. At the 
farther end of this right-hand table sits the Senior Warden, and at the farther 
end of the left-hand table sits the Junior Warden. Seated at the two side tables 
are all the members. This is the arrangement during the 'work,' and it is 
undisturbed during the dinner that always follows the work. 

11 In the esoteric ceremonials Scotland and Ireland are closely allied, and both 
are widely different in the manner of organization from England. Three- 
quarters of a century ago all three were more nearly alike, but England under- 
took modifications of ceremonials, and these modifications have been rendered 
more distinct by the organization of the Staudard Lodge of Instruction in 
London, known as ' Emulation Lodge.' But our American ceremonials are much 
more elaborate than the Scotch iu all three degrees, and especially in the third. 
Let none suppose that this means that our ceremonials are altogether superior. 
In some respects they are, in others they are not ; but the American Freemason 
finds no difficulty in visiting a Scotch lodge after he has been invited. Tech 
nically all Masons are of right entitled to visit any lodge in the jurisdiction, but 
the customs forbid any one attempting to visit unless he is invited by card 
from the Secretary, issued on the request of a member. Then he must bring his 
own apron, and his collar if he Is a Past Master. The form of examination Is 
like our own, and the * Tyler's Test ' is not always used. 

" My next introduction to Craft Masonry was in the city of London, and by 
a visit to the Anglo-American Lodge, No. 2191, an invitation to its Communi- 
cation having been secured for me by my good, kind brother, George R. 
Langlkt, Past Master, of the London and County Bank, Lombard Street. 
Putting on full evening dress, I borrowed an apron from Bro. Sadler, Librarian 
of Grand Lodge, and drove to the Restaurant Criterion, which establishment h: s 
a prettv Masonic hall In its top story, erected by the owners for Masonic meet- 
ings. This is the custom of several hotels and restaurants in Loudon, noticeably 
in the Inns of Court Hotel also, where I lodged. 

" The lodge opened. I was received with the ' honors,' nothing like their

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H by nine ' in our observances. The Entered Apprentice Degree was conferred, 
-'and as I shall explain when on the dais of Grand Lodge at home. The ceremo- 
nial was short and rapidly disposed of. The three principal officers sat as with 
■us, but the Secretary occupied an immense desk in the north, and directly 
opposite the Junior Warden. The tapers were on the right of the three prin- 
cipal officers. There was no altar In the center, but the Grand Lights were 
-displayed upon the 'pedestal ' in front of the Worshipful Master. 

"The work concluded, there was an immediate adjournment to the Hall of 
.Refection, which was splendidly equipped for the elaborate dinner that followed. 
'The new Entered Apprentice occupied the seat of honor, and the brethren 
further honored him by numerous toasts during the evening. The dinner is the 
social feature, I discover, of Masonic meetings in all parts or the British Isles. 

" This lodge was organized to extend special courtesies to visiting Americans, 
and right nobly has it carried out this purpose. A nobler, truer, more hospi- 
table, talented baud of brethren I never met before. 

" I had seen the Entered Apprentice degree conferred in the Anglo-American 
Lodge, aud I was very desirous of peeing the Third. An opportunity was pro- 
vided through the kindness of Bro. Lanuley, who secured for roe an invitation 
to visit the above named lodge. 

" The Third Degree is even less like ours than is the First. The ceremonials 
are briefer, but the means of recognition are more elaborate. They include ours, 
and have several entirely unknown to the American system. The work was 
remarkably well done. 

" The session was an * Emergent ' one, what we denominate a * Called Com- 
munication.' Hence the brethren were in * morning dress, ' and there was no 
dinner. After a few words of greeting I withdrew, leaving the lodge at work in 
the Second Degree. 

" A former misconception was corrected by this lodge session. I bad 
formed the opinion that a lodge never met without dining, but I now understand 
that only at the Stated Communications is dinner served and evening dress 
required. I am assured still further that many lodges, whose members are not 
of the opulent class, rarely dine more than twice a year." 

He also visited lodges in Germany and Italy, and the article is illustrated 
with floor plans of the lodges in the different countries. 

" It will be observed that an altar like as in America it used in Italy. Indeed, 
the general arrangement is quite like the American. 

" There are slight varieties in the arrangements of other lodge rooms visited, 
but these may be accepted as the standard. The rooms are all small, few 
capable of seating more than fifty brethren. 

"In England, hotels usually build lodge rooms in their upper stories, and 
several lodges assemble therein without the payment of rental. The hotels are 
compensated by the brethren dining after the conclusion of business. And this 
dining, in full evening dress, and in Masonic clothing aud jewels, may be set 
down as the universal custom of English Freemasonry. 

"In Germauy the hotel custom does not prevail to any great extent, and 
lbdges either own or lease their rooms. Dinner or luncheoo Is always served, as 
in England, and chiefly in halls attached to the lodge rooms. 

"in Italy the hotel custom does nqt prevail at all, chiefly because of the 
Papal opposition. Lodge rooms are leased, as a rule, and dining without 
Masonic clothiug occurs at the restaurants. 

" Intelligent American Masons find no difficulty in making themselves 
known in Europe. But no attempt should be made to visit a lodge without first 
receiving an Invitation to do so from the Secretary. The American way of going 
to the reception room and sending in your card to be answered by an Examina- 
tion Committee is unknown in Europe. Several Americans known to the writer 
failed to observe this formality, and hence failed to visit the lodges into whose 
reception rooms they entered. 

"English and Continental Masons own their own aprons, and carry the same 
along witn them when visiting. No aprons are supplied by the lodges, except 
to its officers. 

" The lodges elect their Masters, Treasurers, and Tylers. The remaining 
officers are appointed by the Worshipful Master elect. The American law as to 
the powers of Wardens does not prevail in Europe. The retiring Past Master 
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Installs his successor, and then presents the remaining officers for investment by 
the Master. The Installation Ceremony is secret, and it is vastly superior to the 
ceremouy we use in America. The Tjler always proposes the last toast at a 
Masonic dinner." 

From a special paper on "American and Foreign Freemasonry' * we make 
the following excerpts : 

"The Rituals of the Continent of Europe and of the British Isles are differ- 
ent from each other and from those of the United States. The Rituals of Eng- 
land, of Scotland, and of Ireland differ from each other, the latter more nearly 
approaching those of the United States. 

" No Rituals beyond the seas use.D. G.'s in any of the degrees. These are 
a purely American invention. 

" The Means of Recognition are about the same in the Rituals of the British 
Isles, but differ somewhat on the Continent. Nor is the M. M. W — d exactly the 
same. The first is the second and the second is the first on the Continent. 
England and the United States are alike. 

"The 8— s of the first and second are the same all over Europe. The 
American first is the same as the European, but the American D. G. of the 
second is the S. of the European. The S. of the third on the Continent is the 
same as the American with a slight addition. The third in England has five 
S — s, and a S. of J. Only one of these is in the American Rituals. 

" The ceremonials are much briefer, especially of the third. Many dramatic 
features are wanting. While this brevity detracts from the pageant, it really 
adds to the solemnity of the work. We candidly believe that many features of 
the English work could be profitably introduced into the American, after some 
meaningless things in the American were eliminated." 

The concluding papers treat of the Entered Apprentice Degree, the Ancient 
Work, Wearing of the Apron, Letter " G," etc., and are very valuable and 
interesting. 

The illustration given of the wearing of the apron, as far as is the custom in 
New York, is incorrect with reference to the F. C. With us flap up. 

As one of the Craft universal, we express our appreciation of the exhaus- 
tive labors of our talented brother.

56th Communication. HOUSTON. December 8, 1891. 

M,\ W.\ George W. Tyler, the Grand Master, the representatives of four 
hundred and three lodges, a large number of Past Masters, and New York by 

R.\W.\ C. W. PAB8TOK. 

The ability and thoroughness of the Grand Master is exhibited in the An- 
nual Address (SO pp.), in the presentation of the affairs of this vast jurisdic- 
tion. With material prosperity has also been corresponding Masonic activity, 
widespread interest and zeal of the brethren, a general desire to learn the work, 
larger attendance at the meetings, and a better tone in the lodges. 

" With the settlement of the northwestern portion of our State, the planting 
of Masonry goes on simultaneously ; our Fraternity being there, as it has been 
all over the United States, the pioneer of our civilization. In the older settled 
portions of the State, the founding of new towns and the density of the popula- 
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tion are calling for the organization of new lodges : and several applications, 
which I have refused on account of the constitutional limit as to distance, will 
doubtless be before you for charters and have merit in their claims. 80 it is 
that progress and substantial progress is evinced on every hand, and we have 
reason to be proud." 

Dispensations issued for seven new lodges, and fraternal allusion to the 
death of M.\ W.\ Thomas R. Bonner, P.*. G.\ M. (1874). "He ranked among 
the strongest men who ever wielded the gavel in this Grand Body, and the prog- 
ress and prosperity now enjoyed by Freemasonry in Texas is largely due to the 
zealous labors and splendid administrative ability of this master workman." 

The following illustrates attention to small details, which in case noted 
seems entirely unnecessary. 

" The impression of the seal to the Charter of Johnson City Lodge, No. 561, 
having disappeared entirely, probably from exposure to the atmosphere, I 
granted my dispensation, authorizing said lodge to continue work until this 
communication of the Grand Lodge, or to such earlier date as the seal might 
be reimpressed upon their Charter by the Grand Secretary." 

A large number of public ceremonial occasions, all regular except one, to 
lay the corner-stotte of new brick round house of a railroad company. 

We are pleased to notice the position taken by the Grand Master in regard 
to the misuse of the word Masonic in connection with enterprises of a strictly 
business character, and also in opposition to the issuance of circulars by lodges 
requesting charitable contributions. 

A large number of decisions reported and approved, as in accordance with 
the law of this jurisdiction. 

" 1. When the report of the Committee on Character is read in a lodge, there 
can be no discussion of the nature of the report or of the character of the candi- 
date, but the ballot must immediately follow the report. 

"11. A petitioner was elected to take the Entered Apprentice Degree in 
Lodge A, but moved away without being initiated. Four years afterward be 
petitioned Lodge B, in whose territory he now resides. Does Lodge B have to 
apply to Lodge A for a waiver of jurisdiction ? Held that it does not. Lodge 
A, having neither rejected the petitioner nor initiated him within the year from 
the date of his election, had lost its personal as well as Its territorial jurisdiction 
over him. It Is proper, however, that Lodge B, in the case stated, should corre- 
spond with Lodge A and ascertain the facts. 

" 12. An Entered Apprentice of Lodge A applies to Lodge B for advancement, 
and Lodge A refuses, on application, to waive jurisdiction in favor of Lodge B. 
When and where can he apply again for the Fellow Craft Degree ? Held that he 
may again apply immediately and to either lodge. The refusal of Lodge A to waive 
jurisdiction was not equivalent to a rejection of the candidate, as generally sup- 
posed, because the question of the worthiness or unworthiuess of the candidate 
was not passed upon by Lodge A. The latter lodge simply refuses to surrender 
or transfer its material to Lodge B. 

" 13. It is not. deemed proper for a Masonic Lodge to invite other orders to 
participate, as lodges, in the festivities of St. John's Days. These feasts, having 
been celebrated by Masons from time immemorial, should be preserved exclu- 
sively by Masons as Masonic festivals. 

"if. In Masonry, as in law, a brother is presumed to be innocent until his 
guilt is established by a legal trial and conviction by the lodge ; and until then 
the brother (if otherwise in good standing) is entitled to all of his Masonic 
rights, including a Masonic burial, if requested. 

The Committee on Jurisprudence did not agree with the Grand Master with 
reference to Nos. 1 and 11, nevertheless we believe the Grand Master to have 
been correct. 
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The importance of the present status of Freemasonry in Mexico, and the 
facts incident to its reorganization in that Republic, warrants the space we de- 
vote to the comprehensive statement of the Grand Master. Through his efforts a 
treaty had been entered into, October 26, 1891, by the two Grand Masters, and 
subsequently ratified by the two Grand Lodges. 

"The first appearance or organized Masonry in Mexico was some time be- 
tween 1820 and 1835. The Scottish Rite came with emigration from Europe, and 
the Tork Rite was introduced from the United States by Bro. Joel R. Poinsett, 
then our Minister Resident at the City of Mexico, and by others, three York Rite 
Lodges being chartered there by the Grand Lodge of New Tork. From the 
Masonry thus planted arose the * Supreme Grand Orient of the Mexican Na- 
tional Rite, 1 which Included both rites under its jurisdiction, and which is to be 
distinguished from the ' Supreme Grand Orient of the Scottish Rite * hereinafter 
mentioned. The Mexican National Rite spread and flourished for a while, but, 
having incurred the hostility of the government and of the priesthood, it was 
ordered to be suppressed, and thereafter existed only in the most absolute seclu- 
sion and secrecy. 

" In 1860 the Supreme Council of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite 
was organized at the City of Mexico, under authority from the Supreme Council 
of the Southern Jurisdiction of the United States, whose See is at Charleston, 
and its jurisdiction extended over all the degrees of that rite, from one to thirty- 
three. 

" Soon afterward there was a disruption or schism in the Supreme Council of 
Mexico, and the seceders organized the Supreme Grand Orient of the Scottish 
Rite, and, confining itself to the first three degrees, claimed to be the supreme 
authority in Symbolic Masonry in the Republic. This claim, however, was 
never conceded by the Supreme Council, and the latter body continued to assert 
its jurisdiction over the first three as well as over the higher degrees of that rite. 
Both contending parties went on establishing Blue Lodges throughout the 
Republic, and from the voluntary union of the Lodges, thus established indis- 
criminately by each of those powers, arose Grand Lodges in a number of the 
States, which assumed to themselves the title of ' Free and Accepted Masons, 1 
asserted their independence of the two parent bodies, and claimed to be the su- 
preme Masonic power within their respective State or Territorial limits, on the 
plan of the several Grand Lodges of the United States. Thus it happened a few 
years ago that there were the Grand Lodges of the Federal District, Jalisco, 
Vera Cruz, Oaxaca, Vicente Guerrero, Lower California, Morelos, Tlaxcala, 
Aguas Calientes, etc., all claiming to be sovereign Masonic Bodies, and as such 
they have sought recognition from foreign Masonic powers, and some of them 
were recognized by a few of the American Grand Lodges. 

" In 1889 a spirit of harmony seems to have taken hold of our Mexican breth- 
ren, inspired, no doubt, by the establishment of peace and freedom within their 
borders. Realizing that Masonry con id never prosper in the face of so many 
discordant elements and distracted interests, and with a view to the unification 
of the various governing bodies throughout the Republic, a treaty was made on 
the 24th dav of December, 1889, by which the Supreme Council relinquished 
forever all claim of jurisdiction over the flivt three degrees, and the Supreme 
Grand Orient of the Scottish Rite and several of the State Grand Lodges dis- 
banded their organization, and agreed to reorganize under one supreme govern- 
ing body. 

" This reorganization was made in a grand assembly of representatives or 
deputies from nearly all of the State and subordinate lodges in the Republic, 
assembled after due notice, in the City of Mexico, on the fifth day of February, 
1890, and which remained in session for ten days, during which time they care- 
fully considered the best plans for unifying the Fraternity and establishing it 
upon a permanent and prosperous basis, and finally perfected their organization 
under the name of the ' Grand Symbolic Dieta of the United States of Mexico/ 
and elected and installed the dignitaries and officers of the same, that of * Most 
Respectable Grand Master ' being filled by no less a personage than General 
Porflrio Diaz, President of the Republic, and that of Grand Secretary General by 
Dr. Ermilio G. Canton, both of them distinguished for their zeal and long devo- 
tion to Freemasonry. On the 10th of the following June the General Constitu- 
tion of the Gran Dieta was adopted and promulgated, a copy of which, in the 
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Spanish language, Is herewith submitted for the information of the proper com 
mittee of this Grand Lodge. To facilitate their labors. I also submit herewith 
a translation of the same by Mrs. Tyler, who makes this contribution to these 
negotiations, in which she has become very much interested from having trans- 
lated for me the numerous Spanish documents received from time to time during 
the year. 

" From this Constitution it will be seen that the Gran Dieta is the supreme 
governing power for the whole Republic, and is composed of one deputy from 
each State Grand Lodge and from each subordinate lodge throughout the 
Republic, and it Issues all Charters for the subordinate lodges. There is a State 
Grand Lodge in each State, and some of them are designated by a fancy name 
and a number, as, for instance, that of North Tamaulipas, which is called * Light 
of the Frontier, No. 14.' These State Grand Lodges are composed of five dele- 
gates from each subordinate lodge in the State, and have only a supervisory 
power over the lodges within their jurisdictions, and all correspondence with 
the Gran Dieta is transmitted through them. The system seems admirably 
adapted to present conditions in Mexico, and was the happy conception of 
Bros. Diaz, Fombo, Canton, Baucbe, and other distinguished Masons of that 
country. The time may come when the independent State Grand Lodge system 
will be feasible there, but for the present the Fraternity will prosper better 
under the guidance of a central governing power like the Gran Dieta. 

*• Under the impetus of this reorganization and unification of Masonic inter- 
ests, and with the confidence inspired by the great names of its eminent pro- 
moters, the Fraternity has already been planted upon a solid foundation, and 
there could be no brighter outlook for a prosperous future. 

" Nearly all of the particular lodges of the Republic, regardless of their former 
dependence, have transferred their allegiance to the Gran Dieta. Us constituent 
lodges now numbering about two hundred, and the membentlp aggregating 
about seven thousand. Of the former governing bodies, practically none exist 
except in name. The old Grand Orient of the Mexican National Rite consists of 
only a few lodges, and is recognized as regular Masonry by the Gran Dieta, 
because it was the first Masonic organization of that country, and was identified 
with the introduction of both Rites— -Scottish and York — and also because Benito 
Juarez, the elder, and many other men distinguished in connection with the 
restoration of the Republic, were enrolled among its members. It seems to be 
preserved as a kind of souvenir of the past. The Grand Lodge of Vera Cruz, 
and also that of the Federal District, still maintain a precarious existence, the 
former consisting of only a very few lodges, as I am reliably informed, and the 
latter presenting the anomaly of a Grand Lodge (so called) without a single sub- 
ordinate— the constituent lodges of both these former powers having submitted 
to the jurisdiction of the Gran Dieta, and by which these struggling bodies are 
denominated as irregular and clandestine. 

" All lodges in Mexico practice the Scottish Rite, except Toltec Lodge, No. 
520, in the City of Mexico, chartered in 1882 by the Grand Lodge of Missouri, 
and which will soon be allowed, at its own request, to pass under the jurisdiction 
of the Gran Dieta, if it has not already done so. At one time I was of the opinion 
that we should not recognize a Foreign Grand Body of the Scotch Rite, and so 
expressed myself in a special report on Masonry in Mexico in 1887, when I was 
chairman of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence. While I still adhere to 
the general observations and recommendations of that report, which counseled 
delay in the matter of recognition as matters then stood, I have become better 
' informed, and have changed my opinion in regard to our relations to the Scottish 
Rite ; ana since the Supreme Councils of Scottish Rite Masonry have declared 
many years ago that they will never interfere with Symbolic Masonry of any 
rite, but will leave the first three degrees to the control of independent gov- 
erning bodies, created by the lodges themselves, there is no reason why Symbolic 
Masonry of the Scottish Rite should not be welcomed to the sisterhood of Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodges. This Rite prevails in most of the Spanish-speaking 
countries of both hemispheres. 

"The Grand Lodge of Texas has for fifty years, by a standing resolution, 
permitted Scottish Rite Masons to visit and affiliate in our lodges, and we have 
already recognized the Grand Lodge of * Colon and Cuba/ which, if I mistake 
not, practices the Scottish Rite. It is deemed immaterial to inquire whether the 
Supreme Council of the A. and A. Scottish Rite for the Southern Jurisdiction 
recognizes the Gran Dieta, for that would be in a sense deferring or delegating 
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to another Masonic power of which we, as Master Masons, can know nothing, 
the function of determining for us whom we should recognize, and when, too, 
that same power has formally relinquished ull control of Blue Lodge Masonry 
of its own rite. But were it material to so inquire, it would be found that the 
Gran Dleta though absolutely independent, resulted from the treaty of Decem- 
ber 24, 1889, between the Supreme Council of Mexico and the various bodies of 
Blue Lodge Masonry, and that the Supreme Council of Mexico originated from 
and has always been recognized by the Supreme Council of the Southern Juris- 
diction. Our only inquiry should be, did the Gran Dieta originate from bodies 
of regular Masonry, and is it now independent and supreme within its terri- 
tory ? Of all this there can now be no further doubt or question. 7 ' 

After the formal recognition of the Oran Dieta Simbolica of Mexico by the 
Grand Lodge, M.\ W.\ Josti Rassembbrqer, as representative thereof, was 
received and cordially welcomed. 

The Grand Lodge did not concur in the report of the committee " that the 
wearing of robes by the officers of a sub-lodge is unnecessary and improper," 
so we are to suppose it is a practice subject to the discretion of the officers of 
each lodge. 

The Masonic Widows 1 and Orphans' Home Fund has increased $12,596 the 
past year, aggregating now $40,848. 

A large amount of business before the Grand Body, and a full docket before 
the Committee on Grievances. 

The declaration of the Grand Lodge that "the totalled Grand Lodge located 
at Worthington, Ohio, is irregular, Illegal, illegitimate, and clandestine," will be 
the unanimous verdict of all Grand Lodges ; but to our mind no further notice 
of said rebellion was needed than the official notice from the Grand Lodge of 
Ohio, with which the Grand Lodge of Texas is in affiliation. We are somewhat 
surprised that the committee should also embrace in their report (as stated) "a 
letter from the Supreme Council 38°. " We were not aware that the Grand Lodge 
of Texas was in affiliation and correspondence with said Supreme Gounctl, and 
hence cannot but consider the insertion of said proclamation an error on the 
part of the committee and manifestly improper. It seems to us that some one 
has been caught napping.

For per- 
sonal courtesy snd appreciation, we are under obligations.

M.\ W.\ William G. Van Horne, Grand Master, the representatives of seven 
lodges, and New York by M.\ W.\ JonN S. Scott. 

Peace at home and abroad is the watchword of the Grand Master. Marked 
progress had been made in the membership the past year, and the indications for 
the future are bright and promising. One new lodge had been created by dis- 
pensation, and not a single decision bad been called for. Happy Grand Master ! 

In the near future the Grand Lodge expects to have a home of its own in 
Salt Lake City, and just cause of congratulation Is expressed at the liberality of 
the lodges in the line of charity, two lodges reportiug an average of over seven 
dollars per capita. 

The Grand Secretary in his report has the following, which has a local sig- 
nificance to us : 

" I wish to call your attention to M.\ W.\ Bro. Scott. For the first time he 
wears to-day the jewel of the Grand Lodge of New York, of which he is the 
Grand Representative near Utah. Bro. Scott is proud of it, and he has a right 
to be, for there is no other great Grand Lodge on the whole globe like that of 
New York. M.\ W.\ Bro. Samuel Paul -n ears a jewel as Grand Representative 
of the Grand Lodge of Louisiana. Both jewels may be more costly than ours, 
but they are not more beautiful, and I firmly believe that our Grand Represent- 
ative near New York, R.\ W.\ Bro. Frank A. Kirtland, will agree with me 
when our jewel is handed him." 

He has the gratification of seeing a fulfillment of his prophecies and the sat- 
isfaction of knowing, " that he has not lived for a quarter of a century under the 
shadow of the Mormon Temple in vain." The Grand Lodge has reached its ma- 
jority, and we hope that the revival begun last year, may be but the precursor 
to increased growth and enlarged usefulness. It cauuot well be otherwise, for we 
should infer from the evidence before us that the motto of every lodge is, "to 
give is better than to receive." 

The cut of the jewel adopted for Grand Representatives, shows it to be very 
appropriate. 

" It represents Utah's greatest phenomenon, the Great Salt Lake, embel- 
ished with Masonic emblems : Black Rock displaying the square and compass ; 
on the right, the pillar " to establish," on the left, the pillar of strength ; the 
waves of the water, bearing the motto Semper Kuldis, breaking on the Mosaic 
pavement; in the distance, the islands, and over all, the sun sett Jug in the west." 

The following legislation was adopted having reference to non-affiliates : 

14 Keaolvfd, That all non-affiliated Masons in this Grand Jurisdiction shall 
have the privilege of visiting lodges for the period of six months, but such uon- 
affiliates shall petition some lodge within thirty duys thereafter for membership, 
or contribute to some chartered lodge in this Grand Jurisdiction its regular dues, 
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and Id case of non-compliance, shall be debarred from all Masonic rights and 
privileges, as follows : 

41 1. They shall not be allowed to yisit any lodge. 

"2. They shall not be allowed to appear in any Masonic procession. 

" 8. They shall not be entitled to Masonic charity. 

"4. They shall not be entitled to Masonic burial. 

"They shall be deemed drones in the hiye of Masonry, and unworthy our 
protection as Masons. 

"And be it further rtnuiwd, That this resolution shall be printed on the back 
of each dimit granted in this jurisdiction." 

Upon the question of the Fraternal Congress proposed by the Grand Lodge 
of Kentucky, the Grand Master was requested to appoint six delegates who are 
to pay their own expenses. With refereuce to the benefit to be derived from 
any such meeting, outside of the personal pleasure to be gained by meeting Fel- 
low Craftsmen from all parts of the country, R.\ W.\ Bro. Diehl, in his report 
on Correspondence, aptly says : 

11 We fancy that a discussion of important Masonic questions will endlike the 
ouarrel did over the pronunciation of the word ' either.' An Englishman insisted 
that it was * i-ther,' and American held for * e-ther.' It was left to an Irishman, 
who said * it's na-ther, for it's a-ther.' "

R.\ W.\ Christopher Dibhl presents his seventeenth report on Correspond- 
ence (102 pp.), covering the proceedings of fifty-five Grand Bodies, and it should 
be of inestimable service to the Craft of this jurisdiction. He is sound as a nut 
upon the almost universal law that a Master Mason can affiliate where he pleases, 
regardless of residence. 

New York for 1891 has a happy report, and while extending his congratula- 
tions on the Lemm case, objects very decidedly to the requirement that the can- 
didate be healed by the Grand Master of New Jersey ; takes the sound position 
that having received the degree in a regular lodge, he was a regular Mason. We 
have no doubt this was done in a spirit of concession, In order to have an amicable 
settlement of an unfortunate controversy. In thus yielding to a requirement of 
New Jersey law, we do not understand it as establishing a precedent, for in our 
opinion the principle involved is contrary to generally accepted Masonic usage.

M.\ W.\ George W. Wing, Grand Master, the representatives of one hun- 
dred lodges, and New York by W.\ Frank Plumlet. 

R.\ W.\ Dan. Lton, P.-. G.\ T., the oldest Past Grand officer living, was 
presented to the Grand Lodge and fraternally welcomed. 
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The Grand Master's Address (14 pp.) is a faithful report of official service* 
Fraternal tribute is paid to the memory of those who had been officially honored, 
including W.\ Franklin H. Bascom, whose death occurred November 17, 1890. 

" Id the Grand Lodge he had served upon the Committee of Credentials for 
some years, and held various appointed offices. In the Grand Chapter he was 
Grand King, and in the Grand Commandery, Grand Treasurer at the time of his 
death. In the Grand Council R. and S. M. he was P.'. M.\ I.'. G.\ M. f and was 
Treasurer of the General Grand Council R. and 8. M. of the U. 8. He was- 
created a Sovereign Grand Inspector General of the 83° grade, and an honorary 
member of the Supreme Council A. A. S. R., in 1882, and was crowned an active 
member thereof In 1884. He was Grand Representative of the Grand Lodge 
of Louisiana, Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Texa«, Grand Council R. and S. M. 
of Kansas, aud the Grand Commandery of Nebraska. 

" Few Masons in this jurisdiction were so well known abroad as Bro. 
Bascom. He was zealous, industrious, persevering, and active in all that per- 
tained to the Order or any branch of it. In his public life, not free from disap- 
pointments, he did well and faithfully his part. Such offices as his party con- 
ferred upon him were satisfactorily discharged, and he would have filled with 
honor and dignity any position to which he might have been elected or 
appointed." 

W.\ Lafayette B. Soper, Grand Tiler, died May 15, 1891. 

" He had filled with honor and distinction the position of D.\ D.\ G.\ M. r 
and was appointed Grand Tyler in 1887, which position he held at the time of his 
death." 

Special record is made of one of the veterans of the Craft, R.\ W.\ John B. 
Hollenbbck, P.*. G.\ Secretary, who died at Burlington, May 24, 1891, at the 
advanced age of ninety-nine years, three months, and .thirteen days. It is a 
gratification to us to illuminate our record wtth the followtnglmeution : 

" He was a true sou of Vermont, and when he heard the British troops were 
approaching Plattsburgh, he was one of the first to enlist to repel the invaders. 
He was annually elected to the office of Justice of the Peace, holding a con- 
tinuous service of forty years. 

" Bro. Hollenbbck early took an active interest In the Masonic Institution, 
and soon after attaining his majority joined the Fraternity. He was made a 
Master Mason in Friendship Lodge, No. 24, of Charlotte, May 5, 1814 ; exalted 
in Jerusalem Chapter of vergennes, September 16, 1816. Removing to Bur- 
lington, he affiliated with Washington Lodge and Burlington Chapter, and in 
1850 was knighted in Burlington Commandery No. 2. He was Grand Secretary 
of the Grand Lodge from 1833 to 1862 ; Grand Secretary of the Grand R. A. 
Chapter from 1855 to 1871 ; Grand Recorder of the Grand Council R. »nd S. M. 
from 1854 to 1871, and Grand Recorder of the Grand Commandery from 1851 to 
1872. At the age of four score years, after active service for forty years in these 
Grand Bodies, he laid aside i he cares of office, but to the very last retained his 
Interest in all that pertained to the conduct and welfare of the Grand Lodge of 
Vermont. He had been the custodian of its archives and records at a time when 
it required moral courage to be known as a Mason, or to avow one's self as such. 
But he quailed not before the anti-Masonic storm, and was one of the faithful 
who kept the altar fires alight during that dark period, and lived to see it once 
more take its place among those institutions laboring for the advancement and 
upbuilding of humanity, honored and respected by all." 

At the District Meetings, of which thirteen had been held, there had been 
Increased attendance, and their benefit is shown in the improvement in the work. 

The Craft is in a prosperous condition, and the Grand Master, in his refer- 
ence thereto, offers the following suggestions : 

" Every lodge has meetings at which there is nothing to do except to trans- 
act the routine business. Now, if at such meetings, or at meetings, called 
specially for that purpose, some member of the lodge would read to the brethren 
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assembled the report of the Committee on Correspondence, a review of all the 
proceedings of the Grand Lodges with whom we sustain fraternal relations, I am 
sure the brethren would be interested in the living, vital issues of the day, and 
that the results would be more reading and thinking Masons, and an increased 
attendance at such gatherings." 

In order that every obstacle in the way of an amicable adjustment of the 
difference existing between the Grand Lodges of Quebec and England, might be 
removed, the Grand Lodge of Vermont vacated its order of non-intercourse with 
the Grand Lodge of England. 

The following will receive consideration at the next Annual Communication : 

" fie*ok>ed, That hereafter the air line rule governing the jurisdiction over 
towns in which no lodge is located be abolished, and that concurrent jurisdiction 
over all 6uch towns be given to the lodges located in towns contiguous thereto." 

It may work harmoniously, but we doubt It.

34th Communication. SEATTLE. June 9, 1891. 

M.\ W.*. James E. Edmiston, Grand Master, and the representatives of 
sixty-two lodges. 

Tlie Grand Lodge was most kindly welcomed on behalf of the Masonic 
Bodies at Seattle, and on invitation, during the session laid the corner-stone of 
the New Masonic Temple about to be erected in the " Queen City by the sea." 

The Grand Master in his Annual Address (10 pp.) gives a resume of his 
official work, and voices the glad announcement of peace and harmony through- 
out the jurisdiction. Eight new lodges have been created by dispensation. 

We should consider that a lodge had the authority to confer the degrees 
of Masonry upon a candidate belonging to another lodge— at its request— with- 
out any dispensation by the Grand Master, and that such action would be regu- 
lar in all respects. 

We do not agree with the Grand Master, " that jurisdiction over a candidate, 
once obtained by a lodge, is absolute and never lost." It certainly would be con- 
trolled by the law of the jurisdiction, as long as the candidate remained a 
resident thereof, but when he has removed from the jurisdiction and acquired 
a residence in another Grand Jurisdiction, the principle is no longer applicable, 
but must be governed by the regulations prevalent in the new jurisdiction. In 
any event it is not a matter subject to the action of the Grand Master, so far as 
any waiver is concerned, but the right and privilege of the lodge. 

The adoption of some general regulation, with reference to rejected mate- 
rial, uniform in all jurisdictions, seems to be a necessity and would prevent many 
complaints for infringement between lodges of different Grand Jurisdictions. 

From the decisions reported we select two, wherein we cannot see consist- 
ency, for if No. 4 was according to the law of this jurisdiction, then No. 7 Is 
incorrect. 

" No. 4. Can a druggist, who sells liquor by the drink, or in small quantities, 
be accepted in the Masonic Lodge ? 

'* Answer. — If he sells by the drink, or in any other manner, for the purpose 
of furnishing a beverage, he is not eligible to the degrees in Masonry. 

" No. 7. Can a lodge receive the petition of a saloon keeper for affiliation ? 

"Answer.— Yes." 

We agree with the Grand Master in the decision " that a man who has lost 
one eye, but has full power of sight in the remaining one, is eligible for the 
degrees of Masonry," and the Grand Lodge sustained the decision, although the 
Committee on Jurisprudence reported adversely. The comparison by the Com- 
mittee is rather forced, we think. 

A resolution was introduced that " a general congress or convention of 
Free and Accepted Masons of the United States be held, by their representatives 
duly chosen for the purpose of mutual interchange of Masonic sentiment and 
feeling, in Chicago, June 24, 1893." Action thereon was postponed until next 
year, when we presume it will die a natural death. A meeting of Masons from 
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different parts of the country would be pleasant in its social aspect, but as far 
as any practical utility is concerned would amount to nothing.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (128 pp.) furnishes an interesting review of 
the Proceedings of fifty-four Grand Bodies, well and ably presented by R.\ W.\ 
Thomas M. Reed. 

He is of the opinion that " perpetual jurisdiction " soon will be treated 
Masonlcally as among the wondrous relics of the past ; Inclines to the belief that 
the requirement, that previous to installation a Master should exhibit his ability 
to confer the degrees of Freemasonry, would serve an admirable purpose If 
adopted in all Grand Jurisdictions ; does not agree witli the Delaware decision, 
that one who refuses to swear, but is willing to affirm, cannot be made a Mason. 
We can well understand that there may be exceptional cases, when a person has 
conscientious scruples about taking the oath in the usual manner ; if so, we 
should think an affirmation just as binding. 

New Tork for 1891 has a generous notice, and we thank our brother for his 
complimentary words and approval of our position.

After a pleasant salutation the Grand Master, in his Annual Address (16 pp.), 
presents the official record of the year. Dispensations had been issued for two 
new lodges, and we agree with the decision " that a ballot having been closed 
and the candidate declared rejected, it cannot be re-opened. " 

We note the 6trange announcement made that "the Junior Warden of a 
certain lodge had received the Past Master's degree before being installed into 
said office." We are under the impression that this degree or ceremony is con- 
fined exclusively to the Master dect % aud that a Warden is not entitled to it. 

Recognition refused the Grand Lodge of New Zealand until the Grand 
Lodges of England, Scotland, and Ireland give their formal consent to the or- 
ganization of the new Grand Lodge. 

Twenty-one pages of the proceedings are devoted to a critical examination 
of the by-laws of the lodges. 

The Proceedings contain woodcuts of M.\ W.*. John M. Hamilton, Grand 
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Master, M.\ W.\ William H. H. Fuck, P.\ G.\ M., and also accounts of nine 
special communications held for ceremonial purposes.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

In the report on Correspondence (57 pp.) M.\ W.\ George W. Atkinson 
reviews the proceedings of forty-one Grand Bodies, including New York, for 
1890. 

The following reason explains why they are briefer than usual, and possibly 
accounts for the fact that we did not receive the proceedings in time for our 
last year's report : 

" He is frank in his admission that no man, however great his energy and 
Industry may be, can fill a seat in the American Congress, and perform his duties 
at all satisfactorily to his constituents, and find time to write a systematic re- 
view of all the Grand Lodges of the world. As Josh Billings used to say, * The 
thing can't be did.' Next year, Providence permitting, his usual ' long-winded ' 
report may be expected, as the writer has retired to the shades of private life." 

We note, under Vermont, the following explanation in regard to the point 
noted in our present report. We should think as a side issue it would be more 
honored in the breach than in the observance. 

" Our brother seems surprised that the Grand Lodge of .West Virginia re- 
quires all brethren before being Installed in a Warden's chair to take the Past 
Master's degree. Tbi* has always been the custom in Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia. Our Grand Lodge, however, is inclined to let up on this requirement. 
Long ago we pronounced against it, as being no part of Blue Lodge Masonry. 
The P. M. degree which our Grand Lodge has all along required is not by any 
means the same as the one given in the Chapter. It is a sort of a side degree, 
which is intended to impress upon the brother an important moral lesson. It 
certainly does no harm to require it. The greatest objection I can see to it is 
that it dignifies as a degree that which is not and never was a degree of 
Masonry."

27th Communication. MARTINSBURQ. November 10, 1891. 

M.\ W.\ John M. Hamilton, Grand Master, and the representatives of 
eighty-five lodges. 

Among the special communications held during the year is one, March 21, 
1891, to pay the last tribute of respect to the memory of M.\ W.\ Charles H. 
Colli br, P.*. G.\ M., and also of the Lodge of Sorrow held the next day in 
memory of M.\ W.\ Gborge Baird, P.\ G.\ M. (1876-77), and Grand Lecturer 
for twenty years, and of M.\ W.\ Charles H. Collier, P.-. G.\ M. (1887), and 
many years Grand Lecturer. The eulogies and addresses upon the occasion were 
appropriate and beautiful memorials to the memory of the distinguished Crafts- 
men in whose honor they had assembled. 

The Graud Master delivered a lengthy address (20 pp.). The growth seems 
to be healthy, and the best of feeling and fellowship among the Craft. One new 
lodge created by dispensation. The following is reported : 

" 1. A non-affiliated Master Mason, residing in the jurisdiction of Ohio, peti- 
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lions a subordinate lodge of that State for initiation, and Is rejected. Held : 
That he thereby waived his rights as a non-affiliated Mason, and voluntarily 
placed himself under the perpetual jurisdiction of Ohio. 

"2. If the application in the case lust cited had been for affiliation only, he 
would not be barred from making application to a lodge in this State for affilia- 
tion, without the consent of the proper authorities of Ohio." 

This is strange both as a proceeding and as a decision, and we do not think 
we can do better than present the conclusions of the Committee on Jurispru- 
dence as embodying the correct view. 

" How a man who has once beeu made a Master Mason can forget that he is a 
Mason, and again petition for degrees, is inexplicable upon any other theory 
than that of paralysis of the brain ; such a man must be a lunatic, and therefore 
not responsible for bis conduct. But suppose him sane, and that being a non- 
affiliated Master Mason, he presents a petition for initiation and Is rejected, can 
the rejecting lodge retain such perpetual jurisdiction over him as to prevent 
another lodge from receiving his petition for membership ? Can he be said to 
have ' waived his rights as a non-affiliated Mason ? ' The answer to these ques- 
tions will doubtless be suggested by asking another : Can a Master Mason, 
under any circumstances, voluntarily divest himself of his obligations and his 
rights as a Mason, and become again one of the profane ? Can he, by any act of 
his own, wipe out the past— obliterate every vestige of his Masonry— and place 
himself in precisely the position he occupied when he first sent a petition to the 
nearest lodge? Certainly he cannot. 'Once a Mason always a Mason,' has 
become a familiar maxim. A Mason may, as the punishment of bis own im- 

E roper conduct, be expelled, but he Is not thereby relieved from his obligations. 
le may neglect to exercise his rights as a Mason, but he does not thereby 
destroy them. The committee is therefore of opinion, that, in the case presented, 
the candidate cannot be held to have waived auy right which he possessed. The 
•circumstances are so anomalous as to suggest that there must have been some 
mistake about the matter, and that the petition was really a reouest for affilia- 
tion and membership, and not for degrees. If it was a petition for membership, 
of course the jurisdiction of the rejecting lodge is not perpetual, as is correctly 
stated in the Grand Master's decision No. 2. If it was a petition for initiation, 
then it was a foolish act, but it did not divest the applicant of any rights he 
theretofore possessed, and no jurisdiction attaches to the rejecting lodge. This 
is the only case In which the committee asks leave to dissent from the decisions 
announced by the Grand Master." 

Upon the state of facts embraced In the report of the Grand Lecturer, and 
to some exteut in the reports of the D.*. D.\ G.\ Masters, we think the best 
interests of the Craft would be subserved by an energetic effort for thorough 
instruction of the lodges in the esoteric work. To accomplish this, it must be 
made some one's business. The Grand Lodge took a step in the right direction 
In the appolutment of a committee to formulate a plan for the dissemination of 
the correct work. 

We hope the resolution " requiring the Grand Secretary to have the proceed- 
ings of that and subsequent Annual Communications printed and transmitted 
within nasty days thereafter " will not become a dead letter. They were on time 
the present year. We should like to see this adopted and practiced in all Grand 
Jurisdictions. The extraordinary delay in some Grand Jurisdictions is entirely 
unnecessary. 

Brief biographical sketches, with wood cuts, are given of M.\ W.\ Lewis 
N. Tavbnheb, G.\ M. ; M.\ W.\ Charles J. Faulkner, P.*. G.\ M. ; and M.\ 
W.\ William G. Bennett, P.*. G.\ M. We like this custom, but would sug- 
gest that a phototype would be an improvement.

M.\ W.\ N, M. Littlejohn, Grand Master, the representatives of two 
hundred lodges, and New York by W.\ M. L. Young. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Master (44 pp.) is permeated with words of 
wise counsel and judicious admonitions. The year had been one of prosperity, 
and the selection of material made " with more care and greater fidelity to 
the interests of the Craft." Four dispensations grau ted for new lodges. Words 
of kindly remembrauce are recorded of those who have gone before, among the 
number being R.\ W.\ John Mathewbon, P.*. G.\ J.\ W., and R.\ W.\ John 
H. Roukdtree, P.'. G.\ J.*. W. The last named took an active part in the 
organization of the Grand Lodge, and was of prominence politically and Mason- 
ically. 

Among the decisions reported, the following we should judge to be gov- 
erned by local regulations. 

" Answer 1. — A lodge cannot surrender jurisdiction of material living in its 
own jurisdiction. See Constitution, Sect. 6, Art. 10. The exception to this rule 
Is where such material lives nearer a lodge in another State. See Sect. 2, 
Art. 10." 

Reports having by special dispensation, in fourteen instances, granted per- 
mission for the use of lodge rooms by the Order of the Eastern Star. We com- 
mend his judgment, for certainly the organization referred to is worthy of the 
support and countenance of every true Mason. He very aptly says : 

" I have in some instances observed that the organization of a Chapter of the 
Eastern Star hus been followed by an awakened interest in Masonry. If its 
introduction shall have the effect to remove the prejudice and objection to oar 
Order, often entertained by the gentler sex, its influence will be beneficial. If 
our efforts to care for the needy and to relieve the unfortunate can be sup- 
plemented by the tender care and refining influence of woman, additional good 
may be accomplished." 

A considerable portion of the address is devoted to a consideration of the 
mission of Freemasonry, with reference to universal peace and harmony. While 
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good in theory, we can see nothing practical in the suggestions. The interests of 
onr Institution will be best subserved in doing the work which legitimately 
belongs to It. It has within itself a grand object and aim, toward the consum- 
mation of which our best energies should be devoted. 

The Grand Lecturer reports that the attendance of officers and members of 
lodges, at the meetings held for instruction, had been better than in former 
years, and the interest fully maintained. 

The Grand Lodge concurred with the Committee "that it was unnecessary 
to create any permanent Charity Fund at the present time," 

An amendment to the Constitutions proposed, " allowing representatives 
per diem and mileage " ; and also, " that the Grand Master and Deputy Grand 
Blaster shall hold office for one year only, and not be eligible for re-election." 
The last we consider objectionable, and a matter to be left entirely to the dis- 
cretion of the representatives. Circumstances might occur wherein it might be 
advantageous, and possibly a necessity that such officers should hold over more 
than one term, in which case it would be manifestly unwise to have a consti- 
tutional provision prohibiting same. 

From the digest of decisions we excerpt the following for information : 

U A lodge shall lose jurisdiction of rejected material when petitioner has 
ceased to be a member of its jurisdiction for five successive years. 

" Provided, however, That action shall not be had upon any such petition 
until at least three weeks' notice of the reception thereof shall be given per- 
sonally or by mail to the W.\ M.\ or Secretary of the lodge in which this mate- 
rial was rejected."

harmony of action, prosperity among the subordinate bodies, the fruition of 
labor, and association, In enlarged views, and practical development of the

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Divine injunction, charity toward all. Long may it continue, and we record this 
Qrand Lodge in line with the others. 

The Grand Master had made eight official visits, and wc have no doubt the 
outgrowth will be shown in increased earnestness on the part of the lodges thus 
honored. It is an economic expense. 

In view of the fact that the to-called Grand Lodge of Ontario (Canada) is an 
irregular body, the decision of the Grand Master could not have been other than 
against the application. 

The proposition of the Grand Lodge of Kentucky for the holding of a Fra- 
ternal Congress in Chicago, August, 1893, met the approval of the Grand Lodge, 
and six delegates were appointed. 

We agree with the Report of the Committee on Jurisprudence upon the 
matters referred to them. Upon the regulation, however, making unanimmt* 
consent necessary to a relinquishment of jurisdiction over rejected candidates, 
we respectfully refer to our comments uuder Arkansas. 

A committee was appointed to report and recommend an "official work' 1 to 
be used in the jurisdiction.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

R.\ W.\ William L. Kuykendall gives a report on Correspondence 
(64 pp.), in which the proceedings of forty-one Grand Bodies have a thorough 
and intelligent review. Our brother has pronounced and positive views upon 
some points with which we are not in harmony, but nevertheless have been 
interested in his presentation of them. We regard Freemasonry as a voluntary 
association, and as such we think the consensus of opinion and custom Is that 
a Master Mason can select his Masonic Home where he choses, i.e., he is not 
circumscribed by jurisdictional lines, State or otherwise, in selecting a lodge to 
which he may apply for affiliation. 

We agree that a Grand Master has no control over a lodge in Its action upon 
a release of jurisdiction over material, but in the adjustment of such matters 
between lodges of different Grand Jurisdictions, the better course seems to be 
that all such requests should be transmitted through the Grand Masters of the 
respective jurisdictions. Experience has proven that compliance therewith 
would have prevented troublesome complications in the past. We do not how- 
ever consider that a Grand Master would have any power to approve or disapprove 
the (regular) action of the lodge, and hence do not go to the cxteut of the Penn- 
sylvania requirement. 

We regard the New York regulation in relation to dismission and affiliation 
aaa method of procedure which could be wisely adopted In all Grand Jurisdic- 
tions. Its tendency is to prevent involuntary uu-afflliation. 

We thank our brother for his generous notice of New fork for 1891, and 
shall have to omit other points which we had noted in this admirable report, for 
a perfectly apparent reason.

The Proceedings embrace reports of two special communications held for 
the purpose of laying the corner-stones of public buildings ; and we like the 
course of the Grand Master in directing, immediately after the formal opening, 
that all Master Masons in good standing be admitted to the sessions of the 
Grand Lodge. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Master is very brief ; general prosperity is 
reported, three dispensations issued for new lodges, and fraternal tribute paid 
to the memory of M.\ W.\ Henry Bkown, P.-. G.\ M. and Grand Secretary of 
the Grand Lodge. " The death of this brother (March 15, 1891) removes one 
whose wise and prudent management of the affairs of his office had contributed 
greatly to the advantage of the jurisdiction." The Grand Lodge honored itself 
by an appropriation toward a monument to be erected in his memory. 

Recognition was extended to the Grand Lodges of North Dakota and Tas- 
mania.

M.\ W.\ J. Ross Robertson, Grand Master, the representatives of tliree 
hundred and two lodges, and New York, by its representative M.\ W.\ Bro. 
Robertson. 

Full reports are given of the public ceremonial occasions ; viz., the laying of 
the corner-stones of a school and three places of worship. 

Th3 Annual Address of the Grand Master (18 pp.) is worthy of earnest con- 
sideration by the brethren. One dispensation issued for a new lodge ; fraternal 
tribute is paid to the memory of M.\ W.\ Jambs A. Henderson, P.-. G.\ M.; 
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and the past year had been marked by evidences of advancement and material 
progress. We commend his course in eliminating from the Address all routine 
business, which very properly can be embraced under the Grand Secretary's 
report. 

Mention Is made of the gratification afforded him in his visit to England and 
his reception in the mother Grand Lodge. 

He journeyed over the entire jurisdiction, visiting one hundred and thirty 
lodges, "coveriug nearly ten thousand miles of travel, one thousand of 
which being by road," and came in contact with about one-half of the entire 
membership. We have no doubt that the zeal and earnestness of the Grand 
Master, in this respect, will be productive of good results. Such visits are of 
incalculable benefit to the interests of the Fraternity. As the result of his ob- 
servations, he was enabled to present important matters before the Grand Lodge, 
looking to the correction of evils and carelessness in the discharge of duty, and 
urge the importance of their correction. 

The reproduction of the following will do no harm : 

" Numerical growth in Masonry is not indicative of the succefs for which 
we are anxious, and although we 'desire to add to our membership, we pre- 
eminently desire to avoid the difficulties which present themselves when we 
make too many members and too few Masons, and for that reason we should 
see that all who are permitted to enter should be men who in morals and man- 
ners are respected by the community in which they live, are provident and 
careful in their living, and, as good citizens, are eager to take part and encour- 
age ali influences for good. Such men, becoming Masons, ought to be regular in 
their attendance at the lodge meetings. An hour or two once a month is not 
a great part of a man's time. The force of example, either for good or had, is 
strong, and if the older brethren will but lead the way and show that they value 
the lodge reunions, our youthful members will follow in their footsteps.'' 

The thorough business character of the Address, its wise and prudential 
suggestions, demand the consideration of the Craft. 

The centennial of the Craft in this jurisdiction occurs this year, and it is 
proposed to duly celebrate the auspicious event. 

Among the decisions reported we note the following: 

"2. A brother who is a P. M. of this jurisdiction, and a P. G. J. W. of a 
foreign jurisdiction, cannot rank as an R. W. in this jurisdiction. 

"11. A brother who severs bis connection with a lodge must be granted a 
certificate of his standing, providing that he is not charged with a Masonic 
offence. His desire being granted, he cannot withdraw his request, even at the 
same meeting, but must be proposed for affiliation in the usual way. 

"43. A native of Canada, who resides hi a foreign jurisdiction for eleven 
months and returns to Canada, is eligible for Masonry in this jurisdiction. To 
have lived outside of the jurisdiction for over twelve months and then return 
would compel him to obtain permission from the foreign jurisdiction to which 
he properly belongs. 

" 44. A resident of Canada, who is rejected by a lodge and goes temporarily 
to a foreign jurisdiction, obtains his degrees and returns, and then applies as 
a visitor for admission, should be refused entrance. 

"50. A person desirous of being initiated must reside absolutely twelve 
months in the jurisdiction of the lodge he desires to join, or have a certificate 
of character from the lodge within whose jurisdiction he has resided." 

The reports of the D.\ D.\ Grand Masters cover one hundred and two pages 
and furnish a minute account of the standing of each lodge. Every lodge, with 
the exception of two, had been visited, which is a remarkable evidence of the 
thoroughness of the work done by these active and earnest officials. 
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The Committee on Constitution and Laws made the following report on the 
subject matter stated : 

" 4. That the use of spirituous liquors as a beverage be discontinued at all 
refreshment tables in connection with Masonic lodges under the jurisdiction of 
the Grand Lodge of Canada. 

" The Board think the adoption of this amendment to the constitution would 
be an unwarrantable interference by Grand Lodge with the rights of lodges, and 
that this Is a question that each lodge will decide for itself." 

Official recognition was extended the Grand Lodge of Tasmania.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (65 pp.) — W.\ Henry Robertson— is a valuable 
review of the proceedings of fifty-four Grand Bodies. 

Considers that a lodge has the power to remit the dues of a worthy member, 
who is unable to pay them, which we consider simple justice ; that the refusal to 
recognize foreign Grand Lodges, because the parent Grand Lodges had not 
given their consent to their formation, is a lame and impotent conclusion ; in 
this we agree, but think it is subject to qualification by other considerations in 
exceptional cases. Believing 'in the universality of Masonry, considers that a 
Past Officer, on his affiliation with any lodge in this jurisdiction, should carry 
his rank with him and be recognized and enjoy the privileges pertaining there- 
to ; this we consider to be the correct course, although contrary to the decision 
of the Grand Lodge of Canada. 

New York does not appear among the number reviewed, but as the excuse 
is a valid one, we anticipate making one of the circle another year.

M.\ W.\ James A. Ovas, Grand Master, the representatives of thirty lodges, 
New York by R.\ W.\ John W. Harris, and R.\ W.\ T. 8. Elliot, P.\ G.\ 8.\ 
W., Grand Lodge of Scotland, as a visitor. 

The Grand Master bad made many official visitations, profitable to himself 
and of advantage to the Craft ; and as evincing the peace and harmony pre- 
vailing, no question of dispute or complaint had been submitted. Five new 
lodges created by dispensation. We are pleased to know he had " on several oc- 
casions refused to grant dispensations to appear in regalia at balls and public 
dinners." Unless strictly a Masonic occasion or gathering, better be refused in 
all cases. 

This jurisdiction mourns the loss of W.\ Duncan McArtiiur, P.*. G.\ Tiler, 
and R.\ W.\ Gilbert McMioken, P.*. G.\ 8.*. W., a brother of prominence in

" As a public man he had few, if any, equals, and was the oldest member of 
the Canadian Parliament, with a record of forty-seven years of unbroken ser- 
vice." 

In the reports of one of the D.\ D.\ G.\ Masters, acknowledgment is made 
" of a bronze medal, commemorating the freedom of the Craft of New York from 
debt, from R.\ W.\ Bbo. Ehleks, and thanks are extended to R.\ W.\ Thomas 
Moore, D.\ D.\ G.\ M., of New York, for courtesies extended." 

The Grand Lodge declined to recognize the Grand Lodge of New Zealaud

ation of the lodges throughout the jurisdiction.

PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND. 

16th Communication. CHARLOTTETO WN. June SJ^ 1891. 

M.\ W.\ John W. Morrison, Grand Master, the representatives of twelve 
lodges, and New York by W.\ John J. G. Weldon. 

The Grand Master reports a favorable condition of the Craft, and offers some 
wise recommendations. Having been contemporary with Masonry for the past 
fifty years, he furnishes the following interesting item of Masonic history in this 
province : 

" Brethren, you are aware that this Grand Lodge was organized on the 24th 
of June, 1875, and that we have no account on the records of the first iodge char- 
tered In this province. I think 4t advisable to do so on this occasion. On the 
9th day of October, 1797, Saint John's Lodge, now No. 1 in this jurisdiction, re- 
ceived a charter or warrant from the English Provincial Grand Lodge of Nova 
Scotia under No. 26, subsequently from the Grand Lodge of England, the 
then Governor of this island, General Edmund Fanning, being a charter 
member. At that time this province was called Saint John's Island, and in con- 
sequence of many mistakes of letters and merchandise addressed to persons in 
the island by being carried through mistake to Saint John's, Newfoundland ; or 
Saint John, New Brunswick ; or Saint John's ou the Labrador coast, or else- 
where, by act of Parliament the name was changed to that of Prince Edward 
Island on the 20th day of November, 1798, and received the Royal allowance 
February 1, 1799, In grateful remembrance of that peculiarly auspicious and 
happy period when this island was under the command of Lieutcnant-General 
his Royal Highness Prince Edward, Duke of Kent, Commander-in-chief of his 
Majesty's forces in Nova Scotia, Island Saint John, Cape Breton, and Newfound- 
land, and the father of her most gracious Majesty the Queen. Saint John's 
Lodge is now nearly a century old, is one of our most prosperous lodges, and 
without a link being missing has come down to the present time, through the 
anti-Masonic persecution of 1826 to 1886, when many lodges on this continent 
went down, the total number of affiliated Masons then on the island being 
some eighteen, and the funds in a low condition. For sixty years, save a few 
years of the existence of Sussex Lodge, Saint John's Lodge was the only lodge 
on the island, Victoria No. 2 being organized in 1857." 

It Is not often we find a Grand Secretary omitting his name and office from 
the list of Grand Officers, but apparently R.\ W.\ Bro. Higgs, forgot himself 
this time. Lucky it was not some other^e^ow. 

Next place of meeting, Summerside, June, 1892.

QUEBEC. 

2M Communication. MONTREAL. January S8, 1891. 

M.\ W.\ Isaac H. Stearns, Grand Master, and the representatives of fifty- 
four lodges. 

The Grand Master, In his Aunual Address (13 pp.), has the gratification of 
reporting unanimity throughout the jurisdiction. One new lodge had been 
created by dispensation, and fraternal tribute of respect is paid to the memory 
of M.\ W.\ Col. J. B. Macleod Moore, Honorary Past Grand Master, whose 
death occurred September 1, 1890. 
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" He was initiated into Freemasonry in 1827, at the early age of seventeen 
Tears, in Aberdeen, Scotland ; received his Royal Arch Degrees in 1837, and was 
installed a Knight Templar in 1844. In 1&50 lie established the first Knight 
Templar Encampment ever held in Malta. Col. Moore came to Canada in 1852, 
holding at that time a staff appointment. In 1854 he assisted at the formation 
of Corinthian Lodge, Ottawa, and was its first Worshipful Master. In 1859 he 
organized Carlton R. A. Chapter, and was its first Principal Z. He also, in 1854, 
resuscitated the old dormant Templar Warrant of Hugh de Payens Encampment 
at Kingston, and from this period we may date the establishment, upon a con- 
stitutional basis, of the Templar Order In Canada, an Order to which our deceased 
brother devoted the best years of his life, and of which he was the acknowledged 
leader for over thirty-six years. On the formation of the Sovereign Great Priory 
of the Dominion of Canada, he was elected to the distinguished position of 
8upreme Grand Master, ad vitam. The name of our veteran nrother will long be 
remembered as that of one of the most cultured Masons of his day. He was an 
able writer, and on matters appertaining to Knights Templarism was justly con- 
sidered one of the greatest authorities in the world." 

In paying a merited complimeut to R.\ W.\ E. T. D. Chambers, Chairman 
of the Committee on Correspondence, the Grand Master says : 

" I feel it my duty to urge upon the brethren the importance of carefully 
reading these reports. No intelligent Mason can afford to be without the valu- 
able information therein contained. They constitute on important collection of 
Masonic news from all parts of the world, consisting of Masonic law and lore, 
facts and opinions, worthy of your attention and consideration, which It is 
almost impossible to obtain from any other source, and every true Craftsman 
should embrace the opportunity thus afforded him of obtaining wider and more 
correct views of the extent, power, and usefulness of our time-honored insti- 
tution." 

In relation to the matters in controversy between the Grand Lodges of 
Quebec and England, can report no change in the situation, but we should judge 
that M.\ W.\ Bro. Walkem, who undertook the mediation, entertains hope of 
success. 

It is the custom In this jurisdiction for the D.\ D.\ G.\ Master of each dis- 
trict to be nominated by the representatives of the lodges present at the Annual 
Communication, and we coincide with the Grand Master, that it is an unwise 
custom. The matter should be left with the Grand Master to appoint such 
brethren as are known to be well qualified for the duties of the office. 

The Constitutions were amended in many particulars. The Grand Chaplain 
gave a discourse before the Grand Lodge on " Masonry in the World. 1 * 
Next Annual Communication, Montreal, January, 1892. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

R.\ W.\ E. T. D. Chambers, in his fifth Annual Report on Correspondence 
(108 pp.), gives a good review of the proceedings of forty-eight Grand Bodies, 
including New York for 1890, which has complimentary notice. Our brother's 
opinions and criticisms are generally sound. 

In regard to our Report we have only to say, that, "if we are able to pre- 
sent thoroughly the condition of Masonry in the jurisdictions reviewed," we are 
well satisfied; even though there may be "no extensive comments." In this 
respect, however, we intend to cover that which is of importance and is worthy 
of notice.

ENGLAND. 

We have the Proceedings of the United Grand Lodge of England at the 
various Quarterly Communications. 

At the Annual Grand Festival, held April 29, 1891, H. JR. H. the Prince of 
Wales was proclaimed as Grand Master. Among the visitors present we note 
R.\ W.\ Geohge Hayes, P.*. D.\ D.\ G.\ M., of New York. 

At the Quarterly Communication of March 4, 1891, the following case is 
reported : 

A Deputy District Grand Master of one of the districts in New Zealand was 
reported to have obtained a warrant from the Grand Orient of France, and had 
established a lodge in that colony, of which he was Worshipful Master. 

This action was deemed a flagrant violation of Masonic duty and an invasion 
of the territory under the Grand Lodge of England, and the party so trans- 
gressing was deprived of bis rank as an officer of the Grand Lodge of England, 
and charges were directed to be preferred against him by the Provincial Grand 
Lodge of New Zealand. 

"""**" At the Quarterly Communication of December 2, 1891, an appropriation of 
five hundred guineas was voted to the Royal Masonic Benevolent Institution on 
the occasion of the February festival. 

In the consideration of a question having reference to the status of affairs 
iu the Province of New Zealand, the principle was enunciated : 

That where a local governing Masonic Body is established and duly recognized, 
It becomes advisable, as a matter of Masonic policy and harmony, that, the 
adhesion of a lodge to it by the act of the majority of the members who compose 
that lodge may be permitted. 

This line of policy had been adopted in the case of a lodge uniting with the 
Grand Lodge of New South Wales. 

In its application-, however, to the Grand Lodge of New Zealand, in view 
of the fact that " the movement in that Province lacks unanimity and there seems 
no probability of its present success, 1 ' it was held : 

" That Grand Lodge is of opinion that any lodge under the English Consti- 
tution in New Zealand is entitled to retain its warrant and exercise its lawful 
Masonic privileges, notwithstanding the fact that a majority of its members may 
have seceded." 

It is with sadness that we note the death of R.\ W.\ Shadwell H. Clkrke, 
Grand Secretary, which occurred December 25, 1891, at the age of fifty- seven 
years. Our deceased brother had been highly honored by the Craft, and attaiued 
positions of eminence which he filled with marked ability. He was Grand 
Secretary of the United Grand Lodge of England, Grand Scribe of the Grand 
Chapter, and also aP.'.G.'. Warden of Mark Masonry, Provincial Grand Master 
of London and the metropolitan counties in the Royal Order of Scotland, Great 
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8ub Prior and Provincial Prior of Sussex in the Order of the Temple, and Grand 
Chancellor and Past Grand Secretary of the Supreme Council 33°, A. A. S. R. 

Our departed brother was ever ready to extend a fraternal welcome to the 
visiting brother, and his courtesy to many of the brethren on this side of the 
water, who have clasped hands with him in fraternal friendship, makes his death 
seem as if one of our own official household had passed away. Intimately asso- 
ciated with all that pertained to the interests of English Freemasonry, his loss 
will be long felt. We tender our sympathy to the mother Grand Lodge. 



IRELAND. 

We have a pamphlet from this Grand Lodge, embracing synopsis of finances 
for the year 1891, list of Grand Officers, etc. Fifteen Provincial Grand Lodges 
are under its control, with three hundred and sixty-four lodges.

SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 

Wb have the proceedings of the various communications of this Grand Lodge 
for the year ending April 15, 1891. 

The Grand Lodge expressed its sorrow at the death of M.\ W.\ the Right 
Hon. Earl of Carnarvon, recognized the Grand Lodge of North Dakota, 
Grand Lodge of Tasmania, and, after full discussion, the Grand Lodge of New 
Zealand. 

A prominent topic considered was the claim for seniority made by the United 
Grand Lodge of New South Wales over the Grand Lodge of Australia. We are 
prepared to let the brethren settle this point among themselves, but, as far as 
our knowledge extends, we think the Grand Lodge of South Australia is 
entitled to that honor over the Grand Lodges in Australasia. 

This Grand Lodge reports a constituency of thirty-eight lodges with a mem- 
bership of 2,250, a gain of 74 the past year. 

The Grand Lodge of Colorado, in extending its recognition, based its action 
upon the following facts, which agree with our information, aud we present 
them in order to soy that, should the Grand Lodge of New York receive a like 
request, it would have favorable consideration : 

"The next applicant for recognition is the Grand Lodge of South Australia. 
Tour committee find that this Grand Lodge was organized on April 16, 1884, by 
a convention of Masous composed of eighty-five delegates representing twenty- 
eight lodges. The proceedings throughout were characterized by scrupulous 
regularity and unanimity on the part of the lodges. The Hon. Chief Justice 
S. J. Wat was elected and installed Grand Master, and only recently voluntarily 
resigned, after serving with distinguished honor for a period of five years. His 
successor, R.\ W.\ Buo. Algernon H. Thomond, Earl of Kin tore and Governor 
of South Australia, was installed in ample form on October SO, 1889. Out of a 
grand total of thirty-three lodges under the three British Constitutions, only a 
single lodge adhered to its former allegiance. There are at the present time 
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thirty-eight lodges on the roll of the Grand Lodge. The Grand Lodges of Eng- 
land, Ireland, and Scotland have accorded fraternal recognition, as have also a 
large number of American Grand Lodges."

NEW ZEALAND. 

We have the proceedings of three quarterly and also of the Annual Com- 
munication held July 6, 1891. 

The Grand Master speaks of the difficulties arising from the withdrawal of 
6omewho had taken part in the organization, and expresses the assurance that 
ultimately complete harmony will prevail. 

The Grand Orient of France having established a lodge in Wellington in that 
Colony, it was voted, " that as the territory of New Zealaud was Masonically 
occupied on the 29th of April, 1890, by the inauguration of the Grand Lodge of 
New Zealand, no Foreign Body could enter its territory and establish lodges," 
and the aforesaid lodge was declared to be an irregular body. No doubt about 
that, and for several reasons. 

There appears to be a strong feeling in opposition to the Grand Lodge in 
some parts of the Colony, but it is to be hoped that ultimately wiser counsels 
will prevail, and the disturbing element be harmonized. It is noted that many 
lodges have tendered their allegiance to the new Grand Lodge. 

The number of lodges are reported as sixty-nine, with a membership 
of 2,600.

UNITED GRAND LODGE, NEW SOUTH WALES. 

Ws have the proceedings of the several Communications of this Grand 
Lodge, for the year ending June, 1891, New York being represented by W.\ C. 
F. Stokes. 

The Grand Lodge adopted resolutions expressing the loss sustained by 
Freemasonry in that Colony, in the death of M.\ W.\ Lord Carnarvon, 
Provincial Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of England. 

Official relations were entered into with the Grand Lodge of Tasmania, and 
the Grand Lodge of New Zealand recognized as having supreme and sovereign 
Masonic authority in that territory. 

In connection therewith, the hope was expressed that complete unity would 
ultimately prevail among the lodges, and further : 

" That the establishment of a supreme governing body had become absolutely 
necessary, as it would be found in tno news cabled from New Zealand the other 
day, that a warrant for the opening of a lodge under the Grand Orient of 
France had been received in the capital city, Wellington. If, in addition to the 
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nine Provincial and District Grand Lodges holding under the English, Irish, and 
Scotch Constitutions, a British colony was liable to be also Invaded by foreign 
Grand Lodges in this way, it was high time that supreme jurisdiction in the 
territory should be claimed, as he believed it had now been, legally and consti- 
tutionally, in accordance with the soundest Masonic precedents. Some brethren 
seemed to think that delay should take place till the decision of certain other 
Grand Lodges was known, but from such a view he wholly dissented. " 

Announcement is made of the successful erection of a Masonic Cottage 
Hospital for Freemasons, in connection with the Carrington Convalescent 
Hospital at Cumden. 

This Grand Lodge has a constituency of one hundred and eighty-four lodges, 
membership not stated.

UNITED GRAND LODGE OF VICTORIA. 

At the Quarterly Communication held at Melbourne, March 16, 1891, M.\ 
W.\ Sir W. J. Clarke, Bart., was re-elected Grand Master. 

The past year had been one of prosperity, many new lodges had been 
opened, and the Grand Funds augmented. 

A resolution was adopted, " that no recognition be given to brethren hailing 
from the Grand Orient of France." This is correct ; for as long as the Grand 
Orient of France permits the admission of members who do not believe in the 
existence of a personal God, and have eliminated that requirement from its 
Constitutions, it has departed from the underlying principle of the Fraternity, 
and placed itself outside of the line of Ancient Craft Masonry ; in our opinion, 
has ceased to be a Masonic Body. We cannot receive as Masons any persons 
hailing from the Grand Orient of France, or any lodge under its jurisdiction. 

At the Quarterly Communication, held May 26, 1891, sixty-five lodges were 
represented, and measures were taken for the purchase of property for a Masonic 
Hall to be used by the Grand Lodge. 

At the Quarterly Communication held December 21, 1891, acknowledgment 
i« made of receipt of credentials for W.\ H. M. Davies, as Grand Representative 
of the Grand Lodge of New York.

HUNGARY. 

We are in receipt of an official communication, dated November 27, 1891, 
signed by Bro. Stephen von Rabooszkt, Grand Master, and Bro. Moritz 
Gelleri, Grand Secretary, to the effect that, 

11 Animated and guided by the feeling to establish as far as possible friendly 
and intimate relations, and to strengthen the bouds of fraternity between the 
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several Grand Lodges and the Brotherhood in general, we desire to attain this 
purpose by the mutual appointment of Grand Representatives." 

It concluded with a formal request for exchange of Grand Representatives 
with the Grand Lodge of New York. 

From the best information attainable, we find that " The Symbolic Grand 
Lodge of Hungary " was founded March 21, 1886, and holds absolute and undis- 
puted authority in the territory she occupies ; that the Grand Body is recog- 
nized by, and exchanges Representatives with, all the German Grand Lodges, and 
also with the Grand Lodges of England, Scotland, Ireland, Switzerland, Den- 
mark, the Netherlands, etc. 

By the last published report she had forty-one subordinate St. John Lodges, 
with a membership of 2,091. 

As a characteristic instance of the condition of Freemasonry as compared 
with the Catholic hierarchy in Hungary, the following report in a Leipzig period- 
ical is of interest : 

" The Catholic congregations at Presburg adopted a resolution expelling all 
members who are Freemasons, and prohibiting and excluding all Freemasons 
from their organizations. An appeal was taken from their decision to the 
Cardinal and Prince-Primas Sim or, and this highest clerical authority in Hun- 
gary sustained the appeal and invalidated the measure." 

Based upon the ascertained facts of the regularity and honorable character 
of this Grand Lodge, we see no reason why an exchange of Representatives 
should not be entered into between the two Grand Bodies. 



TASMANIA. 

We have the Proceedings of the first Annual Communication of this Grand 
Lodge, at Hobart, January 28, 1892, M.\ W.\ and Rev. R. D. Poulett-Harris, 
Grand Master, and the representatives of nine lodges being present. 

The book of Constitutions was adopted, acknowledgment made of the re- 
ceipt of the jewel for the Grand Representative of New York, and report is made 
that: 

" The Grand Lodge has been recognized by, and is in fraternal communica- 
tion with, the following Grand Lodges : New South Wales, Victoria, South Aus- 
tralia, England, Ireland, New Zealand, Columbia, Wyoming, Idaho, New York, 
Colorado, Utah, Italy, District of Columbia, the German Grand Lodge Union, 
Nova Scotia, and British Columbia." 

We are glad to note a disposition to avoid, as much as possible, public dis- 
play of Masonic regalia. A Masonic funeral should be only at the request of the 
brother (deceased) or his family. 

The roll of lodges numbers twenty, with a membership of 923.

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GRAND LODGE LEAGUE OF GERMANY. 

[Review and translations by R.\ W.\ Charles Sackreuter.] 

The Diet of the German Grand Lodge League, in accordance with its adopted 
mode of change, was held May 17, 1891, at the rooms of the Grand Lodge " Zur 
Elutracht," at Darmstadt, and the printed minutes of the session, as published, 
were duly received. 

The representation of the participating members was ns follows : 

I. Grand Lodge "Three Globes," at Berlin, represented by Grand Master 
Bro. Gerhardt, and Representative Bro. Schroeder. 

II. " Grosse Landes Loge of Freemasons," at Berlin, represented by Grand 
Master Bro. Gartz, and Representatives Bros. Schreiner and Brendkl. 

III. Grand Lodge " Royal York," at Berlin, represented by Deputy Grand 
Master Bro. Flor, and Representative Bro. Wagner. 

IV. Grand Lodge of " Hamburg," represented by Grand Master Bro. Ziuk- 
eissen, and Representative Bito. Holtschmhlt. 

V. Grand Lodge of " Saxony," represented by Grand Master Bro. Erdmann, 
and the Representatives Bros. Anke and Smitt. 

VI. "Eclectic Grand Lodge," at Frankfort-on-the-Main, represented by 
Grand Master Bro. Knoblauch, M.D., and the Representatives Bros. Werner 
and Bahnson. 

VII. Grand Lodge " Zur Sonne," at Bay re a th, represented by Grand Master 
Baterlbin, and the Representatives Bros. Grassm'uller and Scharnwall. 

VIII. Grand Lodge " Zur Eintracht, " at Darmstadt, represented by Grand 
Master Bro. Brand, and the Representatives Bros. Weber aud Formes. 

The usual courtesies took place at the opening. 

The presiding Grand Master, Bro. Brand, recalled with great feeling, in 
proper terms, the memory of the late Grand Master Bro. Neuland (Grosse 
Landes Loge), and Bro. Frederichs (Three Globes), deceased since the last 
meeting of the Grand Lodge League. 

Bro. Nies was nominated as Secretary, and Recorder of the minutes. 

Grand Master Bro. Prince Schosnaich-Carolath of the Royal York Grand 
Lodge at Berlin excused his absence by telegram, on account of unavoidable 
private business. 

The presiding Grand Master communicated that Emperor Wilhelm II. 
had issued an order to deliver the Masonic relics of the Emperors Wilhelm I. 
and Frederick III. to the Archives of the German Grand Lodge League at Berlin 
for preservation. 

The order of the day begau with : 

L Statement of the disbursements from the time of the meeting of the Diet 
in 1890 to the same period in 1891, which was audited and found to be correct. 
The costs of the management of the German Grand Lodge League during the 
time mentioned amounted to 1,125.30 Reich b Murks, for which each German 
Grand Lodge Jurisdiction was debited with 140.65 Reichs Marks. 

II. Report on the " Victoria Institute," and a detailed statement of its effi- 
ciency, receipts, and disbursements ; also adoption of the proposals of the Ad- 
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ministration for fifty-six sulvcntions and distributions of benefits— a matter of 
local interest only. 

III. The final declarations of the eight German Grand Lodges on the adop- 
tion of the law in relation to the admission of visiting brethren, and affiliation 
proposed and passed at the Diet's Session, on May 25, 1890. 

The Representatives of the eight German Grand Lodges unanimously 
adopted the proposed law ; it is, therefore, proclaimed by the Grand Lodge's Diet 
a common law of the German Grand Lodge League. 

A full translation of this law can be found in the report of your committee 
of last year, pages 112 and 113. 

IV. Decision on the amendment of Sec. 2, paragraph 5, of the Statute of the 
German Grand Lodge League. 

At the Diet's meeting of May 25, 1890, it was moved and resolved to propose 
to the members of the League, the following change in Sec. 2, paragraph 5, of 
the Statutes, to read as follows : 

" For founding and chartering a new subordinate lodge at a place where a 
subordinate lodge of another German jurisdiction is in existence already, the 
consent of the latter jurisdiction is imperative. In case such consent is denied, 
then the Diet of the Grand Lodge League shall decide the question of such 
founding and chartering by a two-thirds majority." 

Grand Master Buo. Gerhardt of the " Three Globes " Grand Lodge pro- 
posed the addition of the following authentic interpretation : 

"The German Grand Lodge Diet understands the meaning of this resolution 
in tliis sense ; viz., that the question to be put is : * Whether the founding of the 
lodge is to be denied,' or, in other words : For the denial of the foundation of 
a lodge a resolution by a two-thirds majority is necessary." 

The Grand Lodge's Diet accepts this proposition as an authentic interpreta- 
tion. 

When the question was put, seven of the German Grand Lodges voted in the 
affirmative, only the Grand Lodge of the Eclectic Union in the negative. 

The proposed amendment was therefore, in accordance with paragraph 9 of 
the Statutes, defeated. 

V. Report of the Committee appointed at the League's Diet of 1890 on the 
motion to admit to the Grand Lodge's League the five independent St. John's 
Lodges in Germany, of English origin, respectively, their " Free Union " consti- 
tuted in 1883. 

The motion offered at a previous session of the Diet by Bro. Neuland, 
Grand Master of the "Grosse Landes Loge" at Berlin, to admit these five inde- 
pendent St. John's Lodges as a unit to the League, was referred to a committee 
of three, consisting of Bros. Gerhard, Kinder, and Gartz. Their printed 
report was laid before the members of the Grand Lodge Diet at the beginning 
of this session. 

The main object of this report, notwithstanding the expressed wish that the 
Grand Lodge League might comprise the representation of all Masonic Bodies 
in Germany, is that serious and important reasons for refusing such admittance 
exist in the law of said organization of the five independent lodges through 
their statute of 1883. These reasons were given ; but a very weighty and impor- 
tant one is contained in the existing laws of the organization of the German 
Grand Lodge League, which provides that the consent of all united Grand Lodges 
is imperative for adopting a common law (paragraph 9 of the Statutes), so that 
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the adverse vote of a single member of the League can defeat a resolution 
adopted by all other members. The difficulty increases if the l4 Free Union " 
of the five independent lodges is admitted as vinth member of the League, since if 
but too of the ./foe independent lodges unite, they can, under certain circumstances, 
defeat, all motions and resolutions of all the German Grand Lodges. The Ger- 
man Grand Lodge League's Diet is composed of three representatives of each of 
the Grand Lodge League's members. A quorum cau adopt resolutions if ten 
members are present (paragraph 4) ; it adopts its resolutions by a majority vote 
(paragraph 13). A resolution can therefore be adopted with six votes ; at all 
events with eight votes, to wit : an objection of the representatives of two or 
three St. John Lodges (independent) would be sufficient to defeat a resolution 
of the Grand Lodge Diet. Therefore, unless the Grand Lodge League can find 
some way of making the mode of voting more satisfactory, it cannot be recom- 
mended to admit the "Free Union of the Five Independent St. John's Lodge?," 
with the same faculty and power in voting as the other German Grand Lodges. 

The League's Committee, in consideration of the present organization of 
the League and of the " Free Union," proposes the following resolution : " The 
petition for admittance of the 'Free Union of the Five Independent St. John's 
Lodges in Germany ' to the German Grand Lodge League for the time being is 
decliued," which resolution was unanimously adopted. 

VI. The proposition in relation to the creation of a common Masonic Diet 
near the Grand Lodge League's Diet (Circular Letter II. of 1890 to 1891, and Pro- 
tocol of the Grand Lodge League's Diet of May 25, 1890, No. VIII.). 

It was considered that the proposition with the accompanying committee 
reports and commentaries is not yet ripe for discussion or conclusion, and a 
new committee for the investigation of this matter was decided upon, which 
consists of Bko. Smitt of the Grand Lodge of Saxony, of Bro. Werner of the 
Eclectic Union's Grand Lodge, and of Bro. Bayerlein of the Bayreuth Grand 
Lodge " Zur Sonne." The city of " Eisenach " was designated as the place of 
its meeting. 

VII. Report of the committee appointed in 1889, at the Grand Lodge 
League's session to report on the recognition of non-German Grand Bodies. 

This committee appointed on the motion of Bro. Schreineh offered the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

"a. Each non-German Grand Lodge which is recognized by more than one 
of the German Grand Lodges shall be recognized in future by all the German 
Grand Lodges, particularly by the German Grand Lodge League. 

" 6. In case a non-German Grand Lodge has Masonic intercourse with only 
one of the eight German Grand Lodges, then it is necessary to ask that German 
Grand Lodge whether it wishes and intends to continue such Masonic inter- 
course, and for what reasons. 

" c. If a non-German Grand Body, not yet recognized by any of the German 
Grand Lodges, wishes to have Masonic intercourse or Exchange of Representa- 
tives with one or more of these eight German Grand Lodges, such wishes and 
matters shall in future be submitted for the action of the Grand Lodge League, 
which alone has the power to give a decision (paragraph 6 of the Statute of the 
Grand Lodge League). 

" d. It is sufficient if each recoiniized non-German Grand Body shall have a 
representative near the Grand Lodge League ; but each German Grand Lodge 
has the right to accredit near its jurisdiction another representative. 

"c.All recognized Grand Lodges shall receive the protocols and circular 
letters of the German Grand Lodge League through their representatives. 

'*/. Recognized Grand Lodges are requested to communicate their protocols, 
reports, and printed proceedings to the German Grand Lodge League. If not 
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complied with during a period of four consecutive years, notwithstanding re- 
peated requests, it shall be the duty of the presiding: Grand Lodge of the League 
to put the motion to strike the offending Grand Lodge from the list of the rec- 
ognized Grand Lodges." 

All these resolutions were adopted unanimously. 

VIII. Resolution on the requested recognition of the Grand Lodge of Mex- 
ico at the City of Mexico, of Georgia at Macon, and of Uruguay at Monte- 
video. (Protocol of the Grand Lodge Diet of 1890, No. VII.) 

At the last Grand Lodge Diet a resolution on this matter was referred as un- 
finished business to the next Grand Lodge Diet, and the presiding Grand Mas- 
ter ordered and issued instructions to make the necessary investigations. Bro. 
Flob reports that no further material had been received, and the matter was 
again postponed and adjourned until proper motions are presented. 

IX. Motion for recognition of non-German Grand Bodies. 

The petition of the Grand Lodge of Victoria at Melbourne, of Egypt at Alex- 
andria, of Tasmania at Hobart, and of Canada at Toronto, resulted in the recog- 
nition of these four Grand Lodges by the German Grand Lodge Diet. Bros. 
Flor and Brand presented and recommended the motion of recognition. Cir- 
cular Letter No. I. of the presiding Grand Master, on which we report below, 
brings the letters relative to the recognition of the Grand Lodges of Canada 
and of Tasmania. 

X. Motion of. the Grand Lodge of Saxony in relation to the mutual distri- 
bution of the lists of the subordinate lodges of their jurisdiction. 

At the last Grand Lodge Diet the Grand Lodge of Saxony expressed the 
wish that : 

" The German Grand Lodge Diet shall adopt a resolution that all Grand 
Lodges are to exchange lists of members of their subordinate lodges with all 
other Grand Lodges of the League." 

A resolution thereon was in order at this Session of the Grand Lodge Diet, 
and was adopted with all votes, except oue. 

XI. The Grand Lodge " Boyal York " at Berlin recommended an addition 
to the form of the statistic tables (Circular Letter No. III., of the presiding 
Grand Master, of February (5, 1891), to be reported yearly to the Grand Lodge 
League, by a column under letter C, which shall contain : " Transfer to another 
lodge," a resolution on which was postponed. 

XII. A motion of the Grand Lodge of Hamburg was presented, referring to 
the inner government of its jurisdiction, and will be considered at the next meet- 
ing of the Diet. 

XIII. Another motion regarding an amendment of paragraphs 17 and 18 of 
the existing law for admission and affiliation, presented by the Grand Lodge 
" Three Globes " of Berlin, will be considered also at the next meeting of the 
Diet. 

Before closing, Bro. Bayrrlein of the Grand Lodge " Zur Sonne," at Bay- 
reuth, communicates that bis Grand Lodge had adopted a law on Masonic 
Trials for its jurisdiction, which will be printed and distributed with the next 
circular letter of the presiding Grand Master. 

The Grand Lodge League's nineteenth Diet was closed as usual. 

The appendix of the protocol of the nineteenth Grand Lodge Diet con- 
tains printed copies of committee reports, a summary of which is previously 
reported. 
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Copies of circular letters of the presiding Grand Master of the German 
Grand Lodge Leagne were received. 

These circular letters have a certain importance, and are preparatory to the 
proceedings of the next Grand Lodge's Diet. They publish the prescribed 
reports of the eight German Grand Lodges, rendering, in accordance with the 
Constitution, accounts of their proceedings and local government. We will 
give the statistics in another place. 

Circidar Later No. /., dated August 1, 1891, of the presiding Grand Master, Is 
rather voluminous. Of its contents we will only consider the report on the 
resolutions of the last Grand Lodge Diet, regarding the recognition of foreign 
Grand Lodges ; these have been executed, and all interested parties notified. 

The accompanying statement of assets of the Victoria Institute, and the 
balance sheet of receipts and disbursements for 1891, have only a local interest. 
The assets on October 1, 1890, were 197,242.36 Reichs Marks capital stock. The 
disbursement for charity up to November 21, 1891, 5,700 Reichs Marks. 

An appendix to Circular Letter No. I. contains a copy of a law adopted by the 
Grand Lodge "Zur Sonne," at Bayreuth, on "Masonic trials," at its yearly 
regular session of May 2, 1891. 

The following are the main features of this law : 

" Sec. 1. A Masonic action shall be issued against brethren who violate duties 
and obligations against other brethren, against the lodge, or against the interests 
of the whole Fraternity. 

" Sec. 2. Disputes and controversies among the brethren are to be decided 
and arbitrated by the Master. If Injuries among brethren occur, it is imperative 
that before appealing to a court of law the complainant shall apprise the Master 
of the lodge, who will use his best efforts to arrange the matter peaceably. In 
order to bring such a dispute or controversy to a trial before a judicial court of 
the State, the complainant must obtain the consent of the lodge. 

" Sec. 3. In other cases of violation of Masonic duties and obligations coming 
to the notice of the Master, it is hereby provided and prescribed tnat — 

" a. Small and unimportant cases may be decided by the Master, who in such 
cases has the power to censure the accused privately, with no witnesses being 
present. 

"6. More serious cases must be referred to a specially convoked lodge of 
Master Masons. 

"If the brother who has received such a censure (as sub a) feels aggrieved, 
he has the right to appeal to a specially convoked lodge of all the Master Masons, 
which must be summoned at least a week before the session is to take place, 
notice of the particulars of the case being previously served. 

" When tne summonses are served, the Master will nominate a referee and a 
co-referee, both of whom are to write an opinion, which is to be laid before the 
special meeting of the Master Masons, convoked as above required. 

" Sec. 5. This special meeting will give its decision after hearing complainant 
and defendant, and having: cognizance of the reports of the referee and co-referee. 
The defendant, under all circumstances, has the closing arguments. Both 
parties may be assisted by counsel, but neither can be present personally during 
the transactions and deliberations of the Master Masons 1 lodge. If the votes of 
the meeting, pro and eon, are equal, the Master has the deciding vote ; in all 
other cases an absolute majority is necessary to a decision. If sucn an absolute 
majority vote cannot be obtained, the strongest vote shall be added to the vote 
next to the strong vote of the milder character. 

<-' Sec. 6. The fines are according to the grade of the offence, viz. : 

"a. Censure. 

" o. Dimission from the lodge without a regular dim it. 

"c. Expulsion from the lodge and the Fraternity. 

" Sec. 7. The decision in writing, accompanied by a statement of the reasons 
therefor, signed by the presiding officer and the secretary, must be served to 
the parties within a week after the lodge's session. 

" 8ec. 8. Each party has the right to appeal to the quarterly session of the 
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Grand Lodge " Zur Sonne." A notice of such appeal must be communicated to 
the Grand Lodge within a month from serving of the decision. 

"Sec. 10. The Grand Lodge, when such appeal has been received, must 
immediately direct the lodge which gave tbe decision, to send in the papers 
containing all the transactions. If the defendant alone appeals, his fine or 
penalty cannot be increased beyond the limit of the original decision. 

"Sec. 12. If a trial before the Courts of the State take place ou the same 
action which caused the Masonic trial, the latter will be discontinued. A crim- 
inal conviction and penalty by the State Courts, under these circumstances, 
comprise eo ip«o the expulsion from the lodge and Fraternity. 

"Sec. 13. As soon as a Masonic trial against a brother' is opened, he loses 
the right to ask a regular dimit ; he can also be excluded from the meetings of 
the lodge. The same measure has to take place when a brother goes in bank- 
ruptcy, and when he could not obtain a compromise with his creditors within a 
year. Whether such brother is to be excluded must be decided by a majority of 
the lodge. 

All other sections of this law are rather local, aud an intention more as a 
guide for the instruction of Masonic Trials. 

Circular Letter No. I. contains also correspondence with foreign Grand 
Bodies, which have a general interest, and are as follows : 

"Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons of Tasmania, 
" Freemasons' Hall, Uobart, January 1, 1^91. 

"To the V.*. W.\ Grand Secretary E. I. F. Meyerhoff, Grand Lodge of 

the Countries (Grosse Landes Loge), Berlin. 
" V.; W.\ Sir and Brother: 

" I beg to intimate to you, for the information of the M.\ W.\ Grand Master 
of the Countries of Prussia, that on the 26th of June the Grand Lodge of Tas- 
mania was inaugurated and duly constituted, when brother the Rev. R. D. 
Poulett-Harris, M.A., was elected as M.\ W.\ Grand Master, and at a meet- 
ing of the Grand Lodge held on the same day was duly installed as the first 
Grand Master, and his Grand Officers appointed and installed. 

" The installation ceremony was performed by His Excellency Lord Car- 
rington, Governor and Grand Master of New South Wales, assisted by His 
Excellency Earl Kintore, Governor and Grand Master of South Australia ; 
Sir W. J. Clarke, Bart., Grand Master of Victoria ; and His Honor Chief Justice 
Way, P.*. G.\ M., of South Australia. The meeting was held in the Hobart 
Town Hall, and there were about 450 brethren present at the ceremony. 

" The whole of the proceedings in connection with the formation of the Grand 
Lodge of Tasmania were carried out in a legal and constitutional mauner. The 
whole of the lodges in this colony hitherto working under the English, Irish, 
and Scotch Constitutions, have given in their allegiance. I am therefore 
directed by the M.\ \V.\ Grand Master to inform you that this Grand Lodge 
now claims the sole right of Masonic jurisdiction in the Colony of Tasmania, aud 
now asks from the Graud Lodge of the Countries of Prussia official and frater- 
nal recognition. Anticipating that this application will be favorably entertained, 
it is desired that a member of the Grand Lodge of the Countries of Prussia be 
appointed as a representative of this Grand Lodge in your assembly.

" Dear Sir and M.\ W.\ Brother: 

" With a deep conviction that the fundamental principle of universal benev- 
olence, eminently characteristic of our great Fraternity, would be stimulated, 
and its benefits more fully known and appreciated by a closer communion of the 
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recognized Grand Bodies of Freemasonry, I respectfully suggest the necessity of 
an interchange of representatives. Such interchange would strengthen the fra- 
ternal bond, linking together the Masonic brotherhood of all the nations of the 
world. 

" The Grand Lodge of Canada, of which I have the honor to be the executive 
head, embraces within its jurisdiction three hundred and fifty-four lodges and 
nearly twenty-two thousand affiliated Masons. 

*' The suggestion I now offer will doubtless commend itself to your favor- 
able notice when the cosmopolitan character of the population of Canada is con- 
sidered. Should my proposal meet your approval, I recommend as your repre- 
sentative near this Grand Lodge our esteemed R.\ W.\ Bro. Henry Jennings 
of Penetanguishene, Ontario, Canada. 

" On behalf of the Grand Lodge of Canada, I render to you personally, and 
to the Grand Countries Lodge, fraternal and affectionate greeting, expressing a 
sincere interest in your prosperity.

" I learn from Bro. Burkardt, who enjoys an acquaintance with you, of your 
address, and I take the liberty of writing you, soliciting your help in establish- 
ing fraternal relations between the Masonic Grand Lodge of Ohio and that of 
Germany. 

" Any help which you can render me in this direction will be of benefit to 
the Craft, and will be duly appreciated by the Masons of Ohio, as well as by

Circular Letter No. IT. of the presiding Grand Master of the German Grand 
Lodge League, which we have received, is dated October 1, 1891. 

The subjects treated of and promulgated for the information of the German 
Fraternity are very voluminous, inasmuch as they embrace written opinions and 
separate reports of all the members of the committee, on a motion offered at the 
Grand Lodge Diet of 1890 to create a " Common Masonic Diet or Convention " 
near and independent of the Grand Lodge's Diet— a singular proposition, con- 
sidering the legislation and the existing Statute of the German Grand Lodge 
League. We must refrain from going into details of the voluminous opinions, 
and of the dryasdust character common to such reports, of each member of 
the said committee, since the next German Grand 'Lodge Diet will deliberate, 
discuss, and debate the matter, so that we may expect, then, a short and final 
resolution. 

This committee had, on October 25, 1891, a special meeting for deliberation 
at the city of Eisenach, in the rooms of the subordinate lodge " Carl zur 
Wartburg." 

This question is not regarded favorably by the majority of the German 
lodges and the members of the German Fraternity in general, and is, as can be 
seen from the discussions and opinions of interested parties in the German Grand 
Lodges and subordinate lodges, considered an exaggerated and superfluous idea, 
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neither mature nor beneficial, and stigmatized either as a still-born child, or as 
an issue not fit for vitality. 

The statistics of the German Grand Lodges, as reported to the Grand Lodge 
League, are as follows : 

11 1. Grand Lodge • Three Globe*,' at Berlin, 8., Splittgerber Gasse 3, with 
122 St. John's subordinate, and 65 Scottish (St. Andrew's)' lodges, has a total 
membership of 13,478 active members ; 244 benevolent institutions. (June 24. 
1890.) 

" II. Grand Lodge ( Grosse Landes Loge,' at Berlin, N., Oranienburger- 
strasse 72, with 98 St. John's subordinate lodges, 25 St. Andrew's lodges, also 7 
chapters for high degrees, 3 provincial lodges (at the city of Rostock, Meck- 
lenburg, at the city of Breslau, Silesia, at the city of Hamburg), has 10,941 
active members ; 117 benevolent institutions. (June 24, 1891.) 

" III. Grand Lose * Royal York,' at Berlin, N. W., Doratheanetrasse 27, has 
65 St. John's subordinate lodges, 1 provincial lodge at Breslau, Silesia, 11 so- 
called ' inner Orients,' with a total of 6,450 members, and 90 benevolent institu- 
tions. (June 24, 1890.) 

" IV. Grand Lodge of * Hamburg,' with 32 subordinate lodges, of which are 25 
in Germany ; has 3,042 members, and 47 benevolent institutions. (June 24, 1891.) 

" V. Grand Lodge of ' Saxony,' at Dresden, Ostra-Allee 15, with 20 subordi- 
nate lodges, with 8,659 members, and 80 benevolent institutions. (June, 1890.) 

" VL Grand Mother Lodge * Eclectic Union,' at Fran kfort-on-t he-Main, alte 
Rothhofstrasse 8, with 15 subordinate lodges, with 2,532 members, and 33 benevo- 
lent institutions. (June 24, 1890.) 

" VII. Grand Lodge ' Zur Sonne,' at Bayreuth, Hofgarten 313, with 26 sub- 
ordinate lodges (of which 3 are in foreign countries), has 2,300 members ; 34 
benevolent institutions. (June, 1890.) 

"VIII. Grand Lodge * Zur Eintracht,' at Darmstadt, meets alternately at 
the seat of one of its subordinate lodges, with 8 subordinate lodges, and a mem- 
bership of 796 brethren ; 27 benevolent institutions. (June 24, 1890.) " 



GRAND LODGE (GROSSE LANDES LOGE) OF 
FREEMASONS OF GERMANY, AT BERLIN. 

Thb following printed Minutes of the Masonic year 1890 to 1891 have been 
received from this Grand Body : 

The first regular quarterly session, Part I. and II., held at Berlin, October 
22,1890. 

The second regular quarterly session, Part I. and II., January 14, 1891. 

The third regular quarterly session, Part I. aud II., March 18, 1891. 

The fourth regular quarterly session, Part I. and II., May 6, 1891. 

The emergent session, Part I. and II., June 24, 1891. 

These protocols, and the documents accompanying them, are reviewed as 
follows : 

The Minutes of the session of October 22, 1890, are obsolete, and devoted 
chiefly to internal matters ; viz., to the memory of deceased brethren. Com- 
munications received from other Grand Bodies enumerate the protocols of the 
German Grand Lodge League, and numerous communications from foreign Grand 
lodges, among them the proceedings of the Grand Lodge of the State of New 
York for 1890. 

An addition to this protocol of the sesstou of October 22, 1890, are the re- 
ports on the transactions of the German Grand Lodges, of the United Grand 
Lodge of England, 1890 ; the Grand Orient of the Netherlands, 1890; the 8ym- 
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bolic Independent Grand Lodge of Spain at Sevilla, for 1890 ; the Grand Orient 
of Greece in Athens, for 1890 ; and of far more interest to us, the Grand Lodge 
of the State of New York for 1890. 

This report says that the splendid volume containing the New York Grand 
Lodge Transactions of 1890 is compiled, as usual, with great care, minuteness, 
and accuracy. The address of Grand Master Bro. Vrooman is reported briefly, 
but comprehensively ; the statistics are not specially reported. The remark 
following the report, however, cannot be overlooked, which states that in the 
report of the New York Committee on Foreign Correspondence, in all probabil- 
ity, a mistake has occurred in relation to the report on the Diet of the German 
Grand Lodge League of June 9, 1889, in the sharp criticism of the action of the 
Hamburg Grand Lodge, which opposed the founding and chartering of a new 
St. John's Lodge by auother German Grand Lodge — the Grand Lodge " Zur 
Sonne " at Bayreuth— at the city of Jena, on the ground, as alleged by the Ham- 
burg Grand Lodge, that one of the subordinate Hamburg lodges already exists 
tn this city, thus claiming a right of jurisdiction which the Hamburg Grand 
Lodge itself has always violated when other Grand Lodge Jurisdictions were 
concerned, but in this case claimed exclusively for itself. 

Everybody who is at all familiar with Masonic history and transactions for 
the last twenty-five years or more in the United States, knows that these vio- 
lations of the right of jurisdiction, practised by the Hamburg Grand Lodge, 
caused the cessation of all Masonic intercourse at the Grand Lodges in the 
United States with the Hamburg Grand Lodge. The latter frequently declared 
that for its Masonic relations a right of jurisdiction does not exist, is void, and 
can find no consideration of its own. 

We must refrain from further explanations and deductions ; we cannot go 
into a controversy with, or on account of, the Hamburg Grand Lodge, with which 
we have no Masonic intercourse. 

The regular quarterly sessions of January 14, 1891, and March 18, 1891, are 
devoted to internal matters and reports from the German Grand Lodge Transac- 
tions of 1890. A proposition of the Grand Lodge of Tasmania for an Interchange 
of Grand Lodge representation was laid before the meeting. The Grand Lodge 
of Egypt at Alexandria forward two circulars announcing their respective consti- 
tution, revival, and a list of Grand Officers. The Grand Lodge of New South 
Walet sends interesting communications, and mentions that Grand Master the 
Bro. Lord Carrinoton leaves Australia, and the Bro. Earl of Jersey takes his 
place. 

At the regular session of May 6, 1891, the election of a new Grand Master 
for the Jurisdiction in place of the late Grand Master Bro. Neuland, deceased 
February 17, 1891, was in order. As 'candidates, Bros. Zobllner, Gartz, and 
Schrbiner were presented. The presiding Orden's ift Master Bro. Alexis B. 
Schmidt read the law of December 22, 1838, and January 28, 1888, referring to 
the election of a Grand Master, and the result of the voting was that Bro. 
Hermann Zoellner was declared Grand Master elect for the next three years. 
After the declaration of Bro. Zoellner, accepting the office, the usual con- 
gratulations and the installation took place. By acclamation Bro. Loeschb 
was elected Senior Grand Warden, Bro. Strauch Junior Grand Warden, and 
Bro. Elsholz Grand Treasurer, and were rftually installed. 

The protocol contains a lengthy communication in reference to the disgust- 
ing affair of Bro. Findel, member of the Subordinate Loge of the Grand Lodge 
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" Zur Sonne" at Bayreuth, "Zum Morgenstern " at Hof, accused of a gross in- 
jury and violation of Masonic duties against Bko. Prince Frederick Leopold 
of Prussia, aud the *' Grosse Landes Loge " ut Berlin. The complaint is based 
on the decision of the Lodge at Hof, which declared that the accused Bro. Findel 
is temporarily excluded (for four months) from the meetings of the lodge and Its 
festivals. The complainant demanded a strict exclusion from the lodge and the 
privileges of Freemasonry. The whole matter is still pending, and reclamations 
and appeals are reserved. 

We do not incline to go into further particulars of this unfortunate affair. 
Bro. Findel has turned his position from bad to worse, through excessive 
declarations and polemics. 

The Grosse Landes Lodge celebrated the day of St. John the Baptist on 
Jnne 24, 1891, in its emergent session. 

No regular meetings of the subordinate lodges of the Jurisdiction take 
place during the months of July and August. 

The above enumerated printed protocols of this Grand Body were accom* 
panied by two interesting documents : 

First, the minutes of a General Lodge of Sorrow, and the memorial testi- 
mony of the deceased (Feb. 17, 1891), Grand Master Bro. Nbcland. 

On account of the limited space of our report we cannot give the details of 
the impressive and solemn action, of which the minutes contain an elaborate de- 
scription. The minutes of the Lodge of Sorrow bring not only the orations of 
the day, but also numerous letters of condolence, especially from subordinate 
lodges. 

The other document received with the protocols is the annual directory of 
the Jurisdiction, containing the tabular statements for the Masonic year 1891 to 
1892, with a specification of statistics up to June 24, 1891, and an enumeration 
of the Provincial Lodges and their officers, also of the St. John's Lodges and St. 
Andrew's Chapters of the Jurisdiction. 

This document renews the impression of the splendid government of this 
Jurisdiction, the salutary and effective administrative regulations, and also the 
minuteness and effectiveness of the organization. 

The Grand officers are as follows : 

Grand iH&Ordens Master is Bro. Alex. Bravmann Schmidt ; the office is 
characteristic for the organization of this Grand Body, and governs exclusively 
the ritualistic and intimate matters of the Jurisdiction, with the aid of a Grand 
Officer, called Grand Architect. Bro. Hermann Zoellner Is Grand Master ; he is 
Colonel of Artillery on the retired list. 

Deputy Grand Master Bro. C. J. E. Gartz, President of the Court of First

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GRAMD LODGE ROYAL YORK " ZUR FREUND- 
SCHAFT," AT BERLIN. 

The annual Directory of this Grand Body for 1891 to 1892 has been received, 
containing the tabular statement for said Masonic epoch with statistics to Jane 
24th, 1891. This Directory gives an excellent view of the inner and effective or- 
ganization of the Jurisdiction. Several documents accompanied the above ; viz., 
Protocol of the regular spring session, held May 2d and 3d, 1891, at Berlin ; 
Protocol No. VI., of the emergent Session of May 4th, 1891, for the purpose of 
the election of Grand Officers, and Protocol No. I., of 1891 to 1892, June 24th, 
1891, describing the festival of St. John the Baptist, being also the ninety-third 
day of the foundation of the Jurisdiction and the beginning of the new Masonic 
year. 

As regards the session of May 2d and 3d, 1891, opened in due form by Grand 
Master Bro. Prince Carolath, we report that only internal and local matters of 
the Jurisdiction were transacted. A good many propositions, amendments, and 
motions were before the Graud Lodge to change several paragraphs of the Con- 
stitution as the same now exist. The protocol gives the discussion in all particu- 
lars ; the final resolutions, however, and the reasons and motives preferred on 
and for the same, resulted in the resolution passed by a great majority— that no 
change shall take place. The offered amendments had reference (t) to para- 
graph 188 of the constitution relating to and prescribing the mode and practice of 
the proposition and initiation of candidates, and (2) the condition and efficiency 
of the so-called " Inner Orient for Master Masons " — a historical transaction on 
Masonic teachings and general knowledge in Freemasonry, not a high degree in 
any sense— and its relation to the Jurisdiction, which amendments were rejected 
as above reported. 

The regular session of May 4th, 1891, opened in due form by Grand Master 
Bro. Prince Henry Carolath in presence of all the Representatives of foreign 
Grand Lodges, and of the subordinate St. John's Lodges. It had for its main 
object the election of Grand Officers — except that of Grand Master and his Dep- 
uty—already elected March 3d, 1890. Prior to this election the presiding Grand 
Master communicated the list of the deceased brethren of the Jurisdiction 
during the last year, with proper and condolatory remarks. 

The election resulted as follows : 

Bro. J. D. Worpitzky, Doctor of Philosophy and Professor at the Royal 
Military Academy, was elected as Senior Grand Warden ; 

Bro. J. W. Ravene, Merchant, Junior Grand Warden ; 

Bro. J. C. Bernhard Sohnoesenbero, Merchant, Grand Treasurer ; 

Bro. Bouche, re-elected several times, holds over as Grand Secretary. 

The elections of Masters and Wardens in the St. John's Lodges of the juris- 
diction were approved and promulgated. 

A poem, seven printed octavo pages, entitled "A Walk to the Cemetery," 
is Inserted in the printed minutes, and expresses deep feelings and ideas on the 
question, "Where^shall we meet each other again?" (Wo finden wir una 
wieder ?), recited by the author, Bro. Emil Seeliger, at a Lodge of Sorrow in 
the subordinate lodge " Horus." 

The appendix of this protocol contains reports by Grand Secretary jBouchb 
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from the transactions of German and several foreign Grand Lodges, known to 
us, and now rather out of date. 

Relative to the Grand Lodges of the United States, we find only nnder the 
heading, " General Communications," the remarks : 

" Increase of Freemasonry In the United States: In 1800 there existed in the 
United States eleven Grand Lodges, with 847 subordinate lodges and 16,000 
members. In 1850, already 1,835 subordinate lodges, with 66,142 brethren. In 
1860, 4,406 subordinate lodges, with 198,768 brethren. In 1870, 7,194 subordinate 
lodges, with 44,598 brethren. In 1880, 9,808 subordinate lodges, with 536,867 
brethren. In 1890, 10,284 subordinate lodges, with 619,912 brethren." 

These statistics are taken, we must suggest, from reliable sources. 

Among the communications laid before the Grand Lodge Royal York, in the 
session of May 4, 1891, was the correspondence with the United Grand Lodge of 
England, through Bro. E. E. Wbndt, Grand Secretary for Foreign Correspond- 
ence, in relation to a controversy caused by a Bbo. Brydgbs. The latter was 
black-balled in a Berlin subordinate lodge of the Royal York Jurisdiction ; but 
later, in January, 1891, initiated in a London lodge under the Grand Lodge of 
England (Albion Lodge, IX.). The Berlin lodges, however, refused Bro. 
Brydgbs admittance as visiting brother. 

This controversy, notwithstanding the explanations of Bro. Wbsdt, was 
not settled satisfactorily. The Grand Lodge Royal York communicated only the 
correspondence to the subordinate lodges, advising the prohibition under all 
circumstances of the admittance of said Bro. Brydgbs as visiting brother. 

Also the unfortunate affair of Bro. Findbl, at Leipzig, mentioned in our 
report under the heading devoted to the " Grosse Laudes Loge " at Berlin, was 
reported, and a copy of the decision of the subordinate lodge *' Zum Morgen- 
stern" at Hof (under the jurisdiction of the Bayreuth Grand Lodge "Zur 
Sonne"), the lodge of which Bro. Findbl is a regular member, was presented, 
which excludes Bro. Findbl, the defendant, in the trial by the 4 ' Grosse Landes 
Loge," as plaintiff, temporarily for two years from the privileges of his stand- 
ing in Masonry. The Berlin Grand Lodge found this decision too mild, con- 
sidering the evidence and facts, and appealed, therefore, to the Grand Lodge 
League, as reported above. 

The festival of St. John the Baptist, and ninety-third anniversary of founda- 
tion of the Royal York Grand Lodge (No. 1 of the printed protocols for 1891 to 
1892), was celebrated in the rooms of the Grand Lodge at Berlin, June 24, 1891, 
with the usual ceremonies in presence of delegates of the subordinate St. John 
Lodges, especially of the members of the four united subordinate lodges at Ber- 
lin, and of many visiting brethren or other jurisdictions. 

Grand Master Bro. Prince Henry Cauolath opened the session in due 
form. Then followed prayer and musical productions for the occasion. 

The Grand Master's address had as main topic his ideas on the memory of 
St. John the Baptist for the Masonic Fraternity, and the Masonic celebrations 
of the day, with reference to the views of Bro. Gobthb on the importance of the 
celebration of the day in Masonic life. 

The orator of the day was Deputy Grand Master Bro. Wagner, and his 
oration, given in full, is very interesting, especially for the Germau Fraternity, 
but too voluminous to be reported in detail. 
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A review, by Grand Secretary Bro. Bouche, of the activity oi the Jurisdic- 
tion and the changes in the membership of the Grand Lodge, and the subordi- 
nate lodges during the Masonic year 1890 to 1891, are also contained in No. I., 
but has interest only for the Jurisdiction. 

The Festival lodge and the following banquet were closed by Bbo. Prince 
Henry Carolath in ritualistic form, and ornamented by vocal and instrumental 
productions. 

The general statistics for the Jurisdiction will be found in the Report on the 
Grand Lodges League's Diet. 



GRAND LODGE "ZU DEN DREI WELTKU- 
GELN" (THREE GLOBES), AT BERLIN. 

No communications from this Grand Body have been received this year, 
notwithstanding the New York Grand Lodge interchanges representation with 
the •' Three Globes " Grand Lodge, and the respective Representatives at Berlin 
and New York are in active accord. 

Reasons not known, and, therefore, cannot be assigned by us. 

In previous years when Bro. Peterson and Bro, von Scuwbinicben were 
■at the head of the corresponding office of the "Three Globes" Grand Lodge, 
the printed proceedings were always promptly forwarded to New York. 

TJie statistics are contained in our report of the German Grand Lodges 
League, taken from our exchanges.

GRAND LODGE "ECLECTIC UNION," AT 
FRANKFORT-ON-THE-MAIN. 

We have received Nos. 174 to 178 of the Communications of this Grand 
Lodge, containing the Proceedings and Transactions of the Masonic year 1891, 
beginning with the regular quarterly session of February 27, 1891, and including 
the yearly session of September 27, 1891, all presided over by Grand Master M.\ 
W.\ Bro. Knoblauch, and opened in due form in presence of all the Repre- 
sentatives. 
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The miuutes of the Quarterly Sessions of February 27, 1891, and May 1, 
1891 (Nos. 174 and 175 of the Protocols), have for main objects inner and local 
matters only, but also very elaborate reports from the Transactions of European 
Grand Lodges. The latter are now antiquated, too old to have any interest, and 
are already reviewed by us in another place, as will be seen from our report on 
foreign correspondence of last year. 

The "Eclectic Grand Lodge," at Frankfort-ou -the- Main, celebrated, as 
shown by the minutes of the session of May 1, 1891, the eightieth birthday 
(March 20, 1891) of its representative, Bro. Hoest, near the Grand Lodge of 
Ltimark at Copenhagen. A congratulatory address, richly and artistically 
ornamented, was sent to Bro. Hoest, who acknowledged the receipt with 
thanks and proper feelings, under date of April 7, 1891. 

At the same session of May 1, 1891, it was communicated that a memorial 
tombstone of marble, with suitable emblems, is to be erected over the grave of 
the late Past Grand Master Bro. Dr. H. Weismann, and that the funds for 
same are already on hand by general contributions of the subordinate lodges of 
the Jurisdiction, and by private collections among his former pupils. He was in 
his secular life Principal of the " Elizabeth Normal College " ; in the Fraternity 
a prominent Brother of great literary fame. (See Report of Correspondence of 
1891, page 122.) 

No. 176 contains the description of the yearly celebration of St. John the 
Baptist's Day, held in the rooms of the subordinate lodge, " Carl, to the rising 
light," presided over by Grand Master Bro. Dr. M. A. Knoblauch, and in 
presence of all the Grand Officers and the representatives of other Grand Bodies, 
and of numerous members of subordinate lodges of this and of other jurisdic- 
tions. 

The opening address of Grand Master Knoblauch was pregnant with a spirit 
of true Masonic brotherhood, and was received by the participants in the same 
6ense and with deep feeling. 

The orator of the day, Bro. Grand Orator Reges, followed with a short but 
impressive oration, especially remembering and illustrating the memory and the 
Masonic efficiency of the late Past Grand Master Dr. Weismann. 

Bro. Geis, of the subordinate lodge, " Carl, to the rising light," also ad- 
dressed the festival meeting, referring to recent attacks upon the aims and doc- 
triues of Masonry by an over-zealous religious party. 

All these excellent oratoric exercises are printed in full in No. 176 of the 
Protocols, and a description of the musical productions which adorned the Fes- 
tival lodge. 

The contents of the Minutes of the regular quarterly sessions of August 
28, 1891 (No. 177), are more voluminous than the other protocols received, and 
have, besides the local matters transacted, a special interest for us, in so far as 
the appendix, devoted to reports from other Grand Bodies and subordinate 
lodges, contains a very elaborate and detailed report on the Grand Lodge Ses- 
sion of 1891 of the Grand Lodge of the State of New York. 

The local matters transacted at the session of August 26, 1891, comprise re- 
ports of elections in the subordinate lodges and appointments of representatives 
near other Grand Bodies. A review of the Transactions of the last German 
Grand Lodge's Diet and copies of the two circular letters of the presiding Grand 
Master were also presented. A list of letters received and of printed docu-

ments from foreign jurisdictions was communicated and inserted in the Min- 
utes. 

The appendix contains, as referred to above, reports from the Proceedings 
of the Grand Lodge "Zur Sonne," at Bayreuth, for 1890 and 1891; of the 
" Grosse Landes Loge " at Berlin, for 1891; of the " Three Globes" Grand Lodge, 
and the " Royal York " Grand Lodge, for 1891 ; of the " Grand Orient of Brazil,*' 
February and March, 1891 ; of the " Symbolic Grand Lodge of Uruguay," May 4, 
1891 ; the "Grand Lodge of Spain," at Sevilla, for 1891 ; of the " Grand Orient 
of Spain," at Madrid, July, 1891 ; and of the "Grand Lodge of the States of 
New York," June, 1891. 

The report of the New York Grand Lodge proceedings is very comprehen- 
sive, and gives a full and detailed review of the transactions of the 2d, 3d, and 
4th of June, 1891. 

Prominence is given to the opening address of M.\ W.\ Grand Master Bro. 
Vrooman, the greater part of which is literally translated, and also of the Grand 
Master's encyclical and account relative to the ceremonies of the laying of the 
foundation stone of the " Asylum" at Utica. Special mention is made of the 
fac-simile of the original subscription list of the Masonic Hall and Asylum Fund 
(from 1842 to 1859 inclusive). 

The statistics of the New York Jurisdiction are enumerated with the great- 
est possible care and correctness ; also the names of the Grand Officers elected 
and appointed, of the representatives, and the list of the standing committees 
and their reports and motions : in other words, a complete and exhaustive 
review and extract of the New York Grand Lodge session of June, 1891, was pre- 
sented to the " Eclectic Grand Lodge " Jurisdiction by this report. 

We are greatly obliged to Grand Secretary Bro. Karl Paul, the author of 
the report, for the correctness of detail, and allow ourselves to express the de- 
sire that his excellent report would be in future a model for other jurisdictions 
in correspondence and Masonic relations with the Grand Lodge of the State of 
New York, and an inducement to follow his steps. 

The representative of the Grand Lodge of the State of New York near the 
" Eclectic Grand Lodge," Bro. W. Ebelino, communicated that he has received 
from the New York Grand Lodge the new jewel for Grand Representatives 
which the New York Grand Lodge had lately distributed among its representa- 
tives near foreign Grand Bodies, and that he has acknowledged the receipt with 
proper thanks. 

The contents of the minutes of the regular yearly session of September 27, 
1891 (Protocol No. 178), must be noted as important for the jurisdiction, and 
interesting and valuable for the German Fraternity. 

This annual session was opened by Grand Master Bro. Knoblauch, assisted 
by the Grand Officers, and in presence of all the representatives (Masters and 
Wardens) of the subordinate lodges. The reason why we called this session 
"important " is that a lively debate and very spirited discussions took place 
over the question now before the German Grand Lodge League and the German 
Fraternity (to be decided at the next Grand Lodge League's Diet) to create a 
second or co-ordinate Representative Body near the German Grand Lodge 
League, and therefore a change and ameudment of the fundamental law of 
the Grand Lodge League's organization. 

In our above report on the proceedings of the last Diet of the Grand Lodge 
League of 1891, and on the several German Grand Bodies can be found the con- 
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tents and a description of the character of the proposition, regarded generally 
by the German Fraternity as inopportune, unsatisfactory, and detrimental to the 
German Grand Lodge organization. 

Grand Master Bro. Knoblauch, in his opening speech, resumed the delib- 
erations on the proposition in and outside the Diet of the League, discussing all 
sides of the new ideas and propositions, quoting the reports of the committees 
appointed to investigate the matter, and gave a very clear and impartial sum- 
ming up of the whole question. 

The Grand Master was ably seconded by Grand Secretary Bro. Paul, so 
that the result of the discussion and the decision of the assembly was the unan- 
imous vote to oppose and reject the proposition at the next Diet of the League. 

We add, as further explanation of the vote, the following, as contained in 
the minutes : 

Not only Grand Master Bro. Knoblauch, but also Graud Secretary Bro. 
Paul asserted and admitted that certain amendments and beneficial changes of 
the fundamental law of the German Grand Lodge League are desirable, but 
demonstrated also that the proposition of the creation of the new representative 
body in question cannot be beneficial or salutary — rather the contrary. 

The votes and explanations of the representatives of all the subordinate 
lodges are literally inserted in the Minutes. 

Bro. Grand Secretary Paul declared that he does not incline to offer a substi- 
tute for the proposition in question, or an elaborated draft for amendments of 
the Constitution, but submitted in writing ten explanatory " theses " for guid- 
ance In the discussion, which were found very expedient and of great assistance 
in helping to regulate the debates ; they will therefore undoubtedly influence all 
deliberations on the matter, not only in the Eclectic Union Jurisdiction, but also 
at the next Diet of the Grand Lodge League. 

The five communications, Nos. 174 to 178, were accompanied by a pamphlet 
containing the tabular statement of the members of the Grand Lodge of the 
" Eclectic Union," a list, etc., of the subordinate lodges, and the membership 
of the six subordinate lodges at Frankfort-on-the-Main, a very handy and useful 
directory of the Jurisdiction. 

The general statistics of the Jurisdiction will be found in our report on the 
Diet of the Grand Lodge League of Germany. 



GRAND LODGE OF SAXONY, AT DRESDEN. 

We received from this Grand Body in due time Nos. 165 and 166 of the 
printed Transactions. 

No. 165 reports on the regular meeting of April 14, 1891, opened In due form 
by Grand Master Bro. Erdmann, assisted by the Grand Wardens Bros. Krenkxl 
and Ellezinouer, with prayer, ard in presence of the representatives of foreign 
Grand Lodges, and of all the representatives of the subordinate lodges of the 
Jurisdiction. 

The order of the day was acted upon, of which we quote as follows : 

The memory of deceased brethren since the last meeting of the Grand Lodge 
(of this and foreign jurisdictions) was respectfully eulogized, particularly those 
of Bro. Neuland, Grand Master of the "Grosse Landes Loge," at Berlin ; of 
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Bko. Frkdebichs, Grand Master of the " Three Globes " Graud Lodge, at Ber- 
lin ; and of Bro. A. Rjedlioh, Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge " Zur Sonne," 
at Bayreuth. 

It was proposed to go Into closer relations or communication and Masonic 
intercourse with the independent lodges at Leipzig, called "Minerva" and 
" Baldwin," and a discussion consequently took place, and a resolution on the 
subject was adopted. 

We had occasion a number of times in our former reports to stigmatize as 
a Masonic anomaly the existence of these five independent lodges of English 
origin not belonging to any Grand Lodge Jurisdiction. 

A motion has been frequently made at the sessions of the Diet of the 
German Grand Lodge League, to admit these five so-called independent lodges, 
as a Masonic union, to the German Grand Lodge League, but always without 
result. 

It seems that the condition of these five independent lodges, so far as con- 
cerns the German Grand Lodge League, will be, in future as in the past, a 
permanent one of isolation and anomaly. 

The Grand Lodge of Saxony therefore declined a mutual representa- 
tion with the above-mentioned lodges at Leipzig, as against the principles of Its 
constitution, which provides mutual representation with recognized Grand 
Bodies only, but is ready to receive visiting brethren at its meetings, and offers 
a Masonic correspondence. 

Printed transactions of foreign and German Grand Bodies received since last 
session are enumerated in the minutes of the session of April 14, 1891, but have 
no special interest for us. 

The creation of a common or general German Masonic Diet (near and aside 
from the Grand Lodge League's Diet), representing the subordinate lodges, and 
as a protective measure against possible transgressions of the Grand Lodge 
League, was discussed, and motions and resolutions on this proposition were 
adopted. 

The subordinate lodges submitted their wrlttten opinions and legal votes, 
which show that the votes of thirteen subordinate lodges are against the prop- 
osition, and only seven lodges are In favor of taking the proposition into consid- 
eration. 

A statement of receipts and disbursements of the Grand Lodge for the 
Masonic year 1890, audited by two members of the Grand Lodge, was presented 
and approved. 

A regular session was held October 18, 1891, as described in Communication 
No. 166, presided over and opened by Grand Master Bro. Erdmann, in due form 
and in presence of the representatives entitled to the participation. 

The order of the day comprised mainly internal and local matters. 

Bro. Winklbr, who for a long time has represented the Symbolic Grand 
Lodge of Hungary, and who has annually presented, during his career as Repre- 
sentative, very elaborate and interesting reports from the Hungarian Grand 
Lodge Transactions, has resigned, and in his place Bro. H. Eretschmar, Master 
of the subordinate lodge " Three Swords," was elected, and Installed at this 
session. 

Among the documents (Nos. 165 and 166) received by the Saxony Grand 
Lodge and itemized in the minutes of the session of October 18, 1891, we find 
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enumerated the list of Grand Officers of the Grand Lodge of the State of New 
York, but no mention of the receipt of the New York Grand Lodge Transactions 
of 1891. 

An appendix contains a lengthy and detailed report of the Transactions of 
the Grand Orient of Belgium, of 1887 to 1889, from the pen of Bro. Luedbr. 

No. 167 of the Transactions (January 19, 1892) has just been received, and is 
of later date. 

The Grand Lodge Session, described in No. 167, was opened by Grand Master 
Bro. Erdmann in due form, and in a manner similar to the sessions of April 
14, 1891, and October 13, 1891. 

Reports from subordinate lodges were presented, and the founding of the 
Grand Lodge of Norway, separate from the Grand Lodge of "Sweden," was com- 
municated. We give the details of this interesting occurrence under the head- 
ing of our report on the Grand Lodge of Sweden and Norway. 

The appendix of No. 167 contains very detailed reports of the condition and 
efficiency of all the subordinate lodges, but no statistics. 

Reports from foreign Grand Bodies were presented by Bro. Beshkr from 
the Transactions of the Grand Orient of the " Netherlands," by Bro. Lueder, 
from the sixteenth and seventeenth yearly bulletin of the Grand Orient of " Bel- 
gium," and by our representative Bro. Grahl from the 110th session of the 
" New York Graud Lodge," June, 1891. 

Bro. Grahl's report is, as usual, elaborate and thorough ; it is interesting, 
full of spirit, and to the point ; and we are again, as in the past, indebted to him 
for his care and diligence. 

The main points of Grand Master Vrooman's address are given, and the 
statistics, as contained in the New York printed Transactions, fully enumerated. 
Every interesting item of the session is mentioned, and the laying of the foun- 
dation stone of the " Asylum at Utica " described, respectively extracted from 
the above address of Grand Master Vrooman. 

Bro. Grahl's report refers especially to the correctness and minuteness of 
the report of our committee on foreign correspondence, which we acknowl- 
edge with thanks. 

We hear from a reliable source that our representative, Bro. Grahl, of 
Dresden, intends visiting the United States during the summer of 1892, and we 
would be pleased to give htm a brotherly welcome, as well as to make his per- 
sonal acquaintance. 

Statistics of the Jurisdiction are not contained in the documents received ; 
we refer to our report on the session of 1891 of the Diet of the German Grand 
Lodge League.

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GRAND LODGE " ZUR EINTRACHT," AT DARM- 
STADT, IN THE GRAND DUCHY OF HESSE. 

We received from this Grand Lodge No. 109 of the printed minutes of its meet- 
ing, held April 19, 1891, at the rooms of the subordinate lodge, "St. John the 
Evangelist," at Darmstadt. The representatives of the subordinate lodges, and 
of the foreign Grand Bodies, present at the opening, are enumerated. 

The presiding Grand Master, Bro. Brandt, opened the session in due form, 
and communicated the obituary of several prominent brethren of foreign juris- 
dictions since the last session of the " Eintracht " Grand Lodge, previously 
known to us from other sources. 

The W.\ M.\ of the Lodge " Minerva," at Leipzig, one of the five isolated 
lodges in Germany of English origin, Bro. J. Victor Carus, Professor at the 
University of Leipzig, was tendered the Honorary Membership of the " Eintracht 
Grand Lodge," on proposition of Grand Master Bro. Brandt, and with the 
written consent of all the members of the Grand Lodge, on March 22, 1891, the 
day of the 150th anniversary of the existence of said Lodge " Minerva." 

All other matters, communications, and reports transacted at this session 
are of minor importance and of local interest only. 

A report on the condition of the Benevolent Institution, created in honor of 
the late Grand Master of the jurisdiction, Bro. Adolfh Pfaltz, is very satisfac- 
tory. 

The Report of the presiding Grand Master, Bro. Brandt, on the German 
Grand Lodge Diet of May 17, 1891, is comprehensive; these proceedings, how- 
ever, are reported by us at another place. 

The proposed amendment to the laws and regulations of the German Grand 
Lodge League, as laid down in the petitiou of several subordinate lodges in the 
Rhenish Provinces of Prussia, asking the creation of a separate representation 
of all German subordinate lodges in the Grand Lodge League, and in its Diet, is 
especially and minutely mentioned in Bro. Brandt's Report, and seems to be 
considered by him with favor, although in a very conservative manner. 

Bros. Weber and Nies were agaiu elected Representatives of the German 
Grand Lodge Diet for 1891 and 1892. 

The Grand Officers are :

Bro. Fred Bolza, Notary at Landau, is the Representative of New York 
Grand Lodge, near the Grand Lodge " Zur Eintracht." 

The statistics of the jurisdiction, as far as could be ascertained, are reported 
under the heading of the German Grand Lodge League.

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The Protector of the Grand Lodge "Zur Eintracht" at Darmstadt, Grand 
Duke of Hesse, Ludwig IV., died March 13, 1892, and was buried March 17, 
1892, in the ancestral tomb, with all the usual pomp and ceremony, and in 
presence of an immense crowd of the resident population of Darmstadt and 
vicinity,— an evidence of the popularity of this sovereign. 

The Grand Lodge "Zur Eintracht" considered it a sacred duty to further 
honor the memory of its Protector, by a Lodge of Sorrow to be held April 
10, 1892, at 12 m., in the rooms of the subordinate Lodge •* St. John the Evan- 
gelist, 1 ' in the city of Darmstadt. 

Grand Master Bro. Brandt, under date of March 18, 1892, has published 
a circular or invitation to this Lodge of Sorrow, and has sent a copy to the 
Grand Lodge of the State of New York. No doubt, a minute description of 
this Masonic ceremony will follow, which will give us a future opportunity to 
report on the 6am e. 



GRAND LODGE "ZUR SONNE," AT BAY- 
REUTH. 

Communications or printed protocols of this Grand Lodge have not been 
received. 

Reports contained in our exchanges on the transactions aud efficiency of 
this Grand Lodge are now too obsolete to have any interest for us, and the Ma- 
sonic publications of Germany indicate that statistics and membership have not 
materially changed during the Masonic year 1890 to 1891. 

We quote the following : 

Grand Master Bro. Jul. Bayerlein, at Bayreuth. 

Grand Secretary Bro. C. H. Fischer, at Bayreuth (Address, Hofgarten 818, 
Bayreuth). 

The jurisdiction comprises twenty-six subordinate lodges, of which three are 
in foreign countries. The total membership is 2,800 brethren, as reported, June, 
1890. 

The Grand Lodge " Zur Sonne," interchanges representation with the other 
German Grand Lodges, with the Grand Lodges "Alpiua," of Switzerland, 
and of Hungary, and with the Grand Orients of Belgium, of the Netherlands, 
and of Greece. 

This Grand Lodge is in mourning for the loss of its Honorary and Past 
Grand Master, M. . W.\ Bro. Frederick von Fbustel, (died October 12, 1891), 
who was for so many years a zealous, worthy, and popular member of this 
jurisdiction. 

GRAND LODGE OF DENMARK, AT COPEN- 
HAGEN. 

The Grand Lodge of Denmark does not publish protocols of its proceedings ; 
we are, however, in possession of a catalogue of its members and officers, re- 
cently issued, which gives an excellent, view of the organization and efficiency 
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of this well-governed Grand Lodge. It is called " Matrikel for Frimurer-Orden- 
ens, VIII. Provinds for 1890, Manuscript for Broedere," and dedicated to His 
Royal Highness Christian Frederick Wilhelm Carl, Crown Prince of Den- 
mark. The contents are very interesting and specify in a very substantial man- 
ner aud in detail the inner administration, enumerating the highest dignitaries 
and officers of the jurisdiction, also of the Provincial Lodge at Odense, of the 
two subordinate St. Andrew's Chapters at Copenhagen and Odense, and of the 
three St. John's Lodges at Copenhagen, of the lodges at Odense, at Helsingoer, 
at Aalborg, ut Flensborg, at Aarhuus, at Nykjobing, atRanders ; total, nine sub* 
ordiuate St. John's Lodges. 

The total membership, as reported, is 3,605 brethren. 

The three St. John's Lodges at Copenhagen are : 

a. Zorobabel and Frederik (Zorobabel og Frederik til det Kronede Haab), 
founded Oct. 25, 1745, has now 966 members. 

b. Christian, founded March 23, 1874, has 499 members. 

c. Nordstar «(Nordstjernen), founded 23 March, 1874, has 293 members. 
These three lodges have their meeting rooms, No. 2 Klaerkegade, In the 

city of Copenhagen. 

The St. John's Lodge at Odense, " Maria" (Maria til de treHjerter), founded 
April 3, 1791, has 625 members. 

The St. John's Lodge at Helsingoer, " Kosmos," founded April 8, 1851, has 
189 brethren. 

The St. John's Lodge "Cimbria," at Aalborg, (Nov. 21, 1871), has 357 mem- 
bers; the Lodge " Frederick," at Flensborg, has 52 members ; the Lodge " St. 
Clemens," at Aarhuus, (Nov. 21, 1871), has 357 members ; the Lodge " Dagmar," 
at Nykjobing, Falster, (Nov. 8, 1877), has 134 members ; the lodge at Randers, 
"St. Martin," (March 16, 1882), has 142 members. 

The statistics given are taken from the last published " Matrikel " of the 
jurisdiction. 

The Grand Lodge of Denmark is instituted and conducted in the form of the 
•'Swedish 8ystem," practiced by the Grand Lodge of Sweden and the "Grosse 
Landes Loge," at Berlin. In our former reports, especially in 1887, we have 
reviewed and detailed the organization, which is in some ways different from the 
English branch of the Fraternity, and have made the American Fraternity 
familiar with the doings and the work of this Swedish System. 

Protector of Freemasonry in Denmark is : His Majesty, King Christian IX. 

The present highest officers of the jurisdiction are : 

Grand Ordens *f* Master (Vicarius 8alomonis) is His Royal Highness, Bro. 
Christian Frederick Wilhelm Karl, Crown Prince of Denmark. 

Grand Master: His Highness, Bro. Hans, Prince of Schleswig-Holstein-Son- 
derburg-Gliicksburg. 

Grand Secretary : Bro. Rasmus Oellgaakd Nielson, member of the Minis- 
try of War. 

Provincial Grand Master of the Provincial Lodge at Odense i6 Bro. Count 
C. F. of Rantzau, Royal Chamberlain. 

The Grand Lodge of Denmark exchanges Grand Representations with the 
" Grosse Landes Loge" at Berlin, the u Three Globes Grand Lodge," the " Royal 
York Grand Lodge," (both also at Berlin), the Grand Lodge " ZurEintracht," at 
Darmstadt, the " Eclectic Grand Lodge," at Frankfort-on-the-Main, the Grand 
Lodge of Sweden, the Grand Lodges of England, Scotland, and Ireland, the 
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Grand Orient of the Netherlands, the Grand Orients of Egypt and Greece, 
the Grand Lodge of Hungary for the symbolic Degrees, the Grand Lodge of 
the State of New York. We desire to call attention to the fact that Prince 
Christian, Grand Ordens tf* Master of the Denmark Grand Lodge Jurisdiction, 
and Grand Master Bro. Vrooman of the Grand Lodge of the State of New York, 
have been pleased to interchange representation (as reported by us previously) ; 
also that Bro. Jens Peter Aastrup, Councillor of State, from the Grand Lodge 
of Denmark, has been appointed to represent the Grand Lodge of the State of 
New York, near that of Denmark, and Bro. Edward M. L. Ehlers, Grand 
Secretary, has been appointed to represent thut Grand Lodge near the Graud 
Lodge of the State of Ntw York. 

In reviewing our exchanges we find the following interesting item relative 
to the Grand Lodge of Denmark : 

"On March 20, 1891, R.\ W.\ Bro. Andr. Fred. Hoest, for twenty years 
Master of the St. Andrew's Lodge •* Cubus FredericI Septimi," at Copenhagen, 
celebrated his eightieth birthday ; he is a prominent brother of the jurisdiction, 
known in political circles as Councillor of State (Etats Rath), and who is 
honored with the highest positions and degrees, as can be ascertained from the 
"Matrikel." 

The following day a festival lodge was held in his honor in the St. John 
Lodge, " Christian," at Copenhagen, several hundred brethren participating. 
The honorary membership of said lodge was conferred on him with all the usual 
ceremonies, and the festivities were closed by a banquet. 

Bro. Crown Prince C. Frederic W., Grand Ordens tfi Master, presided, and 

Grand Master Bro. Prince Hans of Sehle6wig-HoIstein-Glucksburg, occupied 
the East ; both addressed Bro. Hoest in eloquent and impressive congratulatory 
words. At the banquet Crown Prince Frederic proposed the health of Bro. 
Hoest, which was drunk with the solemnity of a Masonic toast. 

Several congratulatory speeches were made, expressions of the deep feel- 
ings of brotherly love, and in admiration of the honorable efficiency of Bro. 
Hoest in the Fraternity during his long service. 

The Grand Lodge of the "Eclectic Union" at Frank fort-on-the-Main, whose 
representative Is Bro. Hoest near the Grand Lodge of Denmark, had sent a con- 
gratulatory address, richly and artistically decorated. 



GRAND ORIENT OF THE NETHERLANDS. 

We have duly received the first and seconds section of the fifteenth annual 
edition of the Bulletin of this Grand Body. 

The first section of the Bulletin, issued November 28, 1890, contains copies 
of four circulars of the Grand MaBter, Bro. van Diggelen, to the subordinate 
lodges, referring only to internal and local matters. Further communications, 
relating to the benevolent institute called 4i Louisa Stlchtiug," are of no interest 
to us ; a balance sheet of receipts and disbursement* for said benevolent 
institution, reports on the proceedings of subordinate lodges in the realm of the 
Netherlands, and reviews of transactions of foreign Grand Lodges, are also 
printed in tlris section of the bulletin. 
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The second section promulgated a protocol of the regular sessions of the 
Grand Orient, on June 21, 1891, presided over by Grand Master Bro. P. J. G. 
van Diggelkn, and in presence of Bro. A. M. Maas-Geesteranus, Deputy Grand 
Master, the Grand Wardens, and other Grand Officers, and representatives of all 
the subordinate lodges. The transactions of this meeting were mainly motions 
for amendments to local statutes of the subordinate lodges, but not definitive 
decisions on motions, which have to go first to the subordinate lodges for con- 
sideration and proposition. 

Other communications of local character, and reports on transactions of 
foreign Grand Bodies, are also contained in this second section of the fifteenth 
annual edition of the Bulletin. The report on the Proceedings of the Grand 
Lodge of New York, June, 1891, must be Interesting for us. 

This report is elaborate, and gives the several items of the New York 
Grand Lodge Session of 1891. The address of Grand Master Bro. Vrooman is 
extracted, and its main features are given substantially. Statistics are reported, 
and the report of the committee on Foreign Correspondence is referred to in 
complimentary terms. An appendix to the second section of the fifteenth 
annual edition of the Grand Orients Bulletin, contains the list of the officers 
of all the subordinate lodges of the jurisdiction. 

The total membership of the jurisdiction is, in accordance with the last 
official records, 3,840 brethren, of which the subordinate lodges in Europe 
have about 2,950 members. 

The numbers of subordinate lodges have not changed since last year, viz. 
Fifty-one in Europe, thirteen in Africa, fourteen in the other Dutch Colonies. 

The Grand Officers are : 

Grand Master— Bro. P. J. G. van Diggelen, judge at Zwolle, member of 
the Provincial Staaten of Oberijssel.

The Grand Orient of the Netherlands exchanges representation with all 
Germau Graud Lodges, with the "Alpiua" Grand Lodge of Switzerland, with the 
Grand Lodges of Hungary, of England, and Scotland, with the Grand Orients of 
France, of Lusitania, at Lisbon, of Belgium, of Italy, of Greece, and of Peru. 



GRAND LODGE OF HUNGARY FOR THE SYM- 
BOLIC DEGREES, AT BUDA-PESTH. 

Nos. 5 to 12 (May to December), 1891, have been received of the periodical 
" Orient," the official organ of this Grand Body ; also Nos. 1 to 3, 1892 (January, 
February, and March). This periodical is published each month. 

In the official part of the " Orient" the proceedings of the quarterly sessions 
are reported, and the edicts and decrees of the Grand Lodge are promulgated. 
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The non-official part is very ably edited, and has prominent contributors 
among Masons and Masonic students. The managing editor is Grand Secretary 
Bro. Moriz Gelhri, at Buda-Pest ; his assistant is Bro. Julius Scalitzer. 

The official part of this publication also contains a Masonic calendar, indi- 
cating the days of meeting of all subordinate lodges, which is important for this 
jurisdiction only, aud is of no special interest to us. 

The numbers of the " Orient " received contain the minutes of the several 
emergent and special meetings, all referring, however, to local matters and 
internal regulations. 

The non-official part contains mainly essays on Masonic matters, prepared 
and arranged for the instruction of the brethren, and for the Illustration of the 
teachings of Masonic doctrines. Orations delivered in the lodges of the juris- 
diction on certain occasions, such as Masonic festivals and special celebrations 
in subordinate lodges, are printed in full. 

Statistics are not specified, and can be compiled only from other sources. 

The reviews of the transactions from the proceedings of foreign Grand 
Bodies, as contained in the non-official part of the " Orient," are reported by us 
in another place. The miscellaneous quotations from the Masonic literature 
intend to bring such matters to the knowledge of the jurisdiction, and in this 
manner to keep the Hungarian Fraternity informed of the course of all Masonic 
affairs. 

The election of Grand Officers and Masters and Wardens of the subordinate 
lodges are especially published by the '< Orient." 

The seat of the Symbolic Grand Lodge of Hungary is at Buda-Pesth, VI. 
District, Waltzner Boulevard No. 45, and the Grand Officers, now in office, are 
as follows : 

Grand Master, Bro. Stefan von Rakovszky ; Deputy Grand Masters, Bro. 
Anton von Bbrecz and Bro. Bela von Majlath ; Grand Secretary, Bro. Moriz 
Gelbri, VI., Neugasse, No. 4. 

The Symbolic Grand Lodge of Hungary was founded on March 21, 1886, by 
the union of the St. John Grand Lodge, and the Grand Orient of Hungary. It 
comprises in its jurisdiction forty-one subordinate lodges, with 2,091 members, 
and interchanges representation with nearly all the recognized Grand Lodges in 
Europe, and with many others in non-European countries. 

We understand that the Symbolic Grand Lodge of Hungary has directed a 
letter lately to the Grand Lodge of the State of New York, expressing a desire 
to obtain closer relations and a mutual representation to strengthen the condi- 
tion of the several Grand Lodges aud the Fraternity in general, and propositions 
in relation thereto were made and recorded. 

The authorized committee of the New York jurisdiction will undoubtedly 
decide favorably in the matter. 



GRAND LODGE "ALPINA" OF SWITZER- 
LAND. 

We can give only extracts from our European exchanges, relative to Sta- 
tistics, Transactions, Grand Officers, etc., of the " Alpina " Grand Lodge, as no 
direct communications, as in former years, have been received ; reasons not 
known. 
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The seat of the " Alpina" up to the year 1803 is at Berne. In June, 1891, 
the jurisdiction comprised thirty-two subordinate lodges, with 2,534 members. 

Grand Master is— M.\ W.\ Bho. Elib Ducommun, at Berne. 

Deputy Grand Master— R.\ W.\ Bro. Louis Fret, at Berne ; known in the 
United States as colonel of a Missouri regiment of volunteers of Union soldiers 
in our civil war for the preservation of the Union, and later as Minister 
Plenipotentiary of the Swiss Confederation at Washington. 

The circumstances of his resignation and motives therefor, as Minister of 
Switzerland, are known in this country and in Switzerland. 

His election as Deputy Grand Master (and designated successor of the 
Grand Master) caused heavy .invectives against his person and his civil and polit- 
ical life in the secular press, influenced by clerical circles and ultramontane 
organs, but without detriment to the popularity he enjoys. 

Grand Lodge Representation exists with nearly all European Grand Bodies.

GRAND LODGE OF SWEDEN, AT STOCKHOLM. 

This Grand Lodge has the same interior organization and work as the 
"Grosse Landes Loge " at Berlin, and the Grand Lodge of Denmark. 

It was instituted December 25, 1754, aud is considered as the founder, or 
rather originator, of the so-called " Swedish Masonic System, " established and 
practised by said Grand Bodies at Berlin and Copenhagen. 

Details and specifications of this organization of Masonic jurisdiction can be 
found in the report of this committee on foreign correspondence for 1889, under 
the heading of the " Berlin Grosse Landes Loge." 

The Swedish Jurisdiction has five Provincial Grand Lodges (at Kristiaustad, 
Goeteborg, Linkoeplng, Kristiania, Karlstadt), thirteen St. Andrew's (Scotch) 
Chapters, and twenty-five St. John's subordinate lodges, with 3,279 members 
(June, 1891). 

Like the Grand Lodge of Denmark, the Swedish Grand Lodge does not pub- 
lish its transactions ; a list only of lodges members, and officers is printed and 
distributed from time to time. 

From more recent publications of membership, etc., we quote the following:

Prince of Sweden and Norway, Duke of Wermland. 

Grand Secretary— Bro. Hugo Wilh. Martin, No 4, Lill-Jans plan, at 
Stockholm. 
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The Swedish Grand Lodge Interchanges representation with the Grand 
Lodges of England, Scotland, and Ireland, with the German Grand Lodges, the 
Grand Lodges of Denmark, Hungary, the Grand Orients of Belgium, Lusilania, 
Greece, and Italy. 

The seat of the Grand Lodge of Sweden is Blasieholme No. 6, at Stockholm.

Our latest European exchanges contain the following: His Majesty King 

Oscar of Sweden and Norway, Grand Ordens if* Master of the Jurisdiction of 
the United Kingdom, has declared and promulgated, by an encyclical letter and 
edict, that the members of the Fraternity in the territory of Norway, now under 
the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Sweden at Stockholm, by their specially 
expressed desire, have the risjht to constitute themselves into a new and differ- 
ent Grand Lodge organization, called " The Grand Lodge of Norway," " Den 
Norske Store Landsloge," a fact which creates formally and practically a new 
Grand Lodge Jurisdiction. 

King Oscar further declared that he shall remaiu at the head of the new 

Grand Lodge of Norway as Grand Ordens tft Master and VIcarius Salomonis. 
He appointed his Royal Highness the Crown Prince of Sweden and Norway, 
Bro. Oscar Glstaf Adolf, Grand Master; and Bro. R. Kirulf, Major-General 
and Inspector-General of Artillery, as Deputy Grand Master. 

Congratulations from several European Grand Bodies were received by the 
new Grand Lodge. Further news of installation and organization and more 
complete details are expected. 



MISCELLANEOUS. 

Grand Orient of Belgium. We have not received communications 
from this Grand Body, which is the highest authority for the three Symbolic 
degrees in Belgium. Seventeen subordinate lodges exist in the jurisdiction. 
Statistics are not known to us. This Grand Body was founded Feb. 25, 1838, and 
the Grand Muster for the Masonic period 1892, is Bro. Ernest Reisse, 14 
Avenue Marnix, Brussels; Grand Secretary, Bro. Hennbbert; his assistant, 
Bro. Marshal. 

Address of the Grand Orient is Bro. M. RiAr-NEDOROT, 4 Rue du Persil, 
Bruxelles. 

Grand Orient of Italy, at Rome. The following is taken from our 
exchanges, no direct communications having been received. 

According to the last reports the jurisdiction comprises 132 St. John's sub- 
ordinate lodges, of which twenty-eight are in non-Italian countries (Rumania, 
Turkey, Tripolis, Egypt, Cape of Good Hope, South America). 

The Grand Officers are : Bro. Adriano Lemmi, Grand Master, 54 Via Nazi- 
onale, Rome ; Deputy Grand Master, Bro. Pirro Aforti, lawyer, Corso Porta 
Romaua, 11, Milan; Grand Secretary, Bro. Achille Ballori, Address, Al 
Grande Oriente d'ltalia, Palazzo Poll No. 42, Rome. Description of the organi- 
zation of the jurisdiction of this Grand Body can be found in our report of 1891 
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The Supreme Council at Luxemburg (Supreme Conseil macon- 
nfque Chef d'ordre dans le Grand-Duche de Luxemburg, in Luxemburg) was 
founded and organized December 7, 1849, but has only one subordinate lodge at 
present : " Les enfants de la Concorde," at the City of Luxemburg, with sixty- 
one members, and whose Master is Bro. Theophil Schroll, printer. 

As Grand Master of the Jurisdiction Bro. Th. Schroll is in function ; Grand 
Secretary is, Bro. Eugen Lang, Engineer, Address, Mr. Freeiori de Fonseco, Rue 
de la Loge. 

Grand Orient of Greece, at Athens, 3 Rue Kolokotrouis, founded 
Oct. 7, 1872, consists of n Supreme Council with one chapter (Athens) and six 
subordinate St. John's Lodges. Grand Master is Bro. Nik. Damaskinos, Pro- 
fessor at the University at Athens; Honorary Grand Master, Bro. Prince Ro- 
docanakas ; Grand Secretary, Bro. C. Stephanos, 24 Rue Homere d'Athenes. 

The Grand Orient of Greece interchanges representation with the Grand 
Orients of the Netherlands and of Italia, with the Grand Lodges of Ireland, of 
Sweden, of Denmark, and the Grand Lodges of Germany. 

Grand Orient of Mexico, for the three St. John's Degrees, at Mexico, 
was instituted 1878, has 81 provincial lodges, with 113 St. John's lodges ; seat : 
Calle Canoa No. 4, at the city of Mexico. Grand Master, Bro. Sobtenes Roua ; 
Grand Secretary, Bro. Emilio G. Canton ; Apartado del Correo No. 12, Celaya 
12, Mexico. 

Iu several of the United States of Mexico there exist "Independent" 
Masonic Grand Bodies, of which some are recognized by North American Grand 
Lodges. 

Spain* We find the following Grand Bodies existing in the territory of 
the Pyrenean Peninsula :

The foregoing table shows the following interesting facts in its application 
to any one Grand Jurisdiction, for instance : 

New York has 75,775 Master Masons, a proportion of one to each' 79#b of its 
population of 5,997,S53. 

Of this number of Master Masons, 16,182 are Royal Arch Masons, a ratio of 
one Royal Arch Mason to every 4£& of Master Masous (equal to 214ft per cent.). 

In the Chivalric Order 8,663 are Knights Templars, which is in the ratio of 
one Knight Templar to every 8M Master Masons (equal to lldft per cent.), or 
one Knight Templar to every lflfc Royal Arch Mason (equal to 53& per cent.). 

In the Criptic Rite, with a membership of 2,867 we find one to every 5dft Royal 
Arch Masons, and that of Knights Templars one in every 2^ft are Council mem- 
bers. 

While the compilation of this table has been considerable labor, yet pre- 
senting as it does a comparison at a very nearly even date, approximate to the 
census enumeration, it exhibits in a comprehensive manner facts of interest and 
importance to the Fraternity at large.
